sale  of  coal  in  paper  bags  or  other  containers,"  pro- 
viding that  the  sale,  putting  up  for  sale  or  offering  for 
sale  of  each  paper  bag  or  other  container  in  violation 
of  the  ordinance  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hij  the  Mai/or  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Ordinance  Xo. 
430,  approved  Jnne  16,  192."),  entitled  '^Vn  ordi- 
nance to  add  a  new  section  to  Article  17  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  of  1906,  title  *  Inspections, 
Weights  and  ^feasnres,'  sub-title  ^Coal,'  saicl 
new  section  to  be  known  as  Section  31 A  and  to 
follow   immediately  after   Section   31   of  said 
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Article,  regulating  the  sale  of  coal  in  paper 
bags  or  other  containers,"  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed  and  reordained  with  amend- 
ments, to  read  as  follows : 

31A.  On  and  after  November  1,  1925,  it  shall 
be  nnlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  sell, 
put  up  for  sale  or  offer  for  sale,  coal  in  paper 
bags  or  other  containers  in  quantities  other 
than  eighty  pounds  (bushel),  forty  pounds  (half 
bushel)  and  twenty  pounds  (peck),  or  to  sell, 
put  up  for  sale  or  offer  for  sale,  coal  in  paper 
bags  or  other  containers,  or  have  in  possession 
coal  in  such  paper  bags  or  other  containers,  un- 
less the  net  contents  in  pounds  as  above  pre- 
scribed be  clearly  stamped  or  marked  in  plain 
figures  not  less  than  one  inch  high  and  one- 
fourth  inch  thick  on  all  such  paper  bags  or 
other  containers,  it  being  the  intention  of  this 
ordhiance  that  the  sale  of  coal  in  paper  bags 
or  other  containers  shall  be  limited  to  the  three 
sizes  or  weights  herein  specified. 

Any  person  or  persons  violating  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  upon  conviction,  shall  be  subject  to 
a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  the  first  offense  and 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  succeeding  offense, 
and  the  sale,  putting  up  for  sale  or  offering  for 
sale  of  each  paper  bag  or  other  container  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
constitute  a  separate  and  distinct  offense.

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  proceedings  of  said  Commissioners  for 
Opening  Streets,  with  reference  to  the  con- 
demnation, opening  and  grading  of  said  road, 
and  the  proceedings  and  rights  of  all  parties 
interested  or  affected  thereby,  shall  be  regu- 
lated by,  and  be  in  accordance  with,  all  such 
provisions  of  Article  4  of  the  Public  Local  Laws 
of  Maryland,  as  enacted  by  Chapter  123  of  the 
Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  of 
tlie  year  1898  (commonly  known  as  the  New 
Charter  of  Baltimore  City),  as  may  be  applica- 
ble thereto,  as  well  as  all  amendments  thereof, 
and  also  any  other  Acts  of  the  said  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland  which  may  be  applicable 
thereto ;  and  also  in  accordance  with  any  and 
all  Ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  now  in  force  and  applicable  there- 
to.

and  located  within  the  boundary  lines  formed  by  the 
Philadelphia  road  on  the  southeast,  and  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  railroad  on  the  southwest,  to  the  easternmost 
boundary  line  of  Baltimore  City,  as  established  by  the 
Act  of  1888;  and  thence  binding  on  the  easternmost 
boundary    line    of    Baltimore    City    aforesaid,    to    Eutaw 
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Heights  Aveiiiio;  thoiuo  along  Eutaw  Heights  Avenue 
to  Belair  Road:  and  thence  by  a  straight  line  to  the 
intersection  of  Farley  Avenue  and  Rowley's  Lane;  thence 
bounded  by  Rowley's  Lane  on  the  northeast  to  Phila- 
delphia Road;  to  be  used  as  a  Public  Park. 

Section  1.  Be  if  ordained  hij  the  Mayor  and 
Citff  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  an  Ordinance 
antliorizintj:  and  directing  the  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners  to  acquire,  by  purchase  or  con- 
demnation, in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  all  that  lot  or  lots  of 
ground,  situated  in  Baltimore  City,  and  located 
as  follows : 

Within  the  boundary  lines  formed  l)y  the 
Pliiladeli)hia  Road  on  the  southeast,  and  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  on  the  southwest, 
to  the  easternmost  boundary  line  of  Baltimore 
City,  as  established  by  the  Act  of  1888;  and 
thence  binding  on  the  easternmost  boundary 
line  of  Baltimore  City  aforesaid,  to  Eutaw 
Heights  Avenue ;  thence  along  Eutaw  Heights 
Avenue  to  Belair  Road ;  and  thence  by  a  straight 
line  to  the  intersection  of  Furley  Avenue  and 
Bowley's  Lane;  thence  bounded  by  Bowley's 
Lane  on  the  northeast  to  Philadelphia  Road. 
To  be  used  as  a  public  park. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
City  Solicitor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  take  such  proceedings  as  may  be  requisite 
for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  said  lot  or  lots  of 
ground.

An  ordinance  to  add  Thirty-One  (31)  New  Sections  to  Article 
4  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  of  1906,  entitled  "Carriages, 
Carts  and  Hacks,"  said  New  Sections'  to  come  in  immedi- 
ately after  Section  41  of  said  Article  4  of  said  Code  and  to 
be  designated  Sections  42  to  73  inclusive,  said  Sections 
providing  for  the  Control,  Maintenance  and  Conduct  of 
Vehicles  and  Vehicular  Traffic  on  Designated  Streets,  Lanes 
and  Alleys  in  Baltimore  City,  and  providing  for  Penalties 
for  the  violation  thereof. 

Section  L  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  thirty-one  new 
sections  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  added  to  Arti- 
cle 4  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  of  1906,  entitled 
^Carriages,  Carts  and  Hacks/'  said  new  sections 
to  come  in  immediately  after  Section  41  of  said 
Article  4  of  said  Code,  and  to  be  designated  Sec- 
tions 42  to  73  inclusive. 

Section  42.  A  district  is  hereby  established,  to 
be  designated  and  known  as  the  '^Central  Busi- 
ness District/'  and  this  district  shall  embrace  that 
portion  of  the  city  lying  within  and  bounded  by 
the  following  named  streets,  the  boundary  streets 
to  be  included:  that  is  to  say —

Avenue;  West  Falls  Avenue  to  the  Fallsway;  the 
Fallsway  to  Centre  Street,  thence  to  the  place  of 
beginning. 

Section  43.  Cathedral  Street  from  Saratoga 
Street  to  Mount  Royal  Avenue,  St.  Paul  Street 
from  Baltimore  Street  to  Mount  Eoyal  Avenue

Traffic  Streets. 

Section  44.  On  the  following  named  streets  or 
parts  of  streets,  in  the  (\Mitral  Business  District, 
no  vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to  stand  longer  than 
actually  necessary  to  take  on  or  discharge  passen- 
gers, baggage,  freight  or  merchandise,  between 
the  hours  of  seven-thirty  (7:)^0)  A.  M.,  and  six 
(6:00)  P.  M.,  on  any  day.  Sundays  and  legal  holi- 
days excepted,  viz:

Along  the  east  side  of  Liberty  Street  from 
Fayette  Street  to  Saratoga  Street.

Along  the  east  side  of  St.  Paul  Street  I'roni  Fay 
ette  Street  to  ]\It.

Section  49.  On  streets  or  parts  of  streets  with- 
in the  Central  Business  District,  other  than  those 
as  mentioned  in  Sections  44,  45,  46  and  47,  no 
vehicle  shall  be  ])ermitted  to  stand  for  a  longer 
time  than  one  (1)  hour  continuously  in  any  one 
block  between  the  hours  of  seven-thirty  (7:30)  A. 
M.,  and  (9:30)  A.  M.,  on  any  day,  Sundays  and 
legal  holidays  excepted. 
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"  Section  50.  Except  on  streets  as  mentioned  in 
Sections  44,  46,  48  and  53,  vehicles  will  be  permit- 
ted to  park  within  the  Central  Business  District 
between  the  hours  of  nine-thirty  (9  :30}  A.  M.,  and 
six  (6  :00)  P.  M.,  provided  they  do  not  so  stand  for 
a  longer  time  than  two  (2)  hours  continuously  in 
any  one  block;  and  provided  further  that  on  Sun- 
days, legal  holidays  and  Saturdays  after  two 
(2:00)  P.  M.,  unlimited  parking  will  be  allowed 
except  on  streets  described  in  Section  53 ;  and 
provided  further  that  parking  at  night  shall  be 
subject  to  restrictions  as  mentioned  in  Section  60 
of  this  ordinance.

Provided  that  the  aforegoing  re- 
strictions shall  not  apply  to  vehicles  engaged  in 
the  United  States  Postal  Service,  nor  to  vehicles 
of  the  Police  Department,  Fire  Department  or 
Public  Utility  emergency  vehicles ;  nor  to  any  vehi-

Within  the  territory  deserihed  in 
the  Central  Business  Distriet,  no  vehicle  shall  be 
permitted  to  stand  in  any  streets  or  alleys,  or 
portions  of  streets  or  alleys  (between  curb  lines) 
of  twenty  (20)  feet  in  width,  or  less,  provided 
that  this  section  shall  not  ai)ijly  to  Commercial 
Vehicles  using*  such  streets  or  alleys  for  the  pur- 
pose of  loading  or  unloading  baggage,  merchan- 
dise or  freight. 

Section  5-1-.  "Market" — Nothing  herein  l)efore 
contained  shall  be  construed  as  applying  to  the 
following  described  streets  or  parts  of  streets  in 
and  about  the  vicinity  of  the  Center  Market ; — that

Beginning  on  the  south  building  line  of  Balti- 
more Street;  south  building  line  of  Baltimore 
Street  to  the  w(»st  side  of  Market  Place;  west  side 
of  Market  Place  to  south  side  of  Pratt  Street ;

After  the  adoption  and  promulga- 
tion of  this  ordinance  there  shall  be  placed,  and 
thereafter  maintained,  in  cons])icnous  i)laces  upon 
the  trolley  poles  of  the  United  Kailways  and  Elec- 
tric Company,  at  or  near  street  intersections,  signs 
appropriately  describing  the  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  apjjlicable  on  the  streets  or  parts  of 
streets,  in  the  Central  Business  District,  on  which 
the  tracks  of  said  Company  are  laid. 

Section  56,  Xo  vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to 
stand  lonu'ei"  than  actuallv  necessarv  to  take*  oi  or 
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discharge  passengers,  baggage,  merchandise  or 
freight  on  aiiy  street  in  the  city  having  street  car 
tracks  thereon,  within  seventy-five  (75)  feet  of 
any  corner,  (to  wit,  intersecting  curbs)  in  the 
Central  Business  District,  or  within  fifty  (50)  feet 
of  any  such  corner  in  any  other  part  of  the  city 
where  street  cars  take  on  or  discharge  passengers ; 
or  at  any  point  where  such  standing  vehicle  may 
interfere  with  the  free  turning  of  a  street  car 
from  one  street  to  an  intersecting  street,  or  with 
the  free  passage  of  any  such  street  car  along  or

No  vehicles  shall  be  permitted  to 
stand,  longer  than  actually  necessary  to  take  on 
or  discharge  passengers,  baggage,  merchandise  or 
freight,  in  front  of  or  opposite  to  any  fire  engine 
house  in  spaces. marked  off  and  designated  by  the 
Police  Department. 

Section  59.  No  vehicles  shall  be  permitted  to 
stand,  longer  than  actually  necessary  to  take  on 
or  discharge  passengers,  baggage,  freight  or  mer- 
chandise, in  front  of  the  entrance  to  any  church. 
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theatre,  pul)lir  daiiee  or  eiitt-'rtniiinient  hall,  drive- 
way (i)iiblie  or  i)rivate),  or  within  twenty-live 
(25)  feet  to  any  entrance  to  any  liospital,  or  in 
front  of  any  theatre  or  place  of  amusement,  or  in 
front  of  any  exits  or  lire  escapes  from  a  theatre 
or  place  of  amusement,  where  performances  or 
anmsements  are  being  held,  or  where  persons  in 
large  numbers  are  assembled.  Xor  shall  any  vehi- 
cle be  permitted  to  stand  longer  than  actually 
necessary  to  take  on  or  discharge  passengers, 
l)aggage,  merchandise  or  freight  in  front  of  any 
shipping  or  receiving  entrance  to  business  houses 
and  other  i)laces  where  ''Xo  Parking"  spaces 
have  been  established  by  the  Police  Commission- 
er, and  designated  by  proper  signs  or  markings ; 
nor  shall  any  vehicle,  not  belonging  to  the  Police 
Department,  Fire  Department  or  other  Municipal 
Departments  be  permitted  to  stand  longer  than 
actually  necessary  to  take  on  or  discharge  passen- 
gers, baggage,  merchandise  or  freight  in  any 
space  reserved  by  appropriate  signs  or  markings, 
provided  by  the  Police  Commissioner,  in  front  of 
any  public  buildings  or  other  places  for  the  park- 
ing of  vehicles  belonging  to  the  said  department.

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Section  61.  In  all  cases  where  vehicles  stand 
upon  the  streets  of  the  City  for  a  longer  period 
than  is  sufficient  to  take  on  or  discharge  passen- 
gers, baggage,  merchandise  or  freight,  they  shall 
be  so  placed  that  both  their  front  and  real  wheels 
next  to  the  curb  are  not  more  than  six  (6)  inches 
therefrom,  nor  less  than  four  (4)  feet  distant 
from  the  front  or  rear  of  any  vehicle,  except  in 
cases  where  the  Police  Commissioner  of  Baltimore 
.City  may  by  regulation  determine  that  such  vehi 
cles  may  be  i)arked  at  an  angle  with  the  curb. 

Section  62.  No  specific  vehicles  shall  be  habit- 
ually parked  in  front  of  a  building  to  the  detri- 
ment of  its  use  by  the  owner  or  occupant  of  such 
building. 

Section  63.  No  vehicle  shall  be  so  parked  or 
otherwise  stopped  as  to  prevent  the  free  passage 
of  other  vehicles  or  street  cars  in  both  directions 
at  the  same  time. 

Section  64.  Special  ^'No  Parking''  spaces.  In 
front  of  shipping  or  receiving  entrances  to  busi- 
ness houses  and  in  front  of  any  hotel,  office  build- 
ing, department  store,  apartment  house,  club  or 
public  building  may  be  provided  and  established 
by  compliance  with  the  following  conditions :  The 
owner  or  occupant  of  a  building,  as  herein  de- 
scribed desiring  "No  Parking"  space  in  front  of 
such  building,  shall  make  application  to  the  Police 
Commissioner  setting  forth  all  relevant  informa- 
tion and  stating  the  number  of  feet  desired  for 
such  purpose.  The  Police  Commissioner  shall 
have  authority  to  grant  or  refuse  such  applica- 
tion in  his  discretion,  or  he  may  grant  the  same 
with  such  restrictions  and  limitations  as  he  may 
fix.    In  case  such  application  is  granted,  the  Com- 
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iiissioiUM"  shall  issue  to  \\\v  aj)])rK'aiit  a  prrmit  or 
certificate  settiiii>-  forth  the  loeatioii  of  siieh  '*Xo 
Parkiui;"  si)aee,  tlie  nuinber  of  feet  froiitai;e  lixed 
and  such  other  limitations  as  may  be  pertinent. 
Sueli  ])ermit  may  at  any  time  he  withdrawn  or 
further  limited  hy  the  Poliee  (Vimmissioner.  To 
enforce  the  provisions  of  such  permit  the  holder 
of  same  shall  have  the  rii>ht  to  place  ''No  Park 
ing*'  signs  on  the  building",  marking  the  limits  of 
such  ''Xo  I^arking'-  space.  Such  signs  shall  be 
of  such  size,  character  and  descrii)tion  as  required 
by  the  Police  Commissioner  and  there  shall  also 
be  painted,  either  on  the  curb,  pavement  or  road- 
kS^ay,  a  red  line  showing  the  limits  of  the  ^^Xo 
Parking ^^  space,  so  as  aforesaid  granted;  but  such 
signs,  and  painting  of  the  curb,  pavement  or  road- 
^vay,  shall  ])e  provided  under  the  direction  of  the 
Police  C^ommissioner  at  the  expense  of  the  holder 
ot  the  permit.  The  signs  as  herein  provided  for 
?hall  bear  the  number  of  the  permit  issued  there- 
for by  the  Police  Conmiissioner,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  vehicle  shall  be  allowed  to  remain 
in  any  such  special  **X"o  Parking''  space,  desig- 
nated by  the  Police  Commissioner,  longer  than 
may  be  reasonably  necessary  to  load  or  unload 
passengers,  baggage,  freight  or  merchandise.  And 
the  Comjnissioner  is  authorized  to  establish  signal 
devices  between  certain  hours  for  the  control  of 
traffic  in  order  to  i)rotect  i)edestrians  and  control 
vehicnlar  traffic. 

Section  65.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
[o  imitate  any  sign,  standard,  post  or  to  paint  on 
the  pavement,  curl)  or  roadway,  any  marks  or 
lines  similar  to  those  used  by  the  Police  Depait- 
ment  to  direct,  control  or  restrict  traffic,  oi-  i)ark 
ing  of  vehicles,  on  the  pnMic  highways  in  the  ('i1\' 
Df  Baltimore. 
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Section  66.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  wilfully  deface,  injure,  move  or  interfere  with 
any  sign,  standard,  post,  safety  zone,  semaphore, 
tower,  automatic  signal  or  any  other  traffic  direct- 
ing device,  erected  by  authority  of  the  Police  Com- 
missioner; or  with  any  lines  or  marks  painted,  by 
authority  of  the  said  Commissioner,  or  any  pave- 
ment, curb  or  roadway  for  the  purpose  of  direct- 
ing traffic  or  parking  or  vehicles. 

Section  67.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  any  in- 
struction or  direction  on  any  post,  standard,  sign 
Dr  other  device  created  by  authority  of  the  Police 
Commissioner,  or  with  any  directing  lines  or 
marks  painted  in  the  roadway,, or  upon  any  curb 
or  pavement,  by  authority  of  the  said  Commis- 
sioner, for  the  regulation  of  traffic  and  parking 
on  the  public  highways. 

Section  68.  No  vehicle  shall  be  permitted  to 
stand  longer  than  actually  necessary  to  take  on  or 
discharge  passengers,  bagga2:e,  merchandise  or 
freight,  on  the  south  side  of  Fayette  Street  from 
the  Fallsway  Way  to  Central  Avenue,  between 
the  hours  of  seven-thirty  (7:30)  A.  M.,  and  six 
(6:00)  P.  M.,  on  any  day,  Sundays,  legal  holidays 
and  Saturdays  after  two  (2:00)  P.  M.  excepted. 

Section  69.  On  the  following  named  streets  and 
parts  of  streets  standing  vehicles  shall  be  parked 
parallel  to  the  curb  and  shall  be  placed  so  that  both 
their  rear  and  front  wheels  are  not  more  than 
six  (6)  inches  from  the  ciirb,  and  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  stand  for  a  longer  time  than  two 
(2)  hours  continuously  in  any  one  block  between 
the  hours  of  seven-thirty  (7 :30)  A.  M.,  and  six 
(6:00)  P.  M.: 
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Mt.  Vernon  Tlace  from  St.  Panl  to  Catlicdral 
Street ; 

Washington  Place  from  Centre  Street  to  Madi- 
son Street ; 

and  provided  further  that  no  vehicle  shall  park 
or  stand  at  the  curb  line  of  the  Public  Squares  on 
the  above  mentioned  streets. 

Section  70.  On  the  following  named  streets  or 
Darts  of  streets  vehicles  shall  not  be  permitted  to 
stand  for  a  longer  time  than  two  hours  continuous- 
l}'  in  anv  one  block  between  the  hours  of  seven- 
thirty  (7:30)  A.  M.,  and  six  (6:00)  P.  M.,  on  any 
dav,  Sundavs,  legal  holidavs  and  Saturdavs  after 
two  (2:00)  "p.  M.,  excepted,  viz: 

Either  side  of  Fayette  Street  from  Paca  Street 
to  Greene  Street. 

Fiither  side  of  Saratoga  Street  from  Paca  Street 
to  Greene  Street. 

Fither  side  of  Greene  Street  from  P^ayette 
Street  to  Saratoga  Street. 

Section  71.  Wherever  the  word  'S^ehicle'^  is 
used  in  these  regulations  it  shall  be  held  to  in- 
clude every  automobile  and  motorcycle,  and  every 
wagon,  carriage,  omnibus,  push  cart,  bicycle  and 
other  conveyance  (except  baby  carriages)  in  what- 
ever manner  or  by  whatever  force  or  power  the 
same  may  be  driven,  propelled  or  ridden,  which 
is  or  may  be  used  for  and  adapted  to  ])leasure 
riding  or  transportation  of  passengers,  baggage, 
merchandise  or  freight  upon  the  public  highways ; 
and  all  commercial  stands  whether  on  wheels  or 
otherwise,  except  those  allowed  by  city  permits  to 
stand  immediately  adjacent  to  the  public  markets; 
and  every  draught  and  riding  animal,  excepting 
that  an  animal  or  animals  attached  to  any  vehicle 
shall  with  such  vehicle  constitute  one  (1)  vehicle. 
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A  commercial  vehicle  as  referred  to  in  these  regu- 
lations means  any  vehicle  used  for  the  carrying  of 
baggage,  merchandise  or  freight.  The  term  '^ve- 
hicle" shall  not  be  construed  to  include  street 
railway  cars  except  as  to  obeying  all  traffic  signals 
of  police  or  signal  lights. 

Section  72.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  and  all 
ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  and  all  regu- 
lations in  conflict  with  these  rules  and  regulations 
are  hereby  annulled  to  the  extent  of  such  conflict. 
And  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  and  all  ordinances 
and  parts  of  ordinances,  and  all  regulations  not 
amended  or  superseded  by  these  regulations  re- 
main in  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  73.  Any  person  violating  any  provision 
or  regulation  hereof  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
fined  for  each  and  ever}"  offense  any  sum  not  less 
than  one  dollar  and  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dol- 
lars. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in 
case  it  be  judicially  determined  that  any  word, 
phrase,  clause,  item,  sentence  or  section,  or  the 
application  thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstances 
is  held  invalid,  the  remaining  provisions  and  the 
application  of  such  provisions  to  other  persons  or 
circumstances  shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of 
its  approval.

All  Ordinance  ratifyinjj;  and  approving;  an  agreement  be- 
tween the  Board  of  Estimates  of  Baltimore  City  and  The 
United  Railways  and  Electric  Company  of  Baltimore,  for 
and  as  to  the  relocation  of  its  tracks  on  certain  stretches 
of  streets,  the  improvement  of  which  is  contemplated  by 
the  City;  the  cost  of  relocation  and  the  length  and  char- 
acter of  the  franchises  in  the  new  locations  to  be  as 
set  forth  in  a  letter  from  former  City  Solicitor  Perlman 
to  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  Baltimore  City,  under  date 
of  January  25,  1926,  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates on  January  26,  1926;  and  in  pursuance  of  said 
agreement  to  approve  and  ratify  the  surrender  by  the 
Railways  Company  of  its  existing  rights  and  franchises 
in  the  bed  of  Edmondson  Avenue,  as  to  be  widened 
under  Ordinance  Xo.  828,  approved  March  12,  1923,  from 
Poplar  Grove  Street,  westerly  to  Walnut  Avenue;  and  to 
authorize  and  empower  the  Railways  Company  to  exer- 
cise similar  rights  and  franchises  in  the  new  location, 
on  Edmondson  Avenue,  as  to  be  widened  aforesaid,  from 
Poplar  Grove  Street,  westerly  to  Walnut  Avenue,  with 
connections  with  its  existing  tracks  at  the  intersection 
of  Poplar  Grove  Street  and  Edmondson  Avenue  and 
Walnut  Avenue  and  Edmondson  Avenue. 

Whereas,  Under  the  authority  of  Chapter  231 
of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembh^  of  1924, 
known  as  Section  9-A  of  Article  4  of  the  Code 
of  Public  Laws  of  Maryland,  title  '^City  of 
Baltimore,"  the  City,  throu^-h  the  Board  of 
Estimates,  has  agreed  with  The  United  Kail- 
ways  and  Electric  Company  of  Baltimore  for 
and  as  to  the  relocation  of  its  tracks  on  certain 
stretches  of  streets,  tlie  improvement  of  which 
is  contemplated  by  the  City;  the  cost  of  reloca- 
tion and  the  length  and  character  of  the  fran- 
chises in  the  new  locations  to  be  as  set  forth  in 
a  letter  from  former  (Mty  Solicitor  Perlman  to 
the  Board  of  Estimates,  under  date  of  January 
25,  1926,  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  P]sti- 
mates  on  January  26,  1926;  and 

Wherp:as,  The  City  is  about  to  improve  Ed- 
mondson Avenue  from  Poplar  Grove  Street  to 
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Walnut  AvciiuG,  one  of  the  stretches  covered 
by  this  agreement,  and  the  company  is  entitled 
to  substituted  rights-of-way  and  franchises,  so 
that  its  tracks  may  be  relocated  in  pursuance 
of  said  agreement. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  agreement 
between  the  Board  of  Estimates  and  The  United 
Railways  and  Electric  Company  of  Baltimore, 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  on  Janu- 
ary 26,  1926,  above  referred  to,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
The  United  Railways  and  Electric  Company  of 
Baltimore,  its  successors  and  assigns,  be  and  it 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  lay 
down,  construct,  maintain  and  operate  double 
electric  railway  tracks,  Avith  the  necessary  poles, 
wires  and  overhead  construction,  and  to  oper- 
ate and  maintain  an  electric  railway  thereon,  in 
the  center  of  Edmondson  Avenue,  as  to  be  wid- 
ened under  Ordinance  Xo.  828,  approved  March 
12,  1923,  from  Poplar  Grove  Street,  westerly  to 
Walnut  Avenue ;  with  connections  with  its  ex- 
isting tracks  at  the  intersection  of  Poplar  Grove 
Street  and  Edmondson  Avenue  and  Walnut 
Avenue  and  Edmondson  Avenue,  with  the  right 
to  run  on  the  aforesaid  tracks  cars  to  be  pro- 
pelled by  electricity,  supplied  by  overhead  wires 
or  by  the  storage  system  or  by  any  improved 
system  which  may  be  approved  by  the  city. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  Railway  tracks 
shall  be  built  under  the  supervision  of  the  City, 
— the  portion  thereof  from  Poplar  Grove  Street 
to  Hilton  Street  to  be  of  such  construction  that 
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Kdnioiulsoii  Avoiiuo  may  bo  paved  in,  and  tlio 
portion  tlioroof  between  Hilton  Street  and  Wal- 
nut Avenue  to  be  in  an  open  reservation  in  the 
center  of  Kcbnondson  Avenue,  of  ''T"  rail  con- 
struction, both  to  be  of  similar  ^auge  to  tracks 
now  in  use  in  the  (^ity  of  Baltimore,  and  to  be 
constructed  and  laid  down  so  as  not  to  impede 
or  obstruct  the  free  flow  of  water  across  the 
said  Kdmondson  Avenue  or  down  the  gutters 
thereof. 

Section  4.  And  the  said  Railways  Company, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  at  its  own  ex- 
pense, in  laying  down  or  in  relaying  dow^n, 
from  time  to  time,  said  railway  tracks  on  P]d- 
mondson  Avenue,  adjust  the  said  tracks  to  the 
grades  of  said  street,  as  the  same  are  now  or 
mav  be  hereafter  established  by  law;  and  shall, 
at  its  own  expense,  keep  the  spaces  between  the 
said  tracks  and  extending  for  two  feet  on  either 
r-ide  thereof  in  thorough  repair;  the  obligation 
to  repair  hereunder,  however,  not  to  become  ef- 
fective or  in  force  until  after  the  expiration  of 
the  period  of  the  guarantee  of  the  contractor 
or  contractors  who  lay  the  paving  upon  said 
portions  of  said  street  covered  by  this  ordi- 
nance; and  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the 
same  free  from  snow  or  other  obstruction,  but 
without  obstructi]ig  the  other  portions  of  said 
road  bed  on  either  side  of  said  tracks ;  the  pro- 
visions of  Ordinance  Xo.  9  of  1897  are  not  to  be 
read  into  or  treated  as  part  of  or  in  any  way 
affecting  this  agreement. 

Sectio-n  5.  The  ]\Iayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  hereby  expressly  reserves  the  right 
and  duty  at  all  times  to  exercise  in  the  inter- 
est of  the  public,  full  municipal  superintend- 
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ence,  regulation  and  control  in  respect  to  all 
matters  connected  with  the  substituted  rights- 
of-way  or  franchises  hereby  made  and  not  in- 
consistent with  the  terms  hereof. 

Section  6.  The  rights-of-way  and  franchises 
herein  described  shall  have  the  same  duration 
and  the  same  freedom  from  Park  Tax  as  the 
rights-of-way  and  franchises  so  surrendered 
have  and  no  more.

An  ordinance  prohibiting  the  construction  or  alteration, 
with  certain  exceptions,  of  designated  establishments 
without  an  ordinance;  Limiting  the  location  of  desig- 
nated establishments  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor; 
Prohibiting  the  use  of  land  or  building  creating  hazards 
from  fire  or  endangering  the  public  safety,  health  or 
morals;  requiring  permits  from  the  Buildings  Engi- 
neer for  the  erection  and  use  of  buildings  or  structures, 
or  changing  the  use  thereof,  and  manner  of  issuance; 
and  time  of  exercise  thereof  authorizing  appeals  from 
the  Buildings  Engineer  to  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals; 
exempting  buildings  for  residential  purposes  or  build- 
ings used  for  commercial  purposes,  from  certain  pro- 
visions; prescribing  penalties  for  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions hereof;  and  to  repeal  paragraphs  8,  9  and  10 
of  section  47  of  Ordinance  No.  155,  approved  June  19, 
1908;  to  repeal  paragraph  12  of  section  47  of  said  Ordi- 
nance No.  155,  approved  June  19,  1908,  as  ordained  by 
Ordinance  No.  377,  approved  April  27,  1925;  to  repeal 
paragraph  13  of  section  47  of  Orcjinance  No.  155,  ap- 
proved June  19,  1908,  as  ordained  by  Ordinance  No.  648. 
approved  Dec.  7,  1921;  and  to  repeal  Ordinance  No.  334, 
approved  February  9,  1925,  and  Ordinance  No.  522,  ap- 
proved December  14,  1925. 

Section  1.    Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore^  That  no  building 
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shall  1)0  const riu'ted  or  rcH'oiistructed,  altered 
or  repaired  to  be  used  for  any  of  the  following 
purposes,  within  the  limits  of  Baltimore: 

1.  The  confinement  of  insane  children  or 
adnlts. 

2.  The  distillation  of  spirits  of  turpentine 
or  varnish. 

3.  The    manufacture    of    cotton    wadding, 
la])s  or  bats. 

4.  The  manufacture  of  explosives. 

5.  The  retining  of  petroleum  or  any  of  its 
products. 

6.  The   rendering   of  fats,   lards   and  like 

products. 

7.  A  hair  factory. 

8.  A  lime  kiln. 

9.  A  tannery. 

10.  A  refinery. 

11.  An  abattoir. 

12.  A  glue  factory. 

13.  The  manufacture  of  roofing  riiaterials 
of  chemical  composition. 

14.  Pulverizing  charcoal. 

15.  Stock  yards. 

16.  Poudrette  works. 

Unless  the  construction,  alteration  and  re- 
pair thereof  exceeding  one-quarter  of  the  value 
of  the  building  l)e  authorized  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore.  Any  repairs  not 
exceeding  one-quarter  of  the  value  of  the  build- 
ing may  be  granted  by  the  Buildings  Engineer 
where  l)uildings  are  being  used  for  such  pur- 
poses at  the  time  of  passage  of  this  ordinance. 
Before  any  ordinance  shall  be  passed  author- 
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iziiig  the  construction,  alteration  and  repair  of 
such  buildings  at  least  ten  days '  notice  shall  be 
given  by  the  person  or  persons  or  corporation 
interested  or  applying  for  such  authority  of  his, 
their  or  its  intended  application  for  the  passage 
of  such  ordinance  by  a  publication  to  that  effect 
of  at  least  four  insertions  in  two  or  more  daily 
newspapers  published  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
specifying  therein  the  lot  of  ground  or  premises 
upon  which  such  building  or  other  structure  is 
to  be  erected,  altered  or  repaired,  and  the  pur- 
poses for  which  the  same  is  intended  to  be  used 
in  sufficient  detail  to  apprise  the  property 
owners  or  holders  in  the  vicinity  of  the  pro- 
posed improvement  of  the  exact  location  and 
nature  of  the  same. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  following  buildings  shall  be  limited  as  to 
location : 

1.  Hospitals  and  buildings  for  the  treat- 
ment of  the  feeble-minded. 

2.  Sanatoriums. 

3.  Livery  stables. 

4.  Sale  and  boarding  stables. 

5.  Garages  or  places  for  the  keeping  of 
motor  vehicles  of  any  kind,  which  said 
garages  or  places  are  designed  to  oc- 
cupy more  than  400  sq.  ft.  of  area,  or  to 
house  more  than  two  (2)  such  vehicles. 

6.  Blacksmith  shops. 

7.  Junk  shops. 

8.  Brick,  tile  and  terra  cotta  factories. 

9.  Stoneware  and  earthenware  factories. 

10.  Paint  factories. 

11.  Soap  factories. 
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12.  (^aiulle  factories. 

13.  AVood-workiiig  factories. 

14.  The  storing  and  altering  of  packing- 
boxes  on  any  lot  or  in  any  building. 

15.  Luml)er  yards. 

16.  Planing  mills. 

17.  Iron  mills. 

18.  Foundries. 

19.  Breweries. 

20.  Distilleries. 

21.  Packing  houses. 

22.  Gas  works. 

23.  Acid  works. 

24.  The  manufacture  of  fertilizer. 

25.  Laundries. 

26.  Storage  warehouses  and  buildings  to  be 
used  for  the  storage  of  household  ef- 
fects or  merchandise. 

27.  Dog  pounds  and  places  for  the  deten- 
tion and  extermination  of  stray  cats 
and  dogs. 

28.  Undertaking  businesses  or  establish- 
ments. 

29.  Bottling  establishments. 

30.  Motor  vehicle  repair  shops. 

31.  Bakeries. 

No  permit  shall  be  given  by  the  Buildings 
Engineer  (formerly  Inspector  of  Buildings)  for 
the  erection  of  any  sucli  buildings,  nor  shall  any 
building  not  already  used  for  any  of  the  pur- 
poses specified  in  the  preceding  paragraph  be 
converted  or  used  for  any  of  said  purposes 
without  the  approval  of  the  ^layor,  and,  if  such 
erection,  conversion  or  use  l)e  approved  by  him, 
there  shall  ])e  incorporated  in  the  permit  there- 
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for  such  regulations  regarding  the  location  of 
said  building  as  may  be  necessary,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Mayor,  to  properly  safeguard  the 
interests  of  the  public.  No  permit  for  such 
buildings,  or  the  conversion  or  use  of  same, 
shall  be  issued  unless  at  least  ten  days'  notice 
of  the  application  therefor  shall  be  published 
not  less  than  four  times  in  at  least  two  daily 
newspapers  in  Baltimore  City,  and  every  such 
application  shall  be  conspicuously  posted  upon 
the  property  and  the  application,  accompanied 
by  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  cost  of  such 
notice  and  posting. 

Section  3.  And  he  it  further  or  darned,  That 
(a)  no  building  or  structure  of  any  kind,  in- 
tended or  designed  to  be  used  for  any  purpose 
which,  because  of  its  particular  location  and  or 
the  use  to  which  such  building  or  structure  is 
intended  to  be  put,  would  create  hazards  from 
fire  or  disease,  or  would  menace  the  public  secu- 
rity, health  or  morals,  shall  be  erected  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  (b)  No  existing  use  of  any 
land,  building  or  structure  shall  be  changed  to 
a  use  which,  because  of  the  particular  location 
of  such  land,  building  or  structure,  and  or  the 
nature  of  the  proposed  use,  would  create 
hazards  from  fire  or  disease,  or  would  menace 
the  public  security,  health  or  morals.

Eiii^'iiioor,  and  ininuHliately  upon  the  iiliiit;-  of 
an  application  for  a  permit  the  Buildings  Engi- 
neer shall  eanse  notiee  thereof  to  ])e  eonspieii- 
onsly  posted  uj)on  the  property  mentioned  in 
the  application  continuously  for  at  least  ten 
days  i)revious  to  action  on  such  apx)lication  de- 
scribing the  proposed  use,  and  the  owner  shall 
accompany  his  ai)plication  with  a  sum  sufficient 
to  pay  the  cost  of  posting  the  property.  The 
Buildings  Elngineer  shall  grant  permits  imless 
the  proposed  use  of  buildings  or  structures,  or 
changes  of  use,  would  create  hazards  from  fire 
or  disease,  or  would  menace  the  public  security, 
health  or  morals,  and  in  determining  whether 
any  proposed  use  of  buildings  or  structures  or 
change  of  use  would  ci'eate  hazards  from  fire  or 
disease,  or  affect  the  public  security,  health  or 
morals  the  Buildings  Engineer  and  the  Board 
of  Zoning  Appeals  on  appeal  shall  give  con- 
sideration to  the  following  facts  insofar  as  they 
or  any  of  them  may  relate  thereto : 

(a)  The  character  and  use  of  buildings  and 
structures  adjoining  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
property  mentioned  in  the  application ; 

(b)  The  numljer  of  persons  residing,  study- 
ing, working  in  or  otherwise  occupying  build- 
ings adjoining  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the  property 
mentioned  in  the  application; 

(c)  The  location,  kind  and  size  of  surface  and 
sub-surface  structures  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
property  mentioned  in  the  application,  such  as 
water  mains,  sewei's  and  other  utilities; 

(d)  Traffic  conditions; 

(e)  ^laterials  of  a  combustible,  explosive  or 
inflammable  nature  to  be  sold,  stoi-ed  or  ke])t 
on  the  jjremises. 
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The  Buildings  Engineer  shall  post  for  five 
consecutive  clays  in  his  office  at  the  City  Hall 
public  notice  of  his  decision  on  application  for 
permits  applied  for  under  this  Section,  and  in 
case  of  refusal  to  grant  a  permit  he  shall  forth- 
with notify  the  applicant  by  letter  of  such  re- 
fusal, and  any  applicant  or  interested  persons 
dissatisfied  with  any  decision,  determination  or 
order  of  the  Buildings  Engineer  under  sections 
three  and  four  hereof,  may  appeal  therefrom, 
within  five  days  from  the  date  of  the  decision, 
to  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals,  which  Board 
is  hereby  empowered  to  hear  and  determine  all 
such  appeals.

In  any  case  where  it  is  intended  to 
change,  alter  or  convert  a  dwelling  house,  or 
part  of  a  dwelling  house,  for  a  commercial  use, 
the  Buildings  Engineer  shall  grant  no  permit

shall  acc()nii)any  the  application  for  a  ])crniit 
to  so  use  such  (hvcllini;'  Tor  a  commercial  use, 
sliall  have  been  examined  and  found  to  conform 
to  all  the  structural  and  l)uildinii:  recpiii-ements

Tlie  Bnrean  of  IMans  and  Surveys  sliall  keep 
ade(|uate  ])lats  and  other  records  of  all  ])areels 
of  real  ])ro])erty  within  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
and  the  symlx)!  oi-  number  or  mark  l)y  which 
each  parcel  of  real  pro])erty  is  identified  for  all 
municii)al  purposes,  and  such  plats  and  records 
as  corrected  and  amended  from  time  to  time, 
shall  he  the  official  plats  and  records  for  the 
identification,  by  all  municipal  agencies,  of 
every  ])arcel  of  real  property  within  the  City 
of  Baltimore.  The  ])lats  and  records  of  parcels 
of  real  property,  to  be  kept  by  the  Bureau  of 
Plans  and  Surveys,  shall  he  used  l)y  all  munici- 
pal agencies  to  determine  locations  of  all  par- 
cels of  real  jjroperty  within  the  City  of  Balti- 
more. 

In  making  assessments  for  i)urposes  of  tax- 
ation, for  l)enefits  derived  from  street  openings, 
for  paving  or  for  work  done  by  or  under  the 
direction  of  any  municipal  agency,  the  parcels 
of  real  property  against  which  (or  against  the 
owners  of  which)  such  assessments  or  charges 
are  made  shall  be  identified  by  the  symbol  or 
number  or  mark  ado])ted  for  each  parcel  by  the 
Bureau  of  Plans  and  Surveys.  Failure  by  the 
Bureau  of  Plans  and  Surveys,  or  by  any  muni- 
cipal agency,  to  so  identify  parcels  of  property 
shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  assessment 
or  charge  otherwise  pro])erly  made. 

It  shall  l)e  the  duty  of  the  Bui-eau  of  Plans 
and  Surveys  to  obtain  prompt  information 
from  the  record  office  of  the  (Uerk  of  the  Super- 
ior Court  of  Baltimore  City  of  all  records  of 
subdivisions  of  real  ])roperty,  and  io  incor])0- 
rate  the  same,  with  identification  symbols  or 
numbers  or  marks,  in  the  plats  and  records  of 
the  Bureau.    As  soon  as  ])ractical^le,  the  T^ureau 
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of  Plans  and  Snrveys  shall  arrange  to  record 
the  names  of  the  owners  of  each  parcel  of  real 
property,  with  changes  as  they  occur  from  time 
to  time. 

Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  desiring  or 
undertaking  to  lay  out,  locate  or  construct  any 
street,  highway  or  alley  within  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore in  connection  with  any  real  estate  devel- 
opment, shall,  before  beginning  such  construc- 
tion and  before  selling  any  land  abutting  on 
such  street,  highway  or  alley,  file  with  the 
Bureau  of  Plans  and  Surveys  a  copy  of  a  plat, 
in  such  form  as  r(iay  be  approved  by  the  Bureau 
of  Plans  and  Surveys,  of  the  proposed  develop- 
ment and  give  in  detail  the  proposed  streets, 
highways  or  alleys.  If  such  a  plat  has  been 
recorded  in  the  Clerk's  office  of  the  Superior 
Court,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person,  firm 
or  corporation  to  file  with  the  Bureau  of  Plans 
and  Surveys  a  certified  copy  of  such  plat. 

Section  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Bureau  of  Plans  and  Surveys  shall  deter- 
mine and  fix  the  number  of  every  new  building, 
and  shall  have  power,  in  order  to  correct  mis- 
takes and  avoid  confusion,  to  change  existing 
numbers,  provided  that  each  new  number  or 
change  of  number  is  reported  to  the  owner  or 
occupant  of  the  building.

and  repealing  all  provisions  of  law  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

Wheeeas,  The  General  Assembly  of  Mary- 
land, by  Chapter  418  of  the  Acts  of  1924,  em- 
powered the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more to  provide  by  ordinance  for  the  reorgan- 
ization of  the  several  municipal  offices,  boards 
and  commissions  embraced  in  Section  31  or 
in  any  other  Section  of  Article  4  of  the  Code 
of  Public  Local  Laws,  title  ''City  of  Balti- 
more;^' and  to  consolidate  or  abolish  any  such 
offices,  boards  and  commissions;  and 

Whereas,  Said  power  in  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  was  confirmed  and  rati-

That  the  Central  I\iiThasiii^i>'  Bureau  is  here- 
by created. 

The  heatl  of  this  Bureau  shall  be  the  City 
Purchasini>-  Ag'ent^  who  shall  direct  its  opera- 
tion and  who  shall  perform  the  duties  and 
exereise  the  powers  which  are  herein  imposed 
or  conferred  upon  the  Central  l?urchasing  Bu- 
reau. 

The  City  Purchasing  Agent  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor,  with  the  consent  of  the 
City  Council,  as  provided  in  Section  25  of  the 
Charter  of  Baltimore^  City,  and  hold  his  office 
as  therein  provided,  except  that  the  first  City 
Purchasing  Agent  appointed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  nominated 
to  the  Council  as  soon  after  this  Ordinance 
takes  effect  as  convenient  and  shall  hold  office 
until  the  first  Monday  in  October,  1927,  and 
until  his  successor  is  duly  qualified. 

The  City  Purchasing  Agent  shall  be  a  person 
with  broad  and  thorough  experience  in  pur- 
chasing, and  shall  be  of  known  ability  as  an 
executive  and  in  the  field  of  purchasing. 

The  City  Purchasing  Agent  shall  be  paid 
such  salary  as  may  be  provided  in  the  Ordi- 
nance of  Estimates.  He  shall  appoint,  from 
lists  furnished  by  the  City  Service  Commis- 
sion, such  assistants,  aides,  clerks  and  other 
help  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  con- 
duct of  the  Bureau.  The  compensation  of  all 
such  appointees  shall  be  subject  to  approval 
by  the  Board  of  Estimates  and  shall  be  paid 
as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  of  Estimates. 

Materials  and  supplies  of  every  kind,  char- 
acter and  description,  including  stationery  and 
printed  matter,  needed  or  used  ])y  the  several 
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departments,  boards,  commissions,  officers  or 
other  agencies  of  the  municipal  government 
(hereinafter  designated  as  using  authorities) 
shall,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance, be  purchased  by  the  Central  Purchasing 
Bureau. 

In  making  purchases,  the  Central  Purchasing 
Bureau  shall  observe  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tions 14  and  15  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter. 

If  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bureau,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Awards,  to 
prescribe  rules  and  regulations  providing  for 
the  times  when  and  the  manner  and  form  in 
which  estimates  of  the  n^eds  of  using  author- 
ities shall  be  submitted,  requisitions  made  and 
contracts  entered  into. 

Wherever  possible  the  Bureau  shall  formu- 
late and  make  effective,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Awards,  standards  of  materials 
and  supplies  used  by  the  using  authorities. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bureau  to  formu- 
late and  make  effective  plans  under  which  ma- 
terials and  supplies  shall  be  purchased  in 
quantities  sufficient  for  the  needs  and  uses  of 
all  the  using  authorities.  Whenever  possible, 
estimates  for  materials  and  supplies  furnished 
by  the  using  authorities  shall  be  combined,  and 
contracts  awarded  under  competitive  bidding. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  using  authorities, 
the  Comptroller  and  the  City  Purchasing  Agent 
to  co-operate  to  the  end  that  the  municipal  gov- 
ernment may  obtain  the  advantages  offered  by 
cash  discounts.  Unless  otherwise  herein  pro- 
vided, the  Comptroller  shall  not  pay  any  bill 
or  voucher  for  any  materials  or  supplies  unless 
the  bill  or  voucher  shall  be  first  approved  by 
the  City  Purchasing  Agent,  and  als-o  by  the 
General  Storekeeper  or  the  using  authority, 
as  may  be  determined. 
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Patoiited  articlos  or  any  other  material,  sup- 
ply or  thiiii>-  costing-  more  tlian  $;')()(),  and  for 
which  there  can  ])e  no  competitive  l)i(kling, 
shall  be  purchased  by  the  City  Purchasing 
Agent  as  directed  by  the  using  authority,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates. 

Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed 
to  apply  to  contracts  for  construction  work  of 
any  kind;  nor  be  construed  to  apply  to  the 
purchase  of  foodstuffs  or  other  perishables  for 
the  Baltimore  City  Jail,  the  Baltimore  City 
Hospitals,  Sydenham  or  any  of  the  using  au- 
thorities; nor  be  construed  to  apply  to  records 
and  briefs'  printed  for  the  City  Law  Depart- 
ment. 

The  Central  Purchasing  Bureau  shall  make 
an  annual  report  of  its  Avork  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  together  w^itli  such  recommenda- 
tions as  may  seem  advisable.  The  report  shall 
give,  in  detail,  information  relating  to  the  pur- 
chases made  for  the  using  authorities.

to  run  on  the  aforesaid  tracks;  cars  to  be  pro- 
pelled by  electricity  supplied  by  overhead  wires 
or  by  the  storage  system  or  by  any  improved 
system  which   may  be   ax)proved   by  the   City. 

Subject,  however,  to  the  following  provisions, 
conditions  and  reservations : 
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1.  Said  railway  tracks  shall  be  built  under

Section  1.  Be  if  ordd'nicd  hi)  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Commis- 
sioners for  Opening  Streets- be,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  condemn  and 
close  a  portion  of  Pimlico  Circle,  the  land 
hereby  directed  to  be  condemned  for  said  clos- 
ing being  described  as  follows :

completion  shall  be  extended  for  a  period  equal 
to  the  necessary  period  of  said  delay,  will  have 
completed  and  ready  for  operation  within  thirty 
(30)  months  from  the  date  of  this  contract,  the 
structures,  facilities,  merchandise  pier,  mar- 
ginal wharf,  dock  or  bulkhead,  warehouses, 
office  building,  charging  station  and  repair  shop, 
driveways  and  tracks,  all  as  shown  in  red  and 
marked  *'Unit  A,"  and  in  the  general  location 
and  of  the  approximate  dimensions  indicated, 
on  the  Plan  attached  hereto  as  a  part  hereof 
and  initialed  for  purposes  of  identification  by 
the  Kngineer  of  the  Port  I)eveloi)ment  Commis- 
sion of  the  City  and  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Bailway  Comi)any.  The  structures  and 
facilities  above  referred  to  are  to  be  equipped 
ready  for  ojx'i-ation  within  the  time  aforesaid 
with  all  modern  plant  and  fixtures  including 
locomotive  cranes,  electrically  oi)erated  cranes. 
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tracks,  track  scales,  and  other  scales,  toilets 
and  rest  rooms,  heating  plant,  electric  light 
system  so  as  to  provide  for  night  operation, 
telephone  facilities,  sewers,  drainage  and  sani- 
tary work,  sprinkler  system  and  other  fire  pro- 
tection equipment,  facilities  for  fuel,  water  lines 
of  sufficient  supply  and  pressure  for  all  pur- 
poses with  necessary  meters,  (the  Railway 
Company  to  pay  the  City  for  water  at  the  regu- 
larly prescribed  rates),  electric  power  lines, 
meters  and  connections,  and  all  other  necessary, 
proper  or  appropriate  modern  facilities  and 
appliances  ready  for  operation,  including  also 
150  foot  slips  to  a  depth  of  35  feet  at  mean 
low  water  on  both  sides  of  the  pier  and  in  front 
of  the  marginal  wharf,  with  convenient  and 
necessary  turning  angles,  and  dredging  to  a 
depth  of  35  feet  at  M.  L.  W.  from  the  end  of 
the  pier  to  connect  with  the  new  Government 
channel.  It  is  understood  that  the  City  is  not 
obligated  hereunder  to  furnish  tractors,  trail- 
ers, hand  trucks,  or  other  portable  and  movable 
appliances  for  the  handling  of  freight,  but  this 
clause  has  no  reference  to  electrically  operated 
or  locomotive  cranes.  The  structures  and  facil- 
ities to  be  constructed  and  furnished  by  the 
City  hereunder,  including  pier,  marginal  wharf, 
dock  or  bulkhead,  the  slips  and  channel  from 
end  of  pier  to  new  Government  channel,  are  to 
be  of  such  design,  depth  and  dimensions  as  to 
properly  take  care  of  the  boats  to  be  served, 
and  other  business  to  be  handled  at  these  facili- 
ties. The  Plan  attached,  as  well  as  all  draw- 
ings and  specifications,  are  subject  to  such  rea- 
sonable alterations,  amendments,  additions,  or 
eliminations,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  En- 
gineer  of  the   Port  Development   Commission 
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and  the  Cliiel'  Eiii::iiu'('r  of  the   Railway   Coni- 
pany. 

2.  Tlio  huul  iiic'liukHl  in  this  Agreement  and 
on  which  Unit  A  as  sliown  in  red  on  the  attaelied 
IMan  is  now  to  be  eonstrueted,  and  Tnits  B,  C 
and  D  (as  shown,  respectively,  in  yellow,  green 
and  blue  on  said  Plan),  or  ])arts  thereof,  may 
be  hereafter  constructed  as  herein  ])r()vided,  is 
bounded  on  the  north  by  ^IcC^nias  Street  as 
now  located  and  as  proposed  to  l)e  re-located  in 
part ;  on  the  east  by  a  line  running  south  30 
degrees  22  minutes  41  seconds  East  from  the 
south  side  of  McC^omas  Street  through  a  point 
on  the  proposed  bulkhead  line,  the  co-ordinates 
of  which  point  are  East  5219.88,  and  south 
12o53.34  (Baltimore  City  Topograi)hical  Sur- 
vey System  of  Co-ordinates)  to  the  proposed 
new  pierhead  line :  on  the  south  by  the  proposed 
new  pierhead  line :  and  on  the  west  by  the  proy)- 
erty  (now  or  following  a  small  ])roposed  ex- 
change of  property  between  the  City  and  the 
Consolidated  Gas  Electric  Light  and  Power 
Company  of  Baltimore)  owned  by,  or  in  the 
interest  of,  said  Consolidated  Gas  P]lectric 
Light  and  Power  Company.  The  outlines  of 
said  land  are  indicated  bv  heavv  l)lack  lines  on 
the  attached  Plan. 

The  location  of  the  intersection  of  the  ex- 
treme northeasterly  side  of  the  pier  included  in 
L^nit  D  may  not  be  further  east  on  the  bulkhead 
line  than  a  point  whose  co-ordinates  ai'e  east 
r)OU.57,  south  12299.79. 

2Vii.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  with- 
in fifteen  (15)  years  from  the  date  of  this 
Agreement,  the  City  will  provide  and  construct 
any  or  all  o^  Units  B,  C  and  D  on  the  same 
terms  and  in  all  respects  in  accordance  witli  this 
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Agreement  (including  such  items  as  are  speci- 
fied in  paragraph  1  hereof  as  may  be  required 
by  the  Railway  Company  to  make  a  complete 
unit),  within  a  reasonable  time  after  a  request 
by  the  Railway  Company  to  the  City  so  to  do, 
and  said  additional  units  to  be  constructed  in 
the  order  requested  by  the  Railway  Company. 

The  City  agrees  to  construct  Units  A  and  B 
as  whole  units,  but  if  the  Railway  Company  so 
requests,  the  City  will  construct  on  the  land 
included  in  Unit  C,  such  warehouses,  tracks  or 
other  improvements  as  the  Railway  Company 
requests,  and  in  the  location  desired  by  it,  pro- 
vided, however,  the  cost  of  such  construction 
does  not  exceed  the  cost  of  the  construction  of 
Unit  C  as  now  contemplated  and  shown  on  the 
attached  Plan.  Should  the  City,  at  the  request 
of.  the  Railway  Company,  construct  tracks  on 
Unit  C,  and  later  (within  15  years  of  the  date 
of  this  Agreement),  the  Railway  Company  de- 
sires the  removal  of  the  tracks  and  the  construc- 
tion of  a  warehouse  or  warehouses,  or  other  im- 
provements on  Unit  C,  the  City  will  remove 
such  tracks  and  construct  such  warehouse  or 
warehouses  or  other  improvements  (not  to  ex- 
ceed in  cost  the  cost  of  Unit  C,  as  shown  on  the 
attached  Plan),  the  cost  of  removing  tracks  to 
be  charged  to  and  paid  by  the  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  the  amounut  on  which  the  Railway 
Company  has  been  paying  rental  to  be  credited 
with  the  value  of  the  tracks  removed. 

As  the^construcdon  of  Unit  D  as  a  whole  de- 
pends upon  whether  the  present  pierhead  line 
is  extended  as  proposed,  the  City  agrees  if  such 
pierhead  line  has  not  been  extended  by  the 
time  the  Railway  Company  requests 'the  con- 
struction of  that*  part  of  Unit  D  which  extends 
to  the  present  pierhead  line,  to  construct  such 
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portion  wlien  so  rcMjUi'.stcMl,  and  tlicii  later  (witli- 
in  IT)  years  of  tlio  date  of  this  A^i^reemeiit ),  if 
the  pierlioad  lino  is  extended,  n])on  the  recjuest 
of  the  Haihvay  Com})any  to  const rnet  the  re- 
mainder of  Unit  D.  The  width  of  the  ])ier 
shown  on  Unit  I)  may  be  elian<::ed  by  the  Kail- 
way  Company  to  meet  its  needs  at  the  time  the 
constrnetion  thereof  is  recpiested,  ])rovided, 
however,  the  cost  of  snch  pier  shall  not  be  in- 
creased over  the  cost  of  the  pier  now  contem- 
plated, as  shown  on  the  attached  Plan,  and  that 
the  extension  of  snch  pier  beyond  the  ])resent 
l)ierhead  line  shall  not  exceed  in  width  the  pier 
already  constrncted  on  Unit  D. 

As  the  City  now  has  available  for  improve- 
ments in  and  about  the  Baltimore  harbor,  ap- 
])roxim.ately  ten  million  dollars,  it  is  further 
understood  and  agreed  that  the  City  w^ill  set 
aside  four  million  of  this  ten  million  dollars  for 
use  in  constructing  for  the  Raihvay  Company 
the  additional  Units  B,  C  and  D,  or  parts  of  the 
two  latter  units,  and  that  no  part  of  this  four 
million  dollars  will  be  spent  by  the  City  for 
any  other  purpose  until  the  Raihvay  Company 
shall  have  been  notified  of  such  proposed  ex- 
l^enditure  and  given  an  opportunity,  covering 
a  period  of  ninety  days,  to  complete  an  agree- 
ment with  the  City  for  the  construction  of  Units 
B,  C  and  D,  or  parts  of  the  tw^o  latter  units. 

Hven  though  sych  an  agreement  has  not  been 
reached,  however,  and  the  four  million  dollars 
referred  to  has  l)een  expended  ])y  the  City,  if 
the  City  thereafter  has  other  available  funds, 
it  will,  upon  the  request  of  the  Railway  Com- 
])any,  construct  Units  B,  C  and  1),  or  parts  of 
the  two  latter  units,  as  hei'eiid)efore  provided, 
insofar  as  such  available  funds  will  permit. 
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Units  B  and  D  as  shown  on  said  Plan  can  only 
be  constructed  as  a  whole,  in  case  the  City  suc- 
ceeds in  securing  the  extension  of  the  pierhead 
line  as  jjroposed,  and  the  City  agrees  to  use  its 
best  endeavors  and  every  reasonable  effort  to 
secure  such  extension  promptly. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  obligation  of  the 
City  to  construct  additional  Units  or  parts 
thereof,  as  provided  in  this  paragraph  2%  is 
conditional  upon  the  City,  at  the  time  of  the 
request  therefor,  being  able  to  comply  with  such 
request  in  view  (1)  of  the  maturity  of  each 
series  of  stock  as  prescribed  by  said  Ordinance 
No.  380,  passed  July  7,  1920*  and  (2)  of  the 
provision  of  said  Act  of  1920,  chapter  560,  re- 
quiring ''an  annual  rental  charge  equal  to  or 
greater  than  the  sum  of  the  annual  interest  on 
the  expenditure  for  the  acquisition,  construc- 
tion or  improvement  of  the  said  property  and 
the  annual  sinking  or  retirement  fund  charged 
thereon."  It  is  further  agreed,  however,  that 
if  for  the  reasons  last  mentioned  the  City  is  un- 
able at  the  time  the  Railway  Company  requests 
su^h  additional  units  or  parts  thereof,  to  con- 
struct same  out  of  the  loan  authorized  by  Ordi- 
nance No.  380,  passed  July  7,  1920,  the  City, 
provided  its  bonds  can  then  be  sold  on  at  least 
a  414%  basis,  will  submit  an  ordinance  to  the 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  the  Port  De- 
velopment Commission  will  recommend  its  pas- 
sage, providing  for  an  additional  loan  under  the 
Act  of  1920,  chapter  560,  which,  when  passed  by 
the  Council  and  approved  by  the  people,  will 
enable  the  City  to  construct  the  additional  units 
above  mentioned  or  parts  thereof  to  be  leased 
to  the  Railway  Company  on  the  terms  herein 
provided. 
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3.  The  City  hereby  a^r^'oos  not  at  any  time 
hereafter  until  the  expiration  of  this  Contract 
to  encumber  the  hind  covered  by  this  Contract, 
the  outlines  of  which  are  shown  on  the  attached 
Phm,  by  constructin«:  or  permitting:  the  con- 
struction thereon  of  any  buildins>s,  tracks  or 
structure  of  any  kind,  other  than  those  con- 
structed or  to  be  constructed  hereunder,  and 
durinir  the  continuance  of  this  Contract  to  i»*ive 
the  Kailway  (Company  the  exchisive  and  unin- 
terrupted possession,  use  and  occupation  of  the 
said  hind  and  of  the  structures,  facilities,  equip- 
ment and  tracks  constructed  hereunder,  and  the 
Railway  Company  hereby  agrees  to  pay  there- 
for a  rental  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the 
aggregfate  of  the  followins^  three  items: 

(1 )  The  appraised  value  of  the  land  included 
in  this  Contract  as  hereinbefore  bounded  and 
shown  on  the  attached  Plan,  to  wit,  $275,000, 
plus  $15,493.50,  which  the  City  is  to  pay  the  Bal- 
timore and  Ohio  Railway  Company  for  the  par- 
cel of  land  between  the  Key  Highway  and  the 
property  of  the  Consolidated  Gas  Electric  Light 
and  Power  Company  of  Baltimore  required  for 
the  relocation  of  ^FcComas  Street  and  for  the 
construction  of  certain  tracks  leading  to  the  pro- 
posed pier,  plus  also  $7,500,  one-half  of  the  cost 
of  constructing  a  retaining  wall,  about  350  feet 
in  length,  as  shown  on  the  attached  plan,  along 
the  northerly  side  of  McComas  Street  as  re- 
located and  opposite  the  property  of  the  Con- 
solidated Gas  Electric  Light  and  Power  Com- 
pany. 

(2)  The  cost  complete  of  constructing  and 
laying  the  structures,  facilities,  tracks,  and 
equipment  referred  to  in  the  preceding  para- 
u:raphs  hereof,  including  the  cost  of  engineer- 
ing and  inspection,  but  not  the  cost  of  the  dredg- 
ing of  the  channel  to  conn^'^'f  Hie  pier  and  mar- 
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ginal  wharf  included  in  Unit  A  (or  any  piers 
or  marginal  wharves  included  in  the  additional 
units  if  requested),  with  the  new  Government 
channel;  and 

(3)  Interest  paid  on  stock  issued  and  sold, 
the  proceeds  of  which  are  expended  by  the  City 
under  this  Contract  during  a  period  (as  to 
Unit  A)  not  longer  than  the  time  that  elapses 
between  the  date  of  the  sale  of  the  stock  and  the 
date  of  the  completion  of  Unit  A,  and  (as  to  the 
additional  units)  during  a  reasonable  time  for 
the  construction  of  such  additional  unit  or  units, 
or  parts  thereof,  after  a  request  from  the  Rail- 
way Company  so  to  do  (after  which  no  inter- 
est on  such  stock,  or  on  funds  expended  here- 
under, is  to  be  added  to  the  amount  on  which 
rental  is  paid).  The  Railway  Company  shall  be 
credited  in  arriving  at  the  amount  of  interest 
on  which  it  pays  rental  with  all  interest  allowed 
by  the  bank  or  banks  in  which  the  balances  un- 
expended from  time  to  time  of  the  proceeds  of 
said  stock  is  deposited;  and  the  City  agrees  to 
deposit  such  unexpended  balances  in  such  bank 
or  banks  approved  by  it  as  will  allow  the  high- 
est rate  of  interest. 

31/2-  The  Railway  Company  agrees  during 
the  life  of  this  Contract  or  any  renewal  thereof, 
to  maintain  the  slips  and  the  water  adjacent  to 
the  bulkhead  to  the  original  depth,  as  provided 
when  the  property  is  turned  over  to  it. 

It  is  understood  that  the  material  dredged 
from  the  slips  and  channel  because  of  the  pros- 
ecution of  this  work,  shall  be  used  for  filling 
behind  the  bulkhead  wherever  there  is  need  and 
capacity  for  such  filling  and  the  material 
dredged  is  of  proper  character  for  this  purpose. 
And  it  is  further  understood  that  this  filling 
shall  be  done  in  the  most  economical  manner 
consistent  with  good  engineering  practice  and 
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with  the  most  elHcieiil  and  economical  treatment 
of  the  project  as  a  whole.  Should  the  amount 
of  lill  secured  by  the  dredging*  necessary  to  the 
construction  of  this  terminal  not  be  suiiicient 
for  its  completion  either  because  the  total 
dredging  is  insufficient,  because  of  quantity  or 
quality,  or  both,  the  necessary  lill  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  using  the  material  dredged  from  other 
sites  either  by  the  City  or  others  in  the  most 
economical  manner  consistent  with  good  engi- 
neering practice,  and  it  is  agreed  that  the  Rail- 
way Company  shall  be  charged  for  this  material 
so  placed,  only  the  amount  which  it  actually 
costs  the  City  to  obtain  it  for  this  work. 

The  Railway  Company  agrees  promptly  upon 
the  completion  of  the  structures,  facilities, 
tracks  and  equipment  provided  for  in  this  con- 
tract (including  the  dredging  from  the  proposed 
piers  and  marginal  wharf  to  the  new  Govern- 
ment channel)  to  take  over  the  operation  there- 
of and  to  pay  the  rent  therefor  in  monthly  in- 
stallments. If,  however,  the  Railway  Company 
should  desire  to  take  over  any  facilities  or  a 
l)art  thereof  before  the  completion  of  the  whole, 
the  Railway  Company  agrees  to  pay  a  proper 
proportionate  rental  on  that  portion  of  the 
facilities  thus  taken  over. 

4.  The  plans,  drawings  and  specifications 
for  all  of  the  structures,  facilities,  tracks  and 
equipment  herein  provided  for,  and  also  the  act- 
ual construction  and  laying  of  all  of  said  struc- 
tures, facilities,  tracks  and  equipment,  as  well 
as  the  letting  of  contracts  covering  the  w^ork  or 
any  part  thereof,  and  contracts  for  the  purchase 
of  material,  shall  be  subject  to  the  supervision 
and  approval  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Rail- 
way Company  or  his  duly  authorized  repre- 
sentative. No  change  in  plans,  drawings  or 
specifications,  and  no  increase  or  decrease  in 
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the  amount  of  the  work  or  in  the  compensation 
to  be  paid  therefor,  is  to  be  made  save  with  the 
written  approval  of  the  Railway  Company's 
Chief  Engineer.  In  case  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Railway  Company  declines  to  approve,  as 
herein  provided,  the  question  at  issue  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Arbitration  provided 
for  in  paragraph  14  of  this  Contract,  the  deci- 
sion of  such  Board  to  be  final.  Bills  covering 
the  cost  of  work  performed,  as  well  as  material 
and  equipment  used,  are  to  be  available  to  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Railway  Company  each 
month  as  the  work  progresses,  and  the  City's 
books  showing  the  cost  of  the  structures,  facil- 
ities, equipment  and  tracks  constructed  or  laid, 
and  all  details  in  connection  therewith,  are  to 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  General  Auditor  of  the  Railway  Company 
and  their  duly  authorized  representatives. 

5.  This  Contract  shall  continue  for  the 
period  of  thirty  (30)  years  from  the  date  that 
the  Railway  Company  takes  over  the  operation 
of  Unit  A  (which  date  shall  be  evidenced  by  an 
exchange  of  letters  between  the  parties),  except 
that,  if  within  fifteen  (15)  years  from  the  date 
of  this  Contract,  an  agreement  is  completed  for 
the  building  of  Units  B,  C  and  D,  as  hereinbe- 
fore mentioned,  or  any  of  them,  or  any  portions 
of  the  two  latter  units  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
this  Contract  shall  continue  for  a  period  of 
thirty  (30)  years  from  the  date  that  the  Rail- 
way Company  takes  over  the  operation  of  the 
last  of  such  units  contracted  for  during  the 
fifteen  (15)  years  follomng  the  date  of  this 
Contract.  At  the  expiration  of  the  thirty  (30) 
year  period,  this  Contract  shall,  without  notice 
from  either  party  to  the  other,  be  renewed  with 
all  of  its  terms  and  conditions  for  ten  (10)  addi- 
tional years,  save  and  except  that  either  party 
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may,  by  giving  written  notice  to  the  otlier  not 
less  than  eighteen  (18)  months  prior  to  the  ex- 
piration of  the  said  thirty  (30)  year  period, 
terminate  this  contract.  Shoukl  this  Contract 
be  renewed  as  above  provided,  it  shall  terminate 
at  the  end  of  the  ten  (10)  year  period  last  re- 
ferred to  without  notice  from  either  party  to 
the  other. 

In  case  there  is  at  any  time  a  default  by  the 
Railway  Company  in  the  payment  of  the  rent 
herein  provided  for,  and  such  default  continues 
for  a  period  of  ninety  (90)  days,  the  City  may 
re-enter  and  take  possession  of  the  property 
and  facilities  covered  by  this  Contract,  but  such 
action  shall  not  bar  the  City  from  any  other 
action  or  right  of  action  for  damages  or  other- 
wise which,  but  for  such  re-entry,  it  would  have 
or  could  exercise  in  the  premises. 

6.  The  Railway  Company  will,  at  its  own  ex- 
pense, after  it  takes  over  the  ox^eration  of  the 
structures,  facilities,  tracks  and  equipment 
aforesaid,  maintain  them  during  the  continu- 
ance of  this  Contract  or  any  renewal  thereof, 
and  return  them  in  good  operating  condition. 

The  Railway  Company  will,  during  the  life 
of  this  Contract  or  any  renewal  thereof,  insure 
and  keep  insured,  at  its  own  expense,  against 
fire,  the  structures  and  facilities  which  the  City 
is  to  construct  or  provide  hereunder  (other 
than  piles  below  water)  in  such  an  amouunt  as 
is  customary  on  similar  structures  and  facili- 
ties, and  as  will  represent  the  reproduction 
value  less  depreciation  of  the  portion  of  said 
structures  and  facilities  which  are  subject  to 
damage  or  destruction  by  fire.  If  there  is  a 
difference  of  opinion  between  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer of  the  Railway  Company  and  the  Engi- 
neer of  the  Port  Development  Commission,  as 
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to  what  should  be  insured  or  the  amount  of 
insurance  required  under  this  covenant,  any 
such  question  or  questions  shall  be  determined 
by  arbitration  as  provided  for  in  paragraph  14 
of  this  Contract.  The  City  shall  be  furnished 
a  certificate  or  certificates  showing  that  such 
insurance  has  been  placed  in  companies  satis- 
factory of  it,  and  such  insurance  shall  be  pay- 
able to  the  City  as  its  interest  may  appear.  In 
the  event  of  the  damage  or  destruction  by  fire 
of  any  portion  of  the  structures  and  facilities 
insured,  such  insurance  shall  be  promptly  col- 
lected and  applied  to  the  repair  or  replacement 
of  the  struuctures  or  facilities  so  damaged  or 
destroyed,  and  the  City  covenants  and  agrees 
that  such  repair  or  replacement  shall  be  done 
and  completed  with  all  reasonable  promptness 
and  dispatch,  and  so  as  to  interrupt  or  interfere 
as  little  as  possible  with  the  Railway  Company's 
business. 

7.  No  taxes,  assessments,  franchise  or  in- 
spection charge,  benefits  or  other  tax  or  levy 
of  any  kind  or  nature  whatsoever  will  be 
assessed,  imposed,  levied  or  collected  by  the 
City  of  Baltimore  during  the  pendency  of  this 
Contract  or  any  renewal  thereof,  on  the  land, 
structures,  facilities,  tracks,  equipment  owned 
or  constructed  by  the  City  hereunder,  or  the 
water  or  riparian  rights  incident  or  appurte- 
nant thereto,  or  on  the  right  to  operate  the  said 
structures,  facilities,  tracks  or  equipment  or  to 
conduct  the  Railway  Company's  business,  or 
that  of  any  one  else,  therein  or  thereon,  or  to 
maintain  the  structures  or  facilities  out  into  the 
water,  or  tracks  on,  over  or  in  the  public  streets 
occupied  by  the  Railway  Company  leading  to 
and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  pier  and  property 
under  lease  to  the  Railway,  or  otherwise. 
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8.  The  City  will  arrani2:e  so  that  the  Rail- 
way Company  may  connect  its  existing  tracks 
at  Port  Covington  with  the  tracks  to  be  laid 
and  used  by  the  Railway  Company  in  pursu- 
ance of  this  Contract,  and  also  so  that  the  Rail- 
way Company  may  connect  the  last  mentioned 
tj'acks  with  the  Municipal  Belt  Railroad,  and 
have  the  use  of  the  tracks  of  the  latter  on 
the  same  terms  as  other  railroads  entering 
Baltimore.  The  City  will  grant  the  necessary 
permits  for  the  construction  of  such  connection 
or  connecting  tracks  as  the  Railway  Company 
may  desire,  and  in  the  location  selected  by  it, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Port  Develop- 
ment Commission,  without  any  franchise  or 
other  charge  except  the  cost  incurred  by  neces- 
sary adjustment  of  the  line  and  grade  of  said 
Municipal  Belt  Railroad. 

9.  This  Contract  carries  with  it  and  vests 
in  the  Railway  Company  for  the  period  covered 
hereby,  all  water  and  maritime  rights  incident 
or  appurtenant  to  the  structures,  facilities, 
piers,  warehouses,  etc.,  hereby  leased  or  agreed 
to  be  leased,  including  the  right  to  dock  and 
load  and  unload  boats,  vessels  and  other  craft. 
It  is  uunderstood  that  such  rights  shall  be  so  ex- 
ercised as  not  to  violate  the  City  Charter  or 
any  Federal  law,  or  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Harbor  Board  or  other  duly  constituted 
authority,  as  they  now  exist  or  may  hereafter 
be  passed  or  promulgated. 

10.  The  Railway  Company  may  at  its  option 
(1)  assign  this  Contract  to  any  railroad  com- 
pany or  holding  company  with  which  the  West- 
ern Maryland  may  be  consolidated,  or  formed 
by    a    consolidation    embracing    the    Western 
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Maryland,  or  to  wliicli  it  may  be  sold  or  leased, 
and  (2)  sublet  the  property  under  lease  to  it, 
or  any  portion  of  it,  the  Railway  Company, 
however,  not  to  be  released  of  any  of  its  obliga- 
tions hereunder.  It  is  understood  and  agreed, 
however,  that  if  such  sub-lease  occur  after  the 
lease  to  the  Railway  Company  of  the  unit  in 
question  has  been  in  effect  more  than  tw^enty 
(20)  years,  and  by  such  sub-lease  a  rental  is 
provided  in  excess  of  that  called  for  by  the 
lease  to  the  Railway  Company  of  the  unit  in 
question,  such  excess  rental  shall  be  divided 
equally  between  the  City  and  the  Railway  Com- 
pany. 

11.  If  during  the  original  or  any  renewal 
term  of  this  Contract  the  City  takes  over  or  as- 
sumes pjossession  or  operation  of  the  export 
and  import  facilities  of  Baltimore,  or  if  such 
facilities  are  pooled  or  consolidated  with  the 
consent  of  the  City,  and  the  structures,  facili- 
ties, equipment  and  tracks  covered  by  this  Con- 
tract are  by  mutual  agreement  included  in  the 
facilities  so  taken  over,  pooled  or  consolidated, 
then  this  Contract  shall  terminate,  and  all  obli- 
gations of  the  Railway  Company  thereunder 
cease. 

12.  The  Railway  Company  hereby  reserves 
the  right  before  the  expiration  of  this  Contract 
or  any  renewal  thereof,  to  remove  from  the 
premises  covered  by  this  Contract  any  building, 
structures,  improvements,  fixtures,  facilities, 
equipment  or  tracks  except  renewal  thereof 
erected  thereupon  by  it  with  the  consent  of  the 
City,  exclusive  of  the  property,  equipment,  etc., 
paid  for  by  the  City.  The  Railway  Company 
may  also  remove  from  the  premises  any  ma- 
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eliiiiory  or  otlior  movable  appliancos  used  on  oi* 
about  the  said  promises  and  owned  by  the  liail- 
way  Company. 

13.  The  Railway  Company  will  e()nn)ly  with 
all  laws  and  ordinances  a])plieable  to  the  leased 
l)remises  or  the  work  to  be  done  thereon,  and 
hereby  agrees  to  indemnify  and  hold  the  City 
harmless  au'ainst  lia])ility  for  any  nuisance  cre- 
ated by  the  Railway  Comi)any  on  or  about  the 
said  premises. 

1-4.  It  is  the  intention  of  both  parties  to  this 
Contract  that  the  work  to  be  performed  by  the 
City  arising  from  the  Contract  shall  be  carried 
out  by  the  City  with  the  aid,  advice  and  co- 
operation of  the  Railway  Company.  In  case 
there  should  arise  during  the  progress  of  the 
said  work  any  controversy  or  difference  of  opin- 
ion relative  to  said  work,  or  the  interpretation 
of  the  plans  and  specifications,  which  cannot  ])e 
settled  or  adjusted  by  the  City  and  the  Railw^ay 
Company,  it  is  agreed  that  such  difference  shall 
be  referred  to  a  Board  of  Arl)itration  consisting 
of  three  engineers  which  shall  be  selected  in  the 
following  manner : — one  engineer  to  be  selected 
by  the  Port  Development  Commission,  one  engi- 
neer to  be  selected  by  the  Railway  Com])any, 
and  one  engineer  to  be  selected  by  these  two, 
the  decision  of  a  majority  of  this  Board  of  Ar- 
bitration to  be  final  and  binding  uj)on  both  par- 
ties. The  exjjenses  of  such  arbitration  shall  be 
borne  equally  b>'  the  parties  hereto. 

1.').  This  Contract  shall  bind,  and  enure  to 
the  benefit  of,  the  successors  and  assigns  of  the 
respective  parties. 
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Witness,  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  by  the  hand  of 
Howard  W.  Jackson,  its  Mayor,  and  its  Corpo-

And  be  it  further  ordained  that 
the  City  will  at  its  own  expense  dredge  and,  dur- 
ing the  duration  of  the  lease  set  forth  in  the  pre- 
ceding Section  of  this  Ordinance,  maintain  a 
channel  35  feet  deep  at  m.  1.  w.  and  150  feet  wide 
at  the  bottom,  extending  from  the  end  of  the 
pier  which  is  a  part  of  Unit  A  included  in  the 
pier  lease  hereinbefore  set  out  and  shown  on  the 
plan  thereto  attached,  out  to  the  new  Govern- 
ment channel,  and  also  the  necessary  and  con- 
venient turning  angles  connecting  with  the  slips 
on  each  side  of  said  pier  and  at  the  intersection 
with  the  new  Government  channel.

Sueh  nioditieations  in  the  dimen- 
sions of  said  cliannel,  tnrnini>:  angles  and  mark- 
ings will  be  made  by  the  City  from  time  to  time 
as  may  be  recpiired  if  and  wlien  Units  B  and  D, 
as  ])rovided  for  in  said  pier  lease  and  shown 
on  the  attached  plan,  are  constrncted,  or  as  may 
be  necessary  or  convenient  to  properly  take  care 
of  boats  o])erating  to  and  from  the  facilities  in- 
clnded  in  Units  B  and  D.  All  of  the  dredi^ing

An  ordinance  ratifying  and  approving  an  agreement  dated 
December  29th,  1926,  entered  into  by  and  between  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company;  and  ratifying  and  approv- 
ing an  agreement  dated  December  29th,  1926,  by  and 
between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and 
the  Western  Maryland  Railway  Company,  to  which  said 
agreement  the  United  Railways  &  Electric  Company  of 
Baltimore  is  also  a  party;  and  repealing  the  provisions 
of  all  previous  agreements  and  ordinances  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  the  agreements  set  forth  in  this 
Ordinance. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that  the  said  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  does  hereby  approve 
and  ratify  the  agreement  dated  December  29th, 
1926,  entered  into  by  and  between  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company,  and  which  said  agreement 
is  as  follows : 

This  agreement  made  this  29th  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1926,  by  and  between  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  a  municipal  corporation, 
hereinafter  called  ''City,"  and  The  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  of  the 
State  of  Maryland,  hereinafter  called  ''Railroad." 

Whereas  the  City  and  the  Railroad  did  hereto- 
fore come  into  agreement  with  respect  to  the  ele- 
vation of  Hanover  Street  in  Baltimore  City  in 
order  to  avoid  the  grade  crossing  at  Wells  Street 
where  the  tracks  of  the  Railroad  cross  said  street, 
which  improvement  contemplates  also  the  contin- 
uation of  the  elevated  Hanover  Street  southward 
by  contract  between  the  City  and  the  Western 
Maryland  Railway  Company  in  order  that  all 
crossings  between  the  tracks  of  said  railroad  com- 
panies and  Hanover  Street  may  be  eliminated; 
the  mutual  release  of  certain  requirements  resting 
upon  the  City  and  upon  the  Railroad  by  the  pro- 
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visions  ot*  cHTtain  orclinaiiccs ;  tlii'  t'xcliaui^e  ol'  cer- 
tain proportios  in  the  C/ity  of  Baltimore;  tlie  re- 
lease of  the  City  from  the  dnty  to  make,  in  favor 
of  the  Kailroad,  certain  covenants  with  respect 
to  property  agreed  to  be  conveyed  to  the  City  by 
the  aij:reement  of  Jnly  27,  191()  between  the  City 
and  the  Railroad,  ratified  by  Ordinance  No.  185, 
api)roved  October  20,  191();  tlie  conveyance  to  the 
City  by  the  Kailroad  of  certain  property  herein- 
after more  fully  described  without  the  payment 
by  the  City  of  the  money  consideration  provided 
to  be  paid  therefor,  and  other  matters  hereinafter 
mentioned,  all  of  which  are  deemed  to  be  in  the 
l)ublic  interest  and  in  the  mutual  interest  of  the 
parties  hereto,  and  all  of  which  they  desire  to  be 
incorporated  in  a  written  agreement  to  the  end 
that  the  same  may  be  duly  ratified  by  ordinance 
of  the  ^layor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Now,  therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  prem- 
ises, and  of  the  mutual  covenants,  herein  contain- 
ed, to  be  fully  and  faithfully  performed  by  each 
of  the  parties  hereto,  it  is  agreed  between  the 
City  and  the  Kailroad  as  follows : 

1.  The  Kailroad  agrees  to  prepare  as  promptly 
as  may  be,  and  to  submit  to  the  City  for  its  ap- 
proval, plans  "Dr  the  construction  of  a  bridge 
across  its  proposed  tracks  at  Winder  Street  with 
earth  eml)ankment  approaches  for  the  elevation  of 
Hanover  Street  from  a  point  north  of  Wells 
Street  to  the  center  of  jMcComas  Street,  the 
width  of  said  street  as  so  elevated  to  be  the 
same  as  the  Hanover  Street  bridge  across  the 
Patapsco  Kiver,  namely  sixty-six  {6G)  feet  wide, 
with  a  driveway  fifty  (50)  feet  wide  and  an  eight 
(8)  foot  sidewalk  on  each  side  thereof.  The  City 
agrees  as  soon  as  it  is  possible  so  to  do,  by  due 
and  lawful  ])rocedure  to  re-establish  the  gi-ade  of 
Hanover  Street  from  the  point  noi-th  of  Wells 
Street  to  the  center  of  McComas  Street  and  as 
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shown  on  the  profile  hereto  attached  and  made  a 
part  hereof,  identified  by  the  signatnres  of  the 
Chief  Engineerfe  of  the  City  and  of  the  Railroad 
and  of  the  Western  Maryland  Railway  Company, 
prepared  by  the  City  and  dated  August  4,  1926, 
Revised  September  1,  1926. 

Upon  the  re-establishment  of  the  grade  as  afore- 
said, the  Railroad  agrees  that  it  will  begin,  not 
later  than  March  1,  1927,  the  construction  of  Han- 
over Street  in  its  elevated  position,  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  plans  approved  by  the  parties 
hereto  from  the  point  north  of  Wells  Street  to  the 
center  of  McComas  Street,  and  that  it  will  con- 
struct the  north  half  of  McComas  Street  on  the 
east  and  west  sides  of  Hanover  Street  to  meet  the 
grade  of  Hanover  Street,  as  elevated,  as  shown  on 
aforesaid  profile. 

The  Railroad  further  agrees  that  in  the  eleva- 
tion of  Hanover  Street  it  will  relocate  in  the  street 
the  existing  structures  owned  by  the  City,  namely, 
conduits,  w^ater,  lighting  equipment,  and  drainage 
between  Barney  Street  and  the  center  of  McComas 
Street  and  that  it  will  also  pave  Hanover  Street, 
as  elevated,  with  three  inches  of  asphalt  on  a  six 
inch  concrete  base. 

The  work  herein  agreed  to  be  performed  by  the 
Railroad  shall  be  performed  at  its  entire  expense, 
but  the  City  agrees  that  it  will  not  claim  any  dam- 
age to  City  property  by  reason  of  the  elevation  of 
Hanover  Street  and  will  duly  release  the  Railroad 
therefrom,  and  further  agrees  that  if  in  the  course 
of  the  work  it  should  be  necessary  to  institute 
condemnation  proceedings  for  the  purpose  of  ac- 
quiring any  property,  or  rights,  that  the  City  will 
promptly  exercise  its  power  of  condemnation, 
the  cost  of  which  the  Railroad  agrees  to  pay. 

The  Railroad  agrees  that  it  will  assume  and  re- 
lieve the  City  from  all  liability  for  damage  by 
reason  of  the   re-establishment   of  the   grade   of 
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liaiiovor  Street  irom  the  point  north  of  Wells 
Street  to  the  center  of  McComas  Street,  and  of 
the  i»:rade  of  McComas  Street,  which  may  occur  to 
adjoining  })roi)erty  on  each  side  of  Hanover  Street 
and  on  the  north  side  of  AlcConias  Street. 

Upon  the  comijletion  of  the  construction  of  Han- 
over Street  as  it  is  proposed  to  l)e  elevated,  the 
same  shall  he  taken  over  by  the  City,  together 
with  the  conduits,  water,  lighting  equipment  and 
drainage  systems  between  Barney  Street  and  the 
center  of  ^[cComas  Street,  which  shall  thereafter 
be  maintained  by  the  City,  but  the  Railroad  agrees 
to  maintain  the  1)ridge  carrying  said  street  over 
its  tracks  proposed  to  be  placed  at  Winder  Street, 
except  the  roadway  surface,  sidewalks  and  City 
utilities  which  will  be  maintained  b}^  the  City. 

2.  It  is  recognized  that  it  will  be  necessary  to 
make  provision  for  a  change  in  the  location  of  the 
tracks  of  United  Railways  and  Electric  Company 
of  Baltimore,  and  to  that  end  the  City  agrees  that 
it  will  grant  to  said  Railways  Company  the  right 
to  maintain  and  operate  a  single  track  in  Heath 
Street  and  a  single  track  in  Barney  Street  from 
Light  Street  to  Hanover  Street ;  a  single  track  in 
Patapsco  Street  from  Heath  Street  to  Barney 
Street ;  a  single  track  in  Hanover  Street  from 
Heath  Street  to  Barney  Street;  and  two  tracks 
in  Hanover  Street  from  Barney  Street  to  Crom- 
well Street  to  a  connection  with  the  tracks  of  the 
said  Railway  Company  at  Cromwell  Street,  with 
the  necessary  curves,  connections  and  overhead 
structures.  The  franchises  for  said  tracks  shall 
be  perpetual  and  with  repair  obligation  only  and 
shall  be  granted  for  the  sum  of  one  dollar  ($1.00). 

Upon  the  grant  of  the  necessary  franchises  to 
the  United  Railways  and  Electric  Company,  as 
aforesaid,  in  substitution  for  its  present  franchises 
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to  maintain  and  operate  double  tracks  in  por- 
tions of  Charles  Street  and  Light  Street,  and  the 
acceptance  thereof  by  said  United  Railways  Com- 
pany, the  Railroad  agrees  that  it  will,  at  its  own 
expense,  construct  for  the  said  Railways  Company 
the  said  single  tracks  in  Heath  Street,  Barney 
Street  and  Hanover  Street  and  the  two  tracks  in 
Hanover  Street  from  Barney  Street  to  the  center 
of  McComas  Street,  with  the  necessary  curves, 
connections  and  overhead  structures,  and  join 
with  said  Railway  Company  in  the  construction 
of  the  single  track  in  Patapsco  Street  with  its 
necessary  curves  and  connections  and  overhead 
structures.  Upon  the  completion  of  construction, 
the  Railways  Company  shall  abandon  the  right  to 
maintain  and  operate  tracks  in  Charles  Street  and 
Light  Street  south  of  Barney  Street.  The  Rail- 
road agrees  that  in  the  construction  of  the  afore- 
said tracks  for  the  said  Railways  Company  it  will 
pave  between  the  rails,  and  the  space  outside  of 
the  rails'  from  which  the  old  paving  is  removed, 
with  the  same  character  of  material  then  existing 
in  the  street,  and  the  Railroad  further  agrees, 
being  granted  whatever  authority  from  the  City 
tliat  may  be  necessary  to  that  end,  that  it  will 
widen  the  roadway  of  Hanover  Street  from  the 
south  side  of  Heath  Street  to  the  beginning  of 
the  north  approach  of  the  elevated  Hanover 
Street  by  narrowing  the  sidewalks  on  each  side 
so  as  to  make  a  roadway  for  Hanover  Street  50 
feet  in  width  between  curbs,  and  in  so  doing  will 
relocate  the  City's  lighting  and  other  facilities 
which  will  require  relocation  on  account  of  the 
narrowing  of  the  sidewalks. 

3.  When  the  construction  of  Hanover  Street 
as  proposed  to  be  elevated  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted and  the  Railroad  shall  have  completed  the 
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construction  of  its  tracks  at  Winder  Street,  it 
agrees  that  it  will  remove  its  present  tracks  from 
Wells  Street  where  the  same  now  cross  Hanover 
Street,  it  being  understood  and  agreed  however 
that  its  existing  tracks  in  Wells  Street  may  re- 
main up  to  the  east  and  west  sides  of  Hanover 
Street. 

The  City  agrees  that  in  order  to  facilitate  the 
the  construction  of  the  elevated  Hanover  Street 
with  the  least  interruption  to  the  traffic  of  the 
Railroad,  that  it  will  cause  Hanover  Street  to  be 
closed  to  traffic  from  Barney  Street  south  to  Mc- 
Comas  Street  and  at  all  intersections. 

4.  The  Railroad  agrees  that  the  City  shall  be 
released  from  its  obligation  to  construct  at  the 
City's  expense  the  two  bridges  mentioned  in  the 
fourth  paragraph  of  that  certain  agreement  be- 
tween The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company 
and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
dated  July  27,  1916,  which  was  duly  ratified  by 
Ordinance  No.  185,  approved  October  20,  1916, 
and  to  that  end  consents  and  agrees  to  the  passage 
of  such  ordinance  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  amending  the  aforesaid  agreement  and 
its  ratifying  ordinance  so  that  the  City  shall  not 
be  required  to  construct  said  two  bridges.  If  the 
Railroad  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  desire  to 
construct  said  two  bridges,  or  either  of  them,  it 
agrees  that  it  will  construct  and  maintain  same 
at  its  expense,  and  the  City  agrees  upon  request 
of  the  Railroad  to  grant  to  it  any  necessary  con- 
sent to  their  construction. 

5.  The  City  agrees  that  the  Railroad  shall  be 
released  from  its  obligations  to  construct  a  steel 
girder  bridge  from  the  east  building  line  of  How- 
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ard  Street  to  the  west  building  line  of  Entaw 
Street  and  the  approaches  therto  as  provided  in 
Section  3  of  Ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  No.  387,  approved  August 
16,  1909,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  Cross  Street 
over  the  tracks  of  the  Railroad,  and  agrees  that 
it  will  to  that  end  duly  enact  the  necessary  amend- 
ing ordinance  to  effect  the  release  of  the  Railroad's 
obligation  as  aforesaid. 

The  City  agrees  that  if  at  any  time  hereafter 
it  shall  desire  Cross  Street,  or  West  Street  or 
adjacent  alleys,  to  be  carried  over  the  tracks  of 
the  Railroad  that  it  will  construct  the  bridges  and 
approaches  therefor  entirely  at  its  own  expense, 
and  will  thereafter  maintain  the  same,  the  Rail- 
road agreeing  that  the  City  shall  have  the  right 
to  construct  the  same  over  its  tracks  under  such 
plan  as  may  be  then  agreed. 

6.  The  City  agrees  that  the  Railroad  shall  be 
released  from  its  obligation  to  construct  three 
bridges  over  Marshall  Street,  Charles  Street  and 
Clarkson  Street  as  provided  by  Section  6  of  an 
ordinance  of  the  Ma^^or  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, No.  387,  approved  August  16,  1909,  and  that 
it  will  enact  such  amending  ordinances  as  may  be 
necessary  to  relieve  the  Railroad  from  its  afore- 
said agreement.  The  City  further  agrees  that  if 
at  any  time  hereafter  it  shall  desire  to  construct 
any  or  all  of  said  bridges  over  the  tracks  and 
property  of  the  Railroad,  it  will  construct  the 
same  and  thereafter  maintain  the  same  at  its  own 
expense,  the  Railroad  agreeing  that  the  City  shall 
have  the  right  to  construct  any  or  all  of  said 
bridges  over  its  tracks  upon  such  plan  as  may  be 
then  agreed. 
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7.  In  and  by  a.  certain  agreement  between  The 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  and  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  dated  July 
27,  191G,  duly  ratified  by  Ordinance  No.  185,  ap- 
proved October  20,  1916,  the  Kailroad,  by  para- 
graph first  of  said  agreement  agreed  to  convey 
to  the  City  the  property  mentioned  in  said  para- 
graph lirst,  and  the  City  agreed  to  pay  therefor 
the  consideration  mentioned  in  paragraph  second 
thereof.  Paragraph  first  of  the  aforesaid  agree- 
ment provided  among  other  things  as  follows  : 

''It  is  agreed,  that  the  deed  conveying  said 
property  and  riparian  rights  shall  contain  a  con- 
dition or  covenant  on  the  part  of  the  grantee 
(which  covenant  shall  be  so  worded  as  to  run  with 
the  land),  that  said  grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  will  not  sell  or  lease  any  of  the  property 
or  rights  covered  by  such  deed  to  any  other  rail- 
road company  or  to  any  corporation  owned  or 
controlled  by  any  other  railroad  company,  with- 
out giving  to  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  written  notice  stating  that  it  has  an 
oifer  for  such  property  or  rights  and  that  it  is 
considering  selling  or  leasing  the  same,  and  stat- 
ing the  amount  of  said  offer,  and  naming  a  day, 
not  less  than  twenty  (20)  days  from  the  date  of 
said  notice,  when  the  matter  of  selling  or  leasing 
said  property  to  the  party  making  said  offer,  or 
to  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company, 
will  be  taken  up  before  the  Board  of  Estimates 
of  the  second  party  or  by  the  successor  or  assign 
of  said  second  party  who  shall  receive  such  offer 
and  give  such  notice.  At  said  meeting  the  Board 
of  Estimates,  or  the  said  successor  or  assign  of  the 
said  second  party,  shall  receive  the  offer  or  offers 
of  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company 
and  of  any  other  railroad  company,  and  shall  sell 
or  lease  said  property  to  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
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Railroad  Company  if  it  finally  offers  as  much  as 
any  other  railroad  company;  if  some  other  rail- 
road company  finally  offers  more  than  The  Balti- 
more &  Ohio  Railroad  Company  the  second  party 
or  its  successor  or  assign  shall  be  free  to  accept 
such  offer. 

^^The  said  deed  shall  further  provide  that  the 
first  party  shall  have  the  privilege  of  using,  on  an 
equal  basis  with  any  other  railroad  company,  all 
tracks  constructed  or  to  be  constructed  by  the 
party  of  the  second  part  on  the  Key  Highway 
or  on  McComas  Street  or  into  the  piers  or  ware- 
houses constructed  by  the  second  party  on  the 
property  conveyed  to  it  by  the  first  party.  This 
provision,  however,  is  not  to  be  understood  to 
prevent  the  party  of  the  second  part  from  mak- 
ing arrangements  with  some  one  railroad  com- 
pany for  the  operation  of  cars  over  said  munici- 
pal railway  upon  such  terms  as  will  secure  to 
industries  connected  with  said  municipal  railway 
the  right  to  ship  by  or  receive  shipments  from  all 
railroad  companies  on  equal  terms." 

The  Railroad  agrees  that  it  will  convey  to  the 
City  the  property  mentioned  in  paragraph  first 
of  the  aforesaid  agreement  of  July  27,  1916,  abso- 
lutely and  in  fee  simple,  free  from  the  covenants, 
conditions,  privilege  of  use  and  other  provisions 
above  quoted,  and  without  requiring  the  payment 
to  it  by  the  City  of  the  consideration  provided  to 
be  paid  by  the  City  by  Section  Second  of  said 
contract,  and  the  Railroad  further  agrees  and  con- 
sents to  the  enactment  of  such  ordinance  as  may 
be  necessary  to  relieve  the  City  of  its  duty  to 
make  the  aforesaid  covenant  and  to  pay  the  con- 
sideration agreed  by  it  to  be  paid  therefor. 

It  is,  however,  agreed  by  the  City  that  the  Rail- 
road shall  have  the  privilege  of  using,  on  an 
equal  basis  with  any  other  railroad,  all  tracks, 
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switches  and  turnouts  constructed  or  to  be  con- 
structed by  the  City  or  by  any  of  its  agencies  in 
Key  Highway,  or  in  McComas  Street  as  said 
street  is  intended  to  be  relocated  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  memorandum  and  print 
dated  June  10,  1925,  and  signed  by  the  Chief  En- 
gineers of  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany, the  Western  Maryland  Railway  Company 
and  the  General  Superintendent  of  the  Consoli- 
dated Gas,  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company. 
And  the  City  further  agrees  that  it  will  not  au- 
thorize or  permit  the  construction  of  any  tracks, 
switches  or  turnouts  iii  Key  Highway,  or  in  Mc- 
Comas Street  as  said  street  is  proposed  to  be  re- 
located, by  any  other  person  or  corporation  with- 
out reserving  the  right  on  the  part  of  the  City 
to  grant  to  any  railroad,  which  may  at  any  time 
make  request  therefor,  the  right  to  use  on  equal 
terms  with  other  railroads  such  tracks,  switches 
and  turnouts  as  a  means  of  access  to  any  piers, 
warehouses  or  terminals  or  other  future  develop- 
ments easterly  of  the  piers  proposed  to  be  leased 
to  the  Western  Maryland  Railway  Company,  ex- 
cept, however,  any  piers,  warehouses  or  terminals 
leased  to  or  owned  by  any  railroad  company. 

Nothing  herein,  however,  is  to  be  understood  to 
prevent  the  City  from  making  arrangements  with 
some  one  railway  company  for  the  operating  of 
cars  over  said  municipal  railway  upon  such  terms 
as  will  secure  to  industries  connected  mth  said 
municipal  railway  the  right  to  ship  by  or  receive 
shipments  from  all  railway  companies  on  equal 
terms. 

8.  The  City  agrees  whenever  requested  by  the 
Railroad,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  Railroad,  that 
it  will  by  due  and  lawful  proceedings  cause  to  be 
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closed   all   those   parts   of   the   following   named 
streets  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  to  wit : 

Paca  Street: 

From  the  west  building  line  of  Elk  Street  to  the 
west  building  line  of  Bush  Street,  including  the 
intersections  of  Ell^  and  Gunpowder  Streets. 

From  the  east  building  line  of  Bush  Street  to 
the  west  building  line  of  Bayard  Street. 

From  the  east  building  line  of  Bayard  Street 
to  the  west  end  of  Stockholm  Street,  including 
the  intersection  of  Carey  Street. 

Subject  to  any  rights  of  way  of  the  Washington, 
Baltimore  and  Annapolis  Electric  Railroad  Com- 
pany. 

Stockholm  Street: 

From  the  west  end  of  the  street  to  the  west 
building  line  of  Ridgely  Street. 

From  the  east  building  line  of  Ridgely  Street 
to  the  west  building  line  of  Russell  Street,  includ- 
ing the  intersection  of  Denver  Street. 

From  the  east  building  line  of  Russell  Street  to 
the  west  building  line  of  Warner  Street,  includ- 
ing the  intersection  of  Briscoe  Street. 

From  the  east  building  line  of  Warner  Street 
to  the  east  building  line  of  China  Street,  includ- 
ing the  intersection  of  China  Street. 

From  the  west  building  line  of  Howard  Street 
to  the  west  building  line  of  Leadenhall  Street,  in- 
cluding the  intersections  of  Howard  Street,  Plum 
Alley,  Sharp  Street  and  Peach  Alley. 

From  the  east  building  line  of  Leadenhall  Street 
to  the  east  end  of  Stockholm  Street,  including  the 
intersection  of  Creek  Alley. 
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Race  St  let' I: 

From  the  iiortheastorly  riglit  of  ^vay  line  of  Tlie 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  to  the 
north  ])nilding'  line  of  Fort  Avenue. 

From  the  south  buildint^:  line  of  Fort  Avenue 
to  the  north  liuilding  line  of  Barney  Street,  includ- 
ing the  intersections  of  Randall  and  Heath 
Streets. 

From  the  south  building  line  of  Barney  Street 
to  a  i)oint  434.84  feet  north  of  the  north  building 
line  of  McComas  Street. 

Wells  Street: 

From  the  east  building  line  of  Light  Street  to 
to  the  west  building  line  of  Byrd  Street,  including 
the  intersection  of  Westphall  Place. 

From  the  east  building  line  of  Byrd  Street  to 
to  the  west  building  line  of  Johnson  Street. 

From  the  east  building  line  of  Johnson  Street 
to  the  east  building  line  of  Webster  Street,  in- 
cluding the  intersections  of  Covington,  Belt,  Jack- 
son and  Webster  Streets. 

Winder  Street: 

From  the  west  building  line  of  Leadenhall 
Street  to  the  west  building  line  of  Hanover  Street, 
including  the  intersections  of  Race  and  Clarkson 
Streets. 

From  the  east  building  line  of  Hanover  Street 
to  the  west  building  line  of  Light  Street,  includ- 
ing the  intersections  of  Olive  and  Charles  Streets. 

From  the  original  west  building  line  of  Light 
Street  to  the  east  building  line  of  Johnson  Street, 
including  the  intersection  of  Light,  Byrd  and 
Johnson  Streets. 
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From  the  east  building  line  of  Henry  Street  to 
the  west  building  line  of  Jacks'on  Street. 

Clarkson  Street: 

From  the  southerly  right  of  way  line  of  The 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  to  the 
north  building  line  of  McComas  Street,  including 
the  intersection  of  Winder  Street. 


Olive  Street   (Goodman  Alley). 

From  the  north  building  line  of  Winder  Street 
to  the  north  building  line  of  McComas  Street,  in- 
cluding the  intersection  of  an  unnamed  street  ex- 
tending from  Olive  Street  to  Charles  Street. 


Charles  Street: 

From  a  point  384.8  feet  north  of  the  north 
building  line  of  McComas  Street  to  the  north 
building  line  of  McComas  Street,  but  not  prior 
to  the  completion  of  the  obligation  of  the  Rail- 
road hereunder  to  the  construction  of  an  elevated 
Hanover  Street.

From  the  east   building  line  of  Armour  Street 
to  the  west  building  line  of  Lo\vman  Street. 
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West  Street : 

From  the  east  building  line  of  Eutaw  Street  to 
the  west  building  line  of  Howard  Street. 

Armour  Street: 

From  the  north  building  line  of  Clement  Street 
to  the  north  end  thereof,  including  the  intersec- 
tions of  Mariott  and  Beason  Streets. 

Mariott  Street: 

From  the  west  end  thereof  to  the  west  building 
line  of  Lowman  Street,  including  the  intersections 
of  Armour  Street.

The  courses  in  the  above  description  are  all  re- 
ferred to  the  true  meridian  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more Topographical  Survey  Commission. 

The  City  further  agrees  to  acquire  and  convey, 
or  to  cause  to  be  conveyed  to  the  Railroad  by  good 
and  merchantable  title  a  certain  parcel  of  land 
north  of  AlcComas  Street  as  relocated,  which  con- 
tains approximately  1534  square  feet,  and  which 
is  described  as  follows : 

Beginning  at  point  East  3243.59,  South  11046.- 
43 ;  thence  South  46  degrees  12  minutes  East  57.41 
feet  to  point  East  3285.03  South  11086.17 ;  thence 
in  a  westerly  direction  bv  a  line  curving  to  the 
left  with  a  radius  of  831.78  feet,  79.58  feet  to 
point  East  3205.48,  South  11086.36;  thence  North 
43  degrees  39  minutes  East  55.18  feet  to  point  of 
of  beginning,  containing  1534.0  square  feet.  All 
points  referenced  to  the  center  of  Washington 
Monument. 

For  the  excess  area  l)etween  the  parcel  to  be 
sonveyed  by  the  Railroad  to  the  City  and  the  par- 
cels to  be  conveyed  by  the  City  to  the  Railroad,  the 
City  agrees  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  thirty  cents  (30c.) 
per  square  foot. 
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11.  Under  Ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  No.  387,  approved  August 
16,  1909,  the  Railroad  was  required  to  extend  An- 
napolis Road  to  an  intersection  with  Maryland 
Avenue  in  Westport  under  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  more  fully  stated  in  Section  5  of  said  ordi- 
nance. The  City,  instead  of  the  extension  of  An- 
napolis Road  as  contemplated  by  the  aforesaid 
ordinance,  now  desires  to  extend  and  improve  Rus- 
sell Street  to  Westport  and  it  is  hereby  agreed 
that  the  obligation  of  the  Railroad  with  respect  to 
the  extension  of  Annapolis  Road  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  released,  and  in  lieu  thereof  it  is  agreed  that 
the  Railroad  shall  pay  to  the  City,  toward  the 
improvement  and  extension  of  Russell  Street  as 
desired  by  the  City,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty  thousand  dollars  ($120,000).  This  change 
in  obligation,  it  is  agreed  between  the  parties 
hereto,  shall  be  accomplished  under  the  follow- 
ing terms  and  conditions : 

(a)  The  City  shall  duly  enact  an  ordinance  for 
the  purpose  of  amending  all  those  first  six  para- 
graphs of  Section  5  of  the  Ordinance  of  the  ]\Iayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  No.  387,  approved 
August  16,  1909,  to  the  end  that  the  Railroad  may 
be  released  from  its  obligation  to  extend  Annapo- 
lis Road  as  therein  provided. 

(b)  In  said  amending  ordinance  it  shall  be  pro- 
vided that  when  the  Railroad  constructs  its  ex- 
press and  freight  lines,  or  either  of  them,  which  it 
has  the  right  to  construct,  that  the  Railroad  will 
assume  and  bear  the  following  costs  and  expenses 
in  connection  with  the  construction  of  its  express 
and  freight  lines  respectively  over  and  under  Rus- 
sell Street,  to  mt : 

(1)  The  entire  cost  and  expense  of  constructing 
the  overhead  viaduct  carrying  the  Railroad's  ex- 
press line  over  Russell  Street  as  extended. 
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(2)  TIu'  oiitiro  (*()st  and  expense  of  const rnet- 
intr  tlie  bruli^e  or  viadnet  carrying  said  Knssell 
Street  as  extendiMl  over  the  t'rei.i,dit  line  of  tlie 
Kailroad. 

(3)  The  entire  cost  and  expense  of  construction 
of  the  approaclies  to  tlie  bridge  or  viaduct  carry- 
ing Russell  Street  as  extended  over  the  freight 
line  of  the  Kailroad  and  the  cost  and  expense  of 
paving  the  roadways  and  sidewalks  on  said  ap- 
proaches and  viaduct. 

(4)  The  entire  cost  and  exi)ense  of  maintaining 
said  two  viaducts  or  bridges  and  their  piers  and 
supports  in  good  condition,  it  being  agreed,  how- 
ever, that  the  maintenance  of  the  paving  of  the 
roadways  and  sidewalks  u])on  the  viaducts  and  ap- 
proaches, and  of  keeping  the  same  free  from  snow 
and  ice,  shall  be  the  obligation  of  the  City. 

(5)  The  entire  cost  and  expense  of  repaving 
any  street,  road  or  alley,  both  roadways  and  side- 
walks disturbed  by  or  in  connection  with  the  con- 
struction of  said  viaduct,  bridges,  approaches, 
piers  and  supports,  and  also  the  cost  of  any  and 
all  drainage  work  made  necessary  by  reason  of 
their  construction. 

(c)  The  said  amending  ordinance  shall  provide 
for  the  establishment  of  the  grade  of  the  pro- 
posed Kussell  Street  extension,  which  shall  be 
fixed  so  that  the  Railroad,  in  the  construction  of 
its  express  line,  shall  carry  the  same  over  the  pro- 
posed extension  of  Russell  Street  upon  a  viaduct 
spanniiig  the  entire  width  of  said  extension  with 
a  support  on  each  curb  line,  the  lowest  point  in 
said  viaduct  at  the  center  of  the  span  to  have  an 
elevation  of  39.08,  referred  to  tlie  datum  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  and  that  when  the  Railroad 
constructs  its  proposed  freight  line  to  Locust 
Point  it  shall  have  the  right  to  elevate  the  road- 
wavs  and  sidewalks   on   Russell   Street  where  it 
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crosses  the  same  and  at  its  own  cost  to  construct  a 
viaduct  to  carry  Russell  Street  over  said  freight 
line,  the  underclearance  line  of  said  bridge  where 
it  passes  over  the  tracks  of  the  Eailroad  to  be  at 
an  elevation  of  not  less  than  36,  referred  to  said 
datum  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

(d)  All  new  public  utilities  which,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  this  agreement,  would  be  constructed  by 
the  City  in  the  bed  of  Annapolis  Road  or  Har- 
mon's Bridge,  and  all  existing  public  utilities  in 
Annapolis  Road  or  Harmon's  Bridge,  when  they 
shall  be  renewed  or  replaced,  shall  be  laid  in  the 
bed  of  the  roadway  or  sidewalks  of  Russell  Street 
as  extended.  It  is  agreed  that  the  Railroad  shall 
grant  to  the  City  the  necessary  easements  or  rights 
to  enable  the  City  to  continue  to  use  the  public 
utilities  now  in  the  bed  of  Annapolis  Road  or  Har- 
mon's Bridge  until,  in  the  natural  course  of  events, 
they  are  abandoned  or  removed,  the  City  agree- 
ing that  except  for  minor  repairs  such  existing 
utilities  shall  not  be  renewed  or  replaced.  The 
Railroad  shall  have  the  right  to  terminate  said 
easements  or  rights  whenever  it  may  decide  that 
the  property  covered  by  the  same  is  needed  ex- 
clusively for  railroad  purposes  by  giving  to  the 
City  six  (6)  months  notice  in  writing,  provided, 
however,  that  if  the  Railroad  shall  exercise  its 
right  of  termination  it  shall  pay  the  entire  cost  of 
the  abandonment  of  the  removal  of  the  public  utili- 
ties then  on  said  property  as  the  City  may  direct. 

(e)  Said  amending  ordinance  shall  further  pro- 
vide that  when  the  Railroad  constructs  its  pro- 
posed freight  line  to  Locust  Point  and  elevates  the 
roadway  and  sidewalks  of  Russell  Street  that  said 
company  will  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harm- 
less the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
against  any  and  all  property  damage,  and  against 
any  and  all  claims,  demands,  losses,  costs,  dam- 
age and  expense  arising  therefrom  or  in  any  man- 
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nor  connoctod  with  the  construction  of  tlie  viaduct 
to  carry  Russell  Street  over  said  freight  line. 

(f)  I'poii  the  due  repeal  of  all  provisions  in  the 
aforesaid  Ordinance  No.  387,  approved  August  16, 
11)09,  requiring  the  Railroad  to  pay  any  part  of  the 
cost  of  opening  Aniuipolis  Road  or  Harmon's 
Bridge,  or  to  provide  protection  for  electrical  con- 
duit or  other  public  utilities  now  in  Annapolis 
Road,  or  to  pay  any  other  part  of  the  cost  of 
opening  or  improving  Russell  Street  extension, 
except  as  aforesaid,  and  upon  the  completion  of 
the  Russell  Street  extension  the  Railroad  shall 
pay  to  the  City  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twen- 
ty thousand  dollars,  ($120,000),  and  whether  the 
changes  in  Russell  Street  as  herein  contemplated 
shall  have  been  made  or  not. 

The  agreements  of  the  parties  hereto,  contained 
in  this  Section  11,  are  not  contingent  upon  the 
going  into  effect  of  this  contract  as  a  whole,  but 
shall  be  performed  and  concluded  as  in  this  Sec- 
tion 11  provided,  and  whether  by  reason  of  con- 
tingencies hereinafter  mentioned  with  respect  to 
this  contract  it  shall  fail  to  become  effective. 

12.  The  City  agrees  that  the  Railroad  shall 
have  the  right  to  pump  sand  or  earth  from  the 
land  under  water  south  of  the  bulkhead  line  as 
now  or  hereafter  established  by  ordinance  south 
of  McComas  Street  for  the  purpose  of  filling  the 
property  of  the  Railroad  between  its  tracks  on 
Claggett  Street  and  the  north  line  of  McComas 
Street  to  the  elevation  required  for  its  proposed 
yard,  said  pumping  and  return  drainage,  however, 
to  bo  carried  by  piping  under  McComas  Street  or 
sufficiently  high  above  McComas  Stret  so  as  not 
to  interfere  with  the  construction  of  said  street 
or  the  use  of  said  street  as  a  pu])lic  highway,  and 
for  that  purpose  and  without  cost  and  expense  to 
lay  its  pipes  upon  or  to  carry  the  same  over  the

property  agreed  to  be  conveyed  to  the  City  by 
paragraph  first  of  the  contract  between  the  par- 
ties hereto,  dated  July  27,  1916.  Said  pipes  to 
be  located  so  as  not  to  pass  over  any  of  the  said 
property  covered  by  the  proposed  lease  from  the 
City  to  the  Western  Maryland  Railway  for  pier 
purposes;  the;  City  agreeing  that  if  requested  by 
the  Railroad  it  will  permit  said  pipes  to  be  lo- 
cated on  the  property  of  the  City  known  as  the 
McLean  property,  or  any  other  property  of  the 
City.  The  Railroad  agrees  that  the  right  to  pump 
sand  shall  be  so  exercised  by  it  as  not  to  interfere 
with,  or  undermine  the  bulkhead,  piers  or  other 
facilities  to  be  constructed  and  leased  by  the  City 
to  the  Western  Maryland  Railway  Company  under 
a  contract  now  executed  or  about  to  be  executed. 

13.  The  Railroad  agrees  that  when  it  exercises 
its  rights  as  provided  by  the  fifth  article  of  the 
agreement  between  it  and  the  City,  dated  July 
27th,  1916,  to  carry  additional  tracks  by  overhead 
bridges  over  the  third  section  of  Key  Highway 
between  Claggett  and  McComas  Streets  that  it 
will  construct  the  same  with  an  overhead  clear- 
ance not  less  than  sixteen  feet,  six  inches  (16'  6'')> 
measured  from  the  top  of  the  highest  rail  of  the 
tracks  in  Key  Highway  to  the  lowest  part  of  the 
bridge  directly  over  the  same  and  with  lateral 
clearances  of  not  less  than  ten  (10)  feet  from  the 
center  of  the  nearest  track  in  the  highway  to  the 
closest  point  of  such  structure. 

14.  This  contract  shall  not  become  effective 
until  there  shall  have  been  passed  the  necessary 
franchise  ordinance  or  ordinances  for  the  United 
Railways  and  Electric  Company  and  the  same 
shall  have  been  accepted  by  it,  nor  until  there 
shall  have  been  executed  between  the  City  and  the 
Western  Maryland  Railway  Company  a  valid  con- 
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tract  which  shall  have  become  effective  for  the 
elevation  of  Hanover  Street  from  the  center  of 
McComas  Street  to  Cromwell  Street,  and  w^hereby 
the  cost  of  construction  of  the  United  Company  *s 
tracks  south  from  the  center  of  McComas  Street 
and  the  cost  of  closing  Charles  and  Marshall 
Streets  south  of  the  center  of  McComas  Street 
shall  have  been  provided  for,  nor  until  there  shall 
have  been  duly  accomplished  an  exchange  of  cer- 
tain parcels  of  land  between  Winder  Street  and 
McComas  Street  and  between  Charles  Street  and 
Key  Highw^ay  between  the  Railroad  and  the  West- 
ern Maryland  Railway  Company,  the  Consoli- 
dated Gas,  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company 
and  the  City  of  Baltimore,  which  parcels  of  land 
are  shown  upon  a  certain  blue  print  dated  June  10, 
1925,  Xo.  47B-22  and  identified  by  the  signatures 
of  the  Chief  Engineers  of  the  Railroad,  of  the 
Western  Maryland  Railway  Company  and  of  the 
General  Superintendent  of  the  Consolidated  Gas, 
Electric  Light  and  Power  Company.  The  ex- 
change of  lands  between  the  City  and  the  Rail- 
road, mentioned  in  Sections  9  and  10  of  this  con- 
tract, being  contingent  upon  the  exchange  of  land 
between  the  Railroad  and  the  Western  Maryland 
Railway  Company  and  the  Consolidated  Gas, 
Electric  Light  and  Power  Company.  In  the  event 
tliat  any  of  the  conditions  precedent  aforemen- 
tioned shall  not  be  fulfilled,  then  this  contract 
shall  be  at  an  end  except  with  respect  to  the  pro- 
posed Russel  Street  extension  and  the  contribu- 
tion of  the  Railroad  thereto  under  the  terms  and 
conditions  as  stated  in  paragraph  11  of  this  con- 
tract. 

15.  Except  as  necessary  to  be  modified  in  order 
to  carry  out  the  several  provisions  of  this  agree- 
ment, the  ordinance  of  August  16,  1909,  and  the 
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agreement  of  July  27,  1916,  and  its  ratifying  ordi- 
nance No.  185,  dated  October  20,  1916,  shall  stand 
and  remain  unaffected. 

In  Testimony  Whereof,  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  has  executed  this  agreement 
through  its  Mayor,  Howard*  W.  Jackson,  and 
caused  its  corporate  seal  to  be  hereunto  affixed, 
and  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company 
has  caused  this  agreement  to  be  executed  by 
George  M.  Shriver,  its  Senior  Vice-President  and 
its  corporate  seal  to  be  hereunto  affixed,  attested 
by  its  Secretary  the  day  and  year  first  above 
written.

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Sec.  '2.  And  1)0  it  rurther  ordaiiRnl,  that  the 
provisions  of  all  j)rovious  a^reomonts  by  and  be- 
tween tlie  Mayor  and  City  Coiineil  of  Baltimore 
and  the  Baltinioi'e  &  Ohio  Railroad  (\)ni])any  in- 
consistent with  the  provisions  of  the  aij^reement 
set  forth  in  the  preceding  section  are  hereby  re- 
pealed to  the  extent  of  such  inconsistency;  and 
the  prcn'isions  of  any  ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  l^altimore  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  the  agreement  set  forth  in  the  pre- 
ceding section  of  this  Ordinance  are  hereby  re- 
pealed to  the  extent  of  such  inconsistency. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that  the 
said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  does 
hereby  api)rove  and  ratify  the  agreement  dated 
December  29th,  1926,  entered  into  by  and  between 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  the 
Western  ^Maryland  Eailway  Company,  to  which 
said  agreement  the  United  Railways  &  Electric 
Company  of  Baltimore  is  also  a  party,  and  which 
said  agreement  is  as  follows : 

This  agreement,  made  in  triplicate  this  29th  day 
of  December,  1926,  between  the  ]\Iayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  a  municipal  corporation 
(hereinafter  called  the  ^'City"),  and  Western 
Maryland  Eailway  Company,  a  consolidated  rail- 
road corporation  organized  and  existing  under  the 
laws  of  the  States  of  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania 
(hereinafter  called  the  *^ Western  Maryland"). 

Whereas,  a  number  of  public  streets  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore  south  of  Barney  Street  and  east  of 
Eace  Street  are  now  crossed  at  grade  by  the 
Baltimore  &  Ohio  Eailroad  Company,  and  Han- 
over, Charles  and  Light  Streets  are  crossed  at 
grade  l)y  the  Western  Maryland,  and  it  is  in  the 
interest  of  the  public,  as  well  as  of  the  two  rail- 
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road  companies,  that  such  grade  crossings  should 
be  abolished;  and 

Whereas,  an  Agreement  has  been,  or  is  about  to 
be,  entered  into  between  the  City  and  the  Balti- 
more &  Ohio  Eailroad  Company  covering  the  con- 
struction of  Hanover  Street  from  the  center  of 
Wells  Street  to  the  center  of  McComas  Street, 
conditional  upon  this  Agreement  being  executed 
between  the  City  and  the  Western  Maryland  cov- 
ering the  construction  of  Hanover  Street  from 
the  center  of  McComas  Street  to  the  north  side  of 
Cromwell  Street,  and  the  other  matters  herein 
contained. 

Now  it  is  agreed,  between  the  City  and  the  West- 
ern Maryland,  in  consideration  of  the  premises 
and  of  the  mutual  stipulations  herein  contained, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  railroad  grade 
crossings  over  the  streets  hereinafter  named  and 
better  x)roviding  for  the  traveling  public,  as  fol- 
low^s  : 

1.  The  City  will  proceed  promptly  to  take  all 
proper  legal  stejjs  to  re-establish  the  grades  (1) 
of  Hanover  Street  from  the  center  of  McComas 
Street  to  the  north  side  of  Cromwell  Street,  (2) 
of  McComas  Street  from  Race  Street  easterly  to 
a  point  between  Charles  Street  and  Light  Street, 
and  (3)  of  Dickman  Street  between  Race  Street 
and  Hanover  Street  all  as  shown  on  the  profile  at- 
tached hereto  as  a  part  hereof  and  signed  for  pur- 
poses of  identification  by  the  Chief  Engineers  of 
the  City  and  of  the  Western  Maryland. 

If  the  removal  of  any  structures  now  owned  by 
public  utility  companies  in  the  streets  the  grades 
of  which  are  to  be  changed  or  which  are  to  be 
closed  as  herein  provided  is  necessary  or  desir- 
able, the  City  will  order  the  respective  utility 
companies  to  remove  such  structures  and  relocate 
the  same. 
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2.  'V\w  \V(\sterii  .Maryland  shall,  l)c\i::iiiniii^  not 
later  than  ^larch  1,  1927,  construct  the  Bridge 
and  approaches  constituting  that  part  of  the  new 
Hanover  Sti'eet  between  the  center  of  Mc(V)mas 
Street  (to  which  point  the  Bridge  and  Ap])roac]i 
is  to  be  constructed  under  the  Agreement  herein- 
before recited  between  the  City  and  the  Baltimore 
&  Ohio)  and  the  noi'th  side  of  Cromwell  Street 
(where  the  Api)roach  is  to  end  and  meet  the  pres- 
ent grade  of  Hanover  Street).  The  elevation  of 
the  Bridge  carrying  Hanover  Street  over  the 
tracks  of  the  Western  ^laryland,  and  the  grades 
of  the  new  Hanover  Street  between  the  center  of 
McComas  Street  and  the  north  side  of  Cromwell 
Street  and  of  the  Approach  herein  provided  for, 
will  be  as  shown  on  the  said  profile  hereto  at- 
tached as  a  part  hereof.  All  excavations  and 
foundations  for  piers  and  abutments,  all  piers, 
abutments  and  superstructures  complete  for  elec- 
tric railway  tracks,  paving,  sidewalks,  electric 
lighting,  conduits,  etc.,  shall  be  included  in  such 
construction.  The  roadway  and  sidewalks  on  the 
new  Hanover  Street,  including  the  Bridge,  be- 
tween the  center  of  McComas  Street  and  the  north 
side  of  Cromwell  Street,  shall  l)e  of  the  same  width 
as  the  present  Hanover  Street  Bridge  over  the 
Middle  Branch  of  the  Patapsco  Kiver,  and  the 
Bridge  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  provide  space 
for  twenty-one  tracks  for  the  Western  Maryland 
thereunder,  and  shall  be  of  sufficient  height  to  give 
full  twenty-two  foot  clearance  between  the  lowest 
point  on  the  bottom  of  said  Bridge  and  the  top  of 
the  rails  of  the  Western  ^Maryland's  tracks.  The 
said  Bridge  carrying  the  new  Hanover  Street  over 
the  AVestern  Maryland's  tracks  shall  be  of  suffici- 
ent length  and  so  designed  as  to  permit  the  loca- 
tion of  tracks  under  each  span  with  (1)  a  distance 
of  thirteen  feet  between  the  centers  of  such  ti'acks, 
(2)  a  distance  of  not  less  than  twenty-six  feet  be- 
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tween  tlie  centers  of  the  tracks  next  a  pier  on 
either  side  of  such  pier,  and  (3)  a  distance  of  not 
less  than  ten  feet  between  the  center  line  of  each 
track  next  a  pier  or  abutment  and  the  closest  point 
of  such  pier  or  abutment.  The  Western  Maryland 
is  to  have  the  use  for  tracks,  clearance  between 
tracks  and  other  railroad  purposes  of  the  bed  of 
the  present  Hanover  Street  between  the  abutments 
of  the  Bridge,  except  that  portion  of  the  bed  of 
Hanover  Street  occupied  by  the  piers  supporting 
the  Bridge. 

3.     The  Western  Maryland  shall  also  proceed 
promptly  to  do  the  following  construction  or  work : 

(1)  Filling,  including  the  furnishing  and 
placing  of  all  material  required  for  making  the 
following  Approaches : 

(a)  South  half  of  McComas  Street,  both  east 
and  west  of  Hanover  Street ; 

(b)  Hanover  Street  from  the  center  of  Mc- 
Comas Street  to  the  north  abutment  of  the 
Bridge  over  the  Western  Maryland  tracks ; 

(c)  Hanover  Street  from  the  south  abutment 
of  the  Bridge  to  the  north  side  of  Cromwell 
Street ; 

(d)  Dickman  Street  west  of  Hanover  Street. 

(2)  Paving,  including: 

(e)  All  paving  on  Hanover  Street  (including 
the  street  railway  area)  from  the  center  line 
of  McComas  Street  to  the  north  side  of  Crom- 
well Street; 

(f)  One-half  of  the  paving  on  the  east  mid 
west  Approach  on  McComas  Street; 

(g)  Paving  on  Dickman  Street  between  Pace 
and  Hanover  Streets ; 

(h)  Restoration  of  the  paving  area  on  any 
streets  not  legally  closed  from  which  the  street 
railway  tracks,  structures  and  other  material 
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are  romovetl  as  lic'roiiiarU'r  i)r()\'icli'(l,  such 
restoration,  liowever,  to  be  of  the  same  char- 
acter of  ])aviiii>*  tliorotofore  existiiiir  on  sncli 
streets. 

(3)  Sidewalks  and  Curbs,  including: 

(i)  All  sidewalks  and  curbs  on  Hanover 
Street  from  the  center  line  of  AlcComas  Street 
to  the  north  side  of  Cromwell  Street; 

(j)  The  east  and  west  approach  on  the  south 
side  of  ]\[cComas  Street; 

(k)   The  west  Ap^jroach  on  Dickman  Street. 

(4)  Re-Arran;<i:ement  of  Utilities,  including: 
(1)  Lighting  on   Hanover   Street   from  the 

center  line  of  ^TcComas  Street  to  the  north  side 
of  Cromwell  Street; 

(m)  The  re-arrangement  of  all  surface  and 
sub-surface  structures  belonging  to  the  City 
now  located  in  the  bed  of  Hanover  Street  be- 
tween the  center  line  of  McComas  Street  and 
the  north,  side  of  Cromwell  Street,  and  in  the 
bed  of  the  south  side  of  AlcComas  Street,  and 
of  Dickman  Street,  under  the  Approach  tills. 

(5)  Tracks  for  Electric  Railways,  including 
the  cost  com])lete  of  furnishing  and  laying  a 
double  track  railway  for  the  United  Railways 
&  Electric  Company,  together  with  the  neces- 
sary overhead  and  underground  system,  trolley 
and  feeder  wires  and  poles  on  Hanover  Street 
between  the  center  of  AlcComas  Street  and  the 
present  street  railway  tracks  at  or  near  C'rom- 
well  Street,  in  accordance  with  plans  and  speci- 
fications submitted  by  the  United  Railways  & 
p]lectric  Company  and  approved  by  the  (^ity 
and  the  Western  Maryland,  as  indicated  by  the 
signatures  thereto  of  the  Chief  Engineers  of 
the  United  Railways  and  of  the  City  and  the 
Western  ^Maryland.  Such  tracks,  overhead  and 
underground  system  and  feeder  wires  so  to  be 
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laid  or  erected  are  thereafter  to  be  owned  and 
maintained  by  the  United  Railways  &  Elec- 
tric Company.  The  street  railway  tracks,  fix- 
tures, overhead  system  and  feeder  wires  now 
located  in  or  on  Charles  and  Light  Streets  be- 
tween the  center  of  McComas  Street  and  Crom- 
well Street,  and  in  or  on  Light  Street  between 
Cromw^ell  Street  and  the  southern  end  of  Light 
Street,  and  in  or  on  Cromwell  Street  between 
Light  and  Hanover  Streets,  shall,  upon  the  open- 
ing of  the  new  Hanover  Street  for  traffic,  become 
the  property  of  the  City  and  the  Western  Mary- 
land, and  any  salvage  derived  therefrom  shall 
be  credited  to  the  cost  of  the  new  tracks,  over- 
head system  and  feeder  wires  on  Hanover 
Street.  After  the  completion  of  the  tracks  and 
other  facilities  for  the  United  Railways  &  Elec- 
tric Company  on  the  new  Hanover  Street,  that 
Company  will  maintain  the  paving  within  the 
railway  area,  that  is  to  say,  between  the  tracks 
and  for  two  feet  on  each  side  thereof. 

(6)  Incline  for  Public  to  Piers  and  Steam- 
ships, including  all  work  from  the  east  side  of 
the  new  Hanover  Street  Bridge  to  the  foot  of 
the  incline,  such  as  foundation  excavation,  con- 
crete work,  piers,  floor  slab,  paving,  railing  and 
necessary  filling  and  stairway,  etc.,  to  permit 
access  to  and  from  Hanover  Street  for  the  pub- 
lic to  reach  the  grain  elevator,  jjiers  and  other 
facilities  at  Port  Covington. 

(7)  The  Re-Surfacing  of  Charles  Street,  from 
the  center  of  AlcComas  Street  to  the  north  side 
of  Cromwell  Street,  to  take  care  of  traffic  di- 
verted to  that  street  during  the  construction  of 
the  Bridge  and  Approaches  on  Hanover  Street, 
such  re-surfacing  to  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Chief  Engineers  of  the  City  and  of  the 
Western  Maryland. 
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4.  All  of  the  const  ruction  and  work  herein- 
before provided  for  shall  be  done  in  accordance 
Avith  i)lans  and  s])(H*i  Beat  ions  ])re])ared  ])y  the 
Western  Maryland,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  City,  the  cost  of  such  plans 
and  specifications  to  be  included  in  the  cost  of 
construction;  and  said  construction  and  work  shall 
be  subject  to  the  joint  supervision  of  the  Chief 
Euirineers  of  the  City  and  the  Western  Maryland. 

5.  The  cost  complete  of  all  the  construction 
and  work  specified  or  referred  to  in  the  precedins: 
parag-raphs  of  this  Agreement,  and  of  each  and 
every  part  thereof,  shall  be  borne  equally  by  the 
City  and  the  Western  Maryland,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  expense  involved  in  the  adjustment 
of  the  Western  Maryland's  tracks  shall  be  in- 
cluded in  such  cost,  nor  any  fees  of  attorneys 
representing  the  City  in  suits  or  condemnation 
cases  growing  out  of  this  Contract.  The  AVestern 
Maryland  will,  however,  bear  exclusively  the  cost 
of  all  real  and  leasehold  property  purchased,  to 
be  purchased,  or  which  may  have  to  be  condemned, 
for  the  construction  of  the  Bridge  and  Approaches 
constituting  the  new  Hanover  Street  between  the 
center  of  ]\IcComas  Street  and  the  north  side  of 
Cromwell  Street,  and  also  the  cost  of  all  such 
property  needed  to  take  care  of  the  filling  herein- 
before specified.  And  the  Western  Maryland  will 
convey  to  the  City  all  of  the  property  so  acquired 
by  it  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  lying  within  the 
lines  of  the  new  Hanover  Street,  together  with  the 
right  of  support  for  the  slopes  of  the  fills  herein 
provided  for  on  Hanover  Street,  McComas  Street 
and  Dickman  Street.  The  Western  Maryland  Avill 
also  bear  exclusively  all  property  damage  suffered 
or  incurred  by  third  persons  (not  including  the 
City)  by  reason  of  the  construction  of  said  Bridge 
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and  Approaches  and  the  changes  in  grade  incident 
thereto.  Should  there  be  any  other  items  of  cost 
or  expense  involved  in,  or  directly  connected  with, 
the  construction  work  hereinbefore  provided  for, 
not  mentioned  in  this  Agreement,  such  cost,  or 
expense  shall  be  borne  equally  by  the  City  and 
the  Western  Maryland.  No  permits  shall  be 
required  or  permit  or  franchise  charge  of  any 
sort  imposed  by  the  City,  for  or  in  connection 
with  any  of  the  construction  or  work  to  be  done 
by  the  Western  Maryland  under  this  Contract. 

6.  The  entire  new  Hanover  Street  Bridge  and 
Approaches  from  the  center  of  McComas  Street 
to  Cromwell  Street  as  well  as  the  Approaches 
herein  provided  for  on  McComas  Street  and  Dick- 
man  Street,  shall  be  owned  and  maintained  by 
the  City,  provided,  however,  that  the  cost  of 
remedying  any  defects  in  the  Bridge  and  Ap- 
proaches which  develop  within  one  year  after  the 
completion  of  the  same,  shall  be  borne  equally 
by  the  City  and  the  Western  Maryland.  The  City 
shall  also  maintain  the  paving  on  the  incline  for 
the  use  of  the  public  hereinbefore  mentioned,  but 
the  Western  Maryland  shall  maintain  the  incline 
itself. 

7.  For  the  consideration  already  stated,  and 
particularly  the  agreements  herein  contained  on 
the  part  of  the  Western  Maryland  to  be  per- 
formed, the  City  hereby  agrees  (1)  to  proceed  at 
once  to  pass,  approve  and  execute  a  proper  ordi- 
nance or  ordinances  (a)  to  close  Light  Street, 
otherwise  known  as  Marshall  Street,  between  the 
south  side  of  McComas  Street  as  it  is  to  be  re- 
located (in  accordance  with  a  memorandum 
written  in  the  Mayor's  office,  dated  May  25th, 
1925),  and  the  north  side  of  Cromwell  Street,  as 
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soon  as  the  new  tracks  for  the  United  Railways 
lierein  ])rovide(l  t'oi-  on  tlie  hew  Hanover  Street 
are  ready  for  operation,  (b)  to  close  Light  Street, 
otherwise  known  as  Marshall  Street  or  Ferry 
Point  Road,  from  the  property  of  the  Ariel  Row- 
ing* Clnb  southerly  or  southeasterly  to  Ferry  Bar, 
(c)  to  close  Donaldson  Street  between  Light 
Street  and  the  Middle  Branch  of  the  Patapsco 
River,  (d)  to  close  Dickman  Street  between 
Charles  and  Light  Streets,  and  (e)  to  close  all 
other  streets,  alleys,  lanes  or  other  public  high- 
ways, except  Cromwell  Street,  south  of  the  new 
location  of  McComas  Street  and  between  Charles 
and  Light  Streets;  and  (2)  upon  the  request  of 
the  AVestern  Maryland  from  time  to  time  as  to 
each  particular  street,  lane,  alley,  or  other  public 
highway,  or  portion  thereof,  to  pass,  approve  and 
execute  proper  ordinances  to  close  all  streets, 
alleys,  lanes  and  other  public  highways,  or  por- 
tions thereof,  now  open  or  hereafter  opened,  not 
already  closed  under  this  Agreement,  except  the 
new  Hanover  Street  and  Charles  Street  south  of 
the  north  side  of  Cromwell  Street  and  Cromwell 
Street  west  of  the  east  side  of  Charles  Street,  in 
the  territory  bounded  on  the  north  by  McComas 
Street  (as  now  located  or  as  it  may  hereafter  be 
located,  as  aforesaid),  on  the  east  by  the  east  side 
of  Light  (or  Marshall)  Street  (so  as  to  include 
that  portion  of  said  street  not  already  closed), 
and  on  the  south  and  west  by  the  Aliddle  Branch 
of  the  Patapsco  River.  Whenever  a  street,  lane, 
alley  or  other  public  highway  is  provided  to  be 
closed  hereunder,  such  closing  is  to  include  all 
street  intersections  unless  such  intersection  is 
with  a  street  which  this  Contract  provides  shall 
remain  open. 

The   closing   of   all   streets,    alleys,   lanes    and 
other  public  highways  under  this  paragraph  is  to 
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be  done  at  the  Western  Maryland's  expense,  and 
all  damages  suffered  or  sustained  by  third  parties 
(not  including  the  City)  due  to  the  closing  of 
such  streets,  alleys,  lanes  and  other  public  high- 
ways, is  to  be  borne  by  the  Western  Maryland. 
And  the  City  further  agrees,  for  the  same  con- 
siderations, to  convey  to  the  Western  Maryland, 
free  of  charge,  all  the  City's  right,  title  and  inter- 
est in  and  to  the  beds  of  all  the  streets,  alleys, 
lanes  and  other  public  highways  so  closed,  as  well 
as  in  and  to  any  unopened  or  abandoned  streets 
owned  by  the  City  in  the  territory  last  above  de- 
scribed, and  in  case  the  City  does  not  own  a  fee 
simple  title  to  the  beds  of  any  of  said  streets, 
alleys,  lanes  or  other  public  highways,  the  City 
will,  upon  request  of  the  Western  Maryland,  con- 
demn, at  the  Western  Maryland's  expense,  the 
fee  simple  therein,  and  convey  the  same  free  of 
charge  to  the  Western  Maryland.  Provided,  that 
the  City  at  any  time  shall  have  the  right  to  con- 
struct and  maintain  any  sub-surface  structures 
that  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  proper 
City  authorities  in  the  beds  of  any  existing  streets 
herein  agreed  to  be  closed,  the  same  to  be  con- 
structed and  maintained  by  the  City  without  ex- 
pense or  damage  to  the  Western  Maryland.  Any 
annual  franchise  charges  now  paid  by  the  West- 
ern Maryland  for  its  track  or  tracks  across  or 
along  streets  to  be  closed  hereunder,  shall  cease 
when  such  streets  are  closed. 

8.  The  City  will  by  ordinance  grant  to  the 
United  Railways  and  Electric  Company  a  fran- 
chise to  construct  and  maintain  double  railway 
tracks  on  Barney  Street  or  some  other  street  north 
of  McComas  Street,  from  Light  Street  to  Han- 
over Street,  and  south  on  Hanover  Street  to  con- 
nect with  the  present  street  railway  tracks  at  or 
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near  Cromwell  Street,  with  the  ri<i:ht  to  the  United 
Kaihvays  to  connect  by  the  necessary  curves  its 
tracks  on  Liglit  and  Cliarles  Streets  with  the 
tracks  on  Barney  Street  or  such  other  street,  the 
chari»:e  for  the  franchise  to  be  one  dollar  and  the 
surrender  by  the  United  Railways  and  Electric 
Company  and/or  its  subsidiaries  or  predecessor 
companies  of  exist ini^:  franchises  to  maintain  and 
operate  street  railway  tracks  on  Cromwell  Street 
and  on  Charles  and  Light  Streets  south  of  Barney 
Street  or  such  other  street,  as  well  as  on  any  other 
street  to  l)e  closed  hereunder,  provided  that  the 
existing  obligation  of  the  United  Railways  and 
p]lectric  Company  with  regard  to  the  maintenance 
of  the  railway  area  on  Light,  Charles  and  Crom- 
well Streets  shall  continue  until  the  new  tracks 
and  overhead  system  to  l)e  constructed  for  the 
LTnited  Railways  in  accordance  wdth  paragraph  3 
hereof,  are  ready  for  operation. 

81/0.  The  City  agrees  that  the  Western  Mary- 
land shall  have  the  privilege  of  using,  on  an  equal 
basis  with  any  other  railroad,  all  tracks,  switches 
and  turnouts  constructed  or  to  be  constructed  by 
the  City  or  by  any  of  its  agencies  in  Key  High- 
way, or  in  McComas  Street  as  said  street  is  in- 
tended to  be  relocated  in  accordance  wdth  the  pro- 
visions of  the  memorandum  and  print  dated  June 
10,  1925,  and  signed  by  the  Chief  Engineers  of  The 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  the  West- 
ern Maryland  Railway  Company  and  the  General 
Sujjerintendent  of  the  Consolidated  (Jas  Electric 
Light  and  Power  Company.  And  the  City  fur- 
ther agrees  that  it  will  not  authorize  or  permit  the 
construction  of  any  tracks,  switches  or  turnouts 
in  Key  Highway,  or  in  McComas  Street  as  said 
street  is  proposed  to  be  relocated,  by  any  other 
person  or  corporation  without  reserving  the  right 
on  the  part  of  the  City  to  grant  to  any  railroad, 
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which  may  at  any  time  make  request  therefor,  the 
right  to  use  on  equal  terms  with  other  railroads 
such  tracks,  swiiches  and  turnouts,  as  a  means  of 
access  to  any  piers,  warehouses  or  terminals  or 
other  future  developments  easterly  of  the  piers 
proposed  to  be  leased  to  the  Western  Maryland, 
except,  however,  any  piers,  warehouses  or  ter- 
minals leased  to  or  owned  by  any  railroad  com- 
pany. 

9.  The  elevation  of  Hanover  Street  as  herein 
provided  for,  shall  in  nowise  prejudice  applica- 
tions for  openings  for  gasoline  filling  stations  in 
the  sidewalks  on  either  side  of  the  Approaches 
leading  to  the  new  Hanover  Street  Bridge  between 
the  centre  of  McComas  Street  and  the  north  side 
of  Cromwell  Street,  but  such  applications  shall  be 
dealt  with  by  the  municipal  body  or  bodies  having 
jurisdiction  thereover,  just  as  though  the  grade  of 
Hanover  Street  had  not  been  changed. 

10.  No  benefits  or  assessments  of  any  character 
whatever  are  to  be  assessed  or  made  against  the 
Western  Maryland  on  account  or  growing  directly 
or  indirectly  out  of  the  construction,  opening, 
grading  or  paving  of  the  new  Hanover  Street. 

11.  The  railway  operations  of  the  Western 
Maryland  are  to  be  interfered  with  as  little  as  pos- 
sible during  the  doing  of  the  construction  or  work 
herein  provided  for. 

11%.  The  City  will,  at  the  request  and  expense 
of  the  Western  Maryland,  purchase  and/or  con- 
demn any  property  needed  or  which  the  Western 
Maryland  desires  purchased  or  condemned  for  or 
in  connection  with  the  carrying  out  of  this  Con- 
tract. , 
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12.  This  Contract  is  not  binding  unless  and 
until  it  is  approved  by  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  unless  and  until 
a  valid  contract  between  the  City  and  The  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Kailroad  Company  as  hereinbefore 
recited  is  executed  and  approved  by  ordinance  of 
the  ^layor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  has 
become  effective,  and  unless  and  until  the  contract 
(covering  the  construction  and  lease  of  certain 
piers,  etc.,  at  the  foot  of  McComas  Street)  the 
form  of  which  has  been  heretofore  agreed  upon 
between  the  Port  Development  Commission  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore  and  the  Western  Maryland,  is 
executed  and  approved  b}^  the  Board  of  Estimates 
and  by  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  and  also  unless  and  until  the  United 
Railways  and  Electric  Company  becomes  bound 
by  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  with  refer- 
ence to  it,  and  the  Public  Service  Commission  of 
Maryland  has  approved  this  Contract  as  to  the 
United  Company,  and  unless  and  until  McComas 
Street  has  been  relocated  and  the  exchange  of 
land  between  the  City  and  the  Western  Maryland 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  and 
the  Western  Marland,  the  City  and  The  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  and  the  City  and  the 
Consolidated  Gas  Electric  Light  and  Power  Com- 
pany, as  indicated  in  a  memorandum  dictated  in 
the  Mayor's  ofifice,  dated  May  25,  1925,  has  been 
consummated. 

13.  This  Agreement  shall  bind  and  enure  to 
the  benefit  of  the  successors,  lessees  and  assigns 
of  each  of  the  parties  hereto. 

14.  The  United  Railways  and  Electric  Com- 
pany of  Baltimore  executes  this  Agreement  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  accepting  and  becoming  bound 
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by  the  covenants  and  stipulations  herein  con- 
tained affecting  it,  and  of  securing  the  benefit  of 
said  covenants  and  stipulations,  as  fully  as  if  it 
were  in  all  respects  a  party  to  this  Agreement; 
the  United  Company's  agreement  being  subject 
to  the  following  additional  understanding  and 
agreement  between  it  and  the  City  and  Western 
Maryland  Railway  Company.  That  the  plans  and 
specifications  referred  to  in  paragraph  3  (5)  of 
the  foregoing  Contract  are  to  provide  for  a  via- 
duct structure  and  bridge  over  the  Western  Mary- 
land's  tracks  near  McComas  Street,  which  shall 
be  amply  strong  to  carry  the  United  Company's 
heaviest  equipment;  and  shall  provide  for  a 
ballasted  track  construction  throughout  so  that  no 
portion  of  the  United  Company's  tracks  are  ])eY- 
manently  fastened  to  the  bridge;  the  grades  on 
the  elevated  structure  shall  provide  for  suitable 
vertical  curves  at  the  breaks  in  grades  so  that  the 
wheelguards  or  other  portions  of  the  United  Com- 
pany's equipment  will  properly  clear  at  all  points 
and  the  tracks  for  the  United  Company  shall  be 
constructed  of  its  standard  seven  (7)  inch  girder 
groove  rail  on  straight  track,  and  of  the  United 's 
standard  seveil  (7)  inch  girder  guard  rail  on 
curved  track ;  and  shall  provide  that  the  entire 
track  and  other  construction  of  the  United  Com- 
pany shall  in  every  particular  conform  to  the 
United  Company's  standard  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  work  of  similar  character  elsewhere. 

It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that  the 
United  Company  is  not  to  be  called  upon  to  bear 
any  of  the  cost  of  re-surfacing  Charles  Street, 
nor  shall  it  be  called  upon  to  raise  its  tracks  in 
Charles  Street  on  account  of  any  such  re-surfac- 
ing. This  agreement,  as  far  as  the  United  Com- 
pany is  concerned,  is  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the    Public    Service    Commission    of    Maryland 
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(which  approval  the  United  Company  agrees  to 
proceed  at  once  to  ai)ply  for  and  to  use  its  best 
efforts  to  secure  promptly),  but  if  it  should  not 
be  approved  by  the  Commission,  is  not  to  bind 
either  the  City  or  the  Western  Maryland  in  any 
way  to  the  Uiuted  Company. 

Witness  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  by  the  hand  of  Howard  W. 
Jackson,  ]\Iayor,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the 
City  hereto  affixed,  duly  attested  by  the  City  Reg- 
ister ;  and  witness  also  the  signature  of  Western 
^laryland  Railway  Company,  by  the  hand  of  M. 
C.  Byers,   its   president,   and   its  corporate   seal 

hereto  affixed,  duly  attested  by  its  Secretary;  and 
witness  also  the  signature  of  United  Railways 
and  Electric  Company  of  Baltimore,  by  the  hand 
of  C.  D.  Emmons,  Jr.,  its  president,  and  its  cor- 
porate seal  hereto  affixed,  duly  attested  by  its 
Secretary,  the  day  and  year  first  above  written.

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Sec.  4.  And  l)r  it  I'mlhcr  ordained,  that  tlio 
j)rovisi()ns  of  any  ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  ])articnlarly  Ordi- 
nance Xo.  2[\  approved  April  5,  188{),  and  Ordi- 
nance Xo.  (i.'v'),  ap])roved  June  1,  191'),  inconsist- 
ent with  the  provisions  of  the  agreement  set  forth 
in  the  preceding  section,  are  hereby  repealed  to 
the  extent  of  snch  inconsistency. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  that  if  the 
re-surfacing  of  Charles  Street,  as  provided  in  the 
grade  se|)aration  contract,  involves  the  raising  of 
the  tracks  of  the  United  Railways,  or  if  it  becomes 
necessary  to  relocate,  raise  or  protect  the  tracks 
of  that  Company  in  connection  with  the  construc- 
tion of  any  part  of  the  viaduct,  bridge  or  ap- 
proaches thereto  on  Hanover  Street  or  the  south 
half  of  ^IcComas  Street,  or  if  the  Western  Mary- 
land is  put  to  any  cost,  expense  or  liability  by 
reason  of  claims  or  demands  made  by  the  United 
Railways  that  anything  ])rovided  by  said  con-

Devices  and  Appurtenances  used  in  connection  with 
Manufactured  Gas  in  Baltimore  City;  requiring  the 
same  to  be  Registered  with  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
before  being  sold;  Providing  for  the  Examination  and 
Registration  of  Gas  Fitters;  the  Licensing  of  all  Per- 
sons, Firms  or  Corporations  selling  or  offering  for  sale 
Tubing,  Appliances,  Appurtenances  and  Devices;  Pro- 
viding for  Certain  Exemptions;  Authorizing  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  to  make.  Adopt  and  Promulgate 
Rules,  Regulations  and  Specifications;  Creating  the 
"Gas  Reference  Committee"  with  advisory  duties. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Couneil  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  1,  2, 
6  and  11  of  Ordinance  No.  436,  approved  July 
7th,  1925,  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
pealed and  reordained  with  amendments  so  as 
to  read  as  follows : 

1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  no  tubing,  appli- 
ance, ajjijurtenance  or  device  for  use  with,  by 
or  for  the  combustion  of  manufactured    (illu- 
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minating)  gas,  shall  be  sold,  or  offered  for  sale, 
connected  or  installed  in  the  City  of  Baltimore 
unless  the  type,  sample  or  model  thereof  shall 
be  registered  with  the  Commissioners  of  Health 
of  Baltimore  City,  the  registration  thereof  to 
be  in  the  following  manner : 

Application  shall  be  made  on  forms  to  be  fur- 
nished by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  of  Balti- 
more City  and  the  applicant  shall  furnish  such 
information  as  may  be  required  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  to  secure  proper  registration 
and  identification  of  any  such  tubing,  appliance, 
appurtenance,  device,  sample  or  model  thereof ; 
and  before  such  application  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  he  shall  deter- 
mine whether  said  tubing,  appliance,  appurte- 
nance, device,  sample  or  model  thereof  de- 
scribed therein  conforms  to  the  rules,  regula- 
tions and  specifications  hereinafter  provided 
for  in  Section  11  hereof.  The  Commissioner 
of  Health  shall  issue  a  certificate  of  registra- 
tion unless  the  tubing,  appliance,  appurtenance, 
device,  sample  or  model  thereof  described  in 
said  application  fails  to  conform  to  said  rules, 
regulations  and  specifications. 

If  the  Commissioner  of  Health  determines 
that  the  tubing,  appliance,  appurtenance  or  de- 
vice described  in  any  such  application  for  regis- 
tration does  not  conform  to  said  rules,  regula- 
tions and  specifications,  he  shall  notify  the  ap- 
plicant forthwith,  stating  his  reasons  therefor, 
and  in  any  such  case  the  applicant  may  request 
the  '' Gas  Reference  Committee"  as  hereinafter 
created,  to  consider  the  application  and  objec- 
tions thereto,  and  upon  such  request  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  may  obtain  the  advice  of 
said  ''Gas  Reference  Committee,"  which  advice 
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may  bo  considered  l)y,  hut  shall  not  he  ])inding 
upon  the  said  Commissioner  of  Health. 

All  tubing,  a])pliances,  appurtenances  or  de- 
vices shall  bear  an  identification  numl)er  or 
designation  which  shall  be  given  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health,  and  the  number  or  desig- 
nation may  be  the  manufacturer's  regular  trade 
name  and  number,  and  when  applied  for  by 
such  manufacturer,  it  shall  be  stated  in  the 
application  for  registration.  Provided,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
apply  to  tubing,  appliances,  appurtenances  or 
devices  used  for  strictly  experimental  pur- 
poses, or  to  gas  burning  appliances  for  strictly 
industrial  use  as  may  be  defined  in  the  rules, 
regulations  and  specifications  to  be  promul- 
gated by  the  Commissioner  of  Health. 

2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  may  at  any  time  cause 
an  examination  to  be  made  by  his  Inspector 
of  a  sample  tubing,  appliance,  appurtenance  or 
device  when  operated  under  gas  service  condi- 
tions, such  for  example  as  gas  quality  and  pres- 
sure as  obtains  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and 
if  it  shall  be  found  upon  such  examination  that 
such  tubing,  appliance,  appurtenance  or  de- 
vice does  not  comply  with  the  rules,  regulations 
and  specifications  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  aforesaid,  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
shall  notify  the  registrant  wherein  said  tubing, 
appliance,  appurtenance  or  device  does  not  con- 
form to  said  rules,  regulations  and  specifica- 
tions with  a  notice  to  conform  said  tubing,  ap- 
jjliance,  ajjpurtenance  or  device  to  said  rules, 
regulations  and  specifications,  and  the  said  reg- 
istrant shall  l)e  accorded  every  reasonable  op- 
portunity to  conform  the  tubing,  appliance,  ap- 
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purtenance  or  device  to  the  rules,  regulations 
and  specifications  of  said  Commissioner  of 
Health.  If  the  registrant  shall  not  correct  with- 
in a  reasonable  time  the  tiazardous  feature  or 
features  of  the  tubing,  appliance,  appurtenance 
or  device,  the  Commissioner  of  Health  shall 
cancel  the  registration  of  said  tubing,  appli- 
ance, appurtenance  or  device  and  notify  the 
registrant  in  writing  that  after  the  expiration 
of  ten  (10)  days,  no  such  tubing,  appliance,  ap- 
purtenance or  device  shall  be  installed,  sold  or 
offered  for  sale  in  the  City  of  Baltimore;  pro- 
vided, that  any  action  of  cancellation  taken  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  prohibit  the  former  registrant  from 
re-applying  for  registration,  in  which  event,  all 
the  provisions  relating  to  original  applications 
shall  apply.  At  any  time  prior  to  the  cancella- 
tion of  registration  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Health,  the  registrant  may  request  the  ''Gas 
Reference  Committee ' '  to  review  the  facts  as  to 
the  hazard  of  any  tubing,  appliance,  appurte- 
nance or  device,  and  upon  such  request,  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  shall  obtain  the  ad- 
vice of  such  committee,  which  advice  shall  be 
considered  by,  but  not  binding  upon,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health. 

6.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  no 
person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  display,  sell 
or  offer  for  sale  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  any 
tubing,  appliance,  appurtenance  or  device  for 
use  with,  by  or  for  the  combustion  of  manufac- 
tured (illuminating)  gas,  without  first  having 
secured  from  the  Commissioner  of  Health  a 
license  to  be  designated  ''Gas  appliance  dealer's 
license"  for  which  the  sum  of  five  dollars ($5.00> 
shall  be  paid,  which  said  license  shall  be  re- 
newed annually  and  said  license  shall  be  posted 
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conspicuously  to  i)u])lic  view  in  the  })lacc  of 
business  of  the  dealer;  provided,  that  whenever 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  have  refused 
or  revoked  the  registration  of  any  tubing,  ap- 
pliance, api)urtenance  or  device,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  may  likewise  suspend  or  re- 
voke any  license  issued  to  a  dealer  under  this 
section;  who  shall  thereafter  display,  sell  or 
olfer  for  sale  any  tubing,  appliance,  appurte- 
nance or  device,  the  registration  of  which  has 
been  refused  or  revoked,  the  dealer  being  first 
accorded  the  opportunity  of  a  hearing  by  and 
before  the  Commissioner  of  Health  to  show 
cause  why  said  license  should  not  l)e  revoked 
or  suspended,  provided  no  revocation  or  sus- 
pension shall  be  for  a  longer  period  than  six 
(6)  months.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  require  the  holder  of  a  trader's 
license  issued  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  to  pay  the  fee  herein  designated ;  but, 
such  holder  of  a  trader's  licene  shall  neverthe- 
less be  required  to  obtain  the  license  herein 
mentioned,  but  no  fee  shall  be  charged  therefor 
by  the  Commissioner  upon  his  being  satisfied 
that  the  applicant  is  the  holder  of  a  trader's 
license  from  the  state;  and  provided  further, 
that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  require  an  industrial  appliance  dealer 
to  secure  the  license  required  by  this  section. 

11.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  in  or- 
der to  safeguard  and  protect  the  health  and 
safety  of  the  people  of  Baltimore  City,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  is  hereliy  authorized  and 
empowered  to  make,  adoi)t  and  promulgate 
rules,  regulations  and  specifications  governing 
the  sale,  installation  and  use  in  Baltimore  City 
of  all  tubing,  apjjliances,  appurtenances  or  de- 
vices and/or  samples  or  models  thereof  for  use 
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with,  by  or  for  the  combustion  of  manufactured 
(illuminating)  gas,  provided  that  all  rules,  regu- 
lations and  specifications  so  made,  adopted  and 
promulgated  shall  be  pursuant  to  but  not  in  con- 
flict with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  and 
all  rules,  regulations  and  specifications  made, 
adopted  and  promulgated  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
published  and  sent  to  each  registrant  and  li- 
censee applying  therefor.  The  Commissioner 
of  Health  in  making  and  adopting  said  rules, 
regulations  and  specifications  may  consider  the 
rules,  regulations  and  specifications  established 
by  the  American  Gas  Association,  (a  national 
organization,  one  of  the  functions  of  which  is 
to  reduce  the  hazard  from  the  use  of  manufac- 
tured or  natural  (illuminating)  gas)  or  any 
other  rules,  regulations  and  specifications  re- 
lating to  said  subject. 

Section  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date 
of  its  passage.

1!>2().  between  Mary  (larrett 
Jacobs  and  Henry  Barton  Jacobs  and  others,  and  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  relating  to  the  con- 
struction of  a  public  highway  to  be  known  as  "Lock  Raven 
Boulevard." 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  ^layor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  certain  deed  and  agree- 
ment therein  dated  October  15th,  1926,  in  words  and 
ii<rnres  as  follows,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ratified 
and  confirmed : 

This  deed  and  agreement  made  this  15th  day  of 
October,  1926,  by  and  between  Mary  Garrett  Jacobs 
and  Henry  Barton  Jacobs,  her  husband,  Robert  Garrett 
and  Katherine  Barker  Garrett,  his  wife,  John  W.  Gar- 
rett and  Alice  Warder  Garrett,  his  wife,  M.  Carey 
Thomas,  unmarried.  The  Woodbourne  Corporation,  a 
body  corporate,  duly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Maryland,  Walter  W.  Abell,  surviving  Trus- 
tee under  the  will  of  Edwin  F.  Abell,  the  said  Walter 
W.  Abell  acting  in  pursuance  of  the  power  and  auth- 
ority in  him  vested  as  such  surviving  Trustee  under 
the  said  will  of  Edwin  F.  Abell,  and  the  Property 
Holding  Corporation,  also  a  boc\y  corporate,  duly  in- 
corporated under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland, 
parties  of  the  first  part,  and  the  said  !M.  Carey  Thomas, 
and  the  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  corporate,  duly  incorporated.

Explanatory  Statement. 

The  aforesaid  Mary  Garrett  Jacobs,  Robert  (niirett, 
John  W.  Garrett,  M.  Carey  Thomas,  The  Woodbourne 
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Corporation,  Walter  W.  Abell,  surviving  Trustee  afore- 
said under  the  said  will  of  Edv^in  F.  Abell,  and  the 
Property  Holding  Corporation  are  the  respective  own- 
ers in  fee  simple  of  contiguous  tracts  of  land  in  the 
northeastern  section  of  Baltimore  City,  Maryland,  ex- 
tending in  a  general  northeasterly  direction  from  Ala- 
meda Boulevard  in  said  City,  to  the  dividing  line  be- 
tween said  City  of  Baltimore  and  Baltimore  County. 
It  is  desired  by  the  parties  hereto  to  extend  through 
said  property  a  public  highway  or  street,  one  hundred 
and  twenty  feet  wide,  to  be  known  as  the  ''Loch  Raven 
Boulevard.''  The  proposed  highway  or  boulevard  is 
more  particularly  described  on  the  plat  hereto  annexed 
as  a  part  hereof.  Each  of  the  parties  of  the  second 
part  holds  a  mortgage  covering  portions,  but  different 
portions  of  the  above  mentioned  property.  They  join 
herein  for  the  purpose  of  releasing  their  respective  liens 
under  said  mortgages  respectively  as  to  such  portions 
of  the  property  within  the  lines  of  the  said  proposed 
boulevard  as  are  covered  by  said  mortgages,  as  well  as 
for  the  purpose  of  postponing  or  waiving  their  re- 
spective liens  under  their  said  respective  mortgages  as 
to  the  property  abutting  on  either  side  of  said  boule- 
vard covered  by  said  mortgages  as  aforesaid,  and  run- 
ning back  from  said  boulevard  to  a  depth  of  three  hun- 
dred feet,  in  favor  of  the  lien  hereinafter  given  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  for  a  portion 
of  the  cost  of  the  paving  of  said  boulevard  by  the  Bu- 
reau of  Highways  of  Baltimore  City.  The  parties  of 
the  first  part  have  agreed  to  convey  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  the  said  strip  of  land  form- 
ing the  bed  of  the  proposed  boulevard  for  a  public 
highway  under  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  deed 
and  agreement  and  subject  to  all  of  its  provisions. 

Deed  and  Agreement. 

'Now,  therefore,  this  deed  and  agreement  witnesseth, 
that  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  the  sum  of 
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One  Dollar,  the  parties  of  the  first  part  ilo  hereby  grant 
and  convey  in  fee  simple  unto  the  flavor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  for  a  public  hi<rhway,  all  that 
strip  of  ground  shown  on  the  plat  hereto  annexed  as 
the  proposed  boulevard,  120'  wide,  extending  from 
Alameda  Boulevard  in  Baltimore  City  aforesaid,  to  the 
division  line  between  Baltimore  City  and  Baltimore 
County  aforesaid,  which  is  more  particularly  described 
and  set  out  on  said  plat.  The  said  parties  of  the  second 
part  do  hereby  grant  and  release  to  the  said  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  the  aforesaid  strip  of 
ground  from  the  operation  and  effect  of  their  respective 
mortgages  so  far  as  the  same  is  covered  by  the  said 
mortgages  respectively,  and  they  do  further  agree  with 
the  party  of  the  third  part  to  postpone  or  waive,  and 
they  do  hereby  postpone  or  waive  the  lien  of  their  said 
respective  mortgages  as  to  all  of  the  property  covered 
by  the  said  mortgages  i^espectively  abutting  on  either 
side  of  said  boulevard,  and  extending  back  to  a  depth 
of  three  hundred  feet,  in  favor  of  the  lien  hereinafter 
given  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  for 
a  portion  of  the  cost  for  the  paving  of  said  boulevard 
by  the  Bureau  of  Highways  of  Baltimore  City,  the 
execution  hereof  by  the  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Com- 
pany of  Baltimore,  Trustee,  being  duly  authorized  by 
an  order  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  bear- 
ing date  the  15th  day  of  Xovember,  192G,  and  passed 
in  a  cause  entitled  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company 
of  Baltimore,  Trustee  under  the  will  of  Arunah  S. 
Abell,  et  al.,  vs.  Charles  J.  Bonaparte,  et  al.  The 
parties  of  the  second  part,  however,  hereby  expressly 
reserve  the  liens  of  their  respective  mortgages  upon  all 
of  the  property  covered  thereby  saving  and  excepting 
so  much  of  the  same  as  lies  within  the  bed  of  the  afore- 
said proposed  boulevard,  but  sidjject  as  aforesaid  to 
the  priority  of  the  lien  hereinabove  mentioned  and  here- 
inafter given  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, as  to  so  much  of  the  property  covere<l  by  their 
respective  mortgages  as  abuts  on  either  side  of  the  pro- 
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posed   boulevard,    and  extending  back   to   a    depth   of 
three  hundred  feet  aforesaid. 

In  consideration  of  the  granting  or  conveying  in  fee 
simple  of  said  strip  of  ground  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  to  be  used  as  a  public  highway, 
the  party  of  the  third  part  hereby  agrees  with  the  par- 
ties of  the  first  part  as  follows : 

First:  That  the  party  of  the  third  part  shall  open, 
grade,  curb  and  pave  the  aforesaid  proposed  highway 
throughout  its  whole  length,  extending  from  Alameda 
Avenue  to  the  said  City  line,  pursuant  to  a  plan  formu- 
lated by  the  third  party  and  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City,  and  markeil  for 
identification  by  William  A.  Hahn  as  agent  for  the 
parties  of  the  first  part  and  the  Chief  Engineer  for  the 
party  of  the  third  part. 

Before  paving  the  said  highway  the  party  of  the 
third  part  shall  install,  or  cause  to  be  installed,  through- 
out the  length  of  the  highway  an  extension  of  its  storm 
water  sewerage  system  and  shall  provide  sanitary  sewer 
connections  from  the  property  fronting  on  the  boule- 
vard according  to  usual  special  development  agree- 
ments. The  party  of  the  third  part  will  also  make 
suitable  arrangements  for  the  proper  lighting  of  said 
boulevard.  The  work  of  grading  and  paving  the  street 
shall  follow  along  concurrently  with  th^e  underground 
work  as  far  as  practicable.  The  underground  work, 
paving  and  grading  shall  be  commenced  on  or  before 
July  1,  1927,  and  concluded  with  all  practical  expedi- 
tion. 

Second :  The  cost  of  all  underground  work,  lighting, 
grading,  actual  culvert  and  bridge  structures,  shall  be 
borne  exclusively  by  the  party  of  the  third  part  (this 
not  to  include  sanitary  sewerage  dwelling  connections, 
which  shall  be  installed  according  to  special  develop- 
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ment  agreements).  The  cost  of  paving  and  curhiiig  the 
said  boulevard  shall  be  borue  by  the  third  party  in  the 
first  instance,  but  one-half  of  the  cost  thereof  shall  be 
assessed  pro  rata  upon  the  lots  abutting  on  either  side 
of  said  boulevard,  and  extending  back  to  a  depth  of 
three  hundred  feet  as  aforesaid,  twenty-five  per  centum 
(25%)  thereof  on  each  side,  such  amount,  however, 
not  to  exceed  $10.00  per  front  foot  on  each  side  of  said 
boulevard. .  The  assessments  shall  be  liens  on  the  prop- 
erty and  shall  be  on  the  front  foot  basis  on  each  side  of 
the  boulevard,  and  shall  be  entered  and  levied  by  the 
party  of  the  third  part  as  to  each  three  hundred  (300) 
feet  thereof  as  and  when  the  paving  of  each  three  hun- 
dred feet  is  completed. 

Third:  The  parties  of  the  first  part  and  their  re- 
spective successors  and  assigns,  or  whoever  may  become 
owners  of  the  lots  on  which  said  assessment  is  made, 
shall  have  a  period  of  five  years  within  which  to  pay 
assessments  upon  their  respective  properties  accounting 
a&  to  the  levy  upon  each  three  hundred  feet  from  the 
date  of  the  completion  of  each  three  hundred  feet  of 
paving;  payments  to  be  made  in  equal  annual  install-

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and

The  United  Railways  and 
Electric  Company  of  Baltimore  shall  also  pay 
to  the  City,  within  thirty  days  after  written 
notice  from  the  Highways  Engineer  of  the 
amount  due,  the  cost  of  relocating,  strengthen- 
ing, or  otherwise  protecting  all  sub-surface 
structures  belonging  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  located  in  the  street  be- 
neath the  space  between  the  rails  of  said  tracks 
and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof,  and 
shall  pay  to  the  City  within  thirty  days  after 
written  notice  from  the  Highways  Engineer 
of  the  amount  due,  the  cost  of  relocating  any 
surface  structures  belonging  to  the  City  made 
necessary  by  the  construction  of  said  tracks, 
the  judgment  of  the  Highways  Engineer  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Estimates  as  to  the 
work  necessary  to  safeguard  said  sub-surface 
structures  and  as  to  the  necessity  of  relocating 
any  surface  structures  to  be  final ;  and  the  said 
The  United  Railways  and  Electric  Company  of 
Baltimore  shall  also  pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  within  thirty  days  after 
written  notice  from  the  Higlnvays  Engineer  of 
the  amount  due,  the  cost  of  such  additional 
sewer  inlet  or  inlets  with  the  necessary  connect- 
ing pipe  or  pipes  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Highways  Engineer  are  required  for  the  pur- 
pose of  proper  drainage  as  the  result  of  the 
construction  of  said  tracks.

cases  made  and  provided.

An  onliiiaiico  to  regulate  the  handling,  storage,  transpor- 
tation and  disposition  of  waste  oils  and  greases  result- 
ing from  the  use,  operation,  cleaning,  repairing  or 
servicing  of  vehicles,  machinery  or  appliancs  of  any 
kind  upon  all  premises  in  Baltimore  City;  providing  for 
enforcement,  and  also  providing  a  penalty  lor  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  from  and  after 
tlie  date  hereinafter  provided,  the  following 
rules  and  regulations  shall  apply  to  the  hand- 
ling, storage,  transportation  and  disposition  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore  of  waste  oils  and  greases 
resulting  from  the  use,  operation,  cleaning,  re- 
pairing or  servicing  of  vehicles,  machinery  or 
appliances  of  any  kind : 

(a)  All  waste  oils,  including  crank  case 
drainings,  shall  be  immediately  taken  up  and 
deposited  and  kept  while  on  the  premises  in 
steel  drums,  the  character,  size,  construction, 
number  and  location  of  which  shall  be  from 
time  to  time  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Fire 
Commissioners  of  Baltimore  City,  or  in  con- 
tainers of  other  construction  approved  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  Baltimore  and  by  the  said 
Board. 

(b)  All  waste  greases  shall  be  collected  at 
least  once  daily  and  deposited  and  kept  as  in  the 
manner  provided  for  waste  oils  in  the  preceding 
paragraph,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  waste 
greases  be  permitted  to  remain  in  or  about  any 
premises  over  night,  except  when  so  deposited. 

(c)  All  such  drums,  containers  and  their 
appurtenances  shall  be  kept  and  maintained  at 
all  times  in  first  class  condition  and  tightly 
closed  so  as  to  prevent  the  escape  of  any  of  the 
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contents  thereof,  and  shall  be  used  for  no  pur- 
pose other  than  the  storage  and  transportation 
of  waste  oils  and  greases. 

(d)  The  Mayor  and  City  Council,  acting 
through  the  Chief  Engineer  of  Baltimore,  shall 
determine  from  time  to  time  the  agencies  by  or 
through  which  all  such  drums,  containers  and/ 
or  the  contents  thereof  shall  be  removed,  stored, 
transported  and  disposed  of,  and  the  times 
when,  the  places  where  and  the  manner  in  which 
the  same  shall  be  done,  and  such  determination 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Fire  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  City;  and 
no  such  drums,  containers  and/or  contents  shall 
be  removed,  stored,  transported  or  disposed 
of  in  any  other  manner  or  through  any  other 
agency. 

Section  2.  A^id  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  not  be  construed  to  pro- 
hibit the  sale  and/or  reclamation  of  waste  oils 
and  greases,  provided,  on  such  sale  and/or 
reclamation,  said  waste  materials  are  othermse 
handled,  stored,  transported  and  disposed  of 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  and  any  rules  and  regulations 
made  in  pursuance  thereof. 

Section  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
terms  used  in  this  ordinance  are  hereby  defined 
as  follows : 

The  term  ''waste  oils  and  greases"  shall  in- 
clude all  oils  and  greases  which,  by  reason  of 
previous  use  in  and  about  vehicles,  machinery 
or  appliances  of  any  kind,  are  in  such  condition 
as  to  be  unfit  for  further  use  for  such  purposes 
without  reclamation. 
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The  term  '* premises''  shall  iucliule  all  real 
and  leasehold  property  where  siieh  vehieles, 
maehinery,  or  appliances  of  any  kind  are  used, 
operated,  cleaned,  repaired  or  serviced. 

The  term  *' person"  shall  include  persons, 
tirms  and  corporations. 

Section  4.  Aiid  be  it  furtJter  ordained,  That 
any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  Fifty 
Dollars  ($50.00)  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Section  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  of  Baltimore 
City  are  hereby  charged  with  the  duty  of  en- 
forcing the  terms  of  this  ordinance.

Company  and  of  any  other  railroad  company, 
and  shaU  sell  or  lease  said  property  to  The 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  if  it 
finally  offers  as  much  as  any  other  railroad  com- 
pany; if  some  other  railroad  company  finally 
offers  more  than  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company  the  second  party  or  its  succes- 
sor or  assign  shall  be  free  to  accept  such  offer. 
' '  The  said  deed  shall  further  provide  that  the 
first  party  shall  have  the  privilege  of  using, 
on  an  equal  basis  with  any  other  railroad  com- 
pany, all  tracks  constructed  or  to  be  construct- 
ed by  the  party  of  the  second  part  on  the  Key 
Highwa^^  or  on  McComas  Street  or  into  the 
piers  or  warehouses  constructed  by  the  second 
party  on  the  property  conveyed  to  it  by  the 
first  party.  The  provision,  however,  is  not  to 
be  understood  to  prevent  the  party  of  the  sec- 
ond part  from  making  arrangements  with  some

An  ordinance  ratifying  and  approving  an  agreement  be- 
tween the  Board  of  Estimates  of  Baltimore  City  and 
The  United  Railways  and  Electric  Company  of  Balti- 
more, for  and  as  to  the  surrender  of  its  rights  and 
franchises  on  certain  stretches  of  streets,  and  the 
acceptance  of  substitlited  rights  and  franchises  on  other 
streets,  the  improvem.ent  of  which  is  contemplated  by 
the  City;  the  cost  of  relocation  and  the  length  and 
character  of  the  franchises  in  the  new  locations  to  be 
as  set  forth  in  an  agreement  between  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  the  Railways  Company, 
dated  December  29,  1926,  and  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Estimates  on  December  30,  1926;  and  in  pursuance 
of  said  agreement  to  approve  and  ratify  the  surrender 
by  the  Railways  Company  of  its  existing  rights  and 
franchises  in  the  beds  of  Charles  Street  from  Barney 
Street  to  Cromwell  Street;  Light  Street  from  Barney 
Street  to  the  terminus  at  Ferry  Bar;  and  Cromwell 
Street  from  Light  Street  to  Hanover  Street;  and  to 
authorize  and  empower  the  Railways  Company  to  exer-

Definitions.

word  "shall"  is  always  mandatory;  the  word  "person" 
includes  a  corporation  or  a  co-partnership,  as  well  as  an 
individual;  'Svriting"  includes  printing,  printed  or  type- 
written matter,  or  a  photo-reproduction  of  same. 


Alley. 

Par.  2.     Any  public  tlioroughfare  or  private  way  less 
than  30  feet  in  width. 
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Alterations. 

Par.  3.  Any  operation  within  or  about  or  to  any 
addition  to  a  structure  which  modifies  its  situation,  place, 
phm,  use,  manner  of  construction  or  kind  of  materials, 
or  in  any  way  changes  the  grade  of  its  occupancy. 

Area. 


Par.   4.     An   open   sub-surface   space   adjacent   to   a 
iilding  for  lightin; 
or  entrance  thereto.

Par.  5.      A  story  situated  wholly  or  partly  in  the  roof

Par.  6.  A  story  partly  under  ground,  but  having  at 
least  one-half  of  its  height  above  the  curb  level  or  the 
highest  level  of  the  adjacent  ground. 

Bay  Windoiu. 

Par.  7.  A  window  which  projects  from  an  exterior 
wall  for  any  purpose  other  than  for  displaying  of  goods.

Par.  8.     Building  Code  is  the  term  for  these  build- 
ing regulations. 

Building,  Existing. 
Par.   9.     A  completed  building  or  structure  or  one 
for  which  plans  have  been  filed  previous  to  the  date  on 
which  this  Code  ffoes  into  effect. 


Building,  Height  Of, 
he  height  of  a  buildii 
tance  measured  in  the  case  of  flat  roofs  from  the  mean 


Par.  10.      The  height  of  a  building  is  the  vertical  dis- 
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curb  level  to  the  level  of  the  highest  point  of  the  main 
roof  beams,  and  in  the  case  of  pitched  roofs  from  the 
mean  curb  level  to  the  mean  height  level  of  the  roof. 
Where  no  roof  beams  exist  and  there  are  structures 
wholly  or  partly  above  the  roof,  the  height  shall  be  meas- 
ured from  the  mean  curb  level  to  the  level  of  the  high- 
est point  of  the  building.  Where  the  walls  of  a  building 
do  not  adjoin  a  street  then  the  height  of  a  building  shall 
be  measured  from  the  average  elevation  of  the  ground 
adjoining  the  walls  insftead  of  from  the  curb. 

Building,  Length  Of. 
Par.   11.      Its  greatest  horizontal  dimension. 

Building,  Width  Of. 

Par.  12.  The  horizontal  dimension  next  in  value  to 
the  length. 

Building  Line. 

Par.  13.  The  outside  line  of  the  walls  of  a  building 
at  the  ground  level.  If  the  building  is  built  adjoining 
a  street  or  an  alley,  the  term  building  line  shall  apply 
to  the  street  or  alley  line  as  established  by  law  or  ordi- 
nance. If  the  buildino;  is  built  adjoiniuij;  neiii'hborinG: 
property,  the  term  building  line  shall  apply  to  the  lot 
line  as  established  by  the  deeds  of  the  properties,  or  other 
legal  means. 

Building,  Mercantile. 
Par.    14.     One  used  as  a  store,  or  for  the  display 
or  sale  of  general  supplies,  food  or  merchandise,  except- 
ing department  stores,  which  are  classified  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  Code,  as  public  buildings. 

Building,  Office. 
Par.    15.     One  used  for  business  offices  or  for  pro- 
fessional or  clerical  purposes,  but  not  for  manufacturing, 
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storage  or  sale  of  goods,  except  by  sample;  also  except- 
ing tlie  first  story  of  same,  which  may  be  used  for  com- 
mercial purposes.  No  part  of  such  building  shall  be 
used  for  living  purposes  except  by  the  janitor  or  his 
family. 

Building,  Public. 
Par.  16.  A  building  used  as -a  place  of  public  assem- 
blage or  as  a  place  of  public  resort.  Churches,  schools, 
railway  stations  and  department  stores  shall  be  rated 
as  public  buildings.  Halls  and  other  large  rooms  used 
as  places  of  public  assembly  for  amusement,  instruction 
or  otherwise,  the  lobbies  and  other  large  rooms  in  hotels 
and  large  rooms  in  business  and  manufacturing  build- 
ings where  large  numbers  of  people  are  required  for 
service  or  are  liable  to  congregate,  shall  be  i-atod  as 
places  of  public  assembly,  and  so  far  as  such  rooms  are 
concerned  shall  be  treated  as  public  buildings. 

Bulli'head  Or  Penthouse. 
Par.  17.  A  structure  erected  on  the  roof  of  a  build- 
ing for  the  purpose  of  enclosing  stairways  to  roof,  ele- 
vator, machinery,  water  tanks,  ventilating  apparatus, 
exhaust  chambers  or  other  building  equipment  machin- 
ery and  for  janitor's  quarters.  When  used  for  any  of 
the  above-mentioned  purposes,  such  structures  need  not 
be  considered  in  determining  the  height  of  the  building. 

Cellar, 
Par.  18.     A  cellar  is  a  story  having  more  than  one- 
half  of   its  height  below  either   the  curb   level,  or  the 
highest  level  of  the  adjacent  ground. 

Chimney. 
Par.  19.      A  chimney  is  that  part  of  a  building  which 
contains  one  or  more  flues  for  transmitting  the  products 
of  combustion  to  the  outer  air,  and  includes  the  fireplace 
where  there  is  one. 
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Court. 
Par.   20.      A  conrt  is  a  clear,  open  aiul   unoccupied 
space  other  tlian  a  yard  on  the  same  lot  with  a  building. 
A  court  extending  to  the  street,  front,  side  or  rear  yard  is 
an  open  conrt.     Other  courts  are  enclosed  conrts. 

Curh. 
Par.  21.  Whenever  the  word  curb  occurs  it  shall  be 
construed  to  mean  the  elevation  of  the  curb  or  estab- 
lished grade  at  the  center  of  the  principal  front  of  the 
building  fronting  on  one  public  way  only;  in  the  case 
of  the  building  fronting  on  two  or  more  public  ways, 
the  curb  level  at  the  center  of  the  front  facing  on  the 
highest  curb  shall  Ix^  taken,  unless  the  highest  curb  is 
more  than  10  feet  higher  than  the  lowest  curb,  in  which 
case  the  average  level  of  the  two  curbs  shall  be  taken. 
Wherever  the  word  cnrb  occurs  in  connection  with  an 
excavation,  the  level  of  the  cnrb  shall  be  taken  at  the 
intersection  of  the  lot  lines  and  the  curb  lines.  In  the 
case  of  a  building  fronting  on  two  or  more  public  ways, 
the  curb  levels  shall  be  taken  on  each  public  way  at  the 
intersection  of  the  lot  lines  and  the  curb  lines,  and  their 
relation  to  an  adjoining  building  or  buildings  be  as 
though  two  or  more  excavations  were  to  be  made. 

Dead  Load. 
Par.  22.     The  weight  of  all  materials  entering  into 
the  pennanent  construction. 

Department  Store. 
Par.  23.      Any  store  over  three  stories  high  and  con- 
taining moie  than  10,000  square  feet  of  area  per  floor 
in  which  merchandise  of  a  diversified  character  is  offered 
for  sale  at  retail  above  the  third  floor. 

Divelling. 
]^ar.  24.      A  dwelling  is  any  house  or  building,  which 
is  occupied  as  the  home,  residence,  or  sleeping  place  of 
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one  or  more  human  beings,  eitlier  permanently  or  trans- 
iently. 

Duct 

Par.  25.  K  duct  is  a  passage  constructed  of  sheet 
metal  or  other  approved  incombustible  material,  and 
used  only  for  the  transmission  of  air,  whether  heated, 
fresh  or  vitiated. 

Factory. 

Par.  20.  A  building  or  portion  thereof,  designed  or 
used  to  manufacture  or  assemble  goods,  wares,  or  mer- 
chandise. 

Family. 

Par.  27.  One  or  more  individuals  living  on  the  prem- 
ises as  a  single  housekeeping  unit. 

Fence. 

Par.  28.  Any  structure  erected  to  enclose  a  ground 
area. 

Fire  Door. 

Par.  29.  A  door,  frame  and  sill  wliich  will  success- 
fully resist  a  fire,  usually  a  metal  clad  door  conforming 
to  the  underwriters'  requirements  for  labeled  fire  doors. 

Fire  Exit  Partitions. 

Par.  30.  A  partition  that  will  retard  fire,  built  en- 
tirely of  incombustible  material  and  having  all  open- 
ings protected  by  doors  or  windows  of  incombustible 
material. 

Fire  Proof. 

Par.  31.  As  used  in  this  Code  refers  to  incombustible 
materials  or  construction. 
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Fireproof  Building. 
Par.  o'l.     A  building  of  fireproof  construction. 

Fireproof  Construction. 

Par.  33.  Construction  in  accordance  with  Section 
24  of  this  General  Building  Code. 

Fireproof  Partition. 

Par.  34.  A  partition  built  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  for  partitions  in  fireproof  buildings  jis  set 
forth  in  this  Code. 

Fire  Wall. 

Par.  35.  A  substantial  masonry  wall  that  will  re- 
sist fire,  built  of  brick  or  reinforced  concrete,  and  hav- 
ing all  openings  protected  with  fire  doors. 

Fire  Window. 

Par.  36.  A  window  frame,  sash  and  glazing  which 
will  successfully  resist  a  fire. 

First  Story. 

Par.  37.  The  lower  story  of  a  building,  if  more  than 
one-half  the  height  of  the  story  in  the  clear,  is  above 
the  level  of  the  street  adjoining.  If  there  is  a  basement 
or  cellar  in  the  building,  the  term  shall  apply  to  the 
story  above  the  basement  or  cellar. 

First  Floor. 
Par.  38.     Shall  apply  to  the  floor  of  the  first  story. 

Flue. 

Par.  39.  A  flue  is  a  passage,  enclosed  on  all  sides 
with  solid  masonry  or  reinforced  concrete  and  used  only 
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for  the  transmission  of  air,  whether  fresh,  heated  or 
vitiated,  or  of  the  products  of  combustion  from  solid  or 
liquid  fuel,  and  designated  respectively,  vent  flue  or 
smoke  flue. 

Footing. 

Par.  40.  A  footing  is  that  part  of  a  foundation  wall 
or  pier  below  the  beginning  of  its  spread. 

Frame  Building. 

Par.  41.  The  term  frame  building  shall  apply  to  all 
buildings  the  exterior  walls  of  which  are  constructed  of 
wood.  Wood  frames  covered  with  metal  or  lathed  and 
plastered  on  the  outside  shall  be  rated  as  frame  build- 
ings. 

Girder. 

Par.  42.  Shall  apply  to  all  beams  that  are  used  for 
the  support  of  other  beams. 

Hall,  Public. 

Par.  43.  A  hall,  corridor  or  passageway  not  within 
the  exclusive  control  of  one  family. 

Hall,  Stair. 

Par.  44.  A  stair  hall  is  a  hall  which  includes  the 
stairs,  stair  landings  and  those  portions  of  the  building 
through  which  it  is  necessary  to  pass  in  going  between 
the  entrance  floor  and  the  various  stories. 

Incombustible. 

Par.  45.  Materials  or  construction  which  will  not 
ignite  and  bum  when  subjected  to  ordinary  fire  ex- 
posures. 
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Live  Load. 

Par.  46.  All  loads  other  than  dead  loads.  All  par- 
titions which  are  subject  to  removal  or  re-arrangement 
shall  be  considered  as  live  load. 

House  Sewer. 

Par.  47.  The  term  house  sewer  is  applied  to  that 
part  of  the  main  drain  piping  extending  from  a  point 
outside  of  the  outer  wall  of  the  building,  vault  or  area, 
to  the  public  or  private  sewer. 

House  Drain. 

Par.  48.  The  tenn  house  drain  is  applied  to  that 
portion  of  the  main  horizontal  drain  and  its  branches 
inside  the  walls  of  the  building,  vault  or  area,  extend- 
ing to  and  connecting  with  the  house  sewer. 

Lot. 

Par.  49.  A  lot  is  a  parcel  of  land  occupied  by  one 
building  and  the  accessory  buildings  or  uses  customar- 
ily or  necessarily,  incident  to  it,  including  such  open 
spaces  as  are  required  by  this  ordinance  and  such  open 
spaces  as  are  arranged  and  designed  to  be  used  in  con- 
nection with  such  building. 

Lot,  Front  and  Depth  Of. 

Par.  50.  In  the  case  of  a  comer  lot,  either  street 
boundary  line  may  be  considered  as  the  front.  In  the 
case  of  irregular  shaped  lots,  the  mean  depth  shall  be 
taken  to  be  the  depth  of  the  lot. 

Lot  Lines. 

Par.  51.  Same  as  property  lines  as  established  by 
the  deeds  of  properties  or  by  other  legal  means. 
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Mill  Construction. 

Par.  52.  Mill  construction  or  slow  burning  construc- 
tion is  a  term  applied  to  buildings  or  structures  having 
masonry  walls  and  heavy  timber  interior  construction 
with  no  concealed  spaces. 

Non-Fireproof  Construction. 

Par.  53.  The  term  non-fireproof  construction  shall 
apply  to  all  buildings  or  structures  having  exterior 
masonry  walls,  with  floor  and  other  interior  construc- 
tion wholly  or  in  part  of  wood. 

Ordinary  Construction. 
Par.  54.     Same  as  non-fireproof  construction. 

Oriel  Window. 

Par.  55.  A  window  which  projects  from  an  exterior 
wall  with  a  cantilever  or  bracketed  support. 

Owner. 

Par.  56.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  owning, 
having  charge  of,  caring  for  or  controlling  property, 
and  includes  a  duly  authorized  agent  or  attorney,  guar- 
dians, conservators,  trustees,  executors,  administrators 
or  administratices. 

Partition. 

Par.  57.  A  partition  is  an  interior  structure,  not 
a  fire  wall  nor  a  party  wall,  used  for  sub-dividing  floor 
areas. 

Pier. 

Par.  58.  The  term  pier  shall  apply  to  any  isolated 
mass  of  brick,  stone  or  concrete  masonry  of  structural 
importance. 
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Pipe,  Smohe, 

Par.  59.  A  smoke  pipe  is  a  passage  constructed  of 
metal  iind  used  as  an  intenuediate  connection  between 
a  heat  producing  device  and  a  chimney  or  metal  stack 
for  the  transmission  of  the  products  of  combustion. 

Reinforced  Concrete. 

Par.  60.  Concrete  in  which  metal  is  imbedded  in 
such  a  manner  that  the  two  materials  act  together  in 
resisting  force. 

Repairs. 

Par.  61.  The  term  repairs  shall  apply  to  any  opera- 
tions, within  or  about  a  structure,  undertaken  for  its 
maintenance  and  which  does  not  change  the  construc- 
tion and  materials  sufficiently  to  constitute  an  altera- 
tion. 

Residence. 

Par.  62.  A  residence  is  a  one  family  or  two  family 
dwelling. 

Skylight. 

Par.  63.  Any  cover  or  enclosure  placed  above  a  roof 
opening  for  the  admission  of  light. 

Skeleton  Frame  Construction. 

Par.  64.  This  term  shall  apply  to  the  metal  or  rein- 
forced concrete  framework  used  for  the  support  of  a 
building.  In  such  construction  the  columns  shall  carry 
all  the  floor  loads  and  the  walls  are  usually  supported 
on  spandrels  at  each  floor. 

Story. 

Par.  65.  That  part  of  any  building  comprised  be- 
tween any  floor  and  the  floor  or  roof  next  above.     In 
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case  any  floor  or  the  combined  area -of  floors  at  any  one 
level  extends  over  less  than  50%  of  the  horizontal  area 
included  within  the  outside  walls  at  that  level,  the  same 
shall  not  be  considered  as  a  floor  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  story  heights. 

Street  and  Alley, 

Par.  66.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Section,  a  street 
is  defined  as  a  thoroughfare,  public  or  private,  30  feet 
or  over  in  width.  All  thoroughfares  less  than  30  feet 
in  width  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  this  Section,  be  con- 
sidered alleys. 

Stt^cture. 

Par.  67.  Includes  the  term  building,  appurtenance, 
wall,  platform  staging  or  flooring  used  for  standing  or 
seating  purposes,  a  shed,  fence,  sign  or  bill  board  on 
public  or  private  property,  or  on,  above  or  below  a  public 
highway. 

Terra  Cotta. 

Par.  68.  This  term  when  used  alone  shall  apply  to 
the  handmoulded  baked  clay  material  used  for  the  archi- 
tectural decoration  or  building  construction. 

Theatre. 

Par.  69.  A  theatre  is  any  building  or  portion  there- 
of generally  used  or  designed  to  be  generally  used  for 
the  presentation  of  dramatic,  vaudeville,  operatic,  thea- 
trical, musical  or  scenic  representaitions,  plays  or  per- 
formances, including  representations  of  moving  pictures. 

Unoccupied  Spaces. 

Par.  70.  Outside  stairways,  fire  escapes,  porches, 
platforms,  balconies,  yards  or  courts  are  unoccupied 
area. 
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Vault. 
Par.  71.     This  term  shall  apply  to  any  underground 
construction  outside  of  the  area  of  the  first  story  which 
is  connected  to  the  building  as  an  integral  part  of  it. 

Wall,  Bearing. 
Par.  72.     A  wall  which  supports  any  load  other  than 
its  own  weight. 

Wall,  Curtain. 
Par.  73.     Any  exterior  non-bearing  wall  between  col- 
umns or  piers,  which  is  not  supported  by  beams  or  gird- 
ers at  each  story. 

Wall,  Dead. 
Par.  74.     A  wall  without  any  openings. 

Wall,  Exterior. 
Par.  75.     Any  outside  wall,  or  vertical  enclosure  of 
a  building,  other  than  a  party  wall. 

Wall  Fire. 
Par.  76.     See  Fire  Wall. 

Wall,  Foundation. 
Par.  77.     Any  wall  or  pier  built  below  the  grade  level 
or  nearest  tier  of  beams  to  that  level. 

Wall,  Non-Bearing. 

Par.  78.     A  wall  which  supports  no  load  other  than 
its  own  weight. 

Wall,  Panel  or  Spandrel. 
Par.  79.     An  exterior  non-bearing  wall  in  a  skeleton 
structure  built  between  columns  or  piers  and  supported 
at  each  story. 
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Wall,  Parapet. 

Par.  80.  That  portion  of  any  wall  which  extends 
above  the  roof  line  and  bears  no  load  except  as  it  may 
serve  to  support  a  tank,  penthouse  or  skylight. 

\yall  Party. 

Par*.  81.  Any  wall  used  for  joint  service  between 
two  buildings. 

Wall,  Retaining. 

Par.  82.  One  constructed  to  support  a  body  of  earth 
or  to  resist  a  lateral  thrust. 

Warehouse. 

Par.  83.  A  building  designed  or  used  for  the  storage 
of  merchandise. 

Yard. 

Par.  84.  A  yard  shall  be  interpreted  as  the  clear, 
open  send  unoccupied  spacCj  on  the  same  lot  with  a 
building  which  is  referred  to  in  the  definitions  of  Front 
Yardj  Hear  Yard  or  Side  Yard. 

Front  Yard.  A  clear,  open  and  unoccupied  space  on 
the  same  lot  with  a  building  and  situated  between  the 
front  line  of  the  building,  not  including  steps  and  unen- 
closed porches  and  the  front  line  of  the  lot. 

Rear  Yard.  A  clear,  open  and  unoccupied  space  on 
the  same  lot  with  a  building  and  situated  between  the 
rear  line  of  the  building,  not  including  steps  and  unen- 
closed porches  and  the  rear  line  of  the  lot. 

Side  Yard.  A  clear,  open  and.  unoccupied  space  on 
the  same  lot  with  a  building  and  situated  between  the 
side  line  of  the  building  and  the  side  line  of  the  lot,  and 
which  extends  from  the  front  line  of  the  lot  or  from  the 
front  yard  to  the  rear  line  of  the  lot  or  to  the  rear  yard. 
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Protection  Kequirements  and  Daxgekous  and  Par- 
tially Destroyed  Buildings. 
Section  3 : 

Excavations,  Guards  For. 
Par.  1.     Excavations  for  any  purposes  whatever  must 
have  guards  or  fences  to  protect  the  public  approved 
by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings,  all  to  be  properly  lighted 
at  night. 

Footway  Bridge  Over  Excavations. 
Par.  2.  Should  the  excavation  be  under  the  footway, 
a  bridge  must  be  constructed  not  less  than  5  feet  wide 
and  of  ample  strength  for  the  safety  of  pedestrians ;  said 
bridge  can  be  placed  at  any  place  between  the  building 
line  and  the  curb  as  will  best  facilitate  the  builder  in 
his  work.  The  sides  shall  be  solidly  boarded  up  to  pre- 
vent accident.  Should  a  pavement  be  less  than  10  feet 
in  width,  the  above-mentioned  bridge  shall  be  of  such  a 
width  as  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  shall  direct.  Bridge 
to  be  kept  well  lighted  at  night. 

Footway  Bridge,  Construction  Of. 
Par.  3.  This  bridge  may  be  kept  5  feet  above  the 
level  of  the  pavement,  with  steps  extending  on  adjoin- 
ing pavements  or  either  side,  provided  such  projections 
of  steps  shall  not  interfere  with  entry  way  to  adjoining 
buildings. 

Space  Beneath  Bridge. 
Par.  4.     The  space  under  any  elevated  bridge  next 
to  street  may  be  used  for  receiving  building  materials, 
provided  proper  guards  for  safety  are  maintained  and 
kept  lighted  at  night. 

Bridges  To  Be  Approved. 
Par.  5.     All  such  bridgeways  must  have  the  approval 
of  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  before  being  used. 
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Use  Of  Street  atid  Clearance  For  Railway  Tracks. 

Par.  6.  Any  use  of  the  streets  for  building  materials 
shall  only  be  by  permission  of  the  Highways  Engineer 
and  in  conformity  with  the  rules  of  the  Highways  De- 
partment. 

Protection  Of  Sidewalks. 

Par.  7.  All  sidewalks  where  buildings  are  being 
erected  or  razed  must  have  such  protections  as  the 
Bureau  of  Buildings  deems  necessary,  or  must  be  pro- 
tected by  a  substantial  shed,  and  should  said  shed  be 
used  as  a  platform  for  materials  or  workmen,  it  must 
be  constructed  in  such  substantial  manner  as  would  be 
required  for  a  permanent  structure,  and  the  sides  and 
ends  thereof  to  be  fenced  and  guarded  as  required  by 
the  Bureau  of  Buildings. 

Skylight  Protection  Of  Adjoining  Buildings. 

Par.  8.  Skylight  of  adjoining  buildings  shall  be 
protected  with  a  stout  wire  netting  having  not  over  a 
three-quarter  inch  mesh  properly  attached  to  a  timber 
frame,  when  any  building  is  to  be  constructed  above  the 
roof  of  such  adjoining  buildings.  Should  the  owner, 
tenant  or  lessee  of  such  adjoining  buildings  refuse  to 
grant  permission  to  protect  such  skylights  as  herein  pro- 
vided, the  owner  or  builder  of  the  building  under  course 
of  construction  shall  notify  the  Bureau  of  Buildings 
of  such  refusal,  and  such  refusal  shall  relieve  the  builder 
or  owner  of  the  building  in  course  of  construction  from 
any  responsibility  for  damage  done  to  persons  or  prop- 
erty for  want  of  such  protection. 

Inspector  To  Protect  In  Event  Of  Failure. 

Par.  9.  If  the  means  for  protection  are  not  provided 
as  herein  required  by  the  builder  or  owner  within  three 
days  after  the  service  of  a  notice  relating  thereto,  the 
Bureau  of  Buildings  shall  have  full  power  and  author- 
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itj  to  provide  such  means  aiid  all  expenses  relating  there- 
to shall  become  a  lien  upon  the  property  in  question, 
which  lien  may  be  created  and  enforced  as  provided  in 
the  Administrative  Sections  of  this  Code. 

Notice  To  Adjoining  Oumer, 

Par.  10.  The  owner  or  builder  of  any  structure 
where  work  of  a  building,  alterations  or  repairs  are  to 
be  made  that  will  affect  or  come  in  contact  with  the  ad- 
joining property  or  require  underpinning  or  shoring  of 
walls  of  adjoining  property,  must  give  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  adjacent  property  written  notice  of  the 
proposed  work;  said  notice  shall  specify  the  nature  of 
the  work  to  be  done  and  the  depth  of  any  or  all  founda- 
tions for  said  work. 

Access  Refused, 

Par.  11.  If  the  owner  of  the  adjoining  building  re- 
fuses to  give  the  person  or  persons  making  the  excavation 
a  written  permission  to  enter  the  premises  of  the  build- 
ing, the  protection  of  the  building  and  the  repairing, 
underpinning  and  rebuilding  of  its  foundations  and 
foundation  walls  shall  be  done  by  the  owner,  and  at  his 
expense,  and  he  shall  be  solely  responsible  therefor. 


Building  Inspector  To  Act. 

Par.  12.  Should  an  owner  or  agent  of  owner  both 
refuse  access  for  underpinning  work  to  those  making 
the  adjoining  excavation  and  also  fail,  within  ten  days 
of  receipt  of  notice,  to  undertake  the  work  at  his  own 
expense  then  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  shall  have  the 
right  to  enter  upon  the  premises  and  do  all  necessary 
work  required  under  said  notice,  but  always,  as  herein- 
before stated,  at  the  expense  of  those  making  the  adjoin- 
ing excavation. 
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Right  of  Entry  Upon  Premises. 

Par.  13.  The  Bureau  of  Buildings  shall  have  full 
power  to  enter  upon  any  premises  or  remove  any  ob- 
stacle for  the  execution  of  any  work  under  this  Section. 

Temporary  Openings  in  Floors, 

Par.  14.  Temporary  openings  in  floors,  maintained 
for  a  period  of  time  for  the  elevation  of  building  ma- 
terials or  otherwise  shall  be  enclosed  by  a  suitable  guard. 

Two  Inch  Planh  CoveHng  on  Uppermost  Completed 

Tier. 

Par.  15.  Two  (2)  inch  plank  covering  shall  be  main- 
tained on  the  uppermost  completed  tier  of  beams  from 
which  the  workmen  are  raising  the  next  succeeding  tier 
of  one  or  two  stories. 

Strength  of  Staging,  Falseivorh  and  Derricks. 

Par.  16.  All  staging,  false  work,  derricks,  hoisting 
apparatus  or  travelers  used  in  the  construction  of  build- 
ings in  the  City  of  Baltimore  shall  have  ample  strength 
and  stability  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Bureau  of  Buildings.  If  any  such  staging  or  false 
work,  etc.,  disapproved  by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  is 
not  made  satisfactory  by  the  builder  or  owner  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  they  shall  have  received  writ- 
ten notice  relating  thereto,  and  all  work  pertaining  to 
the  construction  of  the  building  in  question  shall  cease. 

Damgerous  or  Unsafe  Buildings  and  Notice  of  Such. 

Par.  17.  Any  building  or  other  structure  or  part 
thereof  erected  or  in  process  of  erection  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  in  a  dangerous  or  unsafe  condition,  or  deemed 
4x>  be  so  from  any  cause  whatsoever  shall  be  made  safe 
and  secure  or  shall  be  vacated  and  closed,  or  shall  be 
taken  down  by  the  owner  or  his  representative  at  the 
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expense  of  such  owiier  on  the  seiTice  of  a  notice  relat- 
ing thereto  made  by  the  Bureau' of  Buildings,  all  of 
which  shall  be  done  as  set  forth  in  such  notice  and  with- 
in the  period  of  time  named  therein.  Such  notice  shall 
be  in  writing  and  the  requirements  thereof  shall  call 
for  such  action  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bureau  of 
Buildings,  the  emergency  of  the  case  demands,  and 
shall  conform  as  nearly  as  practicable  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Administrative  Sections  hereof  relating  to  notices 
served  by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings. 

Appeal  From  the  Instruction  of  Inspector. 

Par.  18.  If  the  owner  or  his  representative  shall 
contend  that  the  property  in  question  is  not  in  an  un- 
safe or  dangerous  condition,  he  may  appeal  from  the 
instructions  of  the  Bureau  of  Buildings,  as  provided 
in  the  Administrative  Section  of  this  Code. 

Compliance  With  Finding  After  Appeal. 

Par.  19.  If  upon  the  determination  of  such  appeal 
changes  or  alterations  of  any  kind  are  required,  they 
shall  be  commenced  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the 
filing  of  the  report  of  said  arbitrators. 

Neglect  of  Compliance  and  Costs  Thereof. 

Par.  20.  Upon  neglect  or  failure  of  said  owner  or 
his  representatives  to  make  the  changes  or  alterations 
as  required  by  the  report  of  said  arbitrators,  the 
Bureau  of  Buildings,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor, 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  proceed  with  the 
changes  and  alterations  as  required,  and  whatever  ex- 
pense shall  be  incurred  in  relation  thereto  shall  be  paid 
by  the  City  Register  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury, 
and  any  and  all  parties  interested  in  the  premises  shall 
become  indebted  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore for  the  full  amount  so  expended,  which  claim 
shall  become  a  lien  on  the  entire  lot  within  the  described 
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bounds  of  the  premises  and  all  property  on  said  lot; 
said  lien  to  be  recovered  as  provided  in  the  Administra- 
tive Sections  of  this  Code. 

Failure  to  Observe  Noticej  Posting  of  Premises. 

Par.  21.  If,  after  the  service  of  the  notice  prescribed 
in  Paragraph  18  of  this  Section  the  owner  or  his  per- 
sonal representative  does  not  comply  with  said  notice 
and  does  not  appeal  as  herein  in  this  Section  set  forth, 
the  Bureau  of  Buildings  shall  cause  a  poster  to  be 
placed  in  some  conspicuous  place  on  the  premises  noti- 
fying all  persons  interested  that  a  notice  having  been 
given  in  accordance  with  this  Section,  and  the  same 
having  been  disregarded  or  neglected,  the  Bureau  of 
Buildings  will  proceed,  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days 
from  the  date  named  in  said  poster,  to  make  the  prem- 
ises safe  and  secure  to  persons  and  property  in  whatever 
way  he  may  deem  necessary  so  to  do.  With  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Mayor,  he  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  make  all  alterations  and  repairs  and  to  take 
down,  if  necessary,  any  building  or  other  structure  so 
condemned  as  unsafe  or  dangerous,  and  whatever  ex- 
pense is  incurred  thereby  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  Reg- 
ister as  herein  provided.  Said  expense  to  be  a  lien,  and 
to  be  recovered  in  lika  manner  as  hereinbefore  in  this 
Section  provided. 

Emergency  Provisions. 

Par.  22.  In  cases  of  great  emergency,  where  the  de- 
lay of  proceeding  as  hereinbefore  in  this  Section  pro- 
vided would  result  in  probable  loss  of  life  or  property, 
the  Mayor  shall  have  the  power  to  direct  the  Bureau 
of  Buildings  to  proceed  at  once  to  take  such  action  as 
is  needed  to  guard  the  safety  of  persons  or  property, 
and  should  it  become  necessary  on  account  of  great  risks 
in  approaching  to  demolish  or  throw  down  any  wall  or 
structure  of  any  kind,  the  City  and  its  officers,  agents 
and  employees,  shall  be  held  haiTQless  from  any  claim 
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for  damage  that  miii-lit  occur  from  such  necessar}^  demo- 
lition, and  the  whole  risk  or  expense  thereof  shall  be  on 
and  assumed  bv  the  owner  or  representative  of  the  prop- 
erty in  defective  condition.  Whenever  action  is  taken 
as  aforesaid  in  such  cases  of  emergency,  the  Bureau 
of  Building's  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  pro- 
vide all  necessary  means  therefor  and  all  expenses  relat- 
ing thereto  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  Kegister  as  herein- 
before provided,  and  the  amount  thereof  shall  become  a 
debt  due  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  from 
any  and  all  parties  interested  in  the  property  in  ques- 
tion, and  such  claim  shall  be  a  lien  to  be  recovered  in 
like  manner  as  the  claims  and  liens  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned. 

Liability  of  Owner  Unaffected. 

Par.  23.  ISTo  provision  of  this  Section  shall  relieve 
the  o'^Tier  or  his  representative  from  liability  because 
of  accident  or  loss  occurring  before  or  after  the  service 
of  notice  by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings. 

Penal fy  For  Disregard  Of  Notice. 

Par.  24.  The  owner  or  his  representative  shall  also 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  $50.00  for  fail- 
ure to  proceed  upon  receipt  or  service  of  the  notice  men- 
tioned in  the  Paragraph  17  of  this  Section  or  upon  fail- 
ure to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  arbitrators, 
when  an  appeal  is  taken  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and 
to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  $10.00  in  addition  thereto 
for  every  additional  day  that  the  notice  of  the  Bureau 
of  Buildings  or  the  requirements  of  said  arbitrators  re- 
main unheeded. 

Buildings  Partially  Destroyed. 

Par.  25.  Xo  remaining  j)ortion  of  a  building  par- 
tially destroyed  by  fire  or  other  causes  shall  be  used  in 
rebuilding  the   structure  without  the   approval   of  the 
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Bureau  of  Buildings.  If  the  use  in  rebuilding  of  any 
remaining  portion  in  question  in  such  building  shall  not 
be  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings,  or  if  the 
owner  or  the  representative  shall  contend  that  any  such 
portion  shall  not  be  demolished  as  required,  the  Bureau 
of  Buildings  shall  proceed  as  provided  in  this  Section 
for  dangerous  buildings. 

Vacation  Of  Dangerous  Buildings. 

Par.  26.  If  in  any  case  where  a  building  is  partially 
burned  or  otherwise,  in  a  dangerous  or  unsafe  condition, 
or  deemed  to  be  so,  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  may  re- 
quire that  it  shall  be  vacated  at  once,  and  if  in  his  judg- 
ment it  is  necessary  for  public  safety,  he  may  tempo- 
rarily close  the  sidewalks  and  streets  adjacent  thereto  or 
any  part  thereof.  And  where  the  conditions  are  such  as 
to  justify  prompt  compliance  with  the  order  of  the 
Bureau  of  Buildings  to  avoid  loss  of  life,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  immediately  to  notify 
the  Police  Commissioner  of  the  facts  in  the  case  and  of 
the  necessity  for  the  prompt  removal  of  any  person  re- 
fusing to  vacate  such  building. 

Wrecking,  Demolition  and  Removal  Of  Buildings. 
Section  4 : 

Requirements  For  Such  Construction. 

Par.  1.  Every  building  which  is  moved  from  one 
position  to  another  shall  conform  to  all  the  requirements 
of  this  Code  for  a  new  Building  of  similar  construction 
in  the  proposed  location. 

Use  For  New  Purposes. 

Par.  2.  ISo  such  building  shall  be  used  for  a  new 
purpose  after  its  removal,  unless  it  shall  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  this  Code  in  relation  to  the  new  use 
proposed. 
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Over  Streets,  Alleys,  Etc. 

Par.  3.  The  removal  of  any  building  from  one  loca- 
tion to  another,  over  street,  alley  or  other  public  prop- 
erty, shall  be .  made  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Highways  Department. 

Ouer  Private  Property. 

Par.  4.  No  building  shall  be  moved  from  one  .loca- 
tion to  another,  over  private  property  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  o^vner  thereof  or  his  representative. 

Trees  and  Improvements  Not  To  Be  Injured. 

Par.  5.  No  tree  or  other  improvement  upon  private 
property  shall  be  removed,  injured,  used  or  disturbed  in 
the  removal  of  a  building  from  one  location  to  another 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner  thereof  or  his  repre- 
sentative. 

Public  Property  Not  To  Be  Injured. 

Par.  6.  No  tree,  post,  pole  or  other  street  construc- 
tion outside  of  the  building  line  shall  be  removed,  in- 
jured, used  or  disturbed  in  the  removal  of  a  building 
from  one  location  to  another  without  the  consent  of  the 
owner  of  the  said  property  or  of  his  representative. 

Demolition  Of  Buildings. 

Par.  7.  Whenever  it  becomes  necessary  to  demolish 
a  building  or  other  stmcture,  or  any  part  thereof,  the 
owner,  architect  or  contractor  shall  give  not  less  than 
twenty-four  hours'  notice  to  the  Bureau  of  Buildings 
on  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings 
for  that  purpose. 

Method  Of  Demolition. 

Par.  8.  A  building  shall  be  taken  down  story  by 
story.     The  wrecked  material  shall  not  be  allowed  to  ac- 
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cumulate  on  the  floors,  but  shall  be  lowered  to  the  ground 
as  soon  as  it  is  displaced. 

Sidewalk  Protection. 

Par.  9.  Before  beginning  the  work  of  demolition  the 
sidewalks  shall  be  protected  by  a  substantial  covering,  as 
provided  for  in  Section  3  of  this  Code. 

Fire  Limitations  and  Heights  Of  Buildings. 
Section  5 : 

Frame  Buildings  Prohibited. 

Par.  1.  No  frame  building  or  other  wood  structure 
shall  be  built  hereafter  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  within 
the  following  limits,  except  on  the  written  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Pire  Commissioners  and  the  Bureau  of 
Buildings ;  beginning  from  the  intersection  of  the  eastern 
and  southern  city  limits  on  the  east  as  the  same  existed 
prior  to  the  passage  of  Chapter  82  of  the  Acts  of  1918, 
thence  north  to  the  intersection  of  the  eastern  limits  as 
the  same  existed  prior  to  Chapter  82  of  the  Acts  of 
1918,  and  to  intersect  a  line  drawn  easterly  with  and 
continuing  the  line  of  the  north  side  of  26th  Street; 
thence  westerly  on  the  said  line  and  continuing  said  line 
until  it  intersects  the  westernmost  side  of  Greenmount 
Avenue  or  York  Eoad,  thence  northerly  along  the  said 
western  line  of  Greenmount  Avenue  or  York  Road  until 
it  intersects  the  northeramost  side  of  31st  Street ;  thence 
westerly  over  said  line  of  31st  Street  until  it  intersects 
with  a  line  drawn  northerly  and  continuing  from  the 
western  side  of  Oak  Street ;  thence  southerly  on  the  said 
line  and  down  the  western  side  of  Oak  Street  until  it 
intersects  with  the  northern  side  of  26th  Street;  thence 
westerly  in  a  direct  line  until  the  said  extended  line  of 
26th  Street  intersects  with  the  easternmost  side  of  the 
Reisterstovm  Turnpike  Road ;  thence  southwesterly  by  a 
direct  line  to  the  intersection  of  the  southern  limit  of  the 
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Citj,  as  the  same  existed  prior  to  the  passage  of  Chapter 
82  of  the  Acts  of  1918  and  the  easternmost  side  of 
GwjTins  Falls ;  thence  along  the  southern  boundary  as  the 
same  existed  prior  to  the  passage  of  Chapter  82  of  the 
Acts  of  1918,  to  the  place  of  beginning. 


Height  Of  Buildings  Limited. 

Par.  2.  No  building  shall  be  made  more  than  175 
feet  high,  except  towers,  spires,  cupolas  and  belfries  of 
fireprooof  construction  may  extend  to  a  greater  height 

Buildings  Over  75  Feet  Fireproof. 

Par.  3.  Every  building  more  than  75  feet  in  height 
shall  be  made  a  fireproof  building. 

Height  Of  Frame  Buildings. 

Par.  4.  Xo  frame  building  shall  be  made  more  than 
three  stories  nor  to  exceed  40  feet  in  height,  except 
spires,  cupolas  and  belfries  outside  of  the  fire  district 
may  be  constructed  of  wood  to  the  height  of  125  feet 
above  the  curb. 


Space  Between  Frame  Buildings  Outside  the  Fire 
District. 

Par.  5.  Outside  of  the  fire  district  a  clear  open  space 
not  less  than  10  feet  wide  shall  be  reserved  on  each  side 
of  each  frame  building,  and  this  space  shall  be  entirely 
upon  the  lot  belonging  to  the  building  in  question. 
There  shall  be  not  less  than  20  feet  between  any  one 
frame  building  and  another  frame  building.  Uncovered 
verandas  shall  not  be  built  nearer  than  5  feet  to  the  lot 
line;  bay  windows  and  other  projections  shall  not  be 
less  than  7  feet  from  the  lot  line.

Beick  Construction. 

Seetion  6 : 

General. 

Par.  1.  The  provisions  of  this  sulxiivision  of  this 
Code  apply  alike  to  the  walls  in  fireproof,  slow-burning 
and  ordinary  brick  buildings,  except  as  the  text  itself 
limits  the  application.  Every  such  building  shall  be  en- 
closed on  all  sides  by  party  walls  or  walls  built  inde- 
pendently of  adjoining  buildings  or  walls. 

Existing  Walls  (Party  Walls). 
Par.  2— 

A.  Walls  constructed  prior  to  the  date  when  this  Code 
takes  effect,  which  are  thicker  or  stronger  than  t*equired 
for  new  buildings  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Code,  and  in  good  condition,  may  be  increased  in 
height  for  additional  stories. 

B.  Party  walls  constructed  prior  to  said  date  in  ao- 
cordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  then  existing  laws, 
but  not  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this 
Code  for  new  buildings,  may  be  used,  if  in  good  condi- 
tion, in  the  construction  of  new  buildings  to  the  extent 
for  which  they  were,  originally  designed. 

C.  In  case  it  is  desired  to  use  an  old  wall,  as  provided 
in  this  section,  the  statement  filed  with  the  Bureau 
of  Buildings  shall  set  forth  the  exact  conditions,  together 
with  the  changes  desired.  In  every  such  case  the  Bureau 
of  Buildings  shall  cause  an  examination  and  written 
report  to  be  made,  and  no  permit  shall  be  given  for  such 
construction  unless  the  wall  or  walls  in  question  are 
found  to  be  in  good  condition. 

D.  If  a  party  wall  is  only  partially  used  by  one  of 
the  adjoining  premises,  and  if  the  person  or  persons  own- 
ing the  premises  in  question  have  no  ownership  in  the 
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wall  more  than  what  is  used,  they  may  use  the  remain- 
ing portion  of  the  party  wall,  in  whole  or  in  part,  pro- 
vided that  it  shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Code  for  new  buildings,  and  provided 
that  they  reimburse  the  person  or  persons  owning  the 
other  adjoining  premises,  for  one-half  of  the  cost  of  the 
additional  portion  of  the  wall  which  shall  be  used ;  but  in 
no  case  for  more  than  one-half  of  the  cost  of  such  a  wall 
as  would  be  required  imder  this  Code  at  a  fair  valuation 
by  disinterested  parties  at  the  time  in  question. 

E.  If,  where  an  adjoining  party  wall  is  proposed  to 
be  used  in  the  construction  of  a  new  building,  the  re- 
moval of  the  existing  building  discloses  a  condition 
which  would  render  the  wall  liable  to  condemnation  for 
its  previous  use,  it  shall  be  strengthened,  repaired,  or 
entirely  rebuilt,  as  may  be  necessary,  at  the  joint  and 
equal  expense  of  the  several  owners  to  the  extent  that 
such  repairs  or  renewals  may  be  necessary  to  render  the 
wall  fit  for  its  previous  use. 

F.  Where  obstructions  project  beyond  the  division 
wall  or  encroach  upon  adjoining  property,  upon  written 
notice  from  the  Bureau  of  Buildings,  they  are  to  be 
removed  within  ten  days  from  service  of  such  notice, 
by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  building  of  which  thej' 
form  a  part,  unless  the  time  be  extended  by  the  Bureau 
of  Buildings. 

G.  If  it  is  desired  to  use  an  adjoining  party  wall  in 
the  construction  of  a  larger  or  higher  building  thau 
that  for  which  the  wall  was  originally  constructed,  thi 
person  or  persons  causing  the  new  building  to  be  erected 
may,  at  their  option,  construct  a  new  wall  adjoining,  oi 
partially  or  wholly  enclosing  the  party  wall  entirely  in 
dependent  of  the  adjoining  property. 

H.  In  any  case  the  strengthening,  repairing  or  n 
building  of  the  party  wall  or  the  construction  of  an  in 
dependent  wall   adjoining  or  enclosing  the  party  wal\ 
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shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Code  for  new  buildings,  and  permits  shall  be  obtained 
from  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  in  the  same  way  as  for 
new  buildings. 

Requirements  For  Materials. 
Par.  3— 

A.  Brick :  Except  as  specified  hereafter,  the  brick  used 
in  all  building  construction  shall  be  good,  well  burned 
brick. 

Salmon  brick  may  be  used  in  the  walls  of  dwelling 
houses  or  one-story  buildings,  but  no  such  brick  may  be 
used  in  chimneys,  retaining  or  foundation  walls  nor  in 
the  weather  face  of  any  exterior  or  parapet  wall. 

When  old  bricks  are  used  they  shall  be  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  not  more  than  20%  of  bats  shall  be  used 
in  laying  up,  filling  or  backing  any  wall. 

Clay  or  sand-lime  brick  shall  be  of  quality  at  least 
equal  to  the  ''medium  brick"  described  in  Standard 
Specifications  for  Clay  Building  Brick  of  the  American 
Society  for  Testing  Materials. 

B.  Cement :  All  cement  shall  conform  to  the  Standard 
Specifications  of  the  American  Society  for  Testing  Ma- 
terials. 

C.  Sand:  Shall  be  clean  and  free  from  deleterious 
chemicals  and  if  necessary  shall  be  screened.  It  shall 
not  contain  over  10%  foreign  matter  by  volume. 

D.  Lime :  All  bulk  lime  used  for  making  mortar  shall 
be  thoroughly  slaked  and  shall  stand  for  at  least  24 
hours  before  being  used. 

Hydrated  lime  will  be  accepted  in  all  cases  where  lime 
is  permitted. 

E.  Mortars:  The  mortars  used  shall  be  of  a  mixture 
not  lower  than  the  following  proportions  by  volume  when 
used  under  the  conditions  stated,  the  amount  of  sand 
being  the  maximum. 
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Portland  cement  mortar  below  water:  1  part  Portland 
cement,  2  parts  sand.  Portland  cement  mortar  above 
water:  1  piirt  Portland  cement,  3  parts  sand.  Hydrated 
lime  may  be  added  not  to  exceed  10%  of  the  volume 
of  cement  used. 

Lime  and  cement  mortar:  1  Part  Portland  cement,  1 
part  lime,  6  pai-ts  sand. 

Lime  mortal* :  1  part  lime,  3  parts  ^and. 

Construction  of  Brickwork. 
Par.  4— 

A.  Brick  walls  and  piers  shall  be  laid  the  full  thick- 
ness of  wall,  solidly  bonded,  with  joints  completely  filled 
with  mortar. 

They  shall  be  built  to  a  line,  level  and  straight,  and 
shall  be  carried  up  plumb. 

Every  sixth  course  shall  be  a  header  course,  except 
in  special  bond.  When  walls  are  faced  with  brick  in 
running  bond,  the  face  brick  shall  be  bonded  into  the 
backing  every  sixth  course  by  cutting  the  face  brick 
and  putting  in  diagonal  headers  or  by  splitting  the  face 
brick  and  putting  in  a  continuous  row. 

B.  If  the  brick  used  in  the  backing  and  the  face  brick 
are  not  the  same  thickness,  they  shall  be  brought  to  a 
common  level  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  eight  courses 
in  height  of  the  face  brick,  and  the  bond  shall  be  made 
as  previously  specified. 

C.  Xo  metal  ties  will  be  permitted  except  for  facing 
concrete  structural  members.  Such  ties  shall  be  at 
least  No.  11  galvanized  or  copper  wire  or  if  flat  sections 
be  used  at  least  No.  11  gauge,  all  U.  S.  Standard. 

Such  ties  shall  bear  at  least  3  inches  on  facing  walls 
and  shall  be  spaced  not  over  2  feet  both  vertically  and 
horizontally. 

D.  Corbels  may  be  built  on  the  inner  side  of  lx?aring 
walls,  to  carry  floor  slal>s  or  plank  floors,  provided  such 
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walls  are  not  less  than  13  inclies  in  thickness.  No 
corbel  shall  be  less  than  4  inches  in  width  and  shall  have 
one  course  of  bricks  in  depth  for  each  inch  of  projec- 
tion, and  not  less  than  three  full  courses  below  the 
bearing. 

When  concrete  floors  are  carried  on  such  corbels,  they 
shall  be  anchored  to  walls  at  intervals  not  exceeding 
4  feet  by  steel  anchors.  When  floor  planks  are  carried 
on  such  corbels,  they  shall  be  laid  on  a  wood  plate  not 
less  than  2"  x  4"  in  size;  this  plate  to  be  secured  to  wall 
at  intervals  of  not  less  than  4  feet  by  steel  anchors. 

Existing  Walls. 
Par.  5 — 

A.  Where  existing  walls  are  increased  in  height  the 
top  of  the  old  wall  shall  be  removed  to  a  level  where  the 
present  wall  will  make  good  bond  with  the  new  wall. 

B.  Wliere  new  brickwork  is  built,  either  as  a  con- 
tinuation of  present  walls  or  heading  into  such  exist- 
ing walls,  continuous  vertical  steel  angles  shall  be 
bolted  to  existing  walls  at  the  point  of  juncture. 

Bonding  Of  Walls. 

Par.  6.  The  front,  rear,  side,  division  and  party 
walls  of  a  building  shall  be  substantially  bonded  into 
each  other,  or  they  shall  be  anchored  to  each  other, 
one  anchor  for  every  six  feet  in  height.  Wrought  iron 
or  steel  bars  not  less  than  1^2  x  %  inches  in  size  shall 
be  used  for  such  anchors,  and  they  shall  project  not 
less  til  an  16"  into  the  walls  connected. 

Temporary  Bracing. 

Par.  7.  Temporary  bracing  shall  be  used  during 
construction  Avherever  necessary  to  make  unflnished 
green  walls  safe  and  secure. 


Par.  S- 
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Miscellaneous  Requirements. 


A.  Hollow  Brick :  The  inside  4"  of  walls  may  be 
built  of  hard-burnt  hollow  brick,  properly  tied  and 
bonded  into  the  walls  and  of  the  dimensions  of  ordinary 
bricks. 

B.  Furring'.  Wall  furrings  shall  not  be  included  in 
the  measurement  of  the  thickness  of  walls. 

C.  Hollow  Walls:  In  all  structural  walls  that  are 
built  hollow  the  same  amount  of  masonry  shall  be  used 
in  their  construction  as  if  they  were  built  solid,  provided 
howe\er  that  walls  less  than  9"  thick  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered as  forming  any  part  of  a  structural  hollow  wall. 
No  hollow  wall  shall  be  built  unless  the  parts  of  same 
are  connected  by  proper  ties  of  masonry  placed  not  over 
24"  apart  both  ways.  Hollow  walls  shall  be  finished 
solid  at  the  top  and  shall  be  coped  or  covered  on  top 
with  a  solid  finish,  the  same  as  a  solid  wall. 

D.  Carrying-up  Walls:  No  wall  shall  be  carried  up 
more  than  one  story  high  unless  laterally  braced. 

Concentrated  Loads  On  Walls,  Wall  Anchors  and  Plates. 
Par.  9— 

A.  Where  beams,  girders  or  other  concentrated  loads 
bear  on  walls  or  piers  they  shall  have  sufficient  surface 
to  properly  distribute  the  load  or  they  shall  bear  on 
stone,  cast  iron,  steel  or  concrete  wall-plates  of  sufficient 
size. 

B.  The  ends  of  beams  or  girders  in  such  cases  shall 
be  covered  by  not  less  than  4"  of  wall  material  and  the 
bearing  plates  under  such  beams  or  girders  by  not  less 
than  2". 

C.  Templates  if  made  of  stone  shall  be  not  less  than 
4"  in  thickness;  if  made  of  cast  iron  not  less  than  %", 
and  if  made  of  steel  not  less  than  %". 
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D.  All  joists,  beams  or  girders  shall  be  anchored  to 
the  wall  as  required  by  the  Engineering  Section  of  this 
Code. 

Fire  Walls  and  Fire  Doors. 
Par.  10— 

A.  All  fire  walls  shall  conform  to  the  same  require- 
ments as  division  walls. 

B.  Fire  walls  in  fireproof  buildings  may  be  supported 
walls. 

C.  Fire  walls  in  non-fireproof  buildings  shall  be  self- 
supported  walls  and  must  be  continuous  from  the  foun- 
dations to  the  roof. 

D.  Openings  in  fire  walls  shall  be  provided  with  fire 
doors. 

Brich  Wall  Arches  and  Wood  Centers. 
Par.  11— 

A.  Brick  arches  shall  have  sufficient  abutments  and 
shall  be  well  built  and  keyed. 

B.  Abutments  shall  be  of  sufficient  strength  to  with- 
stand the  thrust,  or  the  arches  may  be  provided  with  tie 
rods  to  properly  carry  the  stress  developed. 

C.  In  ordinary  masonry  buildings  wood  centers  may 
be  used  on  the  inside  walls  over  openings  not  exceeding 
6  feet  in  width  and  provided  further  that  suitable  brick 
arches  are  placed  over  them. 

Recesses  in  Walls. 

Par.  12— 

A.  Recesses  for  stairways  or  elevators  may  be  made 
in  foundation  and  cellar  walls  and  in  the  walls  of  the 
three  lowest  stories  of  a  building,  but  no  such  walls  shall 
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be  made  of  less  thickness  than  the  walls  of  the  fourth 
story. 

B.  The  walls  of  a  building  may,  however,  be  other- 
wise reduced  in  thickness  for  stairways  and  elevators, 
provided,  the  walls  on  either  side  of  the  recess  is  rein- 
forced with  piers  or  structural  or  reinforced  concrete 
columns  built  into  the  wall  and  the  wall  back  of  the 
recess  is.  reinforced  in  such  a  manner  as  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  this  Code. 

C.  Single  recesses  in  walls  may  be  made,  provided, 
such  recesses  do  not  exceed  8  feet  in  width.  The  wall 
immediately  over  such  a  recess  shall  be  supported  by  an 
arch  or  lintel  as  required  for  an  opening.  The  wall  re- 
maining behind  such  a  recess  shall  not  be  less  than  8" 
thick,  and  not  less  than  half  the  thickness  required  for 
an  unrecessed  wall. 

D.  Vertical  chases  shall  not  be  made  in  any  wall  or 
pier  deeper  than  one-third  of  its  required  thickness  nor 
more  than  12"  deep. 

E.  Horizontal  chases  shall  not  be  more  than  4"  deep, 
nor  more  than  4  feet  in  length. 

F.  All  chases  shall  be  covered  with  fireproof  material. 

Thickness  Of  Walls. 
Par.  13— 

A.  The  thickness  of  masonry  walls  shall  in  all  cases, 
irrespective  of  any  other  requirements  of  this  Section, 
be  sufficient  to  keep  the  working  stresses  of  the  masonry 
within  the  working  stresses  prescribed  by  the  Engineer- 
ing Section  of  this  Code. 

B.  The  height  of  walls  in  determining  required  thick- 
nesses as  herein  prescribed,  shall  be  measured  down- 
ward from  the  average  level  of  the  bearing  of  the  roof 
rafters. 
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C.  In  all  cases  the  wall  thicknesses  herein  specified 
shall  be  applied  to  the  nearest  tier  of  beams  to  the  height 
specified^ 

D.  ISTothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent  the  use  of 
pier  or  buttress  construction,  provided,  ithe  cross  sec- 
tional area  is  sufficient  to  limit  the  unit  stresses  to  those 
allowed  in  the  Engineering  Section  of  this  Code. 

E.  The  unsupported  height  of  any  wail  or  part  there- 
of shall  not  exceed  20  times  its  thickness,  unless  rein- 
forced by  adequate  cross-walls,  buttresses  or  columns. 

F.  The  upper  five  feet  of  gables,  dormers  or  similar 
architectural  features  need  not  be  considered  in  measur- 
ing the  height  of  walls. 


Exterior  Bearing  Walls. 

Par.  14— 

A.  The  minimum  thickness  for  solid  brick  exterior 
bearing  walls  shall  be  12  inches  for  the  uppermost  35 
feet  of  their  height  or  the  nearest  tier  of  beams  thereto, 
and  shall  be  increased  4  inches  for  each  successive  35 
feet  or  fraction  thereof,  measured  downward  from  the 
top  of  the  wall,  except  that  the  walls  of  one-story  build- 
ings not  exceeding  15  feet  high  may  be  8  inches  thick  if 
buttressed  at  intervals  of  not  over  20  feet,  and  that  ex- 
terior solid  brick  bearing  walls  of  buildings  designed 
only  for  residential  purposes  may  be  8  inches  thick  when 
not  more  than  30  feet  in  height. 

B.  Where  walls  are  stiffened  at  distances  not  greater 
than  12  feet  apart  by  cross  walls,  or  by  internal  or  ex- 
ternal returns  at  least  2  feet  deep,  such  walls  may  be 
12  inches  thick  for  the  upper  70  feet  and  increased  4 
inches  in  thickness  for  each  successsive  70  feet  or  frac- 
tion thereof. 
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Increased  Thickness,  When  Required. 


Par.  15- 


A.  Every  bearing  wall  faced  witli  ashlar  shall  have 
a  total  thickness  of  at  least  4"  more  than  othei-wise  re- 
quired unless  the  ashlar  is  at.  least  8"  thick  in  every 
alternate  course  and  bonded  to  the  wall. 

B.  Every  wall  built  of  rubble  stone  shall  have  a  thick- 
ness of  at  least  4"  more  than  required  for  brick  walls 
in  this  section,  but  no  such  stone  wall  shall  be  less  than 
16"  thick. 

C.  All  continuous  straight  walls  of  minimum  thick- 
ness and  over  105  feet  long  l)etween  cross  walls  shall  be 
stiffened  by  buttresses,  piers  or  by  fireproof  strut  brac- 
ing at  intervals  not  to  exceed  105  feet.  If  buttresses 
are  used  they  shall  have  at  least  8"  projection  and  be 
at  least  twice  as  long  as  the  wall  is  thick. 

D.  In  case  any  wall  is  increased  in  thickness  in  ac- 
cordance ^vdth  one  of  the  requirements  of  this  sub-divi- 
sion, it  will  not  be  necessary  to  further  increase  the 
thickness  to  meet  another  requirement  of  this  sub-divi- 
sion, unless  the  safety  of  the  wall  demands  it. 

E.  Where  waterproofing  of  a  membrane  metliod  is 
used  vertically  in  any  wall,  the  thickness  of  the  wall 
shall  only  be  counted  on  one  side  of  the  membrane. 

Non-Bearing  Walls. 

Par.  10.  The  minimum  thickness  of  solid  brick  ex- 
terior non-bearing  walls  shall  be  not  less  than  12  inches 
for  the  uppermost  70  feet  of  their  height,  and  shall  be 
increased  4  inches  for  each  successive  35  feet  or  frac- 
tion thereof,  measured  downward  from  the  top  of  the 
wall,  except  that  the  walls  of  one-story  buildings  not 
exceeding  15  feet  high  may  be  8  inches  thick;  and  that 
exterior  solid  brick  non-bearing  walls  of  buildings  de-

signed  only  for  residential  purposes  may  be  8  inches 
when  not  more  than  30  feet  in  height. 

Walls  Of  Skeleton  Structure. 

Par.  17.  Ma'sonry  walls  supported  at  each  story  by 
girders  may  be  12''  thick  for  the  entire  height  of  the 
building,  and  portions  of  such  walls  directly  above  or 
below  windows  and  between  spandrel  beams  may  be  of 
8"  thickness  if  of  approved  fireproof  construction. 

Piers. 

Par.  18.  Isolated  piers  shall  not  have  a  height  ex- 
ceeding 10  times  their  least  dimension. 

Parapet  Walls. 
Par.  19— 

A.  All  exterior  and  division  or  party  walls  of  masonry 
over  15  feet  high,  except  in  detached  buildings  with 
overhanging  roofs,  or  where  such  walls  are  to  be  fin- 
ished with  cornices,  gutters  or  crown  mouldings,  shall 
have  parapet  walls  carried  above  the  roof,  and  where 
cornices,  gutters  or  crown  mouldings  are  used,  the  walls 
shall  extend  to  the  underside  of  roof  covering.  For 
residence  buildings  parapet  walls  shall  be  not  less  than 
8  inches  thick  and  carried  at  least  2  feet  above  the  roof, 
except  that  in  party  walls  between  buildings  of  the  same 
height  and  not  over  40  feet  in  height,  such  party  walls 
shall  be  carried  up  10"  above  the  nearest  roof  covering. 
For  non-fireproof  buildings  within  the  fire  limits  (ex- 
cept residences)  parapet  walls  shall  not  be  less  than 
1 3"thick,  and  carried  at  least  3  feet  above  the  roof. 
All  parapet  and  party  walls  shall  be  laid  in  cement  and 
properly  coped. 

B.  'No  parapet  wall  shall  have  an  unsupported  height 
over  10  times  its  thid^ness. 
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Brick  Floor  Arches. 

Par.  20— 

A.  Brick  arches  shall  have  a  rise  of  not  less  than 
11/4  inches  for  each  foot  of  span  between  beams.  They 
shall  be  not  less  than  -1  inches  thick  for  spans  of  5  feet 
and  shall  be  not  less  than  8  inches  thick  for  spans  over 

5  feet. 

B.  Such  arches  shall  be  made  of  good  hard  burned 
brick  of  ordinary  size,  laid  in  a  line  on  centers,  each 
longitudinal  line  of  brick  breaking  joints  with  the  ad- 
joining lines  in  the  same  ring  and  \vith  the  ring  under 
it  when  more  than  4  inches  thick. 

C.  The  brick  shall  be  well  wet  and  all  joints  shall 
be  filled  in  solid  with  Portland  cement  mortar.  The 
arches  shall  be  well  grouted  and  properly  keyed. 

Stone  Masonry. 

Section  7 : 
Par.  1— 

A.  Stone  walls  24"  or  less  in  thickness  shall  have  not 
less  than  one  header  extending  through  the  wall  every 
3  feet  in  height,  measuring  from  the  bottom  of  the  wall, 
and  every  4  feet  in  length. 

B.  Stone  walls  over  24"  in  thickness  shall  have  not 
less  than  one  header  on  each  side  of  the  wall  for  every 

6  superficial  feet  of  wall  surface.  These  headers  must 
run  into  the  wall  at  least  two-thirds  the  thickness  of  the 
wall  and  shall  be  bonded  one  on  top  of  the  other. 

C.  All  headers  shall  be  not  less  than  16"  in  width 
and  6"  in  thickness,  and  shall  be  good,  flat,  square  stones. 

D.  All  stones  shall  be  laid  on  their  natural  bed. 
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E.  Xo  stone  stall  be  used  that  does  not  extend  6"  into 
the  wall.  Stone  walls  shall  be  laid  in  cement  mortar, 
and  all  spaces  and  joints  shall  be  completely  filled. 

F.  In  all  other  respects  stone  masonry  construction 
shall  conform  to  the  requirements  for  brickwork. 


Ashlar  Facing! 
Section  8 : 

Terra  Cotta. 
Par.  1— 

A.  Terra  cotta  used  for  the  outside  facing  of  a  wadl 
shall  be  bonded  into  the  backing  or  substantially  an- 
chored to  it. 

B.  The  continuous  thickness  of  such  a  facing  of  terra 
cotta  shall  not  be  counted  as  a  part  of  the  required 
thickness  of  the  wall,  unless  every  piece  of  such  terra 
cotta  is  not  less  than  4''  thick,  and  every  alternating 
course  is  thick  enough  to  afford  a  bond  of  not  less  than 
4"  with  the  body  of  the  wall. 

C.  All  hollow  spaces  in  terra  cotta  within  the  build- 
ing line  of  the  wall  or  in  compression  shall  be  filled 
brickwork  or  concrete. 

D.  Projecting  courses  of  terra  cotta  shall  be  substan- 
tially anchored  into  the  wall. 

E.  Terra  cotta  carried  by  a  steel  frame  or  covering 
the  members  of  such  construction  shall  be  securely  an- 
chored to  the  adjoining  beams  or  other  parts  of  the 
structure. 

F.  Anchors  for  terra  cotta  in  masonry  walls  shall  be 
made  of  galvanized  iron  rods  not  less  in  section  than 
%"  diameter,  or  flats  not  less  than  3/16''  thick,  thor- 
oughly galvanized  after  being  made. 
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Ornamental  Terra  Cofta. 

Par.  2.  Oriiamcntnl  terra  cotta  shall  bo  homogen- 
eous and  hard  burned.  Outer  walls  shall  be  at  least 
IV2"  thick  and  division  walls  not  loss  than  1"  thick. 
Ample  provisions  shall  be  made  for  anchoring  and  fill- 
ing, and  the  inner  stresses  shall  not  exceed  the  safe 
limits  of  strength  and  stitiness  of  the  block. 

Stone. 
Par.  3— 

A.  Stone  used  for  facing  the  wall  of  a  building,  ordi- 
narily termed  ashlar,  shall  be  not  less  than  4''  thick. 

B.  If  the  ashlar  is  at  least  8"  thick  in  every  alternate 
course  and  bonded  into  the  wall,  it  may  be  counted  as 
part  of  the  required  thickness  of  the  wall.  Otherwise, 
ashlar  shall  not  be  counted  as  a  part  of  the  required 
thickness. 

C.  All  ashlar  shall  be  substantially  bonded  or  an- 
chored into  the  backing.  Ties  for  ashlar  shall  be  made 
of  galvanized  iron  rods  not  less  than  %"  diameter,  or 
flats  not  less  than  3/16"  thick,  thoroughly  galvanized. 

Hollow  Building  Tile. 
Section  9  : 

Tile  Walls. 

Par.  1.  Hollow  building  tile  conforming  to  the  speci- 
fied test  requirements,  may  be  used  for  exterior  and  in- 
terior bearing  walls,  non-lxiaring  walls  and  enclosure 
walls,  provided  that  no  foundation  walls  in  contact  with 
earth  shall  be  constructed  of  hollow  tile.  Hollow  tile 
shall  not  be  used  for  fire  walls. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  section  of  this  Code  and 
wherever  structural  wall  tile  is  referred  to  elsewhere 
therein,  the  term  hollow  building  tile  shall  apply  to  all 
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burned  clay  ware  units  of  hollow,  channel  or  interlock- 
ing sections  that  are  made  for  wall  courses  4''  or  more 
in  height,  including  those  forms  of  T  and  L  shaped 
units,  in  which  the  average  height  of  courses  is  4''  or 
more. 

All  tests  shall  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  con- 
tractor or  applicant  who  offers  the  material  for  approval. 

Quality  and  Manufacture — Wall  Tile. 

Par.  2— 

A.  All  hollow  tile  shall  have  shells  and  webs  so 
arranged  that  the  total  volume  of  the  cellular  hollow 
spaces  within  the  tile  does  not  exceed  55%  of  the  gross 
volume  of  the  tile  and  shall  be  uniform,  straight,  free 
from  objectionable  cracks,  and  be  manufactured  in  such 
a  manner  and  burned  to  such  a  degree  of  hardness  that 
it  will  pass  the  following  requirements: 

E.  Absorption:  Hollow  building  tile  shall  pass  the 
test  requirements  for  absorption  as  adopted  by  the 
American  Society  for  Testing  Materials. 

C.  Strength:  Hollow  building  tile  for  bearing  walls 
shall  develop  an  average  ultimate  crushing  strength  of 
not  less  than  700  lbs.  per  sq.  in.  of  gross  area  when 
tested  in  the  same  position  as  when  laid  in  the  wall, 
averages  being  taken  from  not  less  than  five  test  speci- 
mens. 

D.  Hollow  building  tile  for  non-bearing  walls,  and 
partitions  shall  be  sound,  uniform  in  shape  'and  free 
from  imperfections  which  would  impair  their  fire  re- 
sistive quality,  permanence  or  durability  for  the  pur- 
pose intended. 

C  onstruction — Laying. 
Par.  3— 

A.  All  tile  shall  be  so  laid  and  bedded  that  the  wall 
throughout  shall  be  thoroughly  bonded  with  masonry 
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bond.  All  tile  shall  be  thoroughly  bedded  in  mortar 
composed  bv  vohmie  of  one  part  Portland  cement  to 
not  more  than  three  parts  clean  sharp  sand,  to  which 
may  l:>e  added  lime  paste  or  hydrated  lime  not  exceed- 
ing 10%  by  volume  of  the  cement. 

B.  Joists  or  beams  shall  not  be  seated  directly  upon 
hollow  bnilding  tile  walls,  but  shall  l)e  supported  on 
at  least  two  courses  of  hard  burned  brick,  or  else  be  set 
upon  tile  slabs,  concrete  or  other  bearing  plates  that 
will  properly  distribute  the  load  over  the  required  bear- 
ing areas  of  tile. 

C.  Whenever  heavy  beams  or  girders  are  seated  upon 
hollow  tile  walls  or  where  other  concentrated  loads  occur, 
the  load  shall  be  so  distributed  by  means  of  bearing 
plates  of  steel,  or  by  brick  or  concrete,  or  other  solid 
masoniy  so  that  the  unit  stresses  allowed  in  Paragraph 
4  of  this  Section,  will  not  be  exceeded. 

D.  Whenever  a  change  in  the  thickness  of  a  wall  oc- 
curs, the  loads  on  bearing  shells  and  webs  which  do  not 
come  into  proper  bearing  shall  be  distributed  by  means 
of  tile,  brick  or  concrete  bearing  plates,  or  the  supporting 
course  be  solidly  filled  with  concrete,  or  other  equivalent 
construction  be  used. 

E.  Whenever  hollow  building  tile  walls  are  faced 
with  brick,  stone  or  other  masonry,  said  masonry  may 
be  counted  in  the  thickness  of  the  walls,  provided,  it 
shall  be  bonded  to  the  backing  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
form  an  integTal  part  of  the  bearing  wall  by  an  equiva- 
lent numl)er  of  full  or  secret  headers  to  that  required  for 
the  bonding  of  face  brick  to  common  brick  backing,  in 
courses  spaced  not  more  than  2-1"  apart  vertically,  or 
in  the  case  of  stone  ashlar  or  other  masonry  facing  by 
bond  stones  or  slabs  ^'quivalent  to  that  required  for  the 
bonding  of  ashlar  facing  to  brick  or  other  backing. 

F.  No  pier  built  of  hollow  tile  shall  have  a  height 
greater  than  10  times  the  least  dimension,  but  no  iso- 
lated load-bearing  piers  shall  Ix?  permitted. 
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G.  Whenever  arches  occur  in  hollow  tile  walls,  ample 
abutment  to  resist  the  thrust  shall  be  provided. 

Thickness  and  Height  Of  Bearing  Walls  and  Allowable 
Unit  Stresses. 

Par.  4.  The  minimum  thickness  of  all  bearing,  divi- 
sion, curtain  or  spandrel  enclosure  walls  of  hollow  tile 
may  be  the  same  as  provided  by  section  for  brick  walls, 
and  the  unit  stresses  on  hollow  tile  walls  shall  not  exceed 
one-tenth  of  the  average  crushing  strength  of  the  tile. 
The  maximum  allowable  stress  shall  not  exceed  120 
pounds  per  square  inch  of  gross  sectional  area  of  wall 
in  any  case. 

B.  E'o  hollow  tile  bearing  wall  shall  be  constructed 
over  35  feet  in  height,  and  no  such  wall  shall  in  any 
case  have  an  unsupported  height  of  more  than  18  times 
its  thickness,  or  a  length  of  more  than  60  times  its 
thickness,  unless  stiffened  by  cross  walls,  piers,  parti- 
tions or  buttresses. 


Thickness  and  Height  For  Non-Bearing  Walls. 

Par.  5.  The  maximum  allowable  height  for  non- 
bearing  enclosing,  curtain  or  spandrel  walls,  firmly  and 
solidly  supported  upon  a  full  bed  at  the  bottom  and  held 
firmly  at  the  top,  shall  be  as  follows: 

8''  tile,  not  over  18  feet  high; 
10''  tile,  not  over'  22  feet  high; 
12''  tile,  not  over  26  feet  high. 

Exterior  spandrel  walls  in  buildings  required  to  be 
fireproof,  shall  be  protected  with  not  less  than  4"  brick 
facing. 

Height  For  NonSearing  Partitions. 

Par.  6.  The  maximum  allowable  height  for  parti- 
tions, firmly  and  solidly  supported  upon  a  full  mortar 
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bed  at  the  bottom  and  held  firmly  at  the  top,  shall  be  as 
follows : 

3"  tile,  not  over  12  feet  hiali; 

4"  tile,  not  over  16  feet  hi^h ; 

6"  tile,  not  over  20  feet  high. 

Floor  and  Boo f  Arch  Construction  in  Combination  With 
Structural  Steel. 

Par.  7.  Flat  arch  construction  of  liollow  tile  be- 
tween steel  floor  or  roof  beams  shall  be  permitted  for 
spans  not  exceeding  8  feet.  Segmental  arch  construc- 
tion may  be  used  for  spans  up  to  12  feet  and  for  wider 
spans  where  the  arch  is  especially  designed  in  accord- 
ance with  accepted  engineering  principles,  at  unit 
working  stresses  not  greater  than  allowed  by  this  Code. 
The  supporting  beams  and  arch  floor  construction  shall 
be  tied  together  with  steel  tie  rods  at  least  %"  in  diam- 
eter, spaced  as  required  to  resist  the  thrust  of  arch  and 
not  to  exceed  8  times  the  depth  of  the  beam  between  tie 
rods  or  tie  rods  and  girder.  Tie  rods  shall  be  placed  as 
near  the  point  of  thrust  of  the  arch  as  practicable,  but 
shall  be  completely  encased  within  the  construction  to 
a  depth  of  at  least  2",  unless  the  tie  rods  are  otherwise 
encased  or  protected  with  fireproof  covering  below  the 
soflit  of  the  arch. 

Quality  and  Manufacture — Arch  Tile. 

Par.  8.  Tile  for  this  form  of  construction  shall  be 
sound,  hard,  uniformly  burned  and  shall  be  free  from 
defects  which  would  impair  the  structural  properties, 
permanence  or  fire  resistive  quality  of  the  construction, 
and  shall  have  an  average  ultimate  crushing  strength  of 
at  least  1200  lbs.  jxjr  sq.  in.  of  gross  sectional  area  when 
tested  in  alignment  with  the  direction  of  pressure.  The 
thickness  for  shells  of  hollow  tile  for  arch  construction 
shall  not  Ixi  less  than  %"  and  for  the  webs  not  less  than 
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Design — Tile  Arches. 
Par.  9— 

A.  Tile  arciies  shall  be  so  designed  that  they  will 
safely  sustain  the  superimposed  loads  by  increasing  so 
far  as  may  be  necessary  the  depth  and  the  thickness  of 
shells  and  webs  of  the  blocks. 

B.  When  such  construction  is  reinforced  by  wire 
fabric,  steel  rods  or  other  steel  shapes,  the  reinforcing 
shall  be  thoroughly  imbedded  in  Portland  cement  one 
part,  sand  two  parts  and  bonded  to  the  tile,  and  the 
strength  of  the  construction  shall  be  determined  by 
accepted  engineering  principles.  For  the  purposes  of 
this  section,  the  working  stresses,  in  pounds  per  square 
inch,  shall  be  taken  at  500  for  net  section  of  terra  cotta 
in  compression,  16,000  for  steel  in  tension  and  80  for 
bond  between  steel  and  mortar. 

Flat  Arches. 
Par.  10.  The  total  depth  of  flat  arch  construction 
shall  be  not  less  than  6"  and  all  the  arch  tile  shall  have 
at  least  two  cellular  spaces  in  the  depth  and  unless  rein- 
forced by  steel,  shall  have  a  depth  of  not  less  than 
1%''  pe^  foot  of  span  exclusive  of  that  portion  of  the 
depth  which  extends  below  the  bottom  of  flange  of  the 
supporting  beams.  All  arches  shall  be  set  on  properly 
designed  skewbacks  that  are  moulded  to  fit  and  protect 
the  various  beam  sections  and  securely  key  in  place  the 
bevelled  beam  soffit  covering  tile.  Keys  of  the  sizes  re- 
quired to  fit  the  different  spans  shall  be  provided,  all 
arches  to  be  keyed  up  in  the  middle  third  of  span,  and 
any  additional  wedging  up  required  to  be  done  with  tile 
slabs  or  slate.  End  construction  arches  shall  be  set  with 
the  tile  in  a  direct  line  between  beams  and  side  con- 
struction arches  shall  be  set  with  broken  joint. 

Segmental  Arches. 
Par.   11.     The  total  depth  of  tile  segmental  arches 
shall  be  not  less  than  6"  and  shall  have  not  less  than  two 
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cellular  spaces  in  the  depth  and  no  se^^ental  arch  shall 
have  a  rise  of  less  than  1"  per  foot  of  span. 

Skewbacks  shall  be  designed  to  receive  the  thrust  of 
arch  and  properly  transmit  same  to  the  flange  of  beam, 
the  point  at  which  thrust  is  supported  in  all  cases  to  be 
above  the  top  of  Ix^am  flange  supporting  the  arch.  Seg- 
mental ai'ches  shall  be  set  with  broken  joints  and  be 
securely  wedged  up  with  tile  or  slate. 

Mortar  and  Setting. 

Par.  12.  All  tile  arches  and  fireproofing  shall  be  set 
with  cement  mortar,  composed  by  volume  of  one  part 
Portland  cement  and  not  over  three  parts  clean  sharp 
sand.  Ilydrated  lime  may  be  added,,  not  to  exceed  10% 
of  the  volume  of  cement  used.  All  tile  to  be  bedded 
against  the  beams  or  other  steel  members  with  a  full 
bed  of  mortar  and  all  joints  be  slushed  full  and  struck 
flush  with  the  face  of  the  tile  covering. 

Concrete  and  Cinder  Block  Construction. 

Section  10 : 

Par.  1.  Concrete  or  cinder  block  may  be  used  for 
wall  construction,  within  the  limitations  herein  set 
forth,  provided  that  no  foundation  walls  in  contact  with 
earth  shall  be  built  of  hollow  block. 

Par.  2.  Concrete  and  cinder  block  shall  be  made 
of  Portland  cement  and  suitable  aggregate  and  shall 
comply  with,  the  requirements  of  this  Ordinance. 

Quality  and  Manufacture. 

Par.  3.  Portland  cement  shall  conform  to  standard 
specifications  of  the  American  Society  for  Testing  Ma- 
terials. All  aggregate  sliall  l>e  clean  and  free  from  dele- 
terious substances,  and  shall  consist  of  gravel,  crushed 
stone,   sand,   crushed   blast   furnace   slag,    steam  boiler 
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cinders  or  other  equivalent  material,  riiiitably  graded 
from  fine  to  coarse. 

Method  of  measuring,  quantities  and  of  curing  blocks 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings. 

Materials  for  concrete  or  cinder  block  shall  T^e  so 
proportioned  that  the  block  shall  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  compression  and  absorption  tests  hereinafter  spec- 
ified. 

Hydrated  lime  may  be  added  to  the  mixture  not  to 
exceed  10%  of  the  volume  of  the  cement  used. 

Tests. 
Par.  4— 

A.  Blocks  intended  for  use  in  bearing  walls  or  piers 
shall  be  subjected  to  the  compression  test,  and  all  blocks 
shall  be  subjected  to  the  absorption  test. 

B.  All  tests  shall  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  Con- 
tractor or  applicant  offering  the  material  for  approval. 

C.  For  these  tests  at  least  three  samples  shall  be 
selected  at  random  from  stock  or  from  blocks  delivered, 
by  a  representative  of  the  Building  Department.  The 
samples  shall  be  of  the  size  used  in  construction  and 
must  be  marked  for  identification.  In  case  of  failure  of 
the  first  three  specimens  to  meet  requirements,  three 
more  specimens  shall  be  taken  and  the  test  repeated. 
The  second  test  shall  be  final. 

D.  These  tests  shall  be  made  in  a  testing  laboratory 
of  recognized  standing,  in  accordance  with  standard 
methods  prescribed  by  American  Concrete  Institute. 

E.  The  ultimate  compressive  strength  of  concrete  or 
cinder  blocks  at  28  days  or  when  delivered  to  site  as 
determined  by  three  test  specimens  must  average  not 
less  than  750  pounds  per  sq.  inch  on  the  gross  cross 
sectional  area  of  the  block  as  designed  to  be  used  in 
walls  or  piers  and  must  not  fall  below  650  pounds  per 
square  inch  in  any  test. 
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F.  The  absorption  tost  \vill  Ix?  made  upon  the  speci- 
mens before  they  are  used  for  the  compression  test. 
The  absorption  of  three  test  samples  when  dried  to  a 
constant  weight  at  a  temjx»rature  between  225  and  250 
degrees  Falirenheit  and  placed  in  clean  water,  with  the 
top  surface  exposed  to  the  air  for  a  period  of  48  hours, 
shall  not  average  more  than  twelve  per  cent.  (12%)  by 
weight,  based  on  the  actual  solid  volume  of  the  block. 

Working  Stresses. 
Par.  5 — 

A.  The  maximum  allowable  working  stress  for  walls, 
piers  and  pilasters  of  hollow  concrete  or  cinder  block 
shall  not  exceed  1/10  of  the  average  crushing  strength 
of  -the  block.  The  maximum  allowable  working  stress 
for  said  walls,  piers  and  pilasters,  if  solid  block  is  used, 
shall  not  exceed  1/6  of  the  average  crushing  strength  of 
the  block.  The  maximum  allowable  stress  shall  not  ex- 
ceed 200  ll>s.  per  square  inch  in  any  case. 

B.  Where  the  height  of  piers  between  lateral  sup- 
ports exceeds  five  times  the  least  lateral  dimension,  the 
maximum  allowable  working  stress  shall  be  the  reduced 
unit  stress  obtained  by  the  use  of  the  formula :

where  b=  least  horizontal  dimension  of  pier  in  feet. 
L=height  of  pier  in  feet, 
f^allowable  unit  stress. 

Thickness  and  Height  of  Walls. 

l*ar.  6 — 

A.  The  minimum  thickness  of  walls  of  hollow  con- 
crete or  cinder  block  shall  be  the  same  as  provided  by 
this  Code  for  brick  walls. 
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B.  In  no  case,  however,  shall  the  total  height  of  any 
bearing  wall  of  concrete  or  cinder  block  in  any  building 
exceed  35  feet. 

C.  All  block  walls  must  be  placed  on  concrete,  stone, 
brick  or  other  solid  foundations.  No  concrete  or  cinder 
block  shall  be  used  in  contact  with  earth. 

Construction. 
Pal-.  7— 

A.  All  block  shall  be  laid  in  Portland  Cement  mor- 
tar, with  vertical  joints  broken  and  with  all  courses 
thoroughly  bonded.  Hydrated  lime  may  be  added,  not 
to  exceed  10%  of  the  volume  of  the  cement  used. 

B.  All  bearings  on  block  construction  shall  be  not 
less  than  four  inches.  The  load  shall  be  distributed  by 
means  of  metal  or  masonry  bearing  plates  of  sufficient 
thickness  to  distribute  the  imposed  load;  or  the  support- 
ing course  or  courses  filled  with  concerte ;  or  other  equiv- 
alent method  of  construction  may  be  used. 

C.  Wherever  a  change  occurs  in  the  thickness  of  walls 
or  piers  of  concrete  or  cinder  blocks,  unless  the  webs  and 
shells  are  properly  superimposed,  the  bearing  loads 
shall  be  distributed  upon  the  wall  below  by  means  of 
metal  or  masonry  bearing  plates,  or  the  supporting 
course  be  made  of  solid  block,  or  other  equivalent  method 
of  construction  may  be  used. 

D.  Where  concrete  or  cinder  block  is  used  as  facing 
or  backing  to  brick,  stone  or  other  masonry,  same  shall 
be  bonded  as  required  for  hollow  building  tile  in  Sec- 
tion 9  of  this  Code. 

Ide7dification. 

Par.  8.  All  building  blocks  shall  have  a  suitable 
identification  mark  clearly  moulded  in  each  and  every 
block. 
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Foundations. 
Section  1 1  : 

Protection  Of  Excavations. 

Par.  1.  Excavations  for  buildings  or  other  structures 
shall  be  protected  at  all  times  to  guard  against  accident 
or  loss  of  life  or  property. 

Shoring. 

Par.  '2.  The  adjoining  ground  shall  be  held  in  place 
and  prevented  from  caving  in  or  settling  during  the 
work  of  excavation  by  shoring,  sheath  piling  or  other 
means,  and  when  the  excavation  is  completed  the  sides 
shall  he  built  up  with  a  permanent  construction  suffi- 
cient to  fully  prevent  any  future  displacement  of  sur- 
rounding property. 

Pumping  Water. 

Par.  3.  Pumping  water  or  any  other  operation  dur- 
ing the  work  of  excavation,  when  dangerous  to  surround- 
ing property,  may  be  prohibited  by  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
ings. 

Underpinning  Of  Adjoining  Property. 

Par.  4— 

A.  If  a  new  or  projected  excavation  is  to  be  made 
and  there  is  a  building  adjoining,  the  foundation  and 
foimdation  walls  of  the  adjoining  building  shall  be  un- 
derpinned so  that  the  adjoining  building  shall  1x3  as  safe 
as  it  was  before  the  excavation  was  commenced.  The 
entire  cost  of  underpinning  of  adjoining  property  shall 
be  borne  by  the  person  or  persons  causing  the  excavation 
to  be  made  and  the  work  shall  be  executed  on  their  re- 
sponsibility, unless  the  owner  of  the  adjoining  building 
refuses  to  give  the  person  or  persons  causing  the  excava- 
tion to  be  made  written  permission  to  enter  the  prem- 
ises of  the  building  for  that  purpose. 
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Notice  To  Adjoining  Owner. 
Par.  5.  The  owner  or  builder  of  any  structure  where 
work  of  building^  alterations  or  repairs  are  to  be  made 
that  wil]  affect,  come  in  contact  with  or  require  under- 
pinning of  walls  of  adjoining  property,  must  give  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  adjoining  property  written  notice 
of  the  proposed  work ;  said  notice  shall  specify  the  nature 
of  the  work  to  be  done  and  the  depth,  if  any,  of  all 
foundations  for  said  work. 

When  Permission  Is  Refused. 
Par.  6.  If  the  owner  of  the  adjoining  building  re- 
fuses to  give  the  person  or  persons  making  the  excava- 
tion a  written  permission  to  enter  the  premises  of  the 
building,  the  protection  of  the  building  and  the  repair- 
ing, underpinning  and  rebuilding  of  its  foundations  and 
foundation  walls  shall  be  done  by  the  owner,  and  at 
the  expense,  and  he  shall  be  solely  responsible  therefor. 

Permits  For  Underpinning. 
Par.  7.  In  any  case  the  repairing,  underpinning  or 
rebuilding  of  any  foundation  or  foundation  wall  of 
such  an  adjoining  building  shall  be  done  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Code  for  new  buildings,  and 
permits  shall  be  obtained  from  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
ings in  the  same  way  as  for  new  buildings,  and  the  work 
shall  be  executed  to  his  satisfaction. 

Party  Walls, 
Par.    8.     The  responsibilities   and  duties'  of  owners 
of  adjoining   property,   with   reference  to  party  walls, 
shall  be  the  same  as  set  forth  in  paragraphs  4  to  10, 
inclusive,  of  this  section. 


Protection  To  Be  Satisfactory  To  Bureau  Of- 
Buildings. 
Par.  9.     If  an  adjoining  building  with  or  without  a 
party  wall  is  not  protected  from  settlement  or  injury,  or 
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the  ivpairiiiii',  iiiulerpiiininfi:  or  rebuilding  of  its  founda- 
tion shall  not  be  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Bureau 
of  Buildings  by  the  person  or  persons  responsible  there- 
for under  the  provisions  of  this  Code,  the  Bureau  of 
Buildings  may  in  his  judgment  proceed  as  provided 
for  in  Section  3  of  this  Code  in  case  of  dangerous  build- 
ings. 

Footings. 
Par.   10.     Footings  may  \xi  made  of  stone,  grillage, 
concrete,  reinforced  concrete,  bricks  or  piles  of  wood 
or  concrete.     No  wood  piles  shall  be  used  alx)ve  water 
Jine  except  for  frame  structures. 

Excavations  For  Footings. 
Par.  11.  If  on  soil,  the  bearing  shall  not  be  on  dis- 
turned  material,  the  excavation  shall  not  be  less  than  3 
feet  below  the  surface,  and  the  footing  shall  not  be  on 
filled  ground,  unless  it  is  well-settled  earth  and  is  ap- 
proved by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings.  Where  footings 
are  carried  down  to  different  elevations,  the  line  con- 
necting the  bottom  outside  edges  at  their  closest  point 
shall  not  exceed  the  angle  of  repose  of  the  soil  and  shall 
not  exceed  45°  in  any  case. 

Roch  Footings. 
Par.  12.      If  on  rock  the  surface  of  the  rock  shall  be 
level,  and  all  loose  rock  shall  be  removed. 

Centre  Of  Gravity  Of  Footings. 
Par.  13.  In  every  case  the  center  of  gravity  of  the 
footing  shall  closely  coincide  with  tlie  center  of  gravity 
line  of  the  load  or  loads,  except  in  party  line  footings. 
in  which  case  proper  provisions  for  eccentric  loading 
shall  be  made. 

Stone  For  Footings. 
Par.    14.     Stone  used  in  footings  shall   l)e  of  large 
size  and  of  parallel  or  nearly  parallel  faces.     They  shall 
be  laid  in  cement  mortar. 
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Grillage  Beams. 

Par.  15.  Grillage  beams  shall  be  set  over  an  under- 
lying course  of  concrete  not  less  than  12  inches  thick. 
They  shall  also  be  completely  embedded  in  concrete,  the 
spaces  between  the  beams  shall  be  grouted  and  the  metal 
shall  be  covered  at  all  points  not  less  than  2  inches.  The 
beams  shall  be  placed  to  properly  distribute  the  loads 
and  shall  be  accurately  spaced  with  steel,  cast  iron  or 
pipe  separators  and  bolts. 

Concrete  Footings. 

Par.  16.  Concrete  and  reinforced  concrete  footings- 
shall  be  put  in  place  inside  of  plank  forms  with  exact 
dimensions  and  in  correct  position. 

Caisson  Foundations. 

Par.  17.  If  caisson  foundations  are  carried  to  rock 
or  hard  pan,  the  rock  or  hard  pan  must  be  cut  or  broken 
to  a  benched  or  roughened  surface  before  the  working 
chamber  is  filled.  The  excavation  shall  be  carried  into 
the  rock  or  haxd  pan  not  less  than  12  inches  at  the  lowest 
point  of  the  hard  pan  surface. 

Extensions  Of  Footings. 

Par.  18.  If  caissons  are  carried  to  a  hard  pan  or 
shale  support,  or  to  a  support  on  any  other  equally  sus- 
taining stratum,  the  bottom  of  the  footing  may  he  ex- 
tended outwardly  below  the  working  chamber,  provided 
such  extension  does  not  exceed  an  angle  of  sixty  degrees 
from  the  horizontal  plane. 

Working  Chamber  To  Be  Filled. 

Par.  19.  The  working  chamber  shall  be  completely 
filled  with  concrete. 
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Concrete  Shaft  Above  Chamber. 

Par.  20.  The  concrete  shaft  above  the  workiii<!^  cham- 
ber may  be  constnicted  at  different  times,  but  the  in- 
completed sui-faee  of  the  shaft  shall  be  kept  clean,  or  it 
shall  be  washed  perfectly  clean  when  a  new  course  of 
concrete  is  added. 


Centre  Of  Gravity  Of  Shaft. 

Par.  21.  The  center  of  gi-avity  of  the  concrete  shaft 
shall  coincide  with  the  center  of  gravity  line  of  the  loads, 
and  the  shaft  shall  be  plumb.  If  the  centers  of  gravity 
do  not  coincide,  the  fact  shall  be  reported  to  the  Bureau 
of  Buildings  and  he  shall  determine  what  percentage 
of  its  propoesd  load  may  be  allowed  or  what  changes 
shall  othenvise  be  made  in  the  foundation  plan. 

Spread  Brick  Masonry  Footings. 

Par.  22.  Spread  brick  masonry  may  be  used  on  a 
footing  of  concrete  or  stone.  The  offsets  shall  not  ex- 
ceed 2  inches.  Stepping  shall  he  required  wherever  the 
footing  projects  more  than  0  inches  from  the  face  of  the 
wall. 

Combination  Footings. 

Par.  23.  Combination  footings  may  be  constructed 
with  inverted  arches  of  brick  or  stone  masonry  or  of 
concrete,  connecting  piers  or  walls.  In  such  construc- 
tion the  piers  or  walls  and  the  inverted  arches  connect- 
ing them  shall  be  constructed  on  a  bottom  footing  course 
of  concrete  or  stone,  and  the  piers  and  walls  shall  be 
connected  by  wrought  iron  or  steel  rods  with  suitable 
bearing  plates  or  anchors  to  take  up  the  thrust  of  the 
arch.  The  rods  must  be  imbedded  their  full  length  in 
concrete,  so  that  the  metal  shall  be  covered  on  all  sides 
bv  not  less  than  4  inches. 
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Foundation  Walls. 
Section  12 : 

Par.  1— 

A.  Materials :  Foundation  walls  shall  be  built  of  brick 
or  stone  masonry,  concrete  or  steel  protected  by  masonry 
or  concrete.  All  masonry  foundation  walls  shall  be  laid 
in  cement  mortar. 

B.  Thichness:  If  built  of  rubble  stone,  foundation 
walls  shall  be  not  less  than  16''  in  any  case.  If  built 
of  brick,  concrete  or  (where  permitted)  hollow  building 
blocks,  they  shall  be  not  less  than  12''  thick  for  brick 
or  hollow  blocks  nor  less  than  10"  for  concrete  in  any 
case.  For  each  additional  10  feet,  or  part  thereof,  below 
the  depth  of  12  feet  below  the  curb  level,  the  thickness 
shall  be  increased  not  less  than  four  inches.  The  thick- 
ness of  masonry  walls  shall  in  all  cases  be  sufficient  to 
keep  the  working  stresses  within  the  limits  prescribed 
by  the  Engineering  Section  of  this  Code. 

C.  Stepped  Footing :  When  brickwork  in  foundation 
walls  is  stepped  up  from  the  footing,  the  offsets  shall 
not  exceed  2  inches. 

Cellars,  Vaults,  Sidewalks,  Steps  and  Akeas. 

Section  13 : 

Concrete  Floors  For  Cellars. 

Par.  1.  The  flooring  of  the  cellar  or  lowest  story  of 
every  building  erected  after  the  date  from  which  this 
Code  becomes  effective,  shall  have  a  concrete  base  not 
less  than  3  inches  thick. 

Requirements  For  Wood  Floors. 

Par.  2.  Wood  floors  may  be  laid  in  such  cellars  or 
lowest  stories,  but  in  such  cases  tlie  wood  sleepers  shall 
be  placed  on  top  of  the  concrete  base.     The  space  be- 
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tweeii  sleepers  at  walls  for  a  distance  of  at  least  one 
foot  out  from  the  wall  shall  be  tilled  with  cinder  con- 
crete. 

Outside  Cellar  Entrances. 

Par.  3.  Outside  entrances  to  cellars  having  steps 
leading*  down,  shall  be  covered  or  shall  be  enclosed  with 
a  substantial  railing  not  less  than  3  feet  high. 

Outside  Areaivays. 

Par.  4.  AreaAvays  outside  of  buildings  shall  be  en- 
closed by  a  substantial  railing  not  less  than  3  feet  high 
or  a  gTating  flush  with  grade. 

Surrounding  Construction  Of  Areaways. 

Par.  5.  The  entire  sun-ounding  construction  of  such 
areaways  shall  be  of  iron,  masonry,  or  other  incombust- 
ible material. 

Plats  To  Be  Filed  For  Vaults  Or  Cisterns. 

Par.  6.  A  plat  of  every  proposed  vault,  cistern  or 
other  open  space  under  a  sidewalk,  street  or  alley,  show- 
ing its  location  with  respect  to  the  adjoining  street  or 
lot  lines  shall  be  filed  with  the  application  for  the  per- 
mit for  its  construction. 

Time  Alloived  For  Completion  Of  Vaults  Or  Cisterns. 

Par.  7.  All  vaults  or  cisterns  or  other  excavations 
under  sidewalks,  streets  or  alleys  shall  be  completed 
and  closed  and  roofed  in  within  three  weeks  after  their 
construction  is  commenced,  unless  an  extension  of  time 
has  been  obtained  from  the  Bureau  of  Buildings, 
which  he  may  give  whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary 
or  expedient.  The  owner  and  builder  shall  each  be  lia- 
ble to  a  penalty  for  each  and  every  day  that  the  excava- 
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tion  shall  be  incompleted  and  uncovered  in  vioaltion  of 
this  provision,  as  provided  in  general  for  violations  of 
this  Code. 

Retaining  Walls  For  Vaults  Or  Cisterns. 

Par.  8.  Whenever  vaults,  cisterns  or  other  excava- 
tions are  made  under  sidev^alks,  streets  or  alleys,  the 
surrounding  grounds,  gutters,  curbs  and  pavements  shall 
be  supported  and  protected  from  settlement  by  retain- 
ing w^alls  of  masonry  or  other  suitable  construction,  and 
the  ends  of  vaults  under  sidewalks  shall  be  completely 
closed  by  cross  walls  which  shall  fully  protect  the  ad- 
joining property.  The  walls  and  roofs  of  all  such  vaults 
or  other  excavations  under  sidewalks,  streets  or  alleys 
shall  be  made  of  masonry  or  other  incumbustible  mate- 
rial of  suitable  constriiction. 

Limits  For  Retaining  Walls. 
Par.  9.     The  retaining  wall  enclosing  a  vault  under 
a  sidewall^  shall  not  project  beyond  the  outer  line  of 
the  gutter. 

Openings  For  Vaults  Or  Cisterns. 
Par.  10.  Openings  in  vaults,  cisterns  or  other  open 
spaces  under  sidewalks,  streets  or  alleys  for  the  admis- 
sion of  coal  or  light,  or  for  other  purposes,  shall  be  cov- 
ered with  glass  set  in  iron  frames  or  in  concrete  with 
iron  covers  having  a  rough  surface,  or  approved  grating. 

Location  Of  Openings. 
Par.  11.     When  any  such  opening  is  made  in  a  side- 
walk it  shall  be  placed  as  near  the  curb  as  practicable. 

Coverings  For   Vaults  Or  Cisterns. 
Par.   12.     All  vaults  under  sidewalks  shall  be  cov- 
ered with  incombustible  materials  of  sufficient  strength 
to  accord  with  the  requirements  of  this  Code. 
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Finish  Of  Top  Of  Vaults  Or  Cisterns. 

Par.  13.  The  finish  on  top  to  he  constructed  of  such 
materials  and  have  such  gi-ade  as  are  prescribed  by  City 
Ordinances. 

Covers  For  Openings. 

Pai*.  14.  All  covers  for  openings  in  sidewalks  shall 
be  flush  with  the  pavement  and  securely  fastened  and 
guarded  when  open. 

Cornices. 
Section  14: 

Par.  1  — 

A.  Cornices  within  the  fire  limits  shall  be  made  of 
stone,  brick,  terra  cotta,  concrete  or  metal,  or  combina- 
tions of  such  materials. 

B.  Cornices  made  of  terra  cotta  or  other  incombust- 
ible material  in  comparatively  small  pieces  shall  be  sup- 
ported and  securely  anchored  to  a  structural  framework 
of  steel.  Such  a  framework  of  steel  shall  be  an  integral 
part  of  the  structure  of  the  building,  or  it  shall  be  par- 
tially imbedded  and  anchored  to  the  wall  in  such  a  way 
that  the  center  of  gravity  of  the  cornice  and  of  that  part 
of  the  wall  immediately  adjoining  the  cornice,  the  two 
taken  together,  shall  fall  within  the  face  of  the  wall 
not  less  than  4". 

C.  Sheet  metal  cornices  shall  be  supported  on  steel 
lookouts  and  the  tops  of  the  lookouts  shall  be  solidly 
sheathed.  The  lookouts  shall  be  of  sufficient  strength 
to  carry  the  dead  load  and  a  live  load  of  75  pounds  per 
square  foot. 

1).  Large  pieces  of  stone  or  other  material  used  in 
cornice  construction  shall  balance  in  the  wall,  or  the 
cornice  may  be  supported  by  properly  designed  anchors 
to  resist  overturning. 
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E.  Projecting  courses  of  concrete  used  in  cornice  con- 
struction shall  be  reinforced. 

F.  If  tlie  cornice  extends  above  the  roof  line,  the  full 
thickness  of  the  parapet  wall  shall  extend  to  the  top 
of  the  cornice. 

G.  ISTew  cornices  constructed  on  old  buildings  in  place 
of  wooden  cornices,  removed  or  otherwise,  shall  be  made 
to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  section.  If  a 
wooden  cornice  on  an  old  building  shall  be  not  more 
than  50%  destroyed,  it  may  be  rebuilt  with  wood  as 
before. 

H.  The  top  of  all  masonry  cornices  shall  be  com- 
pletely covered  with  copper  or  other  approved  non-cor- 
rosive metal  covering  which  shall  extend  from  the  wall 
to  within  2  inches  of  the  front  edge  of  the  cornice  ledge, 
and  shall  be  flashed  into  the  wall. 

I.  I^othing  in  this  Section  shall  be  construed  to  pro- 
hibit the  use  of  wood  cornices  and  wood  lookouts  on  de- 
tached building's  erected  outside  of  the  fire  limits. 

Steuctures  On  Roofs. 
Section  15 : 

Bulkheads,  Roof  Houses  and  Pent  Houses. 

Par.  1.  Bulkheads,  tank-houses,  elevator  enclosures 
and  roof  houses  covering  machinery  or  other  appliances 
required  for  the  proper  operation  of  a  building  may  be 
constructed  on  roofs  of  buildings  projecting  above  the 
limit  for  the  heights  of  buildings  as  fixed  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Code,  provided,  such  bulkheads,  tank- 
houses,  elevator  enclosures  and  roof  houses  are  not  used 
for  business  purposes  or  storage,  and  their  construction 
shall  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  Code. 

Exits  Through  Roof. 
Par.  2.     All  exits  to  roof  through  roof  houses,  bulk- 
heads and  scuttles  shall  open  outwardly. 
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Metal  Covering. 

Par.  3.  All  frame  pent  houses,  bulkheads  or  scuttles 
shall  be  covered  with  metal.  All  doors  and  door  frames 
in  such  structures  shall  be  made  of  metal  or  of  wood 
covered  with  metal. 

Metal  Leaders  For  Water  Conductors. 

Par.  4.  Metal  gutters  and  leaders  shall  be  provided 
to  conduct  the  water  from  the  roof  where  necessary  to 
per  vent  injury-  to  the  construction  of  the  buildings, 
walls,  foundations  or  adjoining  property. 

Tanks. 

Par.  5.  All  tanks  carried  on  floors  or  roofs  of  build- 
ings shall  be.  supported  by  beams,  girders  or  trusses  on 
walls,  and  except  in  those  of  steel  frame  construction 
such  supports  shall  be  carried  on  bearing  walls  or  piers 
or  on  columns,  or  by  some  other  structural  methods.  In 
all  cases  the  supports  for  such  tanks  shall  have  ample 
strength. 

Tank  Discharge  Pipes. 

Par.  6.  All  such  tanks  shall  be  provided  with  a  dis- 
charge pipe  connected  to  the  tank  at  or  near  the  bottom, 
and  so  arranged  that  the  contents  can  be  easily  dis- 
charged in  case  of  necessity. 

Tank  Covers. 

Par.  7.  Wood  covers  for  roof  tanks  shall  be  covered 
with  metal. 


Section  16: 


Chimneys. 

Materials 


Par.  1.     (,'himneys  in  all  buildings  shall  be  made  of 
brick,  stone  or  concrete.    All  chimneys  built  of  concrete, 
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reinforced  concrete  or  stone  shall  have  flue  lining  of 
cast  iron  pipe  fire  brick  or  terra  cotta. 


Construction. 
Par.  2— 

A.  Chimneys  shall  have  walls  not  less  than  4%  inches 
thick,  and,  if  less  than  8  inches  thick  shall  be  lined 
on  the  inside  with  cast  iron  pipe  or  terra  cotta 
flue  lining,  or  other  approved  materials,  set  smooth 
on  the  inside  from  the  bottom  of  the  flue  con- 
tinuously to  the  top  of  the  chimney.  Such  lining 
shall  be  built  in  place  as  the  flues  are  constructed  and 
the  ends  shall  be  made  to  fit  together  closely.  The 
joint  or  space  between  the  lining  and  the  wall  shall  be 
made  perfectly  solid  with  cement  mortar.  Where  two 
or  more  such  flues  are  contained  in  the  same  chimney, 
the  walls  between  the  several  flues  shall  be  not  less  than 
two  thicknesses  of  the  tile  lining  with  joints  broken,  ex- 
cept that  at  least  every  third  partition  shall  be  not  less 
than  4''  thick  of  brick  or  its  equivalent  and  bonded  into 
the  walls.  The  flues  shall  not  be  less  than  Y''  x  7"  in- 
side. 

B.  In  fireproof  buildings  no  beams,  girders  or  col- 
umns shall  encroach  upon  the  minimum  required  thick- 
ness of  chimney  walls,  or  be  considered  as  forming  a 
part  of  such  walls. 

C.  All  imlined  flues  shall  be  neatly  and  carefully  con- 
structed, and  the  joints  inside  must  be  struck  smooth. 


Fire-Brich  Lining  For  Excessive  Heat. 

Par.  3.  Chimneys  subject  to  excessive  heat  sihall  be 
lined  with  fire-brick  for  not  less  than  25  feet  in  height, 
measured  from  the  bottom  of  the  smoke  connection 
where  same  enters  the  chimney. 
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Thickjiess  Of  Walls. 
Par.  4.     The  tliickuess  of  all  chimney  walls  shall  be 
sufficient  tx)  meet  all  requirements  of  temperature,  direct 
loading  and  wind  pressure. 

Height  Above  Roofs. 
Par.  5.     Chimneys  shall  be  constructed  not  less  than 
4  feet  above  flat  roofs,  and  not  less  than  2  feet  above 
the  peak  of  a  pitched  roof. 

Foundry  Chimneys. 
Par.  6.  Chimneys  connecting  to  iron  cupolas  in 
foundaries  and  other  chimneys  of  which  a  similar  serv- 
ice is  required  shall  extend  not  less  than  10  feet  above 
the  highest  point  of  any  roof  within  a  radius  of  50 
feet.  Such  chimneys  shall  also  be  covered  on  top  with 
a  heavy  wire  netting. 

Chimney  Toppings. 
Par.  7.  All  walls  of  chimneys  shall  be  finished  on 
top  with  single  blocks  of  stone,  terra  cotta  or  concrete, 
or  with  cast  iron  plates,  except,  however,  the  tops  of 
chimneys  in  dwellings  and  stables  not  more  than  three 
stories  in  height  may  be  topped  out  with  not  less  than 
six  courses  of  brick  masonry  carefully  bonded  together 
and  laid  in  cement  mortar. 

Pargeting  Mortar  Prohibited. 
Par.  8.     Pargeting  mortar  shall  not  be  used  on  the 
inside  of  any  chimney. 

Wood  Supports  Prohibited. 
Par.  9.     No  chimney  shall  be  supported  by  wood. 

Size  Of  Supporting  Piers. 
Par.   10.     Piers  carrying  chinmeys  shall  be  as  large 
on  all  sides  as  the  chimney  from  the  foundation  of  the 
pier  to  the  bottom  of  the  chimney. 
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Overhang  To  Be  Supported. 

Par.  11.  If  the  size  of  a  chimney  is  increased  above 
its  footing,  the  overhanging  part  shall  be  substantially 
supported  by  beams,  struts  or  arches  made  of  cast  iron, 
steel  or  masonry. 

Corbelled  Supports. 

Par.  12.  A  chimney  may  be  partially  supported  by 
a  corbelled  shelf  from  the  side  of  a  v^all;  but  the  corbell- 
ing shall  be  twice  as  high  as  the  projection,  the  latter 
not  to  exceed  8". 

Par.  13.  On  the  protest  of  any  individual,  and  with 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  the  Bureau  of  Buildings 
may  require  a  chimney,  smoke  stack  or  smoke  flue  of 
any  kind  lengthened  or  otherwise  altered  to  prevent  its 
being  a  nuisance  to  surrounding  property,  and  every 
owner  or  person  having  charge  of  such  chimney,  smoke 
stack  or  smoke  flue  shall  make  the  alterations  thereby 
required  in  30  days  or  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
not  less  than  $20.00  and  $10.00  additional  for  each  and 
every  day  thereafter  that  such  alterations  are  not  made, 
except  in  his  judgment,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Buildings  may  lengthen  the  period  of  30  days  if  the 
conditions  or  circumstances  are  such  that  the  alterations 
cannot  be  readily  made  in  that  time. 

Stairs,  Halls  and  Entrances. 

Section  17: 

Application  Of  Regulations  For  Stairs. 

Par.  1.  All  required  stairways  or  parts  thereof  here- 
after erected,  altered  or  relocated,  and  all  stairways  or 
parts  thereof  hereafter  required,  if  more  than  fifty  (50) 
per  cent,  of  their  original  construction  is  destroyed  from 
any  cause,  shall  be  defined,  measured  and  regulated  as 
hereinafter  provided. 
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None  of  the  requirements  of  this  section  shall  apply 
to  Special  Stairways  which  may  be  introduced  in  addi- 
tion to  the  required  stairways. 

•  Treads  and  Risers. 

Par.  2— 

A.  In  buildings  classified  under  Tables  I  and  II,  the 
use  of  winders  is  prohibited,  except  for  stairs  of  an 
ornamental  character  having  a  width  of  not  less  than 
four  feet  six  inches.  In  other  buildings  winders  may  be 
permitted  where  necessary,  but  in  all  such  cases  the 
treads  of  winders,  measured  eighteen  (18)  inches  from 
the  handrail,  shall  not  be  less  than  nine  (9)  inches  wide, 
exclusive  of  nosings. 

B.  The  width  of  all  the  treads  and  the  height  of  all 
the  risers  of  a  run  shall  be  uniform. 

C.  There  shall  not  be  more  than  twenty  (20)  nor  less 
than  three  (3)  risers  in  any  rim  of  stairs. 

D.  Stairways  shall  not  have  risers  more  than  seven 
and  three-quarters  (T%)  inches  high  or  treads  less  than 
nine  and  one-half  (9%)  inches  wide,  exclusive  of  nos- 
ings. 

Stair  Landings. 
Par.  3— 

A.  At  the  top  and  bottom  of  every  run  of  stairs  there 
shall  be  a  proper  landing  space. 

B.  All  landings  of  ever^^  kind  shall  be  level  in  every 
part. 

C.  All  floor  landing  spaces  shall  be  at  the  same  level 
as  the  floors  of  the  building  which  they  serve. 

D.  Every  landing  shall  have  a  length  of  not  less  than 
three  (3)  feet  six  (6)  inches  and  a  width  of  not  less 
than  that  of  the  widest  run  connected  thereto. 
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E.  The  length  of  the  floor  landing  at  the  exit  level 
of  any  stair  or  stairway  shall  not  be  less  than  four  (4) 
feet. 

Stairways  To  Be  Continuous. 

Par.  4.  Every  required  stairway  must  be  continu- 
ous from  floor  to  floor,  from  the  topmost  story  where 
it  is  required  to  the  main  ground  floor,  yard  or  street 
level,  or  its  equivalent  must  be  provided  in  other  stair- 
ways, and  where  such  equivalent  provision  involves  a 
change  in  location,  the  line  of  travel  from  stairway  to 
stairway  shall  be  of  such  that  the  stairs  are  easily  acces- 
sible each  to  the  other. 

Horizontal  Exits. 

Par.  5.  Where  two  floor  areas,  whether  in  the  same 
building  or  not,  are  connected  by  means  of  a  fireproof 
vestibule,  or  by  an  open-air  balcony,  or  by  a  fireproof 
bridge,  or  through  a  fire  wall,  and  where  such  connec- 
tions are  protected  by  fireproof  doors,  they  are  to  be 
considered  as  horizontal  exits,  and,  where  located  as 
far  as  practicable  from  the  stairways,  and  kept  unlocked 
and  unobstructed  during  occupancy  of  either  adjoining 
space,  such  horizontal  exits  shall  be  considered  as  equiv- 
alent to  a  stairway,  provided  always  that  there  shall  be 
at  least  one  stairway  on  each  side  of  the  connection. 

Classification  Of  Buildings. 

Par.  6.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  buildings 
shall  be  classified  according  to  occupancy  and  use  as 
follows : 

Table  I.  In  Table  I  shall  be  included  every  building 
used  as  a  public  building,  place  of  public  assembly  or 
resort,  church  or  place  of  worship,  every  building  hav- 
ing a  parish  hall,  lodge  hall,  dance  hall,  banquet  hall, 
assembly  hall,  skating  rink,  hall  used  for  expositions  and 
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exhibitions  or  lur  iii^triu-tion,  including  schools  or  col- 
leges, and  every  building  used  as  a  department  store; 
also  every  building  used  for  theatrical,  moving  pictures, 
vaudeville  and  similar  purposes  where  the  seating  capac- 
ity does  not  exceed  three  hundred  persons.  This  Table 
shall  also  include  factories  or  workshops,  used  for  the 
manufacture,  fabrication,  treatment  or  conversion  of 
merchandise,  \vith  the  exceptions  as  noted  in  the  Table. 

Table  TI.  In  Table  II  shall  be  included  every  build- 
ing where  sleeping  accommodations  are  pro\dded  for 
twenty  or  more  pei*sons,  used  as  a  hotel  or  lodging  house 
for  transients,  club,  hospital  or  asylum,  jail,  house  of 
detention,  or  home  for  the  aged,  crippled  or  infirm. 

Table  III.  In  Table  III  shall  be  included  every 
building  used  as  a  store  (other  than  department  stores) 
for  the  sale  of  merchandise,  food  or  general  supplies, 
with  the  following  exceptions  : 

A.  Buildings  used  generally  for  office  purposes,  but 
having  stores  or  salesrooms  on  the  ground  floor,  may  be 
classified  under  Table  IV. 

B.  Buildings  used  for  the  sale  of  merchandise  exclu- 
sively at  wholesale,  and  not  accessible  to  the  general  pub- 
lic, may  be  classified  under  Table  V. 

Note:  Stables  and  public  gaTages  are  included  under 
Table  III. 

Table  IV.  In  Tabel  IV  shall  be  included  every 
building  used  as  an  office  building. 

Table  V.  In  Table  V  shall  be  included  eveiy  build- 
ing used  as  a  storage  warehouse,  cold  storage  plant, 
supply  depot,  or  for  other  storage  of  merchandise,  gen- 
eral or  food  supplies. 

Number  Of  Stairs  Required. 

Par.  7.  The  minimum  numl^er  of  stairs  required  for 
any  buildinir  shall  Ix?  determined  by  the  following 
tables,  the  areas  given  being  areas  per  floor: 
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Table  I.  Public  Buildings,  Schools,  Assembly  Halls, 
Department  Stores  and  similar  structures,  and  Factories 
or  Workshops. 

Non-Fireproof  Construction : 

Up  to    3,000  sq.  ft. — One  stair. 

Up  to    9,000  sq.  ft.— Two  stairs, 

Up  to  15,000  sq.  ft. — Three  stairs. 

Up  to  24,000  sq.  ft. — Four  stairs, 
with  one  additional  stair  for  every  9,000  sq.  ft.  in  excess 
of  24,000  sq.  ft. 

Exceptions  for  Certain  Factories : 
The  requirements  given  above  for  factories  and  work- 
shops are  for  those  in  which  one  person  is  employed  for 
each  100  sq.  ft.  or  less  of  floor  area.  Where  the  num- 
ber of  such  employees  is  less,  in  proportion  to  floor  area, 
the  number  of  required  stairways  may  be  reduced  as 
follows : 

A.  Where  one  person  is  employed  for  each  100  to  200 
sq.  ft.  of  floor  area,  use  Table  ISTo.  IT. 

B.  Where  one  person  is  employed  for  each  200  to  300 
sq.  ft.  of  floor  area,  use  Table  No.  III. 

C.  Where  one  person  is  employed  for  each  300  to  400 
sq.  ft.  of  floor  area,  use  Table  No.  IV. 

D.  Where  one  person  is  employed  for  each  400  sq.  ft. 
or  more  of  floor  area,  use  Table  No.  V. 

Fireproof  Construction : 
For   fireproof   construction,    the    areas   in   the   above 
Table  may  be  increased  by  50%  without  additional  re- 
quired stairways. 

Table  IT.  Hotels,  Hospitals,  Asylums  and  similar 
structures. 

Non-Fireproof  Construction : 
Up  to    4,000  sq.  ft. — One  stair. 
Up  to  12,000  sq.  ft.— Two  stairs, 
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Up  to  20,000  s(].  ft.— Three  stairs, 

Up  to  32,000  sq.  ft. — Four  stairs, 
with  one  additional  stair  for  every   12,000  sq.   ft.   in 
excess  of  32,000  sq.  ft. 

Fireproof  Construction : 
For   fireproof   construction,   the   areas   in   the   above 
Table  may  be  increased  by  50%  -without  additional  re- 
quired stairways. 

Table   TIL     Mercantile   Buildings    (other  than   De- 
partment Stores),  Stores  and  similar  structures: 

Non-Fireproof  Construction : 

Up  to     5,000  sq.  ft. — One  stair. 

Up  to  15,000  sq.  ft.— Two  stairs, 

Up  to  25,000  sq.  ft. — Three  stairs, 

Up  to  40,000  sq.  ft. — Four  stairs, 
with  one  additional  stair  f(3r  every  15,000  sq.  ft.  in  ex- 
cess of  40,000  sq.  ft. 

Fireproof  C onstruction : 
For   fireproof   construction,   the   areas   in   the   above 
Table  may  be  increased  by  50%  without  additional  re- 
quired stairways. 

Table  IV.     Office  Buildings  and  similar  structures. 
N on- fireproof  Construction  : 

Up  to     6,000  sq.  ft.— One  stair, 
Up  to  18,000  sq.  ft. — Two  stairs. 
Up  to  30,000  sq.  ft. — Three  stairs. 
Up  to  48,000  sq.  ft.— Four  stairs, 
with  one  additional  stair  for  every  18,000  sq.  ft.  in  ex- 
cess of  48,000  sq.  ft. 

Fireproof  Construction : 
For   fireproof   construction,    the   areas   in   the   above 
Table  may  be  increased  by  50%  without  additional  re- 
quired stairways. 

Table  V.     Storage  Warehouses,  Cold  Storage  Build- 
ings and  similar  structures. 
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Non-Fireproof  Construction: 
Up  to     8,000  sq.  ft— One  stair, 
Up  to  24,000  sq.  ft.— Two  stairs, 
Up  to  40,000  sq.  ft.— Three  stairs, 
Up  to  64,000  sq.  ft. — Four  stairs, 
with  one  additional  stair  for  every  24,000  sq.  ft.  in  ex- 
cess of  64,000  sq.  ft. 

Fireproof  Construction : 
For   fireproof   construction,    the    areas   in   the   above 
Table  may  be  increased  by  50%  without  additional  re- 
quired stairways. 

Theatres. 

Par.  8.  Every  building  used  for  theatrical,  moving 
picture,  vaudeville  or  similar  purposes,  where  the  seat- 
ing capacity  exceeds  three  hundred  persons,  shall  have 
stairways  and  exits  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  Section  27  of  this  Code. 

Dwellings,  Apartments  and  Tenements. 
Part  9— 

A.  Multiple  Dwellings  Class  B  or  C  shall  have  stair- 
ways in  accordance  with  Table  II  as  above  listed. 

B.  Every  building  used  as  a  Multiple  Dwelling,  Class 
A,  shall  have  stairways  and  exists  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  Section  28  of  this  Code. 

Notes. 
Par.  10— 

A.  Above  tables  apply  to  buildings  three  stories  or 
more  in  height.  For  two-story  buildings  the  areas  given 
may  be  increased  by  50%. 

B.  An  increase  of  20%  in  the  floor  areas  given  will 
be  allowed  in  case  an  approved  sprinkler  system  is  in- 
stalled. 
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C.  In  factories  and  workshops  tlie  number  of  stairs 
in  any  story  shall  Ix*  determined  by  the  number  of  per- 
sons employed  in  the  most  congested  floor  above  that 
story. 

D.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Section,  areas  shall  be 
measured  on  the  third  floor  of  the  building,  and  such 
area  shall  not  include  walls,  columns,  stairs,  elevator  or 
vent  shafts,  well  holes,  cloak  rooms,  closets,  chimneys  or 
public  corridors.  In  all  cases  where  the  building  is  less 
than  three  stories  in  height,  the  area  shall  be  measured, 
similarly,  on  the  second  floor. 

E.  ^Mien  a  building  is  divided  into  two  or  more  areas 
by  fire  walls,  with  openings  protected  by  fireproof  doors, 
the  building  may  be  measured  as  a  w^hole  to  determine 
the  number  of  required  stairways,  and  the  connec- 
tion through  fire  walls  considered  as  equivalent  to  one 
stairway,  as  specified  under  Horizontal  Exits  (see  Par. 

5)- 

F.  When  buildings  are  used  for  the  purposes  of  more 
than  one  class,  the  various  portions  shall  be  provided 
with  stairs,  each  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Table  to  which  it  belongs.  In  case  of  conflict  be- 
tween the  provisions  of  this  Section,  the  provisions 
which  required  the  best  and  safest  form  of  construction 
shall  govern. 

Width  Of  Stairs. 

Par.  11.  The  minimum  width  of  required  stairways 
for  the  various  types  of  buildings  covered  in  Tables  I 
to  V,  shall  be  as  follows : 

Table  I.  ^linimum  width  4  feet.  Aggregate  width 
of  all  stairs  leading  from  the  same  floor,  shall  be  equiv- 
alent to  20  inches  for  every  one  hundred  persons  who 
may  have  access  from  such  floor  to  stairs,  in  passing 
from  the  building. 
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Tables  II,  III,  IV.  Minimum  width  3  feet  6  inches. 
If  the  building  is  more  than  six  stories  and  a  basement 
high,  the  width  of  every  required  stair  in  any  story  shall 
be  increased  over  the  3  feet  6  inches  not  less  than  two 
inches  for  each  story  above  same  in  excess  of  six;  pro- 
vided, that  no  such  stair  shall  be  required  to  be  more 
than  4  feet  8  inches  wide. 

Table  V.  Minimum  width  3  feet.  If  the  building 
is  more  than  three  stories  and  a  basement  high,  min- 
imum width  three  feet  six  inches. 


Access  To  Roof. 

Par.  12.  In  every  building  classified  under  Tables 
I,  II,  III,  IV,  V,  over  four  stories  and  basement  high 
and  having  roof  sloping  not  more  than  20  degrees,  at 
least  one  stairway  shall  extend  to  the  roof;  whenever 
four  or  more  staii-ways  are  required,  at  least  two  stair- 
ways, located  as  far  apart  as  practicable,  shall  extend 
to  the  roof.  Such  buildings,  when  four  stories  or  less 
in  height,  shall  have  stationary  ladders  leading  to  scut- 
tle openings. 

Stairs  In  Fireproof  Buildings. 

Par.  13.  All  stairs,  stair  landings,  stairways  and 
stair  railings  in  fireproof  buildings  shall  be  made  of 
incombustible  material,  except  that  the  handrail  may 
be  made  of  wood. 

Support  For  Stone  Or  Slate. 

Par.  14.  In  stairs  or  stairw^ays  supported  with  iron 
stringers,  solid  iron  plates,  or  iron  plates  having  open- 
ings not  more  than  4  inches  square,  substantially  secured 
to  "the  iron  framework  of  the  stairs,  shall  be  provided  for 
the  support  of  all  steps  and  all  landings  which  are  fin- 
ished with  the  slate,  marble  or  other  stone. 
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Ilatidrails  and  Eailings. 

Par.  15.  All  stairs,  stair  landings,  and  stairways 
shall  be  provided  with  a  handrail,  and  all  stairs,  stair 
landini^s  and  stainvays  ha  vine;  on(^  or  more  open  sides, 
and  all  stairway  openings,  shall  be  provided  and  pro- 
tected with  a  substantial  railing. 

Stainvnys  Around  Elcvaio'r  Shafts. 

Par.  16.  Tn  every  building  where  nnder  the  terms 
of  this  Code  such  construction  is  allowed,  whenever 
a  stairway  shall  hereafter  be  built  around  an  elevator 
shaft  or  shafts,  such  elevator  shafts  and  staii^way  shall 
l>e  separated  by  fireproof  material,  and  such  fireproof 
partition  shall  extend  not  less  than  three  feet  above  the 
roof,  and  shall  be  covered  by  a  skylight  with  metallic 
frames.  The  windows  and  doorways  in  such  shafts  shall 
conform  to  the  requirements  for  elevator  shafts. 

Location. 

Par.  17.  Two  or  more  lines  of  stairways  in  any 
building  shall  be  located  at  as  great  a  distance  from 
each  other  as  practicable. 

Fireproof  Shafts  Required. 
Par.  IS— 

A.  In  buildings  classified  under  Table  I,  every  re- 
quired stairw^ay  shall  be  within  a  fireproof  and  smoke- 
proof  partition. 

B.  In  buildings  classified  under  Table  II  at  least 
one  stainvay  shall  be  enclosed  in  a  fireproof  and  smoke- 
proof  partition. 

C.  All  doors  and  sash  in  openings  in  such  partitions 
shall  be  self-closing  doors  of  metal  or  of  wood  covered 
with  metal,  and  all  gla^s  shall  be  wire  glass  in  panes 
containing  not  more  than  720  square  inches. 
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Lighting  Stairways. 

Par.  19.  Every  stairway  enclosure  shall  be  adequate- 
ly lighted  by  natural  or  artificial  light. 

Halls  and  Entrances. 
Par.  20— 

A.  The  aggi-egate  width  of  the  exit  door  openings  at 
the  street  levels  shall  be  at  least  equal  to  the  aggregate 
width  of  the  stairways. 

B.  No  entrance  hall  used  as  an  exit  shall  be  less  than 
5  feet  wide  for  buildings  in  Table  I  nor  less  than  4  feet 
wide  for  buildings  in  Tables  'II,  III,  IV  and  V. 

C.  In  every  building  classified  under  Tables  I  and  II 
in  which  an  entrance  hall  or  stairway  passes  through  a 
first  story  occupied  for  mercantile  or  manufacturing 
purposes,  with  d liferent  tenants  or  grades  of  occupancy 
above,  such  entrance  hall  or  stairway  shall  be  enclosed 
entirely  with  fire  walls  or  fire  exit  partitions.  In  non- 
fireproof  buildings  such  enclosures  must  be  fire  walls  of 
brick  or  equal  masonry,  extending  from  the  foundation 
up  to  the  top  level  of  the  second  floor  joists.  All  open- 
ings from  such  enclosures  to  the  first  floor  or  basement 
shall  be  protected  by  automatic  self-closing  metal  or 
metal-covered  doors,  which  may  be  glazed  if  wiregiass 
is  used. 

Width  and  Swing  Of  Doors. 
Par.  21— 

A.  The  aggregate  width  of  doors  opening  on  stair- 
ways shall  be  not  less  than  three-fourths  of  the  required 
width  of  the  landings  upon  which  they  open. 

B.  In  buildings  covered  by  Tables  I,  II,  III  or  IV, 
all  doors  in  hallways,  corridors,  stair  halls  or  entrances 
shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  swing  outwardly,  that  is,  in 
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the  direction  of  exits.  Where  revolving  doors  are  used, 
they  sliall  Ix?  fitted  with  panic  hardware,  arranged  to 
permit  the  leaves  to  collapse  under  pressure  from  the 
inside. 


Section  1 8 : 


Fire  Escapes. 


General  Requirements. 


Par.  1.  Theaters:  Every  building  hereafter  erected 
to  he  used  as  a  theatre  shall  have  fire  escapes  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  Section  29  of  this  Code. 

Apartments  and  Tenements:  Every  building  here- 
after erected  to  be  iised  as  an  apartment  or  tenement 
shall  have  fire  escapes  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  Section  28  of  this  Code. 

Fire  Escapes  Not  Required:  Fire  escapes  shall  not 
be  required  on  private  dwellings  three  stories  or  less  in 
height  having  accommodations  for  not  more  than  two 
families,  nor  on  any  two-story  building. 

Fire  escapes  shall  not  be  required  on  buildings  classi- 
fied under  Table  V  if  equipped  with  all  required  stair- 
ways. 

Tijpe  Of  Fire  Escapes. 

Par.  2.     Fire  escapes  may  consist  of: 

A.  Exterior  platforms  and  landings,  connected  by 
exterior  stairways,  the  entire  construction  being  of  iron 
or  other  incombustible  material. 

B.  Spiral  lire  escapes,  interior  or  exterior,  provided 
that,  if  interior  type  is  used,  it  shall  be  enclosed  w^ith 
walls  or  partitions  of  incombustible  material. 

Required  On  Existing  Buildings. 

Par.  3.  Where  existing  buildings  do  not  provide 
stairwavs  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this 
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Code,  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  and  the  Chief  of  the 
Fire  Department  may  require  the  erection  of  such  fire 
escapes  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  interest  of  public 
safety.  In  such  cases,  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  shall 
notify  the  owners  or  occupants  of  such  buildings  and 
the  notice  shall  state  in  each  case  what  is  required.  Fail- 
ure to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  such  notice 
within  ninety  days  shall  constitute  a  violation  of  this 
Code. 

Buildings  Which  Have  But  One  Stairway. 

Par.  4.  Every  non-fireproof  building  classified  under 
Tables  I.  IT.  Ill  or  IV,  which  has  but  one  stairway, 
shall  have  at  least  one  fire  escape,  located  as  far  from 
the  stairway  as  practicable. 

Maximum  lAne  Of  Travel  To  Exits, 

Par-.  5.  In  buildings  more  than  three  stories  and 
basement  high,  the  maximum  line  of  travel  from  the 
most  remote  point  to  the  nearest  exit  on  that  floor  shall 
not  exceed : 

One  hundred  (100)  feet  for  buildings  classified  under 
Table  I. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-five  (125)  feet  for  build- 
ings classified  under  Tables  II,  III  or  IV. 

Where  the  location  of  stairways  in  such  buildings  does 
not  meet  this  condition,  fire  escapes  shall  be  introduced 
to  reduce  said  maximum  line  of  travel  to  exits,  and  to 
meet  the  requirements  above  prescribed. 

Accessibility  Of  Fire  Escapes. 

Par.  6.  All  fire  escapes  prescribed  in  this  Section 
shall  be  arranged  so  that  they  are  easily  accessible  to 
all  the  occupants  of  the  buildings  without  passing 
through  rooms  which  have  doors  fastened  by  locks  or 
bolts,  and  located  as  remote  from  the  stairways  as  pos- 
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siblc.  Where  fire  escapes  iU'e  located  to  be  accessible 
through  public  rooms,  such  as  toilets,  rather  than  from 
the  public  halls  or  corridors,  doors  to  such  public  rooms 
shall  be  arranged  with  full-length  glass  panels,  or  else 
equipped  with  hardware  which  does  not  permit  such 
doors  to  be  locked  or  bolted. 

Street  Connections. 

Par.  7.  All  fire  escapes  which  are  not  constructed 
on  public  streets  and  alleys  shall  connect  at  the  bottom 
of  the  ground  level  to  open  passageways  connecting  to 
streets  or  alleys  and  such  passageways  shall  be  main- 
tained without  doors  or  gates. 

Construction  and  Repaii . 

Par.  8.  All  outside  fire  escapes  shall  be  made  of 
wrought  iron  or  steel  bars  and  shall  have  platforms  at 
each  floor  connected  by  stairways,  and  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Bureau  of  Buildings,  may  project  into 
streets  and  alleys. 

Stairways  in  Fire  Escapes  . 

Par.  9.  The  stairs  shall  be  constructed  in  openings 
in  the  platforms.  The  top  platform  shall  be  connected 
to  the  roof  with  a  goose-necked  ladder,  and  a  drop  coun- 
terweighted  section  of  stairs  shall  be  provided  to  connect 
from  the  lowest  platform  to  the  pavement,  if  the  plat- 
form is  more  than  14  feet  above  the  ground. 

Platform  Supports  and  Brackets. 

Par.  10.  The  platforms  shall  be  supported  by  canti- 
lever construction  or  by  brackets.  When  supported  by 
brackets  they  sliall  not  be  more  than  4  feet  apart.  The 
top  chord  of  the  bracket  shall  extend  entirely  through 
the  wall  and  shall  be  anchored  or  othenvise  substan- 
tially secured  to  the  wall.     On  new  buildings  the  brack- 
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ets  shall  be  set  as  the  walls  are  being  constructed ;  on  old 
buildings  holes  shall  be  drilled  through  the  walls  to 
take  the  top  chord. 

Platforms  and  Landings, 

Par.  11.  The  platform  shall  be  not  less  than  3  feet 
6  inches  in  width.  They  shall  not  be  above  nor  more 
than  one  foot  below  the  opening.  They  shall  extend 
entirely  across  connecting  windows,  and  not  less  than  9 
inches  beyond  the  side  of  any  such  window.  The  land- 
ing at  the  foot  of  the  stairs  shall  be  not  less  than  24 
inches  long;  the  opening  in  the  platform  shall  be  suffi- 
ciently long  to  provide  clear  head  room. 

Platform  Construction. 

Par.  12.  The  platforms  shall  be  made  of  bars  spaced 
with  openings  between  them  not  less  than  one-half  inch 
nor  more  than  three-quarters  inches  wide  or  equal. 

Railings. 

Par.  13.  The  open  sides  of  platforms  shall  be  pro- 
tected by  railings  substantially  secured  to  the  frame  of 
the  platform. 

Anchoring  Of  Rails. 

Par.  14.  Each  end  of  the  top  rail  shall  extend  en- 
tirely through  the  wall,  and  shall  be  anchored  or  other- 
wise substantially  secured  to  the  wall.  The  bottom  rail 
shall  be  not  more  than  6  inches  above  the  platform; 
the  filling-in  bars  shall  be  riveted  to  both  the  top  and 
bottom  rails,  and  the  open  spaces  between  them  shall  be 
not  more  than  6  inches  wide.  The  height  of  the  rail- 
ing shall  be  not  less  than  3  feet. 

Stair  Angles  and  Rise  Of  Treads. 

Par.  15.  Fire  escape  stairs  shall  rise  at  an  angle  of 
not  more  than  fifty  degrees.      The  treads  shall  be  of 
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cast  iron  or  steel  and  not  less  than  8  inches  in  width 
and  20  inches  in  leng-fh.  The  rise  of  one  tread  above 
the  other  shall  not  be  more  than  O^/o  inches.  The  string- 
pieces  shall  be  riveted  and  substantially  connected  to 
the  frame  of  the  platfonn  at  both  the  top  and  bottom 
of  the  run.  The  run  from  one  platform  to  another  shall 
be  continuous  and  straight.  The  stairs  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  hand  rails  on  both  sides,  substantially  con- 
nected to  the  stairs  and  where  practicable  to  the  plat- 
forms. 

Ladder  Construction. 

Par.  16.  Gooseneck  ladders  shall  be  at  least  17 
inches  wide  in  the  clear  and  the  rungs  shall  be  made 
of  three-quarter  inch  square  iron  with  comers  up  and 
do^^^l.  Every  other  rung  shall  be  riveted  in  place,  and 
they  shall  be  spaced  14  inches,  center  to  center. 

Notice  Plate. 

Par.  17.  A  metal  plate  with  raised  letters  bearing 
the  following  inscription  shall  be  riveted  in  a  conspic- 
uous place  at  the  entrance  to  and  exit  from  each  fire 
escape :  ^'Any  person  placing  any  obstruction  or  any 
inflammable  or  explosive  material  on  any  part  of  this 
fire  escape  is  liable  to  a  penalty  of  $100.00,"  to  be  col- 
lectible as  provided  for  by  the  regulations  of  this  Code. 

Live  Load  Requirements. 

Par.  18.  Every  part  of  a  fire  escape  shall  be  made 
strong  enough  to  carry  125  poimds  of  live  load  per 
square  foot  of  platfonn,  except- the  treads  in  the  stair- 
ways, each  of  which  shall  be  made  strong  enough  to 
carry  a  load  of  250  pounds  at  any  point. 

Painting  and  Repairs. 

Par.  19.  Every  fire  escape  shall  bo  kept  well  painted 
and  in  perfect  repair. 
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Inspection  and  Report. 

Par.  20.  Evpry  fire  escape  shall  be  inspected  imme- 
diately after  its  completion  and  once  each  year  by  the 
Bureau  of  Buildings,  or  by  an  inspector  acting  under 
his  direction,  and  a  report  of  every  such  inspector  shall 
be  made  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
ings, and  a  record  thereof  shall  be  made  in  books  kept 
for  that  purpose  under  regulations  formulated  by  the 
Bureau  of  Buildings. 

Repair  Of  Defects. 

Par.  21.  If  defects  or  impairments  shall  be  found 
at  any  such  inspection,  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  shah 
determine  what  changes  of  repairs  shall  be  made,  and 
the  o^vner  or  person  managing  or  controlling  the  build- 
ing on  which  the  fire  escape  in  question  is  constructed 
shall  thereupon  make  the  changes  or  repairs  as  required, 
and  in  case  such  changes  are  not  made  within  sixty  days, 
both  the  owner  and  the  person  managing  and  controll- 
ing the  building  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less 
than  $25.00  nor  more  than  $100.00  for  each  and  every 
day  thereafter  that  such  changes  or  repairs  shall  not  be 
made. 

Penalty. 

Par.  22.  Every  manufacturer,  contractor  or  owner 
who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  pro\dsions  of  this 
Section  of  this  Code,  except  Paragraph  21,  shall  be 
liable  to  the  penalty  named  in  the  Administrative  Sec- 
tion of  this  Code,  for  each  and  every  violation. 

Fire  Protection  Of  Exterior  Openings. 

Section  19 : 

Buildings  Requiring. 

Par.  1.  Every  mercantile  building,  factory  or  ware- 
house building  more  than  two  stories  in  height  shall  have 
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approved  metal  frames  and  sash,  glazed  with  wire  glass. 
on  every  window  or  door  opening  on  an  alley  and  public 
or  private  way  less  than  30  feet  in  width,  and  on  every 
opening  on  a  court,  yard  or  area  within  30  feet  of  a 
window  in  any  other  building  opening  on  the  same 
court,  yard  or  area. 

Windows  Over  Adjoining  Buildings. 

Par.  2.  All  windows  and  doors  in  a  wall  of  any 
building  built  upon  a  party  line,  above  the  roof  of  an 
adjoining  building,  shall  likewise  be  protected  with 
metal  and  wire  glass. 

Use  Of  Fire  Shutters. 

Par.  3.  Fire  shutters  made  of  iron  or  of  wood  cov- 
ered with  metal  may  be  substituted  for  the  metal  frames 
and  wire  glass. 

Construction   Of  Shutters. 

Par.  4.  If  the  shutters  are  made  of  wood  covered 
with  metal  they  shall  be  not  less  than  one  and  three- 
quarters  inches  thick,  and  the  pieces  of  metal  covering 
must  be  joined  on  the  edges  of  the  shutter.  The  hard- 
ware for  such  shutters  must  be  attached  to  the  shutters 
on  the  outside  of  the  metal  covering. 

To  Open  From  Outside. 

Par.  5.  All  shutters  for  openings  to  fire  escapes  shall 
be  aiTanged  so  that  they  can  be  opened  from  the  outside. 
Every  row  of  fire  shutters  on  the  front  of  a  building 
shall  also  be  arranged  so  that  they  can  be  opened  from 
the  outside. 

Rolling  Shutters. 

Par.  6.  Polling  metal  shutters  shall  be  balanced  so 
they  may  also  be  opened  on  the  outside. 
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Shutters  To  Be  Closed  At  Night. 

Par.  7.  All  outside  fireproof  shutters  must  be  closed 
at  night  by  the  occupant  of  the  building. 

Modification  Of  Requirements. 

Par.  8.  Upon  the  approval  of  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
ings, and  also  of  the  Fire  Department,  other  fire  pro- 
tective devices,  such  as  open  sprinklers,  may  be  sub- 
stituted for  the  metal  windows  or  fire  shutters  above  re- 
quired. 


Section  20 : 


FiEE  Stand  Pipes. 


Where  Required. 


Par.  1.  Every  building  hereafter  erected  over  75 
feet  in  height  shall  be  provided  with  a  standpipe.  It 
shall  be  4  inches  in  diameter  if  the  building  is  not  over 
125  feet  in  height,  and  6  inches  in  diameter  if  the 
building  is  over  125  feet  in  height. 

Location. 

Par.  2.  Standpipes  shall  be  located  within  fireproof 
stairway  enclosures;  provided,  that,  where  existing 
buildings  do  not  have  such  enclosures,  the  standpipes 
shall  be  as  near  a  stairway  as  possible,  or  shall  be  on 
the  outside  of,  embedded  within  or  immediately  inside 
an  exterior  wall  and  within  one  foot  of  a  fire  escape, 
fire  tower  or  outside  exit  stairway. 

Number  Required. 

Par.  3.  One  standpipe  shall  be  provided  for  each 
separate  fire  area  exceeding  2,500  square  feet  area,  with 
at  least  one  standpipe  w^ithin  75  feet  of  every  exterior 
wall  in  the  building. 


ORDINANCES.  875 

Base  Connections. 

Par.  4.  Where  more  than  one  standpipe  is  required 
in  a  building  they  shall  be  connected  at  their  bases  by 
pipes  of  size  equal  to  that  of  the  largest  standpipe,  so 
that  water  from  any  source  will  supply  all  the  stand- 
pipes. 

Height. 

Par.  5.  Standpipes  shall  extend  from  the  cellar  to 
and  through  the  roof,  with  a  two  and  one^half  inch  hose 
connection  and  gate  valve  not  over  5  feet  above  the  floor 
level  in  each  story,  including  the  cellar,  and  two  two 
and  one-half  inch  hose  connections,  with  gate  valve  for 
each,  on  the  roof;  roof  connections  to  have  a  controlling 
gate  valve  under  the  roof  and  arranged  to  be  operated 
both  from  above  and  below  the  roof,  with  three-quarter 
inch  drain  pipe  and  valve  to  prevent  freezing. 

Hose  Required. 

Par.  6.  Where  standpipes  are  located  inside  of 
buildings,  hose  sufficient  to  reach  all  parts  of  the  fire 
section,  but  not  in  excess  of  100  feet,  shall  be  attached 
to  each  outlet  with  hose  for  roof  hydrant  either  in  hose 
house  on  roof  or  on  rack  in  top  story  near  roof  scuttle. 
Hose  shall  be  not  less  than  two  and  one-half  inches  in 
diameter,  and  provided  with  standpipe  couplings  in  use 
by  the  local  Fire  Department. 

Specification  For  Hose. 

Par.  7.  Hose  to  be  approved  linen  in  50-foot  lengths, 
made  under  specifications  recommended  by  the  National 
Board  of  Fire  Undei-writers. 

Equipment  For  Hose. 

Par.  8.  Each  line  of  hose  shall  be  provided  with 
washers  at  both  ends,  and  be  fitted  with  smooth  bore 
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brass  play  pipe  or  nozzle  at  least  12  inches  long,  with 
discharge  outlet  one  and  one-eighth  inches  in  diameter. 
One  spanner  to  be  located  at  each  hose  connection. 

Specification  For  Standpipe. 

Par.  9.  Standpipe  shall  be  wrought  iron  or  steel, 
galvanized,  and  together  with  fittings  and  connections, 
shall  be  of  such  strength  as  to  safely  withstand  at  least 
300  pounds  water  pressure  to  the  square  inch  when 
ready  for  service,  without  leaking  at  joints,  valves  or 
fittings ;  such  tests  to  be  made  by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department. 

Outside  Steamer  Connection. 

Par.  10.  Standpipes  shall  be  connected  to  a  Siamese 
steamer  connection  outside  of  the  "building  by  a  pipe  of 
diameter  equal  to  that  of  the  largest  standpipe  supplied. 
Such  connection  shall  be  made  on  each  street  front,  ex- 
cept that  comer  buildings  having  one  street  frontage  of 
less  than  50  feet  may  have  only  one  connection.  Siamese 
shall  be  about  one  foot  above  the  curb  level,  and  shall 
be  provided  with  check  valves,  and  substantial  caps  to 
protect  thread  on  the  connection;  the  thread  shall  be 
uniform  with  that  used  by  the  local  Fire  Department. 
A  suitable  iron  plate  with  raised  letters  shall  be  pro- 
vided, reading  ''To  standpipe." 

Just  inside  of  the  building,  in  a  horizontal  section, 
shall  be  placed  a  straightway  check  valve.  A  drip  pipe, 
with  valve  to  same,  shall  be  placed  between  said  check 
valve  and  Siamese  connection  to  properly  drain  this  sec- 
tion to  prevent  freezing. 

Temporary  and  Detached  Structures. 

Section  21 : 

Purposes  For  Which  Erection  Is  Allowed. 

Par.  1.  Sheds  may  be  erected  for  the  storage  of  ma- 
terials, for  the  shelter  of  workmen  or  animals  from  sun 
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and  rain,  for  ontdcx)r  mannfactnrino^  and  for  temporary- 
purposes,  subject  to  the  restrictions  imposed  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  sub-division  of  this  Code,  and  they  shall 
not  be  constnicted  for  any  other  pui-pose. 

Height. 

Par.  2.  Sheds  must  not  be  over  15  feet  high,  and 
they  shall  not  bo  lathed  or  plastered  or  otherwise  fin- 
ished as  for  an  habitation. 

Wooden  Sheds. 

Par.  3.  When  made  of  wood  or  any  combustible 
material  a  shed  shall  not  be  placed  within  10  feet  of 
any  other  structure. 

Maximum  Area. 

Par.  4.  No  shed  shall  have  an  area  of  more  than 
2,500  square  feet. 

Walls  and  Roofs. 

Par.  5.  Shed  walls  and  shed  roofs,  erected  within 
the  fire  limits,  except  for  temporary  purposes,  shall  be 
made  entirely  of  incombustible  materials. 

Sheds  P ending  Construction  Work. 

Par.  6.  Small  houses  and  sheds  made  of  wood,  re- 
quired for  offices  or  for  the  storage  of  tools  and  ma- 
terials during  the  erection  of  any  building  or  other  con- 
struction, may  be  constructed  on  the  premises  or  on  ad- 
joining premises,  but  no  such  construction  shall  be 
erected  upon  a  street  or  alley,  or  other  public  property, 
without  the  approval  of  the  Highways  Department. 

Privy  Well  or  Chicken  Houses. 

Par.  7.  Xo  pri\^^,  chicken  house  or  pigeon  house 
shall  be  constructed   within  or  attached   to  any  other

building.  'No  manure  pit  shall  be  attached  to  any  build- 
ing other  than  a  stable.  No  permit  shall  be  issued  for 
any  construction  named  in  this  paragraph  without  the 
same  shall  first  be  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Health. 

Location  of  Temporary  Structures  to  he  Approved. 

Par.  8.  The  location  of  platforms,  stands,  observa- 
tion seats  and  other  temporary  structures  made  of  wood, 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings,  and 
shall  be  stated  in  the  permit  therefor. 

Construction  to  he  Approved. 

Par.  9.  The  construction  of  all  such  structures  shall 
be  inspected  and  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
ings, or  by  an  inspector  acting  under  his  direction. 


Section  22 : 


Frame  Buildings. 


Foundation  Footings. 


Par.  1.  The  footings  for  foundation  walls  for  frame 
buildings,  built  on  the  ground,  shall  extend  not  less 
than  3  feet  below  the  lowest  surface  of  the  ground. 

Foundation  Wall^. 

Par.  2.  The  walls  shall  be  made  of  Masonry  and 
shall  extend  at  least  to  the  bottom  of  the  sill. 

Thickness  of  Foundations. 

Par.  3.  Foundation  walls  shall  be  designed  as  re- 
quired in  Section  11  of  this  Code.  If  the  foundation 
walls  are  made  of  stone,  they  shall  be  not  less  than  16 
inches  thick  at  the  bottom  of  the  sill.  If  they  are  made 
of  concrete,  brick  or  hollow  building  block  they  shall  be 
not  less  than  8  inches  thick  to  the  bottom  of  the  sill,  and 
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shall  have  solid  concrete  mat  at  the  base,  not  less  than 
8  inches  in  depth. 

Par.  4.  Hollow  building  blocks  shall  not  be  used  in 
foundations  where  in  contact  with  earth. 

Character  of  Framing. 

Par.  5.  The  wood  framework  of  all  frame  buildings 
shall  consist  of  sills,  posts,  studs  and  plates  of  suitable 
sizes  and  materials,  with  proper  mortise  and  tenon 
framing  and  bracing,  or  ribbon  strips  and  diagonal 
sheathing  may  be  used.  The  joists  and  rafters  shall  not 
be  less  than  2  inches  thick,  ^o  part  of  the  wood  frame- 
work shall  be  built  below  the  ground.  Wood  posts  shall 
not  be  used  for  support  in  basements.  The  exterior 
walls  may  be  covered  with  wood  or  stucco. 

Roofs,  Shafts  and  Stairivays. 

Par.  6.  In  a  frame  building  the  roof  shall  be  fin- 
ished with  incombustible  materials.  Stairs  may  be  ar- 
ranged without  especially  constructed  enclosure  walls. 

Notching  For  Pipes. 

Par.  7.  Floor  beams  and  joists  shall  not  be  notched 
for  pipes,  except  within  two  feet  of  the  ends,  and  not 
more  than  two  inches  in  depth. 

Wall  Space  to  he  Filled. 

Par.  8.  The  space  between  the  studding  or  wall 
timbers  in  exterior  and  interior  walls  of  every  frame 
building  which  is  sheathed,  plastered  or  otherwise  cov- 
ered on  both  sides  of  the  studding  or  other  wall  timbers, 
shall  be  filled  in  with  brick  and  mortar  or  other  suitable 
incombustible  material  wherever  possible  from  the  bot- 
tom of  the  joists  to  6  inches  above  the  top  of  the  fin- 
ished floor  at  each  floor  level.  Such  filling  material 
shall  extend  entirely  around  the  building  and  occupy 
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the  entire  space  between  the  two  coverings.  If  neces- 
sary, horizontal  wood  pieces  not  less  than  2  inches  thick, 
shall  be  introduced  between  the  joists  or  other  wall 
timbers  for  the  support  of  such  filling. 

Buildings  Veneered  With  Stone  Or  Brick. 

Par.  9.  The  foundations  of  frame  buildings  covered 
with  a  veneer  of  brick,  stone  or  other  incombustible 
material  shall  be  placed  so  as  to  form  a  support  for  the 
entire  thickness  of  such  veneer.  All  such  veneering 
material  shall  be  at  least  8  inches  thick. 

Par.  10.  Except  where  otherwise  stated  in  this  Sec^ 
tion,  all  features  of  construction  in  frame  buildings  shall 
be  as  required  for  Ordinary  Masonry  Construction  in 
Section  23  of  this  Code. 


Section  23 


Oedinary  Masonry  Buildings. 


Exterior  ^Yalh 


Par.  1.  The  exterior  and  division  walls  and  piers  of 
ordinary  masonry  buildings  shall  be  made  of  brick,  terra 
cotta,  stone,  concrete  or  reinforced  concrete,  hollow  tile, 
cinder  or  concrete  blocks.  Iron  and  steel  may  also  be 
used  in  their  construction,  but  this  is  not  intended  to 
prevent  the  use  of  wood  frames,  sash  and  doors  with 
sills  and  sub-sills  for  same. 

Lintels. 

Par.  2.  Wood  lintels  shall  not  be  used  in  exterior 
masonry  walls. 

Yent  and  Light  Shaft  Walls. 

Par.  3.  Walls  of  vent  and  light  shafts  open  at  the 
top  shall  be  made  of  brick,  concrete  or  other  fireproof 
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materials,  cxco})t  tliat  two-storv  private  dwelling's  may 
have  walls  of  interior  open  light  shafts  built  of  wood 
construction,  if  covered  on  shaft  side  with  sheet  metal. 

Cement  Mortar  in  Exposed  Locations. 

Par.  4.  Foundation  walls,  isolated  piers,  parapet 
walls  and  chimneys  above  the  roof  level  shall  be  laid 
in  cement  mortar.  This  does  not  prohibit  the  use  of 
lime  mortar  for  outside  faced  work. 

Wood  Framing. 

Par.  5.  The  interior  framing  of  buildings  of  Ordi- 
nary Masonry  Construction  may  consist  of  wood  studs, 
plates,  girders,  joists  and  rafters  of  proper  sizes,  except 
that  no  wood  supporting  posts  shall  be  used  in  base- 
ments. Interior  l^earing.  partitions  may  be  of  ordinary 
studding  if  not  over  three  stories  high. 

Separation  Of  Joisfs. 

Par.  6.  Wood  joists  supported  at  the  same  level  but 
on  opposite  sides  of  party  walls  shall  be  placed  alter- 
nately, and  not  less  than  4  inches  of  the  wall  shall  sep- 
arate the  ends  of  such  joists.  Should  the  above  be  im- 
practicable by  reason  of  9-inch  party  walls,  all  floor  joists 
that  cannot  have  such  separation,  and  the  4-inch  bearing 
as  herein  required,  shall  be  put  on  longitudinally  with 


the  building. 


Notching  ^y ood  Beams. 


Par.  7.  Xo  wood  beams  or  joists  may  be  notched  for 
gas,  water  or  other  pipes  more  than  2  inches  in  depth 
and  not  more  than  24  inches  from  the  bearings. 

Header  Beams. 

Par.  8.  Wood  trimmings  and  header  beams  around 
openings  shall  be  increased  in  thickness  sufficiently  to 
carry  the  required  loads. 
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ETid  Shapes. 

Par.  9.  The  ends  of  all  wood  floor  beams  and  joists 
resting  on  brick  walls  shall  be  cut  diagonally  so  that  the 
top  surface  shall  not  project  more  than  1%  inches  into 
the  wall. 

Supports  For. 

Par.  10.  [N'o  floor  beams  or  joists  shall  rest  on  stud 
partitions  except  in  buildings  not  over  three  stories 
high. 

Supports  Near  Flues,  Etc. 

Par.  11.  'No  w^ood  beam  or  joists  shall  have  a  bear- 
ing or  support  nearer  than  8  inches  to  the  inside  face 
of  any  smoke,  air  or  other  kind  of  flue,  nor  nearer  than 
2  inches  to  the  outside  of  any  chimney  breast  or  flue 
wall.  No  wood  beam  or  joist  shall  pass  nearer  than  2 
inches  to  the  outside  face  of  any  flue  wall.  Wood 
beams  or  joists  supporting  masonry  arches  in  front  of 
fireplaces  shall  be  not  nearer  than  20  inches  up  to  the 
chimney  breast.  No  wood  blocks  or  nailing  plugs  shall 
be  used  on  any  flue  wall  or  on  the  back  of  any  fireplace 
opening. 

Joists  Under  Partitions. 

Par.  12.  Joists  under  partitions  shall  be  doubled  or 
otherwise  strengthened  as  may  be  necessary,  for  the 
proper  support  of  the  partition,  and  if  the  partition 
crosses  the  joists  the  spacing  of  the  joists  shall  be  re- 
duced if  necessary  to  properly  support  the  partition. 

Fireproof  Buildings. 
Section  24: 

Scope. 

Par.  1.  Wherever  fireproof  construction  is  required 
by  this  Code  it  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  Section. 
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Exterior  ^yaUs  and  Piers. 

Par.  2.  The  exterior  walls  and  piers  of  fireproof 
buildings  above  ground  shall  be  made  of  brick,  hollow- 
tile,  terra  cotta,  cement  or  cinder  block,  or  stone,  laid  in 
cement  mortar,  or  of  concrete  or  reinforced  concrete,  and 
wood  shall  not  enter  into  the  wall  construction. 

Walls  To  Extend  To-Roof  Covering. 

Par.  3.  All  exterior  w^alls  of  fireproof  buildings  shall 
extend  to  the  roof  covering. 

Floors. 

Par.  4.  The  floors  in  fireproof  buildings  shall  be 
carried  on  walls  and  piers,  masonry  arches,  reinforced 
concrete  or  gypsum  constniction  or  steel  beams. 

Materials  For  Arches. 

Par.  5.  Arches  shall  be  made  of  brick,  hollow  burned 
clay  or  terra  cotta  fireproofing,  slag  concrete,  stone  con- 
crete, cinder  concrete,  reinforced  concrete,  reinforced 
gypsum  or  other  incombustible  material  acceptable  to 
the  Bureau  of  Buildings. 

Reinforced  Concrete  in  Floors. 

Par.  6.  Reinforced  concrete  in  floor  construction 
shall  conform  to  all  the  requirements  of  the  Engineer- 
ing Section  of  this  Code. 

Ceilings. 

Par.  7.  All  ceilings  in  fireproof  buildings  shall  be 
made  entirely  of  incombustible  material. 

Ceilings  Under  Roofs. 

Par.  8.  Ceilings  or  susi)ended  ceilings  may  be  made 
of  light  material  only  strong  enough  to  carr}'  the  ceil- 
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ing  and  heating,  ventilating  and  plumbing  pipes  and 
electric  conduits. 

Sleepers  For  Wood  Flooring. 

Par.  9.  Sleepers  carrying  wood  flooring  shall  be  laid 
over  the  floor  arches  or  slabs  and  not  imbedded  in  them. 

Cinder  Fillhig  Under  Roof. 

Par.  10.  The  entire  imoccupied  space  between  the 
top  of  the  floor  arch  or  slab  and  the  flooring  shall  be 
filled  with  cinder  concrete  or  other  incombustible  mate- 
rial equally  satisfactory  to  the  Bureau  of  Buildings 
or,  around  all  walls,  partitions  and  openings  and  at 
intervals  dividing  open  floor  spaces  into  areas  not  ex- 
ceeding 100  sq.  ft.,  fire  stops,  at  least  one  foot  wide  shall 
be  provided  of  such  cinder  concrete.  The  cinder  con- 
crete shall  be  made  one  part  of  cement  with  not  more 
than  eight  parts  of  well-burned  cinders. 

Floors  in  Entrances. 

Par.  11.  Floors  in  entrances  and  public  corridors 
of  buildings  over  85  feet  high  shall  be  finished  with  in- 
combustible material. 

Wood  Sleepers  and  Wood  Floors — Where  Prohibited. 

Par.  12.  Wood  sleepers  and  wood  flooring  shall  not 
extend  under  any  partition,  except  as  provided  for  in 
this  Code  for  sub-dividing  finished  rooms. 

Roof  Construction. 

Par.  13.  In  general  the  construction  of  roofs  in  fire- 
proof buildings  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  for 
the  construction  of  floors  in  such  buildings. 

Materials  For  Roofs. 

Par.  14.  Poofs  of  such  buildings  may,  however,  be 
made  with  light  blocks  of  tile  fireproofing,   concrete, 
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gyp>suin,   precast   g;>'psuin   or  other  incombustible  ma- 
terial, approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings. 

Eoof  Beams  and  Girder  Coverings. 

Par.  15.  In  lireproof  buildings  the  roof  beams  and 
girders  may  be  left  uncovered  if  the  top  story  has  a  ceil- 
ing of  incombustible  material. 

Finish  Of  Boofs. 

Par.  16.  All  roofs  in  fireproof  buildings,  except 
temporary  roofs,  shall  be  covered  entirely  with  incom- 
bustible materiaJs. 

Boof  Structures. 

Par.  17.  Skylight,  scuttles,  bulkheads,  roof  houses 
and  other  roof  constructions  on  fireproof  buildings  sliall 
Ix'  in;uh'  (Mitirely  of  incombustible  mnf(M-i;ils. 

Bartitions. 

Par.  18.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  sec- 
tion, partitions  hereafter  erected  in  fireproof  buildings, 
sliall  be  constructed  of  the  materials  and  in  the  man- 
ner herein  specified.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section  a 
partition  is  an  interior  non-bearing  structure  not  a  fire 
wall  or  party  wall,  used  for  sub-dividing  floor  areas. 

A.  Brick,  not  less  than  4  inches  thick,  hiid  in  cement 
mortar. 

B.  Concrete  consisting  of  one  part  Portland  cement 
and  not  more  than  two  pai-ts  of  sand  and  four  parts  of 
stone  or  gi-avel,  not  less  than  three  inches  thick  if  prop 
erly  reinforced  with  steel. 

C.  Hollow  tile  blocks,  laid  in  cement  mortar,  not  less 
than  three  inches  thick. 

D.  Solid  or  hollow  blocks  consisting  of  gypsum  con- 
taining not  more  than  twenty-five  [>er  cent,   by  weight 
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of  cinders,  asbestos  fibre,  wood  chips  or  vegetable  fibre 
laid  in  gypsum  plaster  or  cement  mortar,  tempered  with 
lime,  not  less  than  three  inches  thick. 

E.  'No  partitions  made  of  hollow  blocks  six  inches  in 
thickness,  shall  be  made  more  than  20  feet  in  height, 
without  a  horizontal  support.  I^o  partitions  made  of 
hollow  blocks  4  inches  in  thickness,  shall  be  more  than 
16  feet  in  height,  nor  of  3''  block  more  than  12  feet  in 
height,  without  a  horizontal  support. 

F.  Metal  lath  on  steel  studding  covered  with  Portland 
cement  mortar  or  gypsum  plaster,  of  a  finished  thick- 
ness of  not  less  than  2  inches  in  the  case  of  solid  parti- 
tions, nor  less  than  3  inches  in  the  case  of  hollow  parti- 
tions. 

G.  Any  material  or  form  of  construction  may  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  as  conforming  to 
the  requirements  of  the  fire  test  hereinafter  prescribed. 

H.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent  the  erection 
of  partitions  of  metal  and  glass,  or  of  wood  and  glass, 
within  rooms  or  spaces  occupied  by  one  tenant,  and  en- 
closed by  fireproof  partitions  or  walls. 

Construction  Of  Partitions. 
Par.  19.  Unless  built  as  approved  masonry  walls, 
partitions  in  fireproof  buildings  shall  be  adequately  sup- 
ported at  each  floor.  They  shall  be  keyed  or  otherwise 
securely  fastened  to  the  ceilings,  and  when  necessary, 
shall  be  stiffened  with  suitable  steel  uprights  securely 
fastened  to  the  floor  and  ceiling.  Partitions  enclosing 
hallways  or  toilet  rooms  and  other  permanent  partitions 
shall  not  rest  on  wood  flooring,  but  shall  start  on  the 
fireproof  construction  of  the  floor. 

B.  Partition  walls  shall  be  substantially  bonded  or 
anchored  to  each  other,  or  to  the  masonry  walls  or  col- 
umn covering  at  all  angles  or  connections  with  each 
other. 
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Exterior  Doors  and  Windows. 

Par.  20.  In  lireproof  buildings  over  125  feet  high 
all  frames  and  sash  for  the  exterior  doors  and  windows, 
except  below  tlie  second  story  on  street  fronts,  shall  \xi 
made  of  metal,  or  wood  covered  with  metal  and  glazed 
with  wire  glass. 

Millwork  in  Partitions. 
Par.  21— 

A.  With  the  exceptions  noted  below,  ordinary  wood 
frames,  doors  and  sash  and  ordinary  glass  may  be  used 
in  partitions  of  buildings  required  to  be  fireproof,  but 
no  wood  shall  be  used  in  such  paTtitions  except  around 
and  in  opening's. 

B.  Metal  doors,  sash  and  frames  and  wire  glass  shall, 
however,  Ix?  required  for  the  following: 

I.  Stairway  enclosures  in  buildings  over  three  stories 
and  basement  in  height. 

IT.  Auditorium  and  stairway  exits  of  theatres. 

III.  Elevator  and  dumb  waiter  shafts  and  all  other 
places  where  specifically  required  bv  anv  section  of  this 
Code. 

Metal  Frames. 

Par.  22.  ^Fetal  frames  extending  to  the  floor  or  to 
the  ceiling  shall  project  into  the  construction  of  the  floor 
or  ceiling  and  shall  be  grouted  in  place  with  cement 
mortar. 

Exterior  Columns. 

Par.  23.  Exterior  steel  or  cast-iron  columns  in  fire- 
proof buildings  shall  be  covered  on  their  outer  and 
side  surfaces  with  not  less  than  4  inches  of  brick  masonry 
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or  concrete.  The  inner  surfaces  of  sucli  columns  shall 
be  covered  with  4  inches  of  brick  or  tile  masonry,  or  2 
inches  of  concrete. 

Exterior  Beams  Or  Girders. 

Par.  24.  Exterior  beams  or  girders,  framed  into 
exterior  columns  or  exterior  beams  and  girders  on  which 
masonry  walls  are  supported,  shall  be  covered  on  the 
outside  with  4-inch  thick  brick  or  terra  cotta  masonry 
or  with  4-incli  thick  concrete,  but  the  extreme  outer 
edges  of  flanges,  plates  or  angles  may  project  to  within 
2  inches  of  the  outside  surface  of  the  4-inch  thick  fire- 
proofing.  The  inside  of  such  beams  or  girders  shall  be 
covered  with  terra  cotta,  concrete,  or  brick  fireproofing 
or  other  incumbustible  material  not  less  than  2  inches 
in  thickness.  The  soffits  of  all  lintels  over  windows  or 
other  openings,  if  resting  on  the  walls,  need  not  be  fire- 
proof, but  the  soffits  of  all  lintels  over  windows  or  other 
openings  which  are  framed  into  steel  columns,  and  which 
form  a  pai-t  of  the  structural  framework  of  the  build- 
ing, shall  be  covered  with  terra  cotta  or  concrete  fire- 
proofing  or  other  incombustible  materials.  All  fire- 
proofing  materials;  shall  be  properly  secured  to  the 
structural   members. 

Metal  Columns  and  Beams  in  Exterior  Walls. 

Par.  25.  The  entire  construction  of  metal  columns 
and  beams  in  exterior  walls  and  their  fireproofing,  shall 
be  made  solid  with  Portland  cement  grouted  into  all 
joints  and  spaces  around  the  metal  members. 


Interior  Colu 


mns. 


Part  26.  Interior  columns  shall  be  covered  from 
the  floor  arch  to  the  ceiling  with  terra  cotta  fireproofing, 
concrete  or  other  incombustible  material  not  less  than  2 
inches  thick. 
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Interior  Beams  and  Girders. 

Par.  27.  Tntorior  beams  or  girders  shall  be  entirely 
encased  on  all  sides  with  concrete  gypsum  or  tile  fire- 
proofing  not  less  than  114  inches  thick. 


Brackets  and  Lugs. 

Par.  28.     Brackets  and  higs  shaJl  be  covered  by  not 
less  than  II4  inches  of  this  material. 


Coverings  of  Interior  Columns. 

Par.  29.  In  buildings  over  150  feet  high  the  in- 
terior columns  shall  be  covered  in  such  manner  as  is  de- 
scribed in  Paragraph  25  of  this  section.  The  blocks 
shall  be  bonded  and  anchored  into  the  backing  suffi- 
ciently to  secure  a  substantial  construction. 


Furring. 

Par.    30.     Furring   in   fireproof   buildings   shall   be 
made  entirely  of  incombustible  materials. 


Steel  Construction  of  Roofs. 

Par.  31.  The  entire  steel  construction  of  roofs  sup- 
ported by  trusses  over  large  rooms  may  be  uncovered, 
but  no  such  framing  shall  be  uncovered  if  the  room  is 
used  for  the  sale  or  storage  of  materials. 


Metal  Members  Below  Lowest  Floor. 

Par.  32.  All  metal  members  below  the  grade  of  the 
lowest  floor  in  the  section  of  the  building  in  which  they 
occur  and  all  metal  members  in  the  foundation  shall  be 
completely  encased  in  stone  concrete. 
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What  Buildings  Must  Be  Fireproof. 

Section  25 : 

Scope. 

Par.  1.  All  buildings  or  portions  of  buildings  here- 
after erected  falling  within  the  classification  given  in 
Par.  2  of  this  Section  shall  be  of  fireproof  construction. 

Required  To  Be  Fireproof. 

Par.  2.  A.  Every  public  building  over  two  stories  and 
basement  in  height.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Section, 
public  buildings  are  those  in  which  persons  congregate 
in  (more  or  less)  concentrated  groups,  for  civic,  politi- 
cal, educational,  religious  or  recreational  purposes,  in- 
cluding, among  others,  court  houses,  town  or  city  halls, 
public  libraries,  museums,  schools,  colleges,  exhibition 
buildings,  parish  halls,  assembly  halls,  lodge  rooms, 
dance  halls,  armories,  lecture  halls,  churches,  gymnas- 
iums, department  stores  and  passenger  depots. 

Exception :  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent  the 
use  of  mill  construction  roofs  and  roof  trusses  in  build- 
ings of  this  class  which  do  not  exceed  fifty  feet  in  height. 

B.  Every  theatre  or  motion  picture  house  having  a 
total  seating  capacity  of  over  three  hundred  persons. 

C.  Every  multiple  dwelling  over  three  stories  and 
basement  in  height. 

Note:  Multiple  dwellings  three  stories  and  basement 
high,  must  have  first  floor  of  fireproof  construction. 

D.  Public  Garages — except  that,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Bureau  of  Buildings,  public  garages  may  be  of 
approved  slow-burning  or  "Mill"  construction,  or  a 
combination  of  fireproof  and  slow-burning  construction. 

E.  Every  business  building  over  75  feet  in  height — 
for  the  purpose  of  this  Section,  business  buildings  are 
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those  which  do  not  fall  under  Classifications  A,  B,  C 
or  D  as  given  above,  including  among  others,  office 
buildings,  stores,  restaurants,  warehouses,  factories  or 
industrial  shops. 

!N'ote:  Where  such  buildings  are  less  than  75  feet 
high,  but  are  over  four  stories  and  basement  or  over 
fifty  feet  in  height  the  entire  first  floor  over  the  base- 
ment or  cellar  shall  be  of  fireproof  construction. 

F.  All  passenger  elevator  shafts  shall  be  fully  en- 
closed and  fireproof.  In  all  buildings  classified  under 
Tables  I,  II,  III  and  IV,  Section  17,  all  freight  ele- 
vator, dumbwaiter  pipe  and  vent  shafts  more  than  two 
stories  high  shall  be  of  fireproof  construction.  In  build- 
ings classified  under  Table  V,  Section  17,  all  freight 
elevator  shafts  providing  for  a  car  to  travel  of  over  fifty 
feet  shall  be  fully  enclosed  and  fireproof.  In  non-fire- 
proof buildings,  portions  of  the  penthouse  above  the 
penthouse  floor  level  need  not  be  fireproof. 

G.  All  staii-way  and  exit  enclosures  where  so  required 
under  Section  17,  shall  be  of  fireproof  construction. 


Doubtful  Classification. 

Par.  3.  In  case  any  building  is  not  specifically  pro- 
vided for,  or  where  there  is  any  uncertainty  as  to  its 
classification,  its  status  shall  be  fixed  by  a  rule  promul- 
gated by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings. 


Mixed  Occupancy. 

Par.  4.  In  case  a  building  is  occupied  or  used  for 
different  purposes  in  different  parts,  the  provisions  of 
this  Chapter  applying  to  each  class  of  occupancy  shall 
apply  to  such  parts  of  the  building  as  come  within  that 
class;  and  if  there  should  be  conflicting  provisions,  the 
requirements  securing  the  greater  safety  shall  apply. 
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Spires,  Towers  and  Ornamental  Features. 

Par.  5.  Spires,  towers  and  similar  purely  orna- 
mental features  may  extend  above  the  height  limitations 
above  set  forth  for  non-fireproof  buildings  without  af- 
fecting their  classification  or  construction. 

Alterations, 

Par.  6.  No  building  now  existing  shall  be  raised  in 
height  so  as  to  exceed  the  limits  in  height  above  speci- 
fied unless  it  is  fireproof. 


Steel  Joist  Construction. 


Section  26 


Definition. 

Par.  1.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  steel  joist 
is  defined  as  a  self-supporting  member  having  the  form 
of  a  girder  or  truss  having  the  various  parts  welded  or 
riveted  together  at  intervals  sufiicient  to  produce  a  sec- 
tion which  will  act  as  a  unit. 

Where  8teel  Joist  Are  Allowed. 

Par.  2.  Steel  joist  may  be  used  in  the  construction 
of  floors  and  roofs  of  buildings  not  more  than  75  feet 
in  height  and  where  the  allowable  maximum  live  load 
does  not  exceed  50  lbs.  per  sq.  ft.  Steel  joist  will  be 
allowed  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  the  first  floor 
only  when  protected  on  the  under  side  with  a  metal  lath 
and  plaster  ceiling  the  same  as  required  for  fireproof 
construction.  Steel  joists  shall  not  be  used  over  or 
under  boiler  rooms,  fuel  rooms,  laundries  or  garages  in 
such  buildings. 

Minimum  Thickness. 

Par.  3.  The  thickness  of  rolled  plate  used  in  the 
fabrication  of  steel  joist  shall  be  not  less  than  .072  inches 
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and  the  mininiiim  size  of  round  or  rectangular  bars  shall 
be  not  less  than  1/4"  in  diameter  or  least  dimension. 

Wo  rhing  Stresses — Installation. 
Par. 


A.  The  unit  working  stresses  used  in  designing  steel 
joist  shall  be  as  specified  in  the  Engineering  Section  for 
formed  steel  and  the  joist  shall  also  be  designed  so  as 
to  have  a  deflection  of  not  more  than  1/360  of  the  spans. 

B.  Steel  joist  shall  not  be  spliced  within  the  unsup- 
ported length  of  the  span. 

C.  Steel  joist  shall  not  be  spaced  more  than  24"  cen- 
ter to  center. 

D.  Joists  shall  be  braced  with  crossbridging  of  con- 
tinuous tension  bridging  of  galvanized  wire  not  less 
than  No.  12  gauge.  Bridging  shall  occur  at  intervals 
not  more  than  six  feet  apart  and  not  more  than  three 
feet  from  the  ends  of  joists.  All  bridging  shall  be  an- 
chored at  both  ends,  shall  be  wrapped  around  each  joist, 
and  shall  be  twisted  to  give  proper  tension. 

Painting. 

Par.  5.  All  joist  shall  receive  one  coat  of  high  grade 
steel  presei-vatiye  paint  before  shipment.  If  there  is 
the  slightest  indication  of  rust,  the  joist  must  be  thor- 
oughly cleaned  and  repainted  before  being  placed  in  the 
structure. 

Bearing. 

Par.  6.  Steel  joist  on  masonrv  walls  shall  l)e  of  suffi- 
cient lx?aTing  so  as  not  to  overstress  the  masonrv,  but 
never  less  than  4". 

The  bearing  of  steel  joist  on  steel  or  concrete  beams 
shall  not  be  less  than  two  and  one-half  inches. 
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The  flange  of  concrete  beams  shall  not  be  considered 
as  giving  any  support  to  the  joist. 

Wind  Bracing. 

Par.  7.  All  buildings  over  three  stories  or  35'  in 
height  in  which  steel  joists  are  used  must  be  carefully 
designed  for  wind  stresses  and  the  steel  joist  construction 
shall  not  be  counted  as  offering  any  resistance  to  wind. 

Requirements  For  Fireproof  Construction. 

Par.- 8.  When  steel  joists  are  used  in  floor  construc- 
tion of  buildings  required  to  be  fireproof,  a  reinforced 
concrete  or  other  approved  monolithic  fireproof  slab  not 
less  than  2%"  thick,  properly  reinforced,  (see  Engi- 
neering Section)  shall  be  placed  directly  on  top  of  the 
steel  joist.  In  such  buildings,  a  metal  lath  and  plaster 
(cement  or  gypsum)  ceiling  not  less  than  %"  thick 
shall  be  placed  on  underside  of  joist  or  suspended 
therefrom.  The  metal  lath  used  in  covering  over  or 
under  side  of  steel  joist  construction  shall  be  of  a  non- 
corrosive  metal. 


Section  27: 


Gaeages. 


Definitipn. 


Part.  1.  Any  structure  for  the  housing  or  repairing 
of  automobiles,  automobile  trucks,  motorcycles  or  other 
motor-driven  vehicles,  is  a  garage,  within  the  meaning 
and  purpose  of  this  Code. 

Scope  Of  Section. 

Par.  2.  The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  apply 
to  all  classes  of  garages  except  where  reference  is  made 
to  one  or  more  specific  classes  of  garages.  In  such  cases 
the  provisions  shall  apply  only  to  the  specific  class  or 
classes  to  which  such  reference  is  made. 
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Mixed  Occupancy. 

Par.  3.  In  oases  of  mixed  occupancy  such  as  a  build- 
ing used  as  a  gara^re  and  dwellings,  store,  or  any  other 
purposes,  only  the  part  occupied  as  a  garage  shall  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  this  Section. 


Classes  Of  G(i  rages. 

Par.  4.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Section,  garages 
are  divided  into  the  following  classes : 

A — Private  garages  ; 
B — Multiple  private  garages; 
C — Multiple  public  garages; 
D — Public  garages. 

A.  A  private  garage  is  a  building  or  part  of  a  build- 
ing having  a  capacity  of  only  two  automobiles  and  a 
floor  area  not  exceeding  400  sq.  ft.,  measured  inside  of 

walls. 

B.  A  multiple  private  garage  is  a  building  or  pan 
of  a  building,  not  more  than  one  story  in  height,  hav- 
ing a  capacity  of  more  than  two  c<ars,  or  a  floor  area 
exceeding  400  sq.  ft.,  but  built  on  the  same  lot  as  the 
house  occupied  by  the  occupant  of  the  garage,  and  used 
exclusively  for  the  cars  of  the  family  occupying  said 
house. 

C.  A  multiple  public  garage  is  a  building  or  part 
of  a  building  not  more  than  one  story  in  height  and 
divided  into  compartments  by  fireproof  walls,  each  com- 
partment having  a  capacity  for  not  more  than  two  au- 
tomobiles and  an  area  not  exceeding  400  sq.  ft. 

T).  A  public  garage  is  a  building  or  part  of  a  build- 
ing, not  in  Class  B,  having  a  capacity  for  more  than  two 
automobiles  in  the  same  room  and  one  or  more  stories 
in  height. 


896  ORDINANCES. 

Construction  Of  Garages. 
Par.  5— 

I.  Garages  of  Cla"ss  A  within  the  fire  limits,  when 
separated  from  or  independent  of  any  other  building 
may  be  constructed  of  not  less  than  8''  walls  of  brick, 
hollow  concrete  blocks,  tile  or  other  fireproof  material 
if  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings.  The  roof 
may  be  the  same  as  required  for  ordinary  masonry  build- 
ings. 

IT.  Gara'ges  of  Classes  A  or  B  when  located  outside 
the  fire  limits  may  be  of  ordinary  frame  or  tile  construc- 
tion providing  the  clear  space  from  any  other  building  is 
not  less  than  20'. 

ITT.  Garages  of  Class  A  may  be  constructed  of  sheet 
metal  not  less  than  24  gauge  supported  on  a  steel  frame 
properly  braced  and  anchored  to  foundation.  The  thick- 
ness of  metal  used  in  the  frame  shall  not  be  less  than 
3/16"  thick  unless  galvanized. 

IV.  Garages  of  Class  B  or  C  when  separate  and  in- 
dependent of  other  buildings  shall  have  all  exterior  and 
interior  walls  of  masonry  construction  not  less  than  8" 
thick  and  all  walls  shall  extend  not  less  than  one  foot 
above  the  roof  line  at  any  point.  Roof  may  be  the  same 
as  required  for  ordinary  masonry  buildings. 

V.  When  a  garage  of  Clasis  A  or  B  is  a  part  of  a 
dwelling,  the  garage  portion  shall  have  no  interior  com- 
mimicating  openings  to  any  other  portion  of  the  build- 
ing either  through  walls,  ceiling  or  floor.  All  sides  sep- 
arating the  garage  from  the  rest  of  the  building  shall 
be  not  less  than  8"  brick  or  concrete  walls.  The  roof 
or  floor  construction  over  the  garage  portion  shall  be 
fireproof  and  the  structural  slab  shall  be  not  less  than 
3%  inches  thick. 

VI.  When  the  garage  is  a  portion  of  any  building 
other  than  a  dwelling,  the  walls  separating  the  garage 
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from  the  rest  of  the  building  shall  not  be  less  than  8" 
thick,  constructed  of  masonry,  the  covering  or  ceiling 
may  be  metal  lath  and  2"  cement  plaster  supported  by 
metal  hangei-s  from  and  not  less  than  6"  below  the  wood 
joists  or  any  other  wood  construction ;  or  other  fireproof 
construction  given  not  less  than  one  hour  rating  by  the 
National  Board  of  Fire  T^nderwriters,  if  approved  by 
the  Bureau  of  Buildings. 

VIT.  All  outside  windows  opening  from  garages  un- 
der other  buildings  sluill  be  of  metal,  glazed  with  wire 
glass. 

VIII.  The  floor  of  all  garages  of  (^lass  A,  B,  and  C 
shall  be  concrete  not  less  than  4"  thick  and  shall  slope 
to  the  door  openings  and  for  not  less  than  3'  out  from 
building.  Xothing  in  this  Section  shall  prevent  the  use 
of  gutters  and  floor  drains. 

IX.  Public  garage  of  Cl^a^s  D,  whether  an  independ- 
ent building  or  a  portion  of  a  building,  shall  be  fire- 
proof or  slow-burning  construction  throughout.  There 
shall  be  at  least  two  means  of  exit  as  far  remote  from 
each  other  as  possible  in  every  public  garage.  All  re- 
quired stairAvays  shall  be  enclosed  in  a  fireproof  shaft  if 
the  building  is  more  than  two  stories  in  height. 

X.  The  construction  of  garages  in  all  respects  not 
specifically  provided  for  in  this  section,  shall  comply 
with  the  provisions  for  general  building  construction  in 
other  sections  of  this  Code. 

Regulations  for  Fire  Hazard  in  Public  Garages. 
Par.  6— 

A.  All  buildings  hereafter  constructed  or  altered  to 
be  used  for  a  public  garage  shall  be  thoroughly  venti- 
lated hy  a  natural  or  mechanically  operated  system. 

B.  All  floors  of  a  public  garage  shall  be  constructed, 
having  a  slope  towards  points  in  the  outside  walls  where 
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an  open  vent  to  the  outside  air  shall  be  built  in  the  wall, 
size  of  opening  to  be  not  less  than  8''  long  and  4"  in 
height.  There  shall  be  one  such  vent  for  every  2,000 
sq.  ft.  of  floor  space.  The  entrance  to  stair  and  elevator 
shafts  must  be  at  least  6''  above  the  highest  point  of 
the  floor.  All  other  openingsi  in  a  floor  shall  be  sur- 
rounded by  a  wall  not  less  than  2'  high  above  the  floor 
line. 

Washing  stand  areas  may  be  provided  if  the  floors  of 
such  areas  at  their  highest  point  are  at  least  three  inches 
higher  than  the  highest  point  of  the  adjoining  floors,  or 
if  protected  by  curbs  at  least  three  inches  higher  than 
the  highest  point  of  such  lad joining  floors. 

C  The  sill  of  any  door  leading  from  any  floor  to  an 
adjoining  room,  except  one  used  exclusively  for  an  office 
or  storage,  shall  be  not  less  than  two  feet  above  the  floor. 
All  partitions  in  a  public  garage  shall  be  of  fireproof  or 
fire-resisting  construction.  The  bottom  of  the  elevator 
and  other  pits  or  sumps  must  have  a  direct  opening  to 
the  outside  air;  if  by  means  of  a  pipe  it  must  not  be 
less  than  3"  in  diameter,  and  open  at  both  ends.  In 
oases  where  natural  ventilation  is  not  desired  or  cannot 
be  provided,  a  mechanical  ventilating  system  of  approved 
design  shall  be  substituted. 

T).  Where  ramps  or  runways  occur,  leading  from  one 
floor  to  another,  automatic  drop  flre  curtains  on  fusible 
links  shall  be  provided  for  such  runways,  arranged  in 
such  a  manner  that  when  closed,  they  will  form  a  com- 
plete separation  between  the  upper  and  lower  portions 
of  such  ramps  or  runways. 

E.  All  garages  which  will  accommodate  more  than 
five  cars  shall  be  provided  with  skylights  on  the  top 
floor,  glazed  with  thin  glass  and  protected  with  fire 
screens  arranged  so  that  excessive  heat  will  break  the 
glass  and  form  a  vent.  The  area  of  such  skylights  shall 
be  not  less  than  3%  of  the  area  of  the  top  floor.

F.  Garages  over  one  storv  liic'li,  wliicli  have  an  area 
on  any  one  iioor  in  excess  of  15,000  square  feet  shall  Ix; 
sub-divided  with  fire  walls  so  that  no  section  shall  have 
area  in  excess  of  15,000  square  feet,  and  all  openings 
in  such  fire  walls  shall  be  protected  by  fire  doors. 

Sales  and  Shoiv  Rooms. 

Par.  7.  A  building,  or  a  part  of  a  building,  used  for 
the  display  or  sale  of  automobiles,  automobile  trucks, 
motorcycles  or  other  motor-driven  vehicles,  containing 
no  gasoline,  other  fuel,  or  battery  shall  not  be  termed  a 
garage,  but  a  store,  provided  it  is  not  used  as  a  service 
station  where  gasoline  is  sold,  nor  for  renting  of  space 
for  automobiles. 

Garage  Heating  Apparatus. 

Par.  8.  Boilers  or  stoves  used  for  heating  apparatus 
in  any  garage  shall  be  entirely  enclosed  by  brick  walls, 
9"  thick,  6"  concrete  walls  or  8"  tile  or  concrete  block 
walls,  without  any  door  opening  connecting  with  the. 
garage  proper,  but  the  door  to  such  heating  compart- 
ment must  open  to  the  outside.  Properly  constructed 
and  approved  gas  radiators  need  not  be  enclosed  by  walls 
if  raised  2'  0''  above  floor  level. 

Limited  As  To  Location. 

Par.  0.  Garages  of  Class  B,  C  or  D  are  classed  as 
buildings  specially  limited  as  to  location  and  require 
advertising  and  special  consent  as  covered  by  Section 
30  of  this  Code. 

Dwellings. 
Section  28 : 

Scope  of  Section. 

Par.  1.  All  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply 
to  all  classes  of  dwellings,  except  that  in  cases  where 
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specific  reference  is  made  to  a  specific  class  or  classes 
of  dwellings  such  provisions  shall  apply  only  to  those 
specific  classes  to  which  such  reference  is  made. 

Mixed  Occupancy. 

Par.  2.  In  cases  of  mixed  occupancy,  where  a  build- 
ing is  occupied  in  part  as  a  dwelling,  the  part  so  occu- 
pied shall  be  deemed  a  dwelling  for  the  purposes  of  this 
section,  and  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  thereof 
relative  to  dwellings. 

Classes  of  Dwelling. 

Par.  3.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  dwellings 
are  divided  into  the  following  classes:  (1)  one-family 
dwellings;  (2)  two-family  dwellings;  (3)  multiple 
dwellings. 

(1)  A  one-family  dwelling  is  a  building  occupied  by 

one  family. 

(2)  A  two-family  dwelling  is  a  building  occupied  by 
two  families. 

(3)  A  multiple  dwelling  is  a  building  occupied  other- 
wise than  as  a  one-family  or  two-family  dwelling. 

Classes  of  Multiple  Dwelling. — Multiple  dwellings 
are  divided  into  three  classes,  viz :  Class  A,  Class  B  and 
Class  C. 

Class  A.  Multiple  dwellings  of  Class  A  are  dwellings 
which  are  occupied  more  or  less  permanently  for  resi- 
dence purposes  by  several  families,  and  in  which  the 
rooms  are  occupied  in  apartments,  suites  or  groups. 
This  class  includes  tenement  houses,  flats,  apartment 
houses,  bachelor  apartments,  studio  apartments,  duplex 
apartments,  kitchenette  apartments,  and  all  other  dwell- 
ings similarly  occupied  whether  specifically  enumerated 
herein  or  not. 

Class  B.  Multiple  dwellings  of  Class  B  which  are 
occupied,  as  a  rule  transiently,  as  the  more  or  less  tem- 
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poraiy  abiding  place  of  individuals  who  are  lodged,  with 
or  without  meals,  and  in  which  as  a  rule  the  rooms  are 
occupied  singly.  This  cla^s  includes  lodging  houses, 
boarding  houses,  furnished  room  houses,  lodgings,  club- 
houses, hospitals,  asylums,  and  all  other  dwellings  sim- 
ilarly occupieil,  whether  specifically  enumerated  herein 
or  not. 

Class  C.  Multiple  dwellings  of  Class  C  are  hotels, 
which  for  the  pui-pose  of  this  section  are  defined  as  mul- 
tiple dwellings  in  which  the  public  is  lodged  for  hire 
and  in  which  there  are  maintained  for  the  use  of  trans- 
ients more  than  fifteen  sleeping  ix)oms,  a  public  dining 
room  and  general  kitchen. 

Side  Yard. 

Par.  4.  If  any  windows  or  doors  of  any  dwelling 
hereafter  erected  open  upon  a  side  yard,  it  shall  be  open 
and  unobstructed  from  bottom  to  sky,  and  shall  have  a 
width  measured  from  the  side  lot  line  or  centre  line  of 
an  abutting  alley  to  the  nearest  part  of  the  house  as 
follows :  If  windows  or  doors  used  to  light  or  ventilate 
living  rooms,  dining  rooms  or  bed  rooms  open  upon  a 
side  yard  it  shall  have  a  minimum  width  of  3  feet.  This 
minimum  shall  be  increased  by  one  foot  for  each  story 
by  which  the  yard  exceeds  one  story  in  depth  from  the 
top  of  the  building.  If  windows  or  doors  used  to  light 
or  ventilate  rooms  other  than  those  above  mentioned 
open  upon  a  side  yard,  it  shall  have  a  minimum  width 
of  3  feet  increased  by  6  inches  for  each  stoi-y  by  which 
the  yard  exceeds  one  story  ii>  depth  from  the  top  of  the 
building. 

Courts. 

Par.  5.  No  court  of  a  multiple  dwelling  hereafter 
erected  shall  be  covered  by  roof  or  skylights.  Every  such 
court  shall  be  at  every  jx)int  open  from  the  ground  to  the 
sky  unobstructed,  except  that  in  the  case  of  two-family 
and  multiple  dwellings,  courts  may  start  at  the  floor 
level  of  the  lowest  story  containing  bedrooms  or  private 
living  rooms. 
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Dimensions  of  Courts. 

Par.  6.  The  minimum  size  of  all  courts  upon  which 
doors  or  windows  open  in  dwellings  hereafter  erected 
shall  be  proportionate  to  the  height  of  the  court.  No 
such  court  shall  be  of  less  dimension  in  any  part  than 
the  minimum  prescribed. 

Open  courts  upon  which  doors  and  windows  open, 
shall  have  the  following  minimum  dimensions :

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The  length  of  sucli  court  shall  be  not  less  than  two 
times  its  required  width,  but  when  the  width  is  greater 
than  that  required,  the  length  may  be  decreased,  pro- 
vided the  total  area  be  not  less-  than  that  of  a  court  of 
minimum  area  required.

Rooms,  Lighting  and   Ventilating  Of. 

Par.  8.  In  eveiy  dwelling  hereafter  erected,  every 
room  not  including  halls  and  foyer  shall  have  at  least 
one  window  opening  directly  upon  the  street,  alley  or 
public  open  space  or  a  yard  or  court  of  the  dimen- 
sions specified  in  this  section,  and  located  on  the  same 
lot,  or  protected  by  permanent  easement.  This  provi- 
sion shall  not,  however,  apply  to  rooms  used  as  art  gal- 
leries, swimming  pools,  gymnasiums,  squash  courts,  or 
for  similar  purposes,  provided  such  rooms  are  adequate- 
ly lighted  and  ventilated  by  ventilating  skylights  in  the 
roof  thereof,  nor  shall  it  ripply  to  rooms  wliich  have  a 
system  of  forced  air  su])ply  and  ventilation  that  will 
completely  change  the  air  in  them  at  least  four  times 
an  hour. 
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Windoivs  in  Rooms. 

Par.  9.  In  every  dwelling  hereafter  erected  the  total 
window  area  in  each  room,  except  cellars,  water  closet 
compartments,  and  bathrooms,  shall  be  at  least  one- 
twelfth  of  the  floor  area  of  the  room,  and  the  window 
shall  be  made  to  open. 

In  multiple  dwellings  the  top  of  'at  least  one  window 
in  each  room  shall  be  not  less  than  seven  feet  above 
the  floor. 

Cellars. 

Par.  10.  All  cellars  in  dwellings  hereafter  erected 
shall  be  ventilated. 


Bathrooms  ami  Toilets. 

Par.  11.  In  every  dwelling  hereafter  erected,  every 
water  closet  compartment  and  bathroom  shaU  have  at 
least  one  window  opening  directly  upon  a'  street  or  alley, 
or  upon  a  yard  or  court,  of  the  dimensions  specified  in 
this  section.  'No  such  window  shall  be  less  in  size  than 
will  give  three  square  feet  of  net  air  opening  when  open. 
For  a  water  closet  compartment  or  a  bathroom  on  the 
top  floor,  a  ventilating  skylight  may  be  used  in  lieu  of 
the  window  required  by  this  paragraph.  ^N'othing  in 
this  section  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  prohibit  a  general 
toilet  room,  containing  several  water  closet  compart- 
ments separated  from  each  other  by  dwarf  partitions, 
provided  such  toilet  room  is  adequately  lighted  a!nd  ven- 
tilated to  the  outer  air  as  above  provided.  The  pro- 
visions of  this  paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  buildings 
which  have  a  system  of  forced  ventilation  so  constructed 
as  to  entirely  change  the  air  in  every  bathroom,  toilet 
room  and  water  closet  compartment  at  least  once  in 
every  fifteen  minutes.  Every  bathroom,  water  closet 
compartment  and  general  toilet  shall  be  provided  with 
proper  means  for  artificial  light  at  night. 
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Eoom^,  Size  Of. 

Par.  12.  In  every  two-family  and  multiple  dwelling 
hereafter  erected,  all  rooms,  except  water  closet  com- 
partments, bathrooms,  toilets,  pantries  and  kitchens, 
shall  be  of  the  following  minimum  sizes:  every  room 
shall  contain  at  least  sixty  square  feet  of  floor  area,  with 
a  minimum  width  of  six  feet.  In  two-family  dwellings 
and  in  multiple  dwellings  of  Class  A,  in  each  apart- 
ment, group  or  suite  of  rooms,  there  shall  be  at  least  one 
room  containing  not  less  than  120  square  feet  of  floor 
area.  Pantries  and  kitchens  shall  be  properly  equipped 
for  their  stated  purposes. 

Rooms,  Height  Of. 

Par.  13.  ^N'o  room  above  the  basement  in  a  multiple 
dwelling  hereafter  erected  shall  be  in  any  part  less  than 
8  feet  6  inches  high  from  the  finished  floor  to  the  fin- 
ished ceiling. 

Alcove  Rooms. 

Par.  14.  Xothing  in  this  section  shall  prohibit  in 
dwellings  hereafter  erected  alcove  without  windows  to 
rooms,  provided  that  every  such  alcove  opens  without 
obstruction  directly  into  another  room  w^hich  has  one 
or  more  windows,  having  an  aggregate  area  siash  size 
of  not  less  than  one-twelfth  of  the  combined  floor  area 
of  the  room  and  the  alcove;  and  that  the  opening  be- 
tween such  rooms  is  not  less  than  fifty  percentum  of  the 
area  of  the  alcove  floor. 

Ventilation   Of  Stair  and  Public  J I  alls. 

Par.  15.  In  two-family  and  multiple  dwellings  here- 
after erected  there  shall  be  adequate  provision  for  ven- 
tilating stair  halls  and  public  halls  by  means  of  doors 
or  windows  opening  to  the  outside  air,  or  by  ventilated 
skylights  at  the  top.     Small  elevator  halls  need  not  com- 
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ply  witli  this  provision  if  separated  from  other  portions 
of  the  building  by  fireproof  walls,  partitions  and  doors. 

Privacy. 

Par.  16.  In  every  dwelling  hereafter  erected  access 
to  every  living-room  and  to  every  bedroom,  shall  be  had 
without  passing  through  a  bedroom,  and  each  bedroom 
shall  have  access  to  a  water  closet  compartment  with- 
out passing  through  a  bedroom. 

Cellar  Drainage  and  Sanitation. 

Par.  17.  Every  dwelling  hereafter  erected  shall  have 
an  excavated  space  under  the  entire  entrance  floor,  at 
least  three  feet  in  depth,  or  a  basement  or  cellar  pro- 
viding at  least  six  feet  of  head  room,  or  such  entrance 
floor  shall  be  elevated  above  the  ground  so  that  there 
will  be  a  clear  air  space  of  at  least  twenty-four  inches 
between  the  top  of  the  ground  and  the  bottom  of  said 
floor  construction.  Such  space  shall  in  all  cases  be  en- 
closed and  provided  with  ample  ventilation  and  be  prop- 
erly drained.  Nothing  in  this  paragraph,  however,  shall 
prevent  the  entrance  floor  being  laid  flat  upon  the 
groimd,  provided  that  such  floor  is  made  damp-proof 
and  there  is  in  the  walls  a  damp-proof  course  of  slate 
or  other  material  so  placed  as  to  prevent  dampness  ris- 
ing in  the  walls. 

Drainage  Of  Yards  and  Courts. 

Par.  18.  Upon  every  lot  upon  which  a  dwelling  is 
hereafter  erected,  all  yards  and  courts  shall  be  graded 
and  drained. 

Bathroom  Requirements. 

Par.  19.  Every  dwelling  hereafter  erected  shall  have 
a  bathroom  and  set  bath  tub  or  shower,  with  all  neces- 
sary supply  pipes,  waste  pipes  and  sanitary  equipment. 
In  two-family  and  multiple  dwellings  of  Class  A  there 
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sliall  Ix'  siU'li  ;i  hatlirooin  in  each  apartniciit,  suite  or 
group  of  rooms.  In  imiltiplc  dwellings  of  Class  B  and 
C,  except  hospitals,  there  shall  l>e  at  least  one  such 
bathroom  for  every  tifteen  occupants. 

Sink  Or  Wash  Bowl  Required. 

Par.  20.  Every  dwelling  hereafter  erected  shall  have 
a  proper  sink  or  wa^li  bowl  with  running  water,  in  addi- 
tion to  any  sink  or  wash  lx)wl  which  may  be  located  in 
the  cellar  or  basement.  In  two-family  dwellings  and 
multiple  dwellings  of  Class  A,  there  shall  be  such  a  sink 
or  wash  bowl  in  each  apartment,  suite  or  group  of  rooms. 
In  multiple  dwellings  of  Class  B  and  C,  there  shall  be 
provided  at  least  one  sink  or  wa3h  bowl  for  every  fifteen 
occupants. 

Water  Closet  Accommodations. 

Par.  21.  Every  dwelling  hereafter  erected,  shall 
have  at  least  one  water  closet  not  located  in  cellar  or 
basement.  All  water  closets  shall  be  placed  in  bath- 
rooms or  in  compartments  completely  separated  from 
every  other  room.  Such  compartments  shall  be  not  less 
than  2  feet  6  inches  wide,  and  shall  be  enclosed  with  a 
partition  which  will  insure  privacy.  In  two-family 
dwellings  and  in  multiple  dwellings  of  Class  A  hereafter 
erected,  there  shall  be  a  separate  water  closet  located 
within  each  apartment,  suite  or  group  of  rooms.  In 
multiple  dwellings  of  Class  B  and  C,  hereafter  erected, 
there  shall  be  provided  at  least  one  water  closet  for 
ever)'  fifteen  occupants,  or  fraction  thereof,  separate 
from  and  in  addition  to  those  located  in  bathrooms.  No 
drip  trays  shall  be  permitted  on  any  water  closet.  No 
water  closet  shall  be  placed  out  of  doors,  without  written 
permission  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health.  Nothing  in 
this  paragraph  sliall  be  construed  to  prohibit  a  general 
toilet  room  containing  several  water  closet  compart- 
ments, separated  from  each  other  by  dwarf  partitions, 
provided  such  toilet  room  is  adequately  lighted  and  ven- 
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tilated  as  provided  in  Paragrapli  II,  and  that  such 
water  closets  are  supplemental  to  the  water  closet  aic- 
commodations  required  by  other  provisions  of  this  para- 
graph. In  all  multiple  dwellings  hereafter  erected,  the 
floor  of  every  such  water  closet  compartment  shall  be 
covered  with  cement,  asphalt,  tile,  stone  composition  or 
similar  material,  and  such  material  shall  extend  upon 
the  walls  at  least  6  inches  above  the  floor. 

Cement  Floors. 

Par.  22.  In  every  dwelling  hereafter  erected,  all 
floors  of  cellars  or  basements  directly  on  the  ground  shall 
have  a  concrete  base  not  less  than  3''  thick. 

Frame  C onstruction. 

Par.  23.  No  frame  multiple  dwelling  more  than 
two  stories  and  attic  high,  shall  hereafter  be  erected  and 
no  frame  building  more  than  two  stories  and  attic  high 
not  now  used  as  a  multiple  dwelling  shall  hereafter  be 
altered  into  a  multiple  dwelling  or  converted  to  such 
use.  ISTo  frame  multiple  dwelling  shall  be  erected  or 
altered  containing  provision  for  more  than  six  families. 

Fireproof  Construction  Required. 

Par.  24.  No  two-family  or  multiple  dwelling  shall 
hereafter  be  erected  exceeding  three  stories  and  base- 
ment or  cellar  in  height,  unless  it  shall  be  a  fireproof 
building;  the  building,  however,  may  step  up  to  follow 
the  grade,  provided  no  part  of  it  is  over  three  full 
stories  and  basement  or  cellar  in  height. 

First  Story  Fireproof. 

Par.  25.  The  entire  first  floor  over  the  basement, 
or  cellar  of  every  non-fireproof  multiple  dwelling  ex- 
ceeding two  stories  and  basement  in  height  hereafter 
erected,  shall  be  of  fireproof  construction.     If  the  first 
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storv,  or  any  part  thereof,  is  not  used  as  a  dwelling, 
hoth  the  first  story  and  the  floor  construction  above  it 
shall  be  made  fireproof.  If  any  heating  appai-atus  is 
placed  on  the  first  floor  the  heating  apparatus  and  the 
space  for  the  storage  of  fuel  and  ashes  shall  be  en- 
closed with  fireproof  walls  or  partitions;  tlie  floor  above 
the  apparatus  and  the  space  for  fuel  and  ashes,  shall  be 
of  fireproof  construction,  and  the  doors  leading  into 
such  enclosures  shall  be  fireproof. 

Stairs  and  Ptiblic  Halls. 

Par.  26— 

A.  Every  multiple  dwelling  of  ('lass  A  hereafter 
erected  exceeding  one  story  in  height,  shall  have  at  least 
one  flight  of  stairs  extending  from  the  entrance  floor 
to  the  roof,  and  the  stairs  and  public  halls  herein  shall 
be  at  least  three  feet  A\Tde  in  the  clear,  except  that,  in  the 
case  of  detached,  pitched  roof  multiple  dwellings,  the 
stairs  need  extend  only  to  the  attic  or  other  higher 
floor.  All  stairs  shall  l)e  constructed  with  a  rise  of  not 
more  than  7%  inches  and  with  treads  not  less  than  9^/) 
inches  wide,  exclusive  of  the  nosing,  and  not  less  than 
three  feet  long  in  the  clear.  Winding  stairs  shall  not 
be  permitted.  Every  stairway  shall  have  a  handrail ; 
and  every  open  side  in  hall  or  stairs  shall  be  protected 
by  a  substantial  railing  or  balustrade,  a1)Out  3  feet  high. 

B.  Non-fireproof  stairways  and  stair  halls  of  multiple 
dwellings  of  Class  A  shall  have  their  soffits  plastered  on 
heavy  metal  lath,  and  all  enclosure  or  partition  walls 
surrounding  the  stair  shall  Ik?  similarly  plastered. 

C.  In  multiple  dwellings  hereafter  erected  which  ex- 
ceed three  stories  in  height,  the  stair  halls  shall  be  con- 
structed of  fireproof  material  throughout,  and  shall  be 
enclosed  on  all  sides  wdth  walls  of  brick  or  other  ap- 
proved fireproof  material.  If  the  building  is  four  stories 
and  basement  high,  the  stairs  shall  be  at  least  three  feet 
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wide  in  the  clear.  If  higher,  the  width  of  stairsi  in  any 
story  shall  be  increased  not  less  than  2  inches  for  each 
story  occurring  above  same  in  excess  of  four,  provided, 
however,  that  no  such  stair  shall  be  required  to  be  more 
than  four  feet  eight  inches  wide.  The  risers,  stringers 
and  treads  and  railing'  shall  be  of  metal,  concrete,  stone 
or  other  fire-resisting  material.  Wooden  handrails  to 
stairs  will  be  permitted  if  constructed  of  hard  wood. 
The  floors  of  all  stair  halls  shall  be  constructed  of  metal, 
concrete  or  other  fire-resisting  materials,  and  no  wooden 
flooring  or  sleepers  shall  be  permitted.  All  windows 
in  stair  halls  shall  be  glazed  with  wire  glass.  The  doors 
opening  from  such  stair  halls  shall  be  flreproof  and 
self-closing.  There  shall  be  no  transom  or  sash  between 
such  stair  hall  and  any  other  part  of  the  house,  unless 
the  same  be  fixed  and  constructed  of  metal  and  glazed 
with  wire  glass. 

D.  The  wddth  of  platforms  and  landing  shall^  in  all 
cases,  be  not  less  than  the  required  width  of  the  stairs 
in  connection  with  which  they  occur. 

E.  Stairways  of  multiple  dwellings.  Class  B  and  C, 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  Section  17  of  this  Code. 

Entrance  Halls. 

Par.  27.  Every  entrance  hall  in  a  multiple  dwelling 
of  Class  A  hereafter  erected,  shall  be  at  least  four  feet 
wide  in  the  clear.  Every  entrance  hall  shall  open  di- 
rectly to  a  public  street  or  alley.  If  more  than  one 
stairway  leads  into  an  entrance  hall,  it  shall  be  as  wide 
in  the  clear  as  the  combined  width  of  such  stairways, 
and  the  aggregate  width  of  door  openings  shall  be  cor- 
respondingly increased,  in  the  same  proportion. 

Cellar  Stairs. 

Par.  28.  In  all  multiple  dwellings  hereafter  erected, 
which  exceed  two  stories  in  height  or  which  are  occu- 
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pied  bv  more  than  two  faniilic's  on  any  floor,  inside 
stairs,  commnnicating  between  the  ceHar  or  biisement 
and  the  floor  next  above,  shall  be  completely  enclosed 
with  a  fire-resisting  wall,  aiul  shall  have  at  the  bottom 
a  self-cJosing  fireproof  door.  Every  multiple  dwell- 
ing hereafter  erected  shall  have  not  less  than  one  en- 
trance from  the  outside  to  the  cellar  or  other  lowest 
story. 

Closet  Under  Stairs. 

Par.  29.  In  multiple  dwellings  hereafter  erected,  no 
closet  of  any  kind  shall  be  constructed  under  any  stair- 
case leading  upward  from  the  entrance  story. 

Dumb  Waiter  and  Elevators. 

Par.  30.  In  multiple  dwellings  hereafter  erected  all 
dumbwaiters  and  elevators  shall  be  enclosed  in  fireproof 
shafts,  equal  to  2-inch  thick  metal  lath  and  plaster,  with 
doors,  metal-clad  on  hoih  sides,  or  other  fire-resisting 
doors  as  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings,  at  all 
openings  at  each  story,  including  the  cellar.  Xo  ele- 
vator shall  be  permitted  in  the  well  hole  of  stairs,  unless 
such  elevator  shall  be  completely  enclosed  from  the  stairs 
by  fire-proof  material. 

Means  of  Egress. 
Par.  31.  A.  Every  multiple  dwelling  of  Class  A  here- 
after erected  exceeding  two  stories  in  height  shall  have 
available  for  each  occupant  at  least  two  independent 
ways  of  egress  which  shall  extend  from  the  ground  floor 
to  the  roof,  and  shall  be  located  remote  from  each  other, 
except  that  in  the  case  of  detached,  pitched-roof  multi- 
ple dwellings  the  stairways  need  extend  only  to  the  attic 
or  other  highest  floor.  One  of  such  ways  of  egress  shall 
be  a  flight  of  stairs  constructed  and  arranged  as  provided 
in  Paragraph  26  of  this  section.  The  second  way  of 
egress  may  be  any  one  of  the  following,  as  the  owner 
may  elect : 
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B.  An  outside  balcony  fire  escape  or  an  exterior  or 
interior  spiral  fire  escape,  constructed  and  arranged  as 
provided  in  Section  18  of  this  Code. 

C.  An  additional  flight  of  stairs,  either  inside  or 
outside,  constructed  and  arranged  as  provided  for  in 
this  section. 

D.  A  fire  tov^er  conforming  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Section  and  so  constructed  and  arranged  as  may  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings. 

No  way  of  egress  shall  be  built  to  serve  more  than 
60  bedrooms.  The  bottom  of  every  means  of  egress  shall 
be  directly  accessible  to  a  street,  public  alley,  yard  or 
court,  except  that  the  lowest  part  of  any  fire  escape  may 
be  maintained  as  required  in  Section  18  of  this  Code. 

E.  A  horizontal  exit  as  defined  in  Section  17  of  this 
Code. 

Means  of  Egress^  Multiple  Dwellings  Class  B  and  0. 
Par.  32.     Multiple  dwellings  of  Class  B  and  C  to 
have  means  of  egress  as  specified  under  Section  17  of 
this  Code. 

Boof  Egress — Scuttles  and  Bulkheads. 
Par.  33.  Every  flat-roofed  multiple  dwelling  here- 
after erected,  exceeding  one  story  in  height,  shall  have 
in  the  roof  a  scuttle  or  bulkhead  not  less  than  two  feet 
by  three  feet  in  size.  Such  scuttle  or  bulkhead  shall  be 
fireproof  or  covered  with  metal  on  the  outside  and  shall 
be  provided  with  stairs,  not  steeper  than  60  degrees, 
leading  thereto.  'No  scuttle  or  bulkhead  shall  be  located 
in  a  closet  or  room,  but  shall  be  located  in  the  ceiling 
of  a  public  hall  on  the  top  floor,  and  access  to  the  same 
shall  be  direct  and  uninterrupted. 

Buildings  Converted  or  Altered. 
Par.  34.     A  building  not  a  dwelling,  if  hereafter  con- 
verted or  altered  to  such  use,  shall  thereupon  become 
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subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  section  relative  to 
dwelling  hei-eafter  erected.  A  dwelling  of  one  class,  if 
hereafter  altered  or  converted  to  another  class,  shall 
thereupon  become  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this 
section  relative  to  such  class,  except  as  provided  in  this 
paragraph.  In  existing  single-family  dwellings  con- 
verted or  aJtei-ed  into  two-family  or  three-family  dwell- 
ings, and  in  existing  two-family  dwellings  hereafter 
converted  or  altered  into  three-family  dwellings,  and 
where  two  or  more  dwelling  houses  are  converted  into 
one  multiple  dwelling,  such  dwellings  shall  have  over 
the  whole  cellar  a  self-supporting  or  suspended  ceiling 
of  fireproof  material.  All  pipes  shall  be  below  this  ceil- 
ing and  so  supported  that  there  will  be  no  need  of  break- 
ing the  ceiling  Av^hen  making  repairs.  The  furnace  and 
ashrooms  shall  be  entirely  enclosed  with  fireproof  walls 
with  self-closing  metal  covered  doors. 

Public  Halls,  Light  at  Night. 

Par.  35.  In  every  multiple  dwelling,  the  owner  shall 
keep  a  proper  light  burning  from  sunset  to  sunrise,  in 
every  hallway  near  the  stairs  and  in  every  bathroom 
opening  into  a  public  hall. 

Basement  and  Cellar  Rooms. 

Par.  36.  No  room  in  the  cellar  of  any  dwelling  shall 
be  occupied  as  a  bedroom  or  for  living  purposes.  No 
room  in  the  basement  of  any  building  shall  be  so  occu- 
pied unless  all  of  the  fallowing  conditions  are  complied 
with : 

1.  Such  rooms  shall  be  at  least  8  feet  ceiling. 

2.  The  ceiling  of  such  rooms  shall  not  average  less 
than  4  feet  6  inches  above  the  surface  of  the  street  or 
ground  outside. 

3.  There  shall  be  available  for  the  use  of  the  occu- 
pant of  such  room  a  water  closet. 
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4.  At  least  one  of  the  rooms  of  the  apartment  of 
which  such  room  is  an  integral  part  shall  have  a  win- 
dow opening  directly  to  the  street  or  alley  or  yard  of  at 
least  12  square  feet  sash  size  and  which  shall  open  read- 
ily for  purposes  of  ventilation. 

5.  The  floor  shall  be  waterproof  and  dampproof. 

6^ '  Such  room  shall  have  an  open  area  at  least  2'  6" 
wide,  upon  which  windows  shall  open,  and  the  area 
shall  extend  along  one  whole  side  of  bed.  The  floor  of 
such  an  open  area  shall  be  made  6  inches  lower  than  the 
floor  of  the  basement  and  shall  be  finished  with  concrete 
and  cement  as  required  for  basement  floors  in  this  Sec- 
tion. 


Walls  of  Courts. 

Par.  37.  In  multiple  dwellings  the  walls  of  all  em- 
closed  courts,  unless  built  of  a  light  color  brick  or  stone, 
shall  be  thoroughly  whitewashed  by  the  owner,  or  shall 
be  painted  a  light  color  by  him,  and  shall  be  so  main- 
tained. Such  whitewash  or  paint  shall  be  renewed  when- 
ever necessary  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Health. 


Harmful  or  Combustible  Materials. 

Par.  38.  ISTo  building,  any  part  of  which  is  used  as 
a  dwelling,  nor  the  lot  upon  which  it  is  situated  shall 
be  used  as  a  place  for  storage,  or  handling  of  any  arti- 
cle which  is  dangerous  or  detrimental  to  life  or  health, 
'No  building,  any  part  of  which  is  used  as  a  multiple 
dwelling,  nor  the  lot  upon  which  it  is  situated,  shall  be 
used  as  a  place  of  storage,  or  handling  of  feed,  hay, 
straw,  excelsior,  cotton,  paper  stock,  feathers  or  of  any 
other  articles  now  or  hereafter  designated  as  especially 
hazardous  in  the  classification  of  the  National  Board 
of  Pi  re  Underwriters. 
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Scuttles,  Bulkheads,  Ladders  and  Stairs. 

Par.  39.  In  all  multiple  dwellings  where  there  are 
scuttles  or  bulkheads,  they  and  all  stairs  and  ladders 
leading  thereto  shall  be  easily  accessible  to  all  occupants 
of  the  building,  and  shall  be  kept  free  from  obtsructions 
and  ready  for  use  at  all  times.  'No  scuttle  and  no  bulk- 
head door  shall,  at  any  time,  be  locked  with  a  key,  but 
may  be  fastened  on  the  inside  by  movable  bolts,  locks  or 
hooks. 

Cleanliness  of  Dwellings. 

Par.  40.  Every  dwelling  and  every  part  thereof  shall 
be  kept  cleiui,  and  free  from  any  accumulation  of  dirt, 
filth,  rubbish,  garbage  or  similar  matter.  All  yards 
and  courts  shall  be  similarly  kept  clean. 

Repairs. 

Par.  41.  Every  dwelling  and  all  parts  thereof  shall 
be  kept  in  good  repair,  and  the  roof  shall  be  kept  so  as 
not  to  leak,  and  all  the  rain  water  shall  be  so  drained 
and  conveyed  therefrom  as  not  to  cause  dampness  in  the 
walls  or  ceilings. 

Dwelling  a  Public  Nuisance. 

Par.  42.  Whenever  any  dwelling  or  any  building, 
structure,  excavation,  business  pursuit,  matter  or  thing 
in  or  about  a  dwelling  or  the  lot  on  which  it  is  situated, 
or  the  plumbing,  sewerage,  drainage,  light  or  ventila- 
tion thereof,  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Health,  dangerous  or  detrimental  to  life  or  health,  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  may  declare  that  the  same,  to 
the  extent  he  may  specify,  is  a  public  nuisance,  and  may 
order  that  the  same  be  removed,  abated,  suspended,  al- 
tered or  otherwise  improved  or  purified,  as  his  order 
shall  specify.  The  Commissioner  of  Health  may  also 
under  similar  conditions  order  or  cause  any  dwelling  or 
excavation,  building,  structure,  sewer,  plumbing,  pipe. 
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passage,  premises,  ground,  matter  or  thing,  in  or  about 
a  dwelling  or  tlie  lot  on  which  it  is  situated,  tO'  be  puri- 
fied, cleaned,  disinfected,  removed,  altered,  repaired  or 
improved.  If  any  order  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health, 
issued  under  the  authority  of  the  provisions  of  this  Sec- 
tion, is  not  complied  with  within  five  days  after  the 
service  thereof,  or  within  such  shorter  time  as  he  may 
designate  and  may  be  reasonable,  then  such  order  may 
be  executed  by  said  Commissioner  of  Health  through 
his  officers,  agents,  employes  or  contractors  and  the  ex- 
pense incurred  incident  to  said  order  shall  be  paid  by 
the  owner  of  said  property. 

Repairs  and  Alterations  By  Officials. 

Par.  43.  In  the  event  that  any  violation  of  this 
Section  shall  exist  in  any  building  covered  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Section,  and  such  violations  shall  con- 
stitute a  nuisance  or  menace  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  or  the  Bureau  of  Buildings, 
and  the  owner  or  occupier  shall  neglect  or  fail  to  rem- 
edy the  same,  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  or  the 
Bureau  of  Buildings,  may  proceed  to  remedy  the  same, 
and  the  necessary  expense  of  so  doing,  together  with  an 
addition  of  10  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  such  expense 
as  a  penalty,  may  be  recovered  by  the  City  by  suit  or 
action  at  law  against  the  owner  or  occupier,  and  the 
amount  of  such  expense  and  penalty  shall  be  a  lien  on 
the  propetry,  to  the  same  extent  as  taxes,  and  such  lien 
shall  relate  back  to  the  time  of  the  notice  herein  directed 
to  be  given.  Before  a  proceeding  to  incur  such  expense, 
the  Commissioner  of  Health,  or  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
ings, shall  post  a  notice  on  the  front  of  the  building, 
stating  that  unless  such  nuisance  is  abated  within  the 
time  mentioned,  in  said  notice,  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  or  Bureau  of  Buildings,  whichever  the  case 
may  be,  will  proceed  to  abate  the  same  and  charge  the 
cost  thereof  to  the  owner  or  occupier  of  the  premises. 
Such  notice  shall  be  posted  on  said  premises  at  leaist  five 
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days  before  the  Commissioner  of  Health  or  Bureau 
of  Buildings  proceeds  to  incur  expenses,  unless  the 
nuisance  is  of  a  character  recpiiring  inuuediatc  action, 
in  which  case  the  time  in  the  notice  shall  be  such  as, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  or 
Bureau  of  Buildings,  is  reasonable  and  proper.  The 
Commissioner  of  Health  or  Bureau  of  Buildings, 
whichever  the  case  may  be,  shall  deliver  a  copy  of  said 
notice  to  the  Bureau  of  Liens,  and  the  clerk  in  charge  of 
said  bureau  shall  record  or  file  the  same  in  a  book  or 
file  open  to  jniblic  inspection. 

Dwellings  To  Be  Vacated. 

Par.  4-lr.  If  any  dwelling  or  pai-t  thereof  is  occupied 
contrarv'  to  provisions  of  this  section,  or  is  erected,  al- 
tered or  occupied  contrary  to  law,  such  dwelling  shall 
be  deemed  an  unlawful  structure,  and  the  Bureau  of 
Buildings  or  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  may  issue  an 
order  requiring  such  dwelling  to  be  vacated.  A  copy 
of  such  order  shall  1x^  posted  on  the  front  of  the  dwelling 
at  least  five  (5)  days  before  it  shall  become  eifective, 
unless  the  situation  is  of  a  character  requiring  imme- 
diate action,  in  which  case  the  effective  time  of  the  order 
shall  be  such  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bureau  of 
Buildings  or  Commissioner  of  Health  is  reasonable  and 
proper.  The  dwelling  so  ordered  to  be  vacated  shall  not 
again  be  occupied  until  a  wTitten  statement  shall  have 
been  secured  from  the  official  causing  it  to  be  vacated, 
showing  that  the  dwelling  or  its  occupation  has  been 
made  to  conform  with  law. 

Theatrics. 

Section  29 : 

Application  Of  Promsions. 

Par.  1.  Every  theatre  or  opera  house  and  every  other 
building  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  purposes,  or  for 
exhibiting  moving  picture  shows,  or  for  piil)lic  entertain- 
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ments  of  any  kinds,  hereafter  erected,  shall  conform  to 
the  requirements  of  Section  29  of  this  Code. 

Time  Limit  For  Changes  Or  Construction. 
Par.  2.  Whenever  any  application  or  permit  is 
hereafter  gi^anted  by  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  to  construct,  alter, 
or  change  any  building,  for  the  purpose  of  exhibiting 
moving  picture  shows,  or  for  vaudeville  or  theatre  pur- 
poses, the  same  shall  be  exercised  by  the  gi^antee  therein 
named  mthin  two  (2)  months  from  the  date  of  the  ap- 
proval of  the  ordinance  or  resolution  granting  the  same, 
and  if  not  exercised  by  the  grantee  therein  named,  with- 
in that  time,  the  right  and  privilege  so  granted  shall 
become  null,  void  and  of  no  eifect. 

Walls,  Ceilings  and  Exits  in  Case  Of  Mixed  Occupancy. 
Par.  3.  ^o  part  of  any  building  used  as  a  theatre 
shall  be  occupied  or  used  for  other  purposes  imless  the 
part  or  parts  of  the  building  used  for  such  other  pur- 
poses shall  be  separated  from  the  theatre  portion  of 
the  building  by  fire  walls  of  brick  masonry  construction, 
or  -if  over  or  under  the  auditorium,  by  a  ceiling  and 
floor  construction  entirely  separate  and  independent  of 
each  other,  and  such  walls  shall  be  built  without  any 
opening  or  communication  between  the  auditorium  oi 
stage  section  of  the  theatre  portion  of  the  building  and 
the  parts  so  used  and  occupied  for  such  other  purposes. 
All  entrances  and  exits  to  the  theatre  section  shall  be 
protected  by  fireproof  doors. 

Space  Under  Stage. 
Par.  4.     The  space  under  the  stage  shall  not  be  used 
for  hazardous  storage  of  properties  or  equipment. 

Back  Of  Stage  and  Workrooms. 
Par.   5.     The  space  over  the  stage  and  immediately 
back  of  the  proscenium  opening  shall  be  used  for  no 
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purpose  except  for  the  moving  and  handling  of  scenery. 
The  working  offices  and  rooms  must  be  so  arranged  as 
not  to  be  in  direct  lines  of  nor  cause  any  impediment  in 
any  corridors,  aisles  or  passageways. 

Courts  On  Two  Sides. 

Par.  (\.  Every  theatre  having  a  seating-  capacity  of 
500  persons  or  more,  and  having  only  one  street  front 
shaJl  have  an  open  court  or  space  on  each  of  the  two 
other  sides.  Every  such  theatre  having  two  street  fronts 
shall  have  an  open  court  or  space  on  one  other  side. 

Size  Of  Courts  For  1,000  Persons. 

Par.  7.  Wlien  the  auditorium  contains  a  seating  ca- 
pacity of  not  more  than  1,000  persons,  such  coiirts  or 
open  spaces  shall  be  not  less  than  8  feet  wide  in  the 
clear  at  all  points  within  10  feet  of  the  pavement. 

Size  Of  Court  For  Over  1,000  Persons. 

Par.  S.  When  the  auditorium  contains  a  seating  ca- 
pacity of  more  than  1,000  persons,  such  width  shall  be 
increased  one  foot  for  every  500  additional  seating  ca- 
pacity or  part  thereof  to  be  accommodated. 

Court  To  Be  Open  Overhead. 

Par.  0.  Every  such  court  shall  adjoin  that  part  of 
the  building  back  of  the  proscenium  wall  for  a  distance 
of  not  less  than  8  feet,  and  shall  be  open  overhead  for  a 
lineal  distance  of  not  less  than  one-half  the  length  of 
the  corresponding  side  of  the  auditorium. 

Street  Connections  Of  Courts. 

Par.  10.  Evel•^'  such  court  shall  connect  as  directly 
as  possible  to  a  street.  The  outlet  may  pass  through  a 
connecting  part  of  the  same  building,  or  through  an  ad- 
joining  building,   but    the    passageway   shall    be    unob- 
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structed  the  full  width  of  the  court  except  at  the  imme- 
diate opening  to  the  street,  where  it  may  be  not  more 
than  two  feet  less  in  width.  Such  passageways  shall  be 
unobstructed  by  doors  or  gates  at  all  times.  Such  pas- 
sageways also  shall  be  enclosed  with  brick  walls  and 
shall  have  floors  and  ceilings  made  entirely  of  incom- 
bustible materials.  Both  courts  and  passageways  lead- 
ing therefrom  shall  be  at  all  times  under  the  complete 
control  of  the  theatre,  and  there  shall  be  no  opening 
into  or  communication  with  adjoining  premises  from 
such  courts  and  passageways.  Exits  may  be  made  from 
the  rear  of  the  stage  and  doorways  arranged  for  trans- 
portation of  scenery,  as  approved  by  the  Bureau  of 
Buildings. 

Floor  Levels. 
Par.  11.     The  level  of  the  street  entrance  corridors 
at  the  front  of  a  theatre  shall  be  the  same  elevation  as 
the  sidewalk  at  the  entrance. 

Ceiliyig  Heights. 
Par.  12.  The  height  from  the  main  floor  to  the  ceil- 
ing under  the  first  gallery  shall  be  not  less  than  10  feet 
at  any  place,  the  height  at  any  place  from  the  floor  of 
any  gallery  to  the  ceiling  under  the  gallery  next  above 
shall  not  be  less  than.  8  feet,  and  the  height  between 
the  highest  part  of  the  floor  of  the  uppermost  gallery  and 
the  lowest  part  of  the  ceiling  over  that  gallery  shall  be 
not  less  than  12  feet. 

Galleries  Allowed. 
Par.  13.      Ko  theatre  shall  have  more  than  three  gal- 
leries above  the  main  floor  of  the  auditorium. 

Size  Requiring  Fireproof  Construction. 
I^ar.   14.     Every  building  used  in  whole  or  in  part 
for  a  theatre  having  accommodation  for  more  than  500 
persons  shall  be  made  a  flreproof  building. 
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Fireproof  (Construction. 

Par.  15.  The  ivqiiiriMnonts  for  fireproof  eonj>triic- 
tion  shall  be  those  of  Section  25  of  this  Code. 

Non-Fireproof  Theatres. 

Par.  H>.  No  theatre  not  a  fireproof  building-  shall 
have  more  than  one  floer  tier  above  the  main  floor  of 
the  auditorium,  and  such  floor  tier  shall  have  seating 
accommodation  for  not  more  than  200  persons. 

Firewalls  To  Separate  WorJcrooms. 

Par.  17.  Everv  workshop,  storage  and  general  prop- 
erty room  connecting  to  the  stage  shall  be  separated  from 
the  stage  by  a  fire-proof  partition  and  the  openings 
leading  from  the  stage  to  such  workshop,  storage  and 
property  rooms  shall  be  provided  with  a  self-locking 
door  made  of  metal  or  of  wood  covered  with  metal,  hung 
in  an  iron  frame  in  such  a  way  that  it  may  be  opened 
from  either  side.  Every  such  door  shall  be  proWded 
with  a  latch  or  fastening  which  will  hold  the  door  in 
place  when  it  is  closed.  Xot  more  than  two  such  rooms 
shall  communicate  with  each  other. 

Fire  Curtains. 
Par.  18— 

A.  The  proscenium  opening  shall  be  provided  with 
fire  curtain  made  of  metal  or  of  asbestos  or  other  fire- 
proof material  approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings. 
Every  such  curtain  shall  slide  at  each  end  in  grooves 
not  less  than  6  inches  deep,  made  of  iron  constniction 
and  securely  fastened  to  the  wall.  Every  such  curtain 
shall  be  operated  by  a  mechanism  approved  by  the  Bu- 
reau of  Buildings. 

B.  Nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall  require  a  fire 
curtain    in    moving   picture    houses   having   stages   not 
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adopted  for  movable  scenery  or  for  theaitrical  or  vaude- 
ville performances. 

Types  Of  Fire  Curtains. 
Par.  19— 

A.  Where  scenery  lofts  are  provided,  the  space  above 
the  stage  shall  be  of  sufficient  height  to  allow  the  fire 
curtain  and  all  other  curtains  and  scenery  to  be  raised 
above  the  top  of  the  proscenium  opening  in  one  pioce 
v^ithout  rolling. 

B.  Where  scenery  lofts  are  not  provided  a  fire  cur- 
tain of  the  rolling  type  shall  be  installed. 

Exterior  Yiindow  Sash  To  Open. 

Par.  20.  Fixed  sashes  shall  not  be  used  in  windows 
in  exterior  walls,  and  iron  grills  or  bars  shall  not  be 
used  to  enclose  such  windows. 

Wood  Floors. 

Par.  21.  Except  a's  otherwise  required,  the  finish 
of  the  floor  in  all  parts  of  every  theatre  may  be  of  wood, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  25  of  this 
Code. 

Fire  Walls  Between  Stage  and  Auditorium. 

Par.  22.  In  every  theatre  the  auditorium  shall  be 
separated  from  the  stage  by  a  fire  wall,  which  shall  ex- 
tend at  least  4  feet  above  the  roof  over  the  stage,  or 
above  the  roof  over  the  auditorium,  if  the  latter  be 
higher. 

Sides  To  Be  Incombustible. 

Par.  23.  All  sides  of  the  proscenium  opening,  both 
ornamental  and  structural,  shall  be  finished  with  in- 
combustible materials,  and  if  metal  is  used  it  shall  be 
anchored  to  the  wall  with  iron  anchors  and  filled  in  be- 
hind solidly  with  incombustible  materials. 
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Orchestra  Gallery. 

Par.  24.  If  the  orchestra  gallery  is  oonstiiicted 
above  the  pix)sceniimi  opening,  it  shall  be  placed  on  the 
auditorium  side  of  the  proscenium  wall  and  shall  be 
entered  only  from  the  auditorium  side  of  the  wall. 

Doors  To  Orchestra  Gallery. 

Par.  25.  Every  such  door  leading  to  this  gallery 
shall  be  provided  with  a  latch  or  fastening,  which  will 
hold  the  door  in  place  when  it  is  closed,  and  the  door 
shall  be  made  fireproof. 

Wood  In  Fireproof  Theatres. 

Par.  26.  In  all  theatres  w^ood  may  be  used  where 
strength  is  not  involved,  in  the  construction  of  that  por- 
tion of  the  stage  immediately  back  of  the  proscenium 
opening  required  for  the  working  of  machinery,  traps, 
and  for  mechanical  apparatus  for  the  presentation  of 
scenes. 

Fly  Galleries. 

Par.  27.  In  all  such  theatres  the  fly  galleries  shall 
be  made  as  required  in  fireproof  buildings  for  floor  con- 
struction. The  pin  rails  shall  be  made  of  iron  and  the 
finish  of  the  floor  shall  be  made  of  some  incombustible 
material. 

Gridiron  Construction. 

Par.  28.  In  all  such  theatres  no  wood  shall  be  used 
in  the  construction  of  the  gridiron. 

Dressing  Room  Locations  and  Stairivay. 

Par.  20.  In  all  theatres  dressing  rooms  may  be 
placed  in  the  rear  or  at  either  side  of  the  stage,  pro- 
vided they  are  entirely  separated  from  the  stage  and 
that  the  required  exits  can  be  arranged  therefrom  with- 
out passage  through  stage. 
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Dressing  Room  Fixtures. 

Par.  30.  All  shelving  and  cupboards  in  dressing 
rooms  shall  be  constructed  of  metal,  slate  or  other  in- 
combustible material. 

Skylight  and  Sash. 

Par.  31.  In  all  theatres  having  scenery  lofts,  ven- 
tilated metal  skylights  shall  be  provided  in  the  roof 
over  the  stage  back  of  the  proscenium  arch.  They  shall 
have  a  combined  area,  when  open,  of  at  least  one-eighth 
the  area  of  the  whole  stage,  and  shall  be  glazed  with 
double-thick  sheet  glass  having  not  less  than  300  square 
inches  in  one  pane  and  not  exceeding  one^eighth  of  an 
inch  in  thickness.  The  entire  area  of  such  skylights 
shall  be  constructed  with  sliding  sash  to  open  instantly 
upon  the  cutting  or  burning  of  a  hempen  cord,  which 
shall  be  arranged  so  that  it  may  be  easily  reached  from 
the  floor  of  the  stage;  provided,  however,  that  the  Bu- 
reau of  Buildings  may  substitute  any  other  device  for 
opening  such  skylights  which  meets  with  his  approval. 

Wire  Netting  Under  Skylights. 

Par.  32.  Wire  nettings  shall  be  suspended  under 
all  such  skylights.     Wire  glass  shall  not  be  used. 

Entrances  and  Exits. 

Par.  33.  All  entrances  and  exits  to  theatres,  except 
as  otherwise  in  this  Section  specially  provided,  shall  be 
not  less  than  5  feet  wide,  and  all  entrances  and  exits 
shall  be  provided  with  doors  opening  outwardly. 

Doors. 

Par.  34.  No  such  doors  shall  open  immediately 
upon  a  flight  of  steps,  but  upon  a  landing  or  platform, 
the  length  and  width  of  which  shall  be  not  less  than 
the  width  of  the  steps  leading  therefrom.    All  such  doors 
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shall  be  so  arranged  that  they  may  bo  fastened  open. 
The  open  width  required  for  entrances  and  exits  shall 
bo  the  clear  open  space  when  the  doors  are  open. 

Exits  Required. 

Par.  35.  Every  theatre  having  a  seating  accommo- 
dation for  less  than  500  persons  shall  have  two  exits  on 
the  main  floor  placed  as  far  apart  as  jxyssible.  If  snch 
a  theatre  has  a  gallery  it  shall  have  a  third  exit  leading 
directly  to  a  street  or  to  a  lobby.  The  main  entrance  to 
such  a  theatre  shall  be  not  less  than  7  feet  wide,  and  the 
aggregate  width  of  the  entrances  to  such  a  theatre  shall 
be  not  less  than  10  feet. 

Ratio  of  Exits  To  Seating  Capacity  of  Floors. 

Par.  36.  In  eveiy  theatre  having  a  seating  accom- 
modation of  more  than  500  persons  the  aggregate  width 
of  exits  shall  be  not  less  than  2  feet  for  each  100  per- 
sons using  snch  exits  in  passing  from  the  auditorium  to 
the  street.  One-half  of  such  exits  shall  open  to  the  out- 
side on  one  side  of  the  auditorium,  and  the  other  half 
on  the  other  side  of  the  auditorium. 

Seating  Divisions  To  Have  Separate  Exits. 

Par.  37.  If  the  seating  space  in  any  such  theatre  is 
otherwise  divided  into  separate  parts,  each  such  sepa- 
rate part  shall  have  exits  with  an  aggregate  width  of 
not  less  than  2  feet  for  each  100  persons  having  seating 
accommodations  in  such  separate  divisions. 

Main  Floor  Exits. 

Par.  38.  The  main  floor  of  any  theatre  having  a 
seating  accommodation  for  more  than  500  persons  shall 
have  four  side  exits  besides  the  main  front  exit.  Such 
:)xits  shall  be  arranged  as  symmetrically  as  possible,  and 
t«'o  shall  open  to  the  outside  on  one  side  of  the  audi- 
torium, and  two  on  the  other  side  of  the  auditorium. 
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Auditorium  Exits. 

Par.  39.  All  principal  doors  leading  from  the  audi- 
torium shall  be  placed  at  the  head  of  the  aisles,  where 
possible,  and  if  not,  the  cross  aisles  into  which  they 
empty  shall  be  as  wide  as  the  total  of  all  aisles  which 
they  serve.  They  shall  be  made  of  incombustible  ma- 
terials, of  light  construction,  self-closing,  and  shall  have 
no  lock,  bolt,  bar  or  fastening  of  any  kind.  Such  exits 
and  the  passageways  thereto  shall  lead  as  directly  as 
possible  to  the  outside  or  to  the  intervening  lobbies. 

Inclined  Passageways. 

Par.  40.  Inclines  shall  be  made  in  the  floors  of  such 
passageways  instead  of  steps,  but  no  incline  shall  have 
a  steeper  grade  than  one  in  ten. 

Passageway  Walls. 

Par.  41.  The  walls  of  such  passageways  shall  have 
no  recesses  or  projections  within  6  feet  of  the  floor.  'No 
pegs,  hooks  or  nails  for  the  support  of  articles  shall  be 
placed  on  such  walls,  and  no  door  handles  or  other  fit- 
tings shall  project  into  such  passageways  under  any 
conditions  more  than  one  inch.  All  doors  opening  from 
cloak  and  other  rooms  into  such  passageways  shall  be 
hung  so  that  a  crowd  of  people  passing  from  the  audi- 
torium to  the  street  shall  hold  them  closed. 

Passageway  Widths. 

Par.  42.  The  width  of  all  such  passageways  in  the 
clear  shall  be  one-third  wider  than  the  aggregate  width 
of  the  exits  leading  into  them. 

Lobby  and  Foyer  Exits. 

Par.  43.  The  width  of  all  passageways,  corridors 
and  vestibules  leading  from  lobbies  and  foyers  shall  be 
two  feet  in  width  in  the  aggregate  for  each  100  persons

who  can  gain  admittance  to  such  lobbies  and  foyers  in 
passing  from  tlie  auditorium  to  the  street. 

Main  Entrance  Width. 

Par.  44.  Tlie  main  entrance  to  every  theatre  shall 
be  1  foot  3  inches  wide  for  each  100  persons  who  may 
pass  from  the  auditorium  to  the  street  through  such 
exit. 

Other  Entrance  Openings. 

Par.  45.  All  other  entrance  openings  in  outer  walls 
shall  be  not  more  than  6  inches  narrower  than  the  width 
of  the  corridor  or  passageways  leading  therefrom. 

Stage  Exits. 

Par.  40.  Tn  every  theatre  there  shall  be  two  sepa- 
rate exits  from  the  stage  back  of  the  proscenium  wall, 
one  on  each  side  of  the  auditorium,  and  the  passage- 
ways leading  thereto  shall  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  this  section  for  passageways  leading  to  other  exits. 

Dressing  Room  Passageways. 

Piir.  47.  All  drcs-sing  rooms  and  work  rooms  shall 
be  connected  by  suitable  passageways  to  at  least  one  side 
exit  without  crossing  the  stage. 

Eont  Signs. 

ViiY.  48.  Every  door  or  opening  which  may  be  used 
to  pass  from  the  auditorium  of  a  theatre  to  the  street 
shall  be  indicated  by  the  word  ''EXIT'^  plainly  marked 
above  the  opening  in  at  least  7-inch  letters. 

Walls  Betwen  Auditorium  (ind  Lobbies. 

Par.  40.  In  every  theatre  the  entrance  vestibules, 
lobbies,  foyers,  passageways,  corridors  and  other  rooms 
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connecting  thereto,  and  all  outside  rooms  over  tliem 
shall  be  separated  from  the  auditorium  by  walls  through 
which  there  shall  be  no  openings  except  properly  con- 
structed exits. 

Stairivays  to  Lobbies  and  Exits. 

Par.  50.  If  the  first  gallery  in  a  theatre  has  seating 
accommodations  for  more  than  500  persons,  and  is  above 
the  street  level,  it  shall  have  one  or  more  stairways 
leading  to  a  lobby  or  directly  to  the  main  entrance,  and 
shall  have  in  addition  thereto,  two  other  stairways,  one 
on  each  side  of  the  auditorium  leading  to  side  exits. 

Stairways  to  Galleries  Above  First. 

Pa.r  51.  Each  gallery  above  tlie  first  in  such  a 
theatre  shall  have  not  less  than  two  stairways,  one  on 
each  side  of  the  auditorium  leading  to  side  exits. 

Width  of  Interior  Stairways. 

Par.  52.  Ko  such  interior  stairway  shall  be  less 
than  4  feet  wide  in  the  clear  between  handrails. 

The  aggregate  width  of  all  such  stairways  leading 
from  the  same  gallery,  or  from  any  other  separate  divi- 
sions of  the  auditorium  shall  be  two  feet  for  each  100 
persons  who  may  have  access  to  such  stairways  in  pass- 
ing from  the  auditorium  to  the  street. 

Enclosing  Walls  of  Interior  Stairways. 

Par.  53.  Everj^  such  interior  stairwa}^^  shall  be  en- 
closed by  a  fireproof  partition  or  wall  through  which 
there  shall  be  no  opening,  except  for  the  entrance  and 
exit  passageways  leading  thereto  and  therefrom. 

Balustrades. 

Par.  54.  Every  such  stairway  that  returns  directly 
upon  itself  may  be  bounded  on  the  adjoining  sides  by  a 
solid  balustrade  not  less  than  4  feet  high. 
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Handrails. 

Par.  r>r).  Kverv  such  stairway  shall  have  a  iiu'tal 
handrail  on  each  side  not  more  than  two  inches  in  diam- 
eter, sul>stontially  sctnired  to  the  walls  or  to  the  balus- 
trades, not  more  than  three  feet  above  the  stairs.  Every 
such  handrail  shall  be  continuous  from  the  top  of  the 
stairway  to  the  lK)ttom,  imless  the  part  required  to  be 
made  level  at  the  landings  shall  be  more  than  3  feet 
long. 

Handrail  Ends. 

Par,  56.  The  ends  of  every  such  handrail  shall  be 
bent  or  turned  to  the  wall  or  balustrades. 

Parting  Rails. 

Par.  57.  Every  such  stairway  8  feet  or  more  in 
width  shall  have  a  parting  rail  of  like  character  in  the 
middle  of  the  stairs,  about  3  feet  above  the  center  of  the 
treads,  supported  by  substantial  metal  standards  from 
4  to  6  feet  apart,  and  at  the  upper  ends  by  a  metal 
post  or  standard  not  more  than  4  inches  in  diameter, 
extending  from  the  tioor  to  the  ceiling  or  soffit  of  tlie 
stair  overhead. 

Parting  Bail  Bolted  Down  At  Foot. 

Par.  5S.  At  the  foot  of  the  stairway  the  parting 
rail  shall  be  bent  do\m  vertically  and  bolted  or  substan- 
tially screwed  to  the  floor. 

Stairway  Buns. 

Par.  51).  Every  such  stairway  shall  have  straight 
runs  and  steps  of  uniform  width. 

Landings. 

J*ar.  GO.  The  landings  of  every  such  stairway  that 
returns  directly  upon  itself  shall  extend  the  full  width 
of  both  flights  without  intennediate  steps. 
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Landing  Widths. 

Par.  Gl.  The  landings  of  every  such  stairway  that 
turns  from  one  flight  to  another  at  any  angle  less  than 
ninety  degrees  shall  be  made  not  less  than  two  feet  long 
on  the  shortest  side. 

Winding  Steps  Prohibited, 

Par,  62.  J^o  winding  or  intermediate  steps  shall  be 
made  in  any  such  stairway  landing. 

Platform  Widths. 

Par.  63.  The  width  of  the  platforms  in  such  stair- 
way shall  never  be  less  than  that  of  the  stairs. 

Corner  Walls  To  Be  Curved. 
Par.    64.      The   walls   in   the   outside  corners   at   all 
landings  in  such  stairways  shall  be  curved  to  a  radius 
of  not  less  than  2  feet. 

Maximum  Number  Of  Risers. 
Par.  65.     No  unbroken  flight  of  steps  in  such  a  stair- 
way  shall  have  more  than  15  risers  or  less  than  3. 

Length  Of  Landings. 
Par.  6Q.     No  landing  in  a  straight  run  of  stairs  shall 
be  shorter  than  5  feet. 

Risers  and  Treads. 
Par.   67.      The  risers  in  such  stairways  shall  have  a 
uniform  height  of  not  more  than  7  inches  and  the  treads 
shall  have  a  uniform  width  of  not  less  than  10%  inches, 
exclusive  of  the  nosing. 

Fly  Gallery  Stairway. 
Par.  68.      The  fly  galleries  and  dressing  rooms  in  all 
theatres  shall  be  provided  with  aji  independent  stairway 
at  each  end  of  the  stage,  which  shall  connect  as  directly 
as  practicable  to  exits  or  exit  passageways. 
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Sfainrdj/  Walls. 

Par.  00.  T\w  ciu'losino'  walls  of  all  interior  theatre; 
stainvays  shall  Ix^  constrnctcd  without  rtM_*esses  or  pro- 
jections within  6  feet  of  the  Hoor. 

Outside  Auditorium  Stainrays. 

Par.  70.  The  stainvays  leading  to  exits  on  each  side 
of  the  auditorium,  as  required  by  the  provisions  of 
ParagTaphs  49  to  77,  inclusive,  of  this  Section,  may  be 
constructed  on  the  outside  of  the  building. 

Minimum  Width  Of  Exterior  Stairways. 

Par.  71.  ^o  such  exterior  stairAvay  shall  be  less  than 
3  feet  wide  in  the  clear. 

Aggregate  Width  Of  Exterior  Stairways. 

Par.  72.  The  aggregate  width  of  all  such  exterior 
stairways  leading  from  the  same  floor  tiers,  or  from  any 
other  separate  division  of  the  auditorium,  shall  be  2 
feet  for  each  100  persons  who  may  have  access  to  such 
stairways  in  passing  from  the  auditorium  to  the  street. 

Materials  For  Exterior  Stainvays. 

Par.  73.  Such  stairw^ays  shall  be  nuide  entirely  of 
rolled  steel  and  the  treads  and  platforms  shall  be  made 
with  slots  or  other  openings. 

C onstruction  Of  Exterior  Stairways. 

Par.  74.  Such  stairways  shall  be  substantially  sup- 
ported and  the  construction  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Bureau  of  Buildings. 

Risers  and  Treads  Of  Exterior  Stairways. 

Par.  75.  The  risers  in  such  stainvays  shall  have  a 
uniform  height  of  not  more  than  7  inches  and  the  treads 
shall  have  a  uniform  width  of  not  less  than  10%,  exclu- 
sive of  the  nosing. 
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Railings  Of  Exterior  Stairways. 

Par.  76.  Such  stairways  shall  be  protected  by  a  sub- 
stantial railing  4  feet  high  above  the  stairs,  through 
which  there  shall  be  no  opening  more  than  3  inches  wide. 

Handrails  Of  Exterior  Stairways. 

Par.  77.  Such  stairways  shall  have  a  continuous 
metal  handrail  2  inches  in  diameter,  substantially  sup^ 
ported  from  the  wall  of  the  building  about  2  feet  6  inches 
above  the  stairs. 

Maximum  Risers  Of  Exterior  Stairways. 

Par.  78.  ISTo  flight  of  steps  in  such  stairways  shall 
have  more  than  15  risers,  and  platforms  shall  be  not  less 
than  5  feet  long. 

Lobby  and  Foyer  Floor  Areas. 

Par.  79.  The  lobbies  and  foyers  connected  with  any 
separate  and  distinct  division  of  a  theatre  shall  have 
in  the  aggregate  a  clear  floor  space  equal  in  square  feet 
to  one  and  one-half  times  the  number  of  persons  who 
can  pass  from  the  auditorium  through  such  lobbies  and 
foyers  to  the  street. 

Aisles. 

Par.  80.  The  aisles  of  every  theater  shall  be  made 
in  as  direct  a  line  and  as  nearly  at  right  angles  to  the 
lines  of  seating  as  possible.  At  the  end  farthest  from 
the  stage  they  shall  terminate  at  an  exit  door. 

Proportions  Of  Aisles. 

Par.  81.  The  narrowest  part  of  such  aisles  shall  be 
at  the  end  next  the  stage,  and  the  widest  part  shall  be  at 
the  other  end.  The  lines  of  divergence  shall  be  regular. 
At  the  narrowest  part  no  such  aisle  shall  be  less  than 
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throe  feet  wide  when  there  are  seats  on  hoth  sides,  nor 
less  tlian  2  feet  wid(»  wlien  tliere  are  seats  on  only  one 
side. 

Incline  Of  Aisles. 

Par.  S:2,  If  the  rise  from  hack  to  baek  of  seats  is 
not  over  6  inches  the  difference  shall  be  overcome  in 
the  aisle  hy  inclinins:  the  floor;  but  if  it  is  more  than  6 
inches  the  ditference  shall  Ix?  overcome  with  steps  con- 
necting portions  of  level  floor  immediately  opposite  the 
openings  between  seats. 

Seats  Between  Aisles. 

Par.  83.  Xo  seat  on  the  auditorium  in  any  theatre 
shall  have  more  than  seven  seats  intervening  between  it 
and  an  aisle  on  one  side  of  it  or  the  other. 

Seats  To  Be  Self-Raising. 

Par.  S-i.  Seats  of  all  flxed  chairs  in  theatres  and 
places  of  public  amusement  must  be  provided  with 
springs  so  that  they  will  be  in  upright  position  when  not 
occupied. 

Distance  Between  Seats. 

Par.  85.  All  seats,  except  those  in  the  boxes,  shall  be 
not  less  than  32  inches  from  back  to  back,  measured  in 
a  horizontal  direction. 

Seats  Fastened  To  Floor. 

Par.  SO.  All  seats  shall  Ix;  substantially  fastened  to 
the  floor. 

Floor  Heights. 

Par.  87.  The  flo<or  for  each  row  of  seats  shall  never 
be  more  than  21  inches  higher  than  that  immediately  in 
front,  and  never  less  than  2  feet  8  inches  wide. 
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Lighting  Of  Auditorium. 

Par.  88.  The  lights  in  the  auditorium  shall  be  con- 
trolled independently  from  both  the  stage  and  the  front 
of  the  house. 

Lighting  Of  Proscenium. 

Par.  89.  The  lights  of  the  proscenium  and  back  of 
same  shall  be  controlled  from  the  stage,  and  in  the  sep- 
arate rooms  they  shall  also  be  controlled  locally. 

Lights  Of  Vestibule  and  Lobby. 

Par.  90.  The  lights  in  the  vestibule,  lobby,  foyer, 
passageway  and  in  all  rooms  communicating  therewith, 
shall  constitute  an  entirely  independent  system  of  wire 
and  connections,  controlled  independently  from  both 
the  stage  and  the  front  of  the  house. 

Independent  Lighting  Service  For  Lobby. 

Par.  91.  This  independent  service  shall  be  an^anged 
that  the  lamps  and  connection  shall  be  made  in  such  a 
way  that  any  interruption  of  the  regular  main  fuses 
shall  not  cause  tlie  lights  to  be  turned  off  the  vestibule, 
lobby,  foyer,  passageways  and  rooms  leading  thereto. 

Exit  Red  Lights. 

Par.  92.  A  single  red  light,  independent  of  the  main 
lighting  system,  shall  be  kept  burning  at  each  exit  of 
any  building  used  as  a  theatre  duiing  public  entertain- 
ments. 

Ventilation  Of  Auditorium. 

Par.  93.  The  auditorium  of  every  theatre  having  a 
seating  accommodation  of  500  persons  or  more  shall  be 
provided  with  a  system  of  mechanical  ventilation  which 
shall  provide  10  cubic  feet  of  outside  air  per  minute 
for  each  person.  Every  such  system  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings. 
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VeJitihition  Of  Dressing  Eooms. 

Par.  !>4.  All  dri'ssinii-  rooms  aiul  aJl  water  closets 
and  urinal  accomniodations  in  such  theatres  shall  be 
adequately  ventilated  by  windo^vs  in  exterior  waJls  open- 
ing to  the  outside  air,  or  shall  have  adequate  provision 
for  mechanical  ventihition. 

Water  Closets  For  Auditorium. 

Par.  95.  In  every  theatre^  having  seating  accommo- 
dations for  500  persons  or  more  each  separate  and  dis- 
tinct division  of  the  auditorium  shall  be  provided  with 
separate  water  closet  accommodations  for  men  and 
women  and  urinal  accommodations  for  men.  Such  ac- 
commodations shall  be  adequate  and  easily  accessible. 

}yater  Closets  For  Space  Back  .Proscenium 

Par.  00.  Separate  acconmiodations  shall  likewise  be 
provided  for  the  men  and  women  employed  back  of  the 
proscenium  wall. 

Telephones  To  Fire  Headquarters. 

Par.  07.  Every  theatre  having  a  seating  accommoda- 
tion for  500  jxn-sons  or  more  shall  have  a  direct  telephone 
connection  with  the  headquarters  of  the  general  fire- 
alarm  system,  or  it  shall  have  fire-alanu  the  same  as  used 
elsewhere. 

Location  Of  Telephone  Or  Fire-Alarm. 

Par.  98.  The  location  of  such  a  telephone  or  of  such 
alarm  in  the  building  slnill  Iw  iixr'*!  bv  the  Board  of  Fire 
Commissioners. 

Standpipes  and  Couplings. 

Par.  99.  The  main  floor  and  each  floor  tier  alxjve  in 
theatres  having  seating  accommodations  for  500  persons 
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or  more  shall  have  two  separate  and  distinct  4-inch 
diameter  standpipes,  one  on  each  side  of  the  auditorium. 
They  shall  be  fitted  with  regulation  couplings  like  those 
used  by  the  Fire  Department,  and  shall  be  arranged  to 
take  water  from  an  automatic  fire  pump,  or  pumps 
which  have  sufficient  capacity  to  maintain  tiiirty  pounds 
of  pressure  per  square  inch  to  the  top  floor  tier  when 
all  standpipes  and  hose  connections  in  the  theatre  are 
operated  simultaneously. 

Pumps  For  Fire  Protection. 

Par.  100.  The  pumps  shall  be  supplied  directly  from 
the  street  mains  or  otherwise,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Bureau  of  Buildings,  and  shall  be  kept  ready  for  instant 
use  at  all  times  during  a  performance.  The  connecting 
pipes  shall  be  kept  constantly  filled  with  water. 

Siamese    Connections. 

Par.  101.  Such  pipes  shall  also  have  an  extension 
to  the  sidewalk  of  suitable  size,  with  a  regulation  Siam- 
ese connection. 

Stage  Standpipes. 

Par.  102.  Similar  standpipes  shall  be  provided  for 
each  tier  of  rooms  connecting  to  the  stage  and  another 
in  the  carpenter  shop  and  another  in  the  property  room, 
if  such  rooms  connect  with  the  stage. 

Hose  and  Couplings. 

Par.  103.  A  suitable  quantity  of  2%  inch  hose,  as 
may  be  directed  by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings,  but  not 
less  than  100  feet  in  length,  fitted  with  the  regulation 
couplings  as  used  by  the  Fire  Department,  and  with 
nozzles  attached  thereto,  and  hose  spanners  at  each  out- 
let, shall  be  connected  to  each  hose  attachment,  as  the 
Fire  Department  may  direct. 
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Wafer  Casks  On  Stage. 

Par.  101.  Not  U'ss  than  four  casks,  of  tliirtv  i»al- 
lons  eacli,  full  of  water,  with  two  spherical -bottom 
buckets  to  each  cask,  shall  be  furnished  and  kept  in 
readiness  for  ininiediate  use  on  the  stage.  Such  casks 
and  buckets  shall  be  painted  red. 

Hand  Pumps  and  Axes. 

Par.  105.  Hand  pumps  or  other  apparatus  for  fire 
extinguishing,  and  not  less  than  four  axes  and  two  25- 
feet  hooks,  two  15-foot  hooks  and  two  10-foot  hooks  shall 
be  provided  and  kept  on  each  tier  or  floor  of  the  stage. 

Posting  Fire  Regulations. 

Par.  \0(\.  The  regulations  of  the  Fire  Department 
in  reference  to  the  use  of  such  apparatus  shall  be  posted 
in  some  conspicuous  place  upon  the  stage. 

Automatic  Sprinklers  Over  Stage. 

Par.  107.  In  everv  theatre  having  a  scenery  loft 
and  a  seating  accommodation  for  500  persons  or  more,  a 
separate  and  distinct  system  of  automatic  sprinklers 
with  fusible  plugs,  to  be  approved  by  the  Bureau  of 
Buildings,  supplied  with  water  from  a  tank  of  approved 
capacity  and  pressure  and  not  connected  in  any  manner 
with  the  standpipe  system,  shall  be  placed  at  each  side 
of  the  proscenium  opening  and  under  the  ceiling  or  roof 
over  the  stage  at  short  intervals,  so  that  every  square 
foot  of  stage  surface  shall  Ix^  protected  with  such  sprink- 
lers when  they  are  in  operation.  This  system  of  sprink- 
lers shall  also  be  arranged  to  flood  the  inside  surface  of 
the  fire  curtain. 

Automatic  Sprinklers  in  Certain  Rooms. 

Par.  lOs.  Autrtmatic  sprinklers  shall  also  Ih'  placed 
in  the  rooms  under  the  stagxj  and  in  the  carpenter's 
shop,  paint  rooms,  store  rooms  and  in  the  property  rooms. 
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Sprinkler  Pipe  Connection  to  Street. 

Par.  109.  A  pipe  connected  witli  the  sprinkler  sys- 
tem shall  extend  to  the  street  at  or  near  the  sidewalk 
level.  It  shall  be  provided  with  a  regulation  Siamese 
connection  and  sufficient  check  values  for  the  control  of 
the  water  from  either  the  tank  or  the  Fire  Department's 
supply. 

Boiler  and  Dynamo  Enclosures. 

Par.  110.  Every  boiler  and  dynamo  which  may  be 
required  for  heating,  lighting  or  other  purposes  in  a 
theatre  shall  be  in  an  enclosure,  with  walls  of  brick  or 
concrete  masonry.  All  doorw^ays  in  such  walls  shall  be 
made  of  iron  or  of  wood  covered  with  metal. 

Heating  Registers  Prohibited. 

Par.  111.  'No  register  used  for  heating  purposes 
shall  be  constructed  in  the  aisles  or  passageways  of  any 
theatre,  and  such  registers  shall  be  protected  against 
rubbish  by  screens  and  shall  be  designed  to  carry  a  live 
load  of  100  lbs.  per  sq.  ft.,  as  approved  by  the  Bureau 
of  Buildings. 

Radiators  in  Aisles  Prohibited. 

Par.  112.  No  coils  or  pipes  or  radiators  shall  be 
placed  in  any  aisle  or  passageway  used  as  an  exit;  but 
all  such  coils  and  radiators  in  the  auditorium  shall  be 
placed  in  recesses  formed  in  the  walls  for  that  purpose. 

Heating  Pipes  To  Be  Encased. 

Par.  113.  All  supply,  return  and  exhaust  pipes  shall 
be  properly  encased  and  protected  where  passing  through 
floors  or  near  wood  work. 

Inspections  and  Reports. 
Par.   114.     Every  theatre  shall   be  inspected   imme- 
diately after  its  completion  an.d  after  alterations,  re- 
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pairs  or  changes  have  Ix^en  made,  and  at  least  once  every 
two  years  thereafter  by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings,  or  by 
an  inspector  acting  under  his  direction,  and  a  report  of 
every  such  inspection  shall  be  made  and  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Bureau  of  Buildings,  and  a  record  thereof 
shall  be  made  in  books  kept  for  that  puri)ose  under  regu- 
lations fomiulated  by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings. 

Regulations  For  Inspections. 

Par.  11").  The  insjK'ction  called  for  in  this  Sec4;ion 
shall  be  made  under  regulations  formulated  by  the 
Bureau  of  Buildings,  and  shall  include  tests  of  all  the 
facilities  required  to  be  provided  by  Section  29  of  this 
Code,  as  he  may  determine. 

Costs  Of  Inspection. 

Par.  IIG.  The  o^^^ler  or  person  managing  or  con- 
trolling a  theatre  shall  afford,  at  his  own  expense,  the 
means  necessary  for  such  inspection  and  tests. 

Penalty  For  Obstructing  Inspection. 

Par.  117.  Every  owner  or  person  managing  or  con- 
trolling a  theatre  who  shall  refuse  to  permit  such  inspec- 
tion, or  shall  interfere  with  such  inspection,  or  who 
shall  fail  to  afford  means  for  such  inspection,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  $25  nor  more  tlian 
$100  for  each  and  every  day  that  such  refusal  shall 
occur. 

('losing  in  Case  of  Danger. 

Par.  118.  In  case  of  defects  or  impainnents  which 
shall  tend  to  endanger  life,  the  Bureau  of  Buildings 
shall  report  the  facts  to  the  ^fayor,  who  may,  in  his 
judgment,  require  the  theatre  in  question  to  he  closed 
until  the  required  changes  are  made. 
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Miscellaneous  Buildings. 
Section  30 : 

Par.  1.  The  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  what  are  known  as  grain  elevators.  The  location 
and  construction  of  such  buildings  shall  be  subject  to 
such  conditions  as  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  may  re- 
quire. 'No  grain  elevator  shall  be  constructed  so  as  to 
endanger  surrounding  property. 

Par.  2.  Buildings  erected  for  exhibition  purposes 
not  more  than  two  stories  high  may  have  more  than 
20,000  square  feet  of  floor  area  in  single  rooms;  but 
such  buildings  shall  be  subject  to  such  conditions  as  the 
Bureau  of  Buildings  may  require  to  safeguard  public 
interests. 

Par.  3.  With  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Article  may  be  modified  for  the  construc- 
tion of  such  buildings  by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings. 

Par.  4.  All  buildings  constructed  for  the  storage 
(in  quantity)  of  articles  designated  as  specially  haz- 
ardous in  the  classification  of  the  National  Board  of 
Fire  Underwriters  shall  be  separated  from  all  other 
buildings  by  a  space  of  not  less  than  100  feet.  No  such 
building  shall  be  more  than  two  stories  high,  and  com- 
bustible material  shall  not  be  used  in  its  construction. 
No  room  in  such  a  building  shall  have  a  greater  area 
than  300  square  feet,  and  all  dividing  walls  shall  be 
made  of  brick  not  less  than  12  inches  thick. 

Par.  5.  The  construction  of  such  buildings  shall  be 
subject  to  such  conditions  as  the  Bureau  of  Buildings 
may  require  to  safeguard  public  interests. 

Par.  6.  Any  sheds  or  structures  on  piers  or  wharves 
shall  be  made  of  non-combustible  material  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  outer  walls  and  roofs  thereof,  including 
the  doors  and  windows,  and  all  such  structures  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  complete  system  of  piping  and  hose  ap- 
proved by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  to  be  used  in  case 
of  fire. 
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Par.  7.  All  smokehouses  hereafter  erected  shall  be 
fireproof  buildings.  An  iron  guard  shall  be  placed  over 
and  3  feet  above  the  fire,  and  the  hanging  rails  shall  be 
made  of  iron.  All  smokehouses  shall  be  entirely  sepa- 
rate from  other  buildings. 

Par.  8.  No  building  shall  be  constnicted  or  recon- 
stnicted,  altered  or  i*epaired,  to  be  used  for  any  of  the 
following  purposes,  within  the  limits  of  Baltimore: 

1.  The  confinement  of  insane  children  or  adults. 

2.  The  distillation  of  spirits  of  turpentine  or  varnish. 

3.  The  manufacture  of  cotton  wadding,  laps  or  batS. 

4.  The  manufacture  of  explosives. 

5.  The  refining  of  j)otroleum  or  any  of  its  products. 

6.  The  rendering  of  fats,  lards  and  like  products. 

7.  A  hair  factory. 

8.  A  lime  kiln. 

9.  A  tannery. 

10.  A  refinery. 

11.  An  abattoir. 

12.  A  glue  factory. 

13.  The  manufacture  of  roofing  materials  of  chemical 

composition. 

14.  Pulverizing  charcoal. 

15.  Stock  yards. 

16.  Poudrette  works. 

Unless  the  construction,  alteration  and  repair  thereof 
exceeding  one-quarter  of  the  value  of  the  building  be 
authorized  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Par.  9.  Any  repairs  not  exceeding  one-quarter  of 
the  value  of  the  building  may  be  granted  by  the  Bu- 
reau of  Buildings  where  buildings  are  being  used  for 
such  purposes  at  the  time  of  passage  of  this  ordinance. 

Par.  10.  And  before  any  ordinance  shall  be  passed 
authorizing  the  construction,   alteration  and  repair  of 
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such  buildings  at  least  teu  days'  notice  shall  be  given 
by  the  person  or  persons  or  corporation  interested  or  ap- 
plying for  such  authority  of  his,  their  or  its  intended 
application  for  the  passage  of  such  ordinance  by  a  pub- 
lication to  that  effect  of  at  least  four  insertions  in  two 
or  more  daily  newspapers  published  in  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore, specifying  therein  the  lot  of  ground  or  premises 
upon  which  such  building  or  other  structure  is  to  be 
erected,  altered  or  repaired,  and  the  purposes  for  which 
the  same  is  intended  to  be  used  in  sufficient  detail  to 
apprise  the  property  owners  or  holders  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  proposed  improvement  of  the  exact  location  and 
nature  of  the  same. 

Par.  11.  Every  offender  against  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  for  the  first  offense  and  the  further  sum 
of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  thereafter 
during  the  continuance  of  such  violation. 

Par.  12.  The  following  buildings  shall  be  limited  as 
to  location : 

1.  Hospitals  and  buildings  for  the  treatment  of  the 
feeble-minded. 

2.  Sanatoriums. 

3.  Livery  stables. 

4.  Sale  and  boarding  stables. 

5.  Garages  or  places  for  the  keeping  of  motor  vehicles 
of  any  kind,  which  said  garages  or  places  are  de^ 
signed  to  occupy  more  than  400  sq.  ft.  of  area,  or 
to  house  more  than  two  (2)  such  vehicles. 

6.  Blacksmith  shops. 

7.  Junk  shops. 

8.  Brick,  tile  and  terra  cotta  factories. 

9.  Stoneware  and  earthenware  factories. 

10.  Paint  factories. 

11.  Soap  factories. 

12.  Candle  factories. 

13.  Wood-working  factories. 
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14.  The  storing  and  altering  of  packing  boxes  on  any 
lot  or  in  aiiy  building. 

15.  Lumber  yards. 

16.  Planing  mills. 

17.  Iron  mills. 

18.  Foimdries. 

19.  Breweries. 

20.  Distilleries, 

21.  Packing  houses. 

22.  Gas  works. 

23.  Acid  works. 

24.  The  manufacture  of  fertilizers. 

25.  Laimdries. 

26.  Stores  for  the  sale  of  merchandise  generally. 

27.  Storage  warehouses  and  buildings  to  be  used  for 
the  storage  of  household  effects  or  merchandise. 

28.  Dog  pounds  and  places  for  the  detention  and  ex- 
teiTuination  of  stray  cats  and  dogs. 

29.  Undertaking  businesses  or  establishments. 

Par.  13.  Xo  permit  shall  be  given  by  the  Bureau 
of  Buildings  for  the  erection  of  any  such  buildings,  nor 
shall  any  building  not  already  used  for  any  of  the  pur- 
poses specified  in  the  preceding  paragraph  be  converted 
or  used  for  any  of  said  purposes  without  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor,  and,  if  such  erection,  conversion  or  use  be 
approved  by  him,  there  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  per- 
mit therefor  such  regulations  regarding  the  location  of 
said  building  as  may  be  necessary,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Mayor,  to  properly  safeguard  the  interests  of  the 
public.  Xo  p>ermit  for  such  buildings,  or  the  convei^ 
sion  or  use  of  same,  shall  be  issued  unless  at  least  ten 
days'  notice  of  the  application  therefor  shall  be  pub- 
lished not  less  than  four  times  in  at  least  two  daily  news- 
papers in  Baltimore  City,  and  every  such  application 
shall  be  conspicuously  posted  upon  the  property  and  the 
application,  accompanied  by  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the 
cost  of  such  notice  and  posting. 
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Par.  14.  Every  warehouse,  factory  or  other  place 
where  persons  are  employed  shall  be  provided  with  water 
closet  accommodations.  Separate  accommodations  shall 
be  provided  for  men  and  women.  Such  accommodations 
shall  be  adequate  and  easily  accessible.  All  such  oc- 
commodations  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Bureau  of  Buildings. 

Signs. 

Section  31 : 

Support  and  Location. 

Par.  1.  No  sign  shall  be  supported  from  the  side- 
walk or  from  a  point  outside  of  the  sidewalk.  Signs 
may  be  carried  upon  the  front  of  a  building  or  suspend- 
ed therefrom,  but  no  such  signs  projecting  into  the  street 
or  alley  shall  be  placed  within  ten  feet  of  the  sidewalk 
nor  extend  more  than  two  feet  beyond  building,  except 
that  electric  signs  will  be  permitted  to  extend  beyond 
the  building  line  to  any  distance  not  beyond  the  curb 
and  upon  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates. 

Supports,  Factor  Of  Safety. 

Par.  2.  Every  sign  shall  be  substantially  supported. 
Tlie  construct ioji  nnd  hanging  of  the  sign  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  provisions  as  laid  down  in  the  Engi- 
neering* Section  of  this  Code. 

Minimum  Sizes  Of  Matenals. 

Par.  3.  Xo  bolts  fastening  the  structure  to  walls 
shall  be  less  than  %"  in  diameter. 

Supporting  cables  shall  be  not  less  than  %"  in  diam- 
eter, fastened  at  each  end  with  three  cable  clamps  or 
chains  not  less  than  14''  in  diameter  stock  connected 
with  closed  links  not  less  than  twice  the  diameter  of 
the  chain  or  cable.  No  metal  or  structural  steel  used 
in  hanging  signs  shall  be  less  than  1/4"  thick.     If  turn- 
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buckles  are  used,  tlie  diameter  of  threaded  ends  must  be 
not  less  than  twice  the  diameter  of  the  supporting  mem- 
bers. 

No  sheet  metal  used  in  signs  shall  be  less  than  24 
gauge  and  no  metal  framework  inside  of  sign  less  than 
3/16"  thick. 

Xo  pipe  pole  used  for  hanging  signs  shall  be  less 
than  2"  standard  iron  pipe.     (Steel  pipe  not  permitted.) 

Special  Requirements. 

Par.  4.  All  poles,  cables,  cable  clamps,  tumbuckles, 
bolts,  links,  etc.,  entering  into  the  hanging  rigging  of 
signs  shall  be  heavily  galvanized.  All  eyebolts  shall  be 
welded  and  no  hooks  or  closed  eyes  shall  be  permitted. 

Expansion  bolts  of  proper  size  may  be  used  for  guy 
anchors  in  hanging  signs  if  the  line  of  pull  is  more  than 
45°  with  the  axis  of  the  bolt,  and  if  less  than  45°,  the 
bolt  shall  extend  through  the  wall  and  have  a  nut  and 
plate  washer  on  the  inside.  Main  head  guys  having  a 
direct  pull  shall  be  fastened  to  wall  with  a  through  bolt 
in  every  case. 

Complete  drawings  shall  be  submitted  with  applica- 
tion, showing  construction  in  every  detail,  all  dimen- 
sions, sizes  and  kinds  of  materials,  sizes  and  spacing  of 
all  bolts,  rivets,  etc. 

Drawings  must  also  show  structure  on  which  sign  is 
to  be  supported  sufficiently  detailed  to  readily  deteraiine 
if  the  sign  has  adequate  support. 

The  construction  of  all  signs  shall  also  comply  with 
any  further  requirements  of  the  Bureau  of  Buildings 
and  subject  to  his  approval. 

Metal  Signs,  ^yh£n  Required;  Vertical  Signs. 

Par.  5.  Every  sign  higher  than  20  feet  from  tiie 
street  shall  \xi  made  entirely  of  metal.  Vertical  signs 
may  be  permitted,  subject  to  the  revocation  of  the  per- 
mit on  proper  objection  from  the  adjoining  property 
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ownerSj  due  notice  of  such  objection  being  given  to  the 
party  to  whose  sign  objection  is  made,  not  less  than  10 
days  in  advance  of  the  revocation  of  the  permit;  such 
vertical  sign  being  permitted  if  the  sign  letters  are 
mounted  on  a  v^ire  grille  or  an  angle  iron  frame  v^ork, 
and  provided  that  the  sign  shall  be  installed  within  the 
middle  third  of  the  building,  unless  the  building  be  upon 
a  street  comer. 

Miscellaneous  Requirements. 

Par.  6.  Signs  projecting  m_ore  tihan  two  feet  from 
the  building  line  are  to  be  pivoted  so  that  they  may  b^ 
swung  flat  against  the  building  quickly,  if  required  by 
the  Fire  Department.  'No  part  of  a  sign  shall  be  so 
placed  as  to  interfere  with  the  ingress  and  egress  from 
the  windows  in  case  of  fire.  Every  electric  sign  shall 
be  provided  vrith  a  switch  on  the  outside  of  the  building 
for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department  in  case  of  fire. 

Franchise  Fee. 

Par.  7.  All  signs,  whether  electric  or  otherwise,  shall 
be  subject  to  a  minor  privilege  franchise  to  be  issued 
by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings,  the  charge  for  the  fran- 
chise to  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Estimates,  either  by 
general  regulations  or  special  action  in  each  particular 
case,  it  being  intended  by  this  provision  to  give  the 
Board  of  Estimates  full  discretion  as  to  charge  for  each 
franchise,  whether  they  shall  or  shall  not  have  adopted  a 
general  regulation;  and  the  Board  of  Estimates  shall 
also  have  power  to  prescribe  the  hours  during  which 
electric  signs  shall  be  kept  illuminated. 

Permits  For  Signs. 

Par.  8.  The  Bureau  of  Buildings  may  issue  per- 
mits for  signs  subject  to  the  later  confirmation  by  the 
Board  of  Estimates, ,  providing  that  the  signs  are  con- 
structed and   maintained  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
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visions  thereof.  Even'  application  for  a;  sic^i  project- 
ing more  than  two  feet  from  the  building  line,  other 
than  an  electric  sipi,  shall  be  subject  to  a  permit  only 
on  the  appix)val  of  the  Board  of  Estimates.  Electric 
signs  that  do  not  come  within  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion may  be  the  subject  of  a  special  ordinance  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Advertising  Signs  and  Banners. 

Par.  9.  Signs  and  banners  desired  for  the  advertis- 
ing of  public  exhibitions,  assemblages  or  meetings,  or  of 
candidates  for  office  during  political  campaigns,  or  for 
other  temporary  pui-poses,  may  be  suspended  over  streets 
or  alleys  or  other  public  property  for  a  period  of  not 
exceeding  thirty  days,  and  permits  for  such  signs  may 
be  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings,  at  his  discre- 
tion, subject  to  the  later  oonfii-mation  of  his  action  by 
the  Board  of  Estimates. 


Signs  on  Roofs. 

Par.  10.  Electric  signs  on  roofs  being  within  the 
property  line  are  to  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of 
this  section  in  regard  to  regulations  by  the  Board  of 
Estimates,  but  are  to  be  in  every  respect  subject  to  this 
Code  (including  Engineering  and  Electric  Wiring  Sec- 
tions) and  to  the  approval  of  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
ings. 


Roof  Signs  To  Be  of  Metal. 

Par.  11.  No  sign  shall  be  placed  on  a  roof  of  any 
structure  except  it  be  constructed  of  metal,  and  such 
construction  shall  be  open  mesh  work,  and  entirely  ap- 
proved in  construction  and  fastenings  by  the  Bureau 
of  Buildings.  The  minimum  clear  mesh  shall  be  not 
less  than  one  inch  in  the  least  dimension. 
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Advertising  Fences,  Walls,  Etc. 

Par.  12.  'No  fence,  wall  or  structure  of  any  kind 
shall  be  erected  for  advertising  in  any  way  without  a 
permit  from  the  Bureau  of  Buildings.  STo  such  ad- 
vertisement shall  be  above  the  height  of  twenty  feet 
above  ground. 

Fences.    . 

Section  32 : 

Permit 

Par.  1.  Before  the  erection  of  any  fence  shall  have 
been  commenced,  a  permit  for  the  erection  of  the  same 
shall  be  obtained  from  the  Bureau  of  Buildings. 

Partition  Fences  When  Located  on  Party  Lines. 

Par.  2.  A  fence,  hedge  or  wall  upon  a  party  line 
shall  be  maintained  at  the  joint  expense  of  the  owners  of 
the  two  adjoining 'properties  in  equal  proportions. 

Construction  of  Fences. 

Par.  3.  Partition  fences  and  all  fences  on  streets, 
alleys,  roads  and  on  any  public  or  private  property,  un- 
less special  permission  for  other  construction  is  granted 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  erected  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  ordinance,  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided in  this  section,  be  constructed  of  bricks,  concrete, 
stone,  metal  or  any  other  fireproof  materials  approved 
by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings. 

Wood  paling,  lattice  or  balusters  may  be  used  be- 
tween masonry  posts  and  above  masonry  walls. 

Dressed  wood  posts  of  heart  lumber  may  be  used  for 
supporting  wire  fences. 

Fences  shall,  except  in  special  cases,  be  constructed 
so  as  to  afford  a  view  of  the  enclosure  from  the  public 
highways. 
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In  special  cases,  when  approved  by  the  Bureau  of 
Buildiugs,  solid  masonry  walls  may  be  erected  to  a 
height  not  exceeding  S  feet,  provided,  a  gate,  or  other 
openings  in  the  wall  are  constiiicted  of  open  metal  work, 
and  placed  so  as  to  afford  a  view  from  the  public  high- 
way or  highways,  of  the  enclosure. 

Hedges  Svhstituted  For  Fences. 

Par.  4.  Hedges  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Buildings,  be  substituted  for  fences. 

Retaining  Walls. 

Par.  5.  When  the  grade  or  grades  of  the  streets  or 
other  public  highways  are  such  as  to  require  the  ground 
of  a  lot  to  be  higher  or  lower  than  the  ground  of  an 
adjoining  lot,  and  a  retaining  wall  for  supporting  the 
ground  is  necessary,  such  retaining  wall  shall  be  made 
and  maintained  by  the  owner  of  the  higher  ground  and 
shall  be  built  on  his  property. 

Construction  of  Retaining  Walls. 

Par.  6.  All  retaining  walls  required  under  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  stnic- 
tural  requirements  of  the  Building  Code. 

Maintenance. 

Par.  7.  All  walls  and  fences  shall  be  kept  in  proper 
repair  by  the  OT\Tier  or  o'WTiers  of  the  property.  The 
Bureau  of  Buildings  shall  determine  the  sufficiency 
of  any  fence  or  wall,  and  he  shall  also  determine  the 
amount  and  character  of  the  repairs  required. 

Rebuilding  Fences  Erected  Prior  to  the  Passage  of  This 
Ordinance. 

Par.  8.  Fences  built  prior  to  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Bureau  of 
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BuildingSj  be  repaired  with  the  kind  of  materials  with 
which  they  are  constructed,  when  not  more  Ifhan  an 
area  of  50%  requires  repair.  Otherwise,  the  fence  or 
fences  shall  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  section. 

Fences  Not  Required. 

Par.  9.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as 
requiring  the  erection  of  fences. 

Numbering  Houses. 

Section  33 : 

Number  Fixed\  By  City  Planning  Commission. 

Par.  1.  The  number  of  every  new  building  shall 
be  determined  and  fixed  by  the  City  Planning  Commis- 
sion, and  shall  be  reported  by  it  to  the  owner  or  occupant 
thereof. 

Character  Of  Figures. 

Par.  2.  The  size  and  chara'cter  of  the  figures  and 
their  position  shall  be  determined  by  the  City  Planning 
Commission. 

Owner  to  Number  and  Penalty  For  Failure. 

Par.  3.  The  owner  or  occupant  shall  place  the  num- 
ber upon  the  building  as  soon  as  it*  is  completed.  If 
any  owner  or  occupant  shall  fail  to  place  the  number 
upon  the  building  in  accordance  with  the  regulation  of 
the  City  Planning  Commission  within  ten  days  after  re- 
ceiving notice  in  relation  thereto,  or  shall  place  a  dif- 
ferent number  upon  the  building,  he  shall  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  not  more  than  $50.00  and  not  less  than 
$5.00  for  each  offense  and  to  an  additional  penalty  of 
not  more  than  $10.00  and  not  less  than  $2.00  for  every 
day  that  such  offense  shall  continue. 
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Changes  in  Numbering. 

Par.  4r.  The  number  of  every  building  already  con- 
structed shall  remain  unchanged,  except  that  in  case 
of  duplications  or  other  irregularities,  the  City  Plan- 
ning Commission  may  determine  what  changes,  if  any, 
sliall  be  made,  and  if  it  is  required  to  change  the  num- 
bering in  any  respect  the  proceeding  shall  be  the  same 
as  required  in  case  of  new  buildings. 


Conditions  To  Be  Maintained. 

Section  34: 

Boofs  For  Observation. 

Par.  1.  Xo  roof  shall  be  used  by  more  than  ten  per- 
sons for  observations,  or  for  any  other  purpose  for  which 
numbers  of  persons  may  come  together,  unless  a  permit 
has  first  been  obtained  from  the  Bureau  of  Buildings 
therefor. 

Maximum  Floor  Loads. 

Par.  2.  After  the  maximum  floor  loads  in  warehouses 
and  in  buildings  or  parts  of  buildings,  used  for  manu- 
facturing purjx)ses,  have  been  determined,  as  provided  in 
this  Code,  the  notice  relating  thereto  shall  be  maintained 
and  no  such  floor  shall  be  loaded  to  excess  of  the  loads 
as  so  determined. 

Hazardous  Merchandise  in  Tenements  Forbidden. 

Par.  3.  No  merchandise  or  articles  designated  as 
especially  hazardous  in  the  classification  of  the  National 
Board  of  Fire  Undei-Avriters  shall  be  stored,  handled  or 
sold  in  any  tenement,  apartment  house,  lodging  house 
or  hotel,  or  in  any  public  building  or  in  any  part  of  a 
building  any  portion  of  which  is  used  as  a  theatre. 
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Hazardous  Merchandise  in  Manufacturing  Warehouses. 

Par.  4.  ISTo  such  mercliandise  or  articles  shall  be 
stored,  handled  or  sold  in  any  warehouse  or  building 
used  for  manufacturing  purposes,  except  it  conforms 
to  the  requirements  of  Section  30  of  this  Code. 

Obstruction  of  Aisles,  Passageways  and  Exits. 

Par.  5.  'No  stool,  chair,  sofa  or  other  seat  or  any 
other  obstruction  shall  be  placed  in  any  aisle  or  passage- 
way in  any  place  or  public  assembly  during  a  perform- 
ance, service,  exhibition,  lecture,  concert,  ball  or  any 
other  public  assemblage.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to 
stand  or  occupy  a  place  in  any  such  aisle  or  passageway 
during  any  such  performance.  No  obstruction  of  any 
kind  shall  be  placed  in  any  exit  way  during  any  such 
performance.  No  exit  door  or  gate  shall  be  bolted  or 
locked  during  the  time  that  said  building  is  open  for 
entrance  to  or  exit  from  said  performance.  No  corridor, 
passageway  or  court  which  can  be  used  as  an  entrance 
or  exit  to  any  public  buildings  shall  be  used  for  storage 
purposes  or  for  hanging  or  otherwsie  caring  for  hats, 
coats,  and  wraps,  or  for  any  other  purposes,  except  for 
entrance  to  and  exit  from. 

Lighting  Of  Exits. 

Par.  6.  All  corridors,  passageways  and  courts  which 
may  be  used  as  exits  from  any  place  of  public  assem- 
bly, shall  be  kept  well  lighted  during  every  service, 
exhibition,  lecture,  concert,  ball,  or  other  performance 
therein. 

Fire  Curtains  in  Theatres. 

Par.  7.  The  fire  curtain  in  a  theatre  shall  be  raised 
at  the  commencement  of  each  performance  and  lowered 
at  its  close. 
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Theatre  Programs  to  Show  D'uujram   Of  Exits. 

Par.  8.  A  diagram  or  plan  of  tlir  gTound  floor  and 
of  each  floor  tier  above  the  ground  floor,  showing  the 
exits  therefrom,  shall  l)e  printed  in  black  lines  in  a 
legible  manner  on  the  program  of  every  performance  of 
a  theatre. 

Standpipes  and  Connections  in  Theatres. 

Par.  9.  All  standpipes  in  theatres  shall  be  kept 
free  from  obstruction.  During  performances  vstandpipes 
and  fixed  connections  thereto  shall  be  kept  filled  with 
water  under  sufficient  pressure  to  supply  all  lines  of 
hose  connecting  thereto  when  operated  simultaneously, 
and  all  pumps  connected  thereto  shall  be  kept  ready  for 
immediate  use.  The  hose  shall  be  connected  to  the  stand- 
pipes  at  all  points  where  such  connections  are  provided. 

Fire  Casks  and  Buckets. 

Par.  10.  The  casks  and  buckets  on  the  stage  pro- 
vided for  the  purpose  shall  be  kept  filled  with  water. 

Fire  Apparatus  in  Theatres. 

Par.  11.  The  pumps,  standpipes,  hose  and  all  ap- 
paratus for  extinguishing  fire  or  guarding  against  fire 
in  a  theatre,  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Fire 
Department,  and  in  immediate  charge  of  a  fireman 
during  every  performance,  at  the  expense  of  the  owner 
of  the  theatre,  or  of  the  person  or  persons  having  the 
management  thereof. 

Safety  of  Public  and  Employees  in  Theatres. 

Par.  12.  The  owner  of  every  theatre  and  the  person 
or  persons  having  the  management  thereof  shall  be  sev- 
erally responsible  for  the  safety  of  the  public  and  of  the 
employees  in  the  event  of  fire. 
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Seats  and  Chairs  in  Theatres. 

Par.  13.  Seats  of  all  fixed  chairs  in  all  theatres  and 
places  of  public  amusement  must  be  provided  with 
springs,  and  so  maintained  that  they  will  be  in  upright 
position  when  not  occupied. 

Animals  in  Dwellings. 

Par.  14.  E'o  horse,  cow,  sheep,  goat,  or  any  other 
domestic  animal,  excepting  a  cat  or  dog,  shall  be  lodged 
or  housed  in  any  building  used  as  an  habitation,  except 
that  sleeping  apartments  may  be  provided  in  stables  for 
the  employees  hereof. 

Maintaining  Lights  in  Multiple  Dwellings. 

Par.  15.  The  entrances  of  all  multiple  dwellings,  and 
all  stair  halls  or  public  corridors  thereof  shall  be  kept 
lighted  all  night  every  night  in  the  year.  Every  bath- 
room and  water  closet  opening  into  a  public  hallway  in 
a  multiple  dwelling  shall  be  kept  lighted  until  mid- 
night every  night. 

Other  Departments  to  Aid  Bureau  of  Buildings. 

Par.  16.  The  Bureau  of  Buildings  shall  have  the 
aid  of  all  Departments  of  Public  Safety  in  the  execution 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  except  where  other- 
wise provided. 

Alteeations  and  Repairs. 

Section  35 : 

Alterations. 

Par.  1.  Any  building  may  be  altered  in  any  part, 
provided  all  new  features  and  all  work  installed  under 
such  alterations  be  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Code.  Existing  portions  of  the  building  that  arc 
not  affected  by  such  alterations  need  not  be  changed  to 
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conform  to  this  (^odo,  iniU^ss  tlu'  n^tcntioii  of  existing 
portions  would  constitnte,  for  the  altered  sections,  a 
violation  of  the  exit  facilities  or  safety  provisions  of  the 
code  on  account  of  a  changx?  in  character  or  grade  of 
occupancy. 

Repairs. 

Par.  2.  Any  building  may  Im?  repaired  in  any  part, 
for  maintenance,  up  to  50%  of  the  total  value  of  the 
item  of  work  affected,  using  the  same  materials  and 
construction  as  existed  previously  in  the  building,  but 
such  repairs  shall  not  include  new  additions  or  exten- 
sions that  do  not  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this 
Code. 

Section  36: 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Sections  14-38,  in- 
clusive, and  Sections  40-57,  incluisve,  of  Article  7  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Code  of  1893,  title  ''Buildings,''  as 
said  sections  were  ordained  by  Ordinance  ^"o.  155,  ap- 
proved June  19,  1908,  and  all  amendments  thereof,  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  37 : 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  person  who 
shall  violate  the  tenns  hereof  shall  1x3  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dol- 
lars ($10),  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  ($200) 
for  each  day  that  the  said  violation  shall  continue,  the 
said  fine  to  be  collected  as  other  fines  are  collected. 

If  any  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  or  part  of  this 
ordinance  shall  for  any  reason  be  adjudged  by  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid,  such  judgment 
shall  not  affect,  impair,  or  invalidate  the  remainder  of 
this  ordinance,  but  shall  be  confined  in  its  operation  to 
the  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  or  part  thereof,  directly 
involved  in  the  controversy  in  which  sueli  judgment  has 
been  rendered. 
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Section  38: 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  existing  rules 
and  regulations  as  to  plumbing  formulated  by  the  Bu- 
reau of  Buildings  and  the  Commissioner  of  Health  and 
the  rules  and  regulations  as  to  gas  and  electrical  instal- 
lations as  formulated  by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  be  and 
they  are  hereby  continued  in  effect  as  if  included  as  a 
part  of  this  ordinance;  and  the  Bureau  of  Buildings 
and  the  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  have  the  power 
to  modify  and  amend  the  said  rules  and  regulations 
relating  to  plumbing  and  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  shall 
have  the  power  to  modify  and  amend  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations relating  to  gas  and  electrical  installations  for 
the  public  safety. 

Section  39 : 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance  shall 
take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

with  a  surety  or  sureties  to  be  approved  by 
the  ^layor,  in  the  penalty  of  twenty-live  thou- 
sand dollars  ($l25,(H)0.()()),  with  conditions  that 
he  will  truly  and  faithfully  discharge,  execute 
and  i)erform  all  and  singular  the  duties  and 
o))ligations  of  the  office  of  constable  and  chief 
constable,  and  that  he  will  account  for  and  pay 
over  to  the  Register  of  the  City  of  Baltimore 
all  fees  and  costs  which  he  may  receive  or  col- 
lect, and  that  he  will  faithfully  and  truly  ac- 
count for  and  pay  over  to  the  person  or  corpo- 
ration entitled  to  receive  the  same  all  moiieys 
belonging  to  such  person  or  corporation  which 
may  come  into  his  hands  as  such  constal)le  or 
chief  constable. 

(B)  Said  constable  designated  as  chief  clerk 
of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the  People's 
Court  and  assistant  chief  constalilc  shall  act  as 
clerk  at  large  to  said  Justices,  and  shall  super- 
vise and  control  the  work  of  the  constables 
hereinafter  assigned  to  act  as  docket  clerks  to 
the  said  Justices,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  the  said  Justices  may  direct.  Before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall 
give  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more a  good  and  sufficient  bond  with  a  surety 
or  sureties  ajiproved  by  the  Mayor  in  the 
penalty  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00), 
conditioned  upon  the  faithful  jjerformance  of 
his  duties  hereunder. 
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(C)  The  constable  receiving  the  annual  sal- 
ary of  $1,900.00  shall  act  as  assistant  to  said 
chief  constable  in  the  performance  of  the  duties 
aforesaid,  and  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office  shall  give  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  a  good  and  sufficient 
bond,  with  a  surety  or  sureties  approved  by  the 
Mayor  in  the  penalty  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
($10,000.00),  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties  hereunder. 

(D)  Seven  of  said  constables  receiving  the 
annual  salary  of  seventeen  hundred  dollars 
($1,700.00)  each  shall  act  as  clerks  to  the  re- 
spective five  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the 
People's  Court,  shall  keep  the  dockets  of  said 
Justices  and,  subject  to  the  supervision  and 
direction  of  the  respective  Justices,  shall  pre- 
pare all  writs  and  other  papers  pertaining  to 
the  cases  instituted  before,  or  to  be  tried  before 
said  Justices.  One  of  said  constables  receiving 
the  annual  salary  of  seventeen  hundred  dollars 
($1,700.00)  shall  act  as  general  docket  clerk.  In 
the  event  of  the  absence  of  any  of  said  con- 
stables from  attendance  upon  the  said  Justices 
of  the  Peace,  the  chief  constable  shall  designate 
said  assistant  constable  to  perform  the  duties 
of  said  constable  so  absent. 

(E)  Five  of  the  remaining  said  constables 
hereinabove  in  this  section  named  shall  be 
designated  by  the  chief  constable  as  bailiffs  to 
the  said  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the  People's 
Court,  and  one  of  them  shall  be  in  constant 
attendance  during  the  sittings  of  each  of  said 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  shall  also  perform 
the  duties  of  a  bailiff.  In  the  event  of  the 
absence  of  any  of  said  constables  designated 
to  act  as  bailiffs  aforesaid,  the  chief  constable 
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shall  (U'siiiiiate  one  of  the  remaining  constables 
to  act  for  the  one  so  absent. 

(F)  The  remaining  twenty-six  of  said  con- 
stabk^s  hereinabove  in  this  section  named  shall, 
under  the  instructions  and  subject  to  the  super- 
vision of  said  chief  constable,  serve  the  pro- 
cess of  the  said  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  the 
People's  Court;  but  any  writ  or  other  process 
issued  by  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the 
People's  Court  may  be  served  by  said  chief 
constable  or  by  any  one  of  the  other  forty-one 
constables  hereinabove  in  this  section  named, 
and  it  shall  l)e  the  duty  of  any  one  of  said 
forty-one  constables  to  serve  any  writ  or  pro- 
cess issuing  from  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the 
People's  Court  when  directed  to  do  so  by  the 
chief  constable. 

The  remaining  fourteen,  constables  herein- 
above in  Section  1  named  shall  be  conservators 
of  the  peace,  and  may  perform  such  duties  ap- 
pertaining to  the  office  of  constal)le  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law,  but  shall  not  be  required  to 
perform  any  service  or  duty  for  the  Justices 
of  the  People's  Court.  They  shall  each  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  twenty  dollars  ($20.00) 
payable  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  upon  their  qualifying  and  giving  the 
bond  herein])elow  prescribed,  in  lieu  of  all 
other  compensation  by  fees  or  otherwise;  and 
they  shall  account  for  and  pay  over  to  the  chief 
constable  hereinabove  named  any  and  all  fees 
and  costs  or  other  compensation  which  they 
may  receive  for  any  services  which  they  may 
perform  as  constables;  the  same  to  be  ac- 
counted for  and  paid  over  to  the  City  Register 
by  said  Chief  Constable  as  hereiid)efore  i)ro- 
vided.    Each  of  said  fourteen  constables  shall.

Section  3-A.  And  he  it  further  ordained, 
That  the  chief  constable  of  Baltimore  City  here- 
in provided  for  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
to  designate  and  appoint  11  clerks  to  aid  and 
assist  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  in  the 
People  ^s  Court,  one  of  which  clerks  shall  be 
designated  as  cashier ;  the  duties  of  said  clerks 
shall  be  the  preparation  and  issuance  of  all 
processes,  recordation  of  judgments  and  the 
keeping  of  dockets  in  said  court,  together  with 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  them 
by  the  chief  constable.

for  the  repeal  of  all  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City, 
Public  Local  Laws,  Ordinances  and  Resolutions  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  or  of  any  Municipal  Board,  Commission 
or  Officer  so  far  as  the  same  or  any  of  the  same  may  conflict  or 
be  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  said  proposed  New  Section 
to  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City. 

Whereas,  certain  changes  have  been  effected  in  the 
Baltimore  City  Charter  by  ordinances  passed  in  pur-

PART  I. 

depart:\ient  of  public  works. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  of  Baltimore  City 
is  hereby  created.  It  shall  have  and  exercise  the  rights, 
powers,  duties,  oblisi:ations  and  functions,  as  provided 
herein,  subject  to  the  limitations  lierein  set  forth.  The 
head  of  said  department  shall  be  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
Baltimore,  who  shall  l)e  appointed  by  the  ^layor  with 
the  consent  of  the  City  Council,  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 25  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  and  hold 
his  office  as  therein  provided. 

The  Chief  Engineer  shall  have  general  educational 
equipment  at  least  equal  to  that  of  graduates  of  high 
schools.  The  i\Iayor,  wiien  appointing  a  Chief  Engi- 
neer, shall  give  first  consideration  to  the  qualifications 
of  those  \vho  are  graduates  in  Engineering  from  a 
recognized  college  or  technical  school  of  collegiate 
grade.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  be  a  person  of  ])road 
experience  and  high  standing  in  his  professioii,  and 
shall  have  had  responsil)le  charge  of  engineering  works 
over  a  period  of  at  least  ten  years.  If  the  person  aj)- 
pointed  as  Chief  Engineer  is  not  a  graduate  in  engi- 
neering from  a  recognized  college  or  technical  school 
of  collegiate  grade,  he  shall  have  had  not  less  than 
fifteen  years  experience  in  engineering,  during  ten 
years  of  which  he  shall  have  been  in  responsible  charge 
of  imjjortant  engineering  projects.  lie  shall  have  su- 
pervision of  all  engineering  (juestions  and  matters  con- 
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nected  with  any  and  every  public  improvement  in 
Baltimore  or  elsewhere,  made  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  or  any  department,  officer,  board, 
commission  or  agency  thereof,  and  all  plans  and  speci- 
fications for  all  such  public  improvements  involving 
any  engineering  question  or  questions  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  him  and  be  subject  to  his  approval. 

The  Chief  Engineer  shall  be  paid  such  salary  as  may 
be  provided  in  the  Ordinance  of  Estimates.  He  shall 
appoint  such  assistants,  aides,  clerks,  stenographers 
and  other  field  and  office  help  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  proper  conduct  of  the  department.  The  compen- 
sation of  all  such  appointees  shall  be  subject  to  ap- 
proval by  the  Board  of  Estimates  and  shall  be  paid 
as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  of  Estimates. 

There  shall  be  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
the  following  sub-departments  or  bureaus : 

1.  Bureau  of  Water  Supply. 

2.  Bureau  of  Highways. 

3.  Bureau  of  Sewers. 

4.  Bureau  of  Harbors. 

5.  Bureau  of  Mechanical-Electrical  Service. 

6.  Bureau  of  Buildings. 

7.  Bureau  of  Street  Cleaning. 

8.  Bureau  of  Plans  and  Surveys. 

9.  Bureau  of  Standards. 

10.  Bureau  of  Transportation. 

11.  Bureau  of  Stores. 

The  Chief  Engineer  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
proper  conduct,  management  and  operation  of  all  of 
the  bureaus  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  All 
of  the  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and  functions 
which  are  herein  or  which  may  hereafter  be  conferred 
or  imposed  upon  any  of  the  bureaus  or  heads  of 
bureaus  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  be 
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exercisod  or  porformcHl  by  said  l)iirc'aus  or  by  the 
respective  heads  of  said  l)ureaiis,  sul)jeet  to  the  control, 
direction  and  supervision  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 

All  of  the  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and 
functions  lieretofore  possessed  l)y  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  Baltimore,  as  the  same  are  set  forth  in  Chapter  852 
of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1914,  Section 
84  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws,  and 
of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  and  as  set  forth  in 
any  other  section  of  said  Article  or  Charter  or  Act  of 
the  General  Assembly  or  Ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  trans- 
ferred to  and  hereafter  shall  be  exercised  and  per- 
formed by  the  Chief  Engineer  appointed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Charter,  or  by  officials  acting  under 
his  direction  and  with  his  authority,  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

The  Chief  Engineer  shall  perform  such  additional 
duties  and  exercise  such  additional  powers  as  may  be 
imposed  or  conferred  upon  him  from  time  to  time  by 
Ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council.  He  shall 
also  perform  such  additional  duties  as  may  be  required 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Mayor  or  by  the  Board  of 
Estimates.  He  shall  have  power  to  assign  and  re-as- 
sign to  and  to  take  from  the  Bureaus  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pu])lic  Works,  or  the  heads  of  such  Bureaus, 
the  performance  of  any  duties,  or  the  exercise  of  any 
powers  incident  to  the  conduct  of  the  Department  of 
Pul)lic  Works  as  may  seem  necessary  or  proper  and, 
whenever  it  seems  advisable,  from  time  to  time  to 
transfer  duties  or  powers  from  one  Bureau  to  another 
Bureau,  and  from  time  to  time  re-transfer  the  same,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  at  will.

BUREAU  OF  WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  shall  be  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  a 
Bureau  of  Water  Supply.  The  head  of  this  bureau 
shall  be  the  Water  Engineer,  who  shall  direct  its  oper- 
ation, and  who  shall  perform,  subject  to  the  authority 
of  the  Chief  Engineer,  the  duties  and  exercise  the 
powers  w^hich  are  herein  imposed  or  conferred  upon 
the  Bureau  of  Water  Supply. 

The  Water  Engineer  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Alayor  with  the  consent  of  the  City  Council,  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  25  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City, 
and  hold  his  office  as  therein  provided. 

The  Water  Engineer  shall  have  general  educational 
equipment  at  least  equal  to  that  of  graduates  of  high 
schools.  The  Mayor,  when  appointing  a  Water  Engi- 
neer, shall  give  first  consideration  to  the  qualifications 
of  those  who  are  graduates  in  engineering  from  a 
recognized  college  or  technical  school  of  collegiate 
grade.  The  Water  Engineer  shall  be  a  person  of  high 
standing  in  his  profession,  and  shall  have  had  charge 
of  important  engineering  projects  over  a  period  of  at 
least  five  years.  If  the  person  appointed  as  Water 
Engineer  is  not  a  graduate  in  engineering  from  a 
recognized  college  or  technical  school  of  collegiate 
grade,  he  shall  have  had  not  less  than  ten  years  experi- 
ence in  engineering,  during  five  years  of  which  he  shall 
have  been  in  charge  of  important  engineering  projects, 
with  at  least  three  years'  experience  in  engineering 
directly  related  to  the  extension  and  development  of 
water  supply. 

The  Water  Engineer  shall  be  paid  such  salary  as 
may  be  provided  in  the  Ordinance  of  Estimates.     He 
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sliall  ai)])()int  siicli  assistants,  aides,  clerks,  stenogra- 
phers and  other  otliee  and  lield  help  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  Bureau.  The  com- 
pensation of  all  such  a])pointees  sliall  be  subject  to 
approval  by  the  Board  of  Estimates,  and  shall  be  paid 
as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  of  Estimates. 

All  of  the  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and 
functions  conferred  by  law  upon  the  Water  Engineer 
or  the  Water  Board,  and  particularly  by  the  provisions 
of  Sections  84  and  87  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public 
Local  Laws  of  Maryland,  and  by  the  same  sections  of 
the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  and  by  any  other  act  of 
the  General  Assembly  or  section  of  the  Charter  of  Bal- 
timore City  or  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Comi- 
cil  shall  be  and  are  hereby  transferred  to  and  here- 
after shall  be  exercised  and  performed  by  the  Bureau 
of  AVater  Supply  as  the  lawful  successor  to  said  Water 
Engineer  and  Water  Board  to  the  same  extent  as  if  the 
Bureau  of  Water  Supply  had  been  named  in  the  pro- 
visions of  law  as  the  body  upon  which  the  said  rights, 
powers,  duties,  obligations  and  functions  were  con- 
ferred. 

The  powers  and  authority  heretofore  exercised  and 
performed  by  the  Water  Board  relating  to  the  assess- 
ing and  establishing  of  rates,  in  accordance  with  any 
provision  of  law,  and  particularly  ordinances  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  passed  under  authority  of 
Chapter  364  of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
19U4,  Section  87-A  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public 
Local  Laws  of  Maryland,  and  of  the  same  section  of 
the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  and  in  accordance  with 
any  other  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  section  of  the 
City  Charter  or  ordinance  of  the  Alayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil shall  not  be  transferred  to  the  Bnreau  of  Water 
Supply,  but  all  of  the  rights,  powers,  duties,  obliga- 
tions and  functions  conferred  Ijy  law  ui)on  the  Water 
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Board  relating  to  the  assessing  and  establishing  of 
rates,  in  accordance  with  any  provision  of  law,  and 
particularly  ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
passed  under  authority  of  Chapter  364  of  the  Acts  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  1904,  Section  87-A  of  Article 
4  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland,  and 
of  the  same  section  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City, 
and  in  accordance  with  any  other  act  of  the  General 
Assembly,  section  of  the  City  Charter  or  ordinance  of

BUREAU  OF  HIGHWAYS.

The  Highways  Engineer  shall  be  a 
person  of  high  standing  in  his  profession,  and  shall 
have  had  charge  of  important  engineering  projects 
over  a  period  of  at  least  five  years.

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Assembly,  sections  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City 
and  Ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  transferred  to  and 
hereafter  shall  be  exercised  and  performed  by  the

Local  Laws  and  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  and 
in  accordance  with  other  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly 
and  Ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal-

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The  Sewerage  Engineer  shall  have  general  educa-

'high  schools.  The  Mayor,  when  appointing  a  Sewer- 
age Engineer,  shall  give  first  consideration  to  the 
qualifications  of  those  who  are  graduates  in  engineer- 
ing from  a  recognized  college  or  technical  school  of 
collegiate  grade.  The  Sewerage  Engineer  shall  be  a 
person  of  high  standing  in  his  profession,  and  shall 
have  had  charge  of  important  engineering  projects 
over  a  period  of  at  least  five  years.  If  the  person  ap- 
pointed as  Sewerage  Engineer  is  not  a  graduate  in 
engineering  from  a  recognized  college  or  technical 
school  of  collegiate  grade,  he  shall  have  had  not  less

The  Sewerage  Engineer  shall  be  paid  such  salary  as 
may  be  provided  in  the  Ordinance  of  Estimates.  He 
shall  appoint  such  assistants,  aides,  clerks,  stenog- 
raphers and  other  office  and  field  help  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  Bureau.  The  com- 
pensation of  all  such  appointees  shall  be  subject  to 
approval  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  and  shall  be  paid 
as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  of  Estimates.

The  Harbor  Engineer  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  with  the  consent  of  the  City  Council,  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  25  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City, 
and  hold  his  office  as  therein  provided. 

The  Harbor  Engineer  shall  have  general  educational 
equipment  at  least  equal  to  that  of  graduates  of  high 
schools.  The  Mayor,  when  appointing  a  Harbor  En- 
gineer, shall  give  first  consideration  to  the  qualifica- 
tions of  those  who  are  graduates  in  engineering  from  a 
recognized  college  or  technical  school  of  collegiate 
grade.  The  Harbor  Engineer  shall  be  a  person  of  high 
standing  in  his  profession,  and  shall  have  had  charge 
of  important  engineering  projects  over  a  period  of  at 
least  five  years.  If  the  person  appointed  as  Harbor 
Engineer  is  not  a  graduate  in  engineering  from  a  recog. 
nized  college  or  technical  school  of  collegiate  grade,

BUEEAU  OF  MECHANICAL-ELECTRICAL 
SERVICE. 

There  shall  be  in  the  Department  of  Public  Wor]?:s  a 
Bureau  of  Mechanical-Electrical  Service.  The  head  of 
this  Bureau  shall  be  the  Mechanical-Electrical  Engi- 
neer, who  shall  direct  its  operation,  and  who  shall  per- 
form, subject  to  the  authority  of  the  Chief  Engineer, 
the  duties  and  exercise  the  powers  which  are  herein 
imposed  or  conferred  upon  the  Bureau  of  Mechanical- 
Electrical  Service.

The  Mechanical-Electrical  Engineer  shall  have  had 
adequate  training  in  either  Mechanical  or  Electrical 
Engineering  in  a  technical  school  of  good  standing. 
He  shall  have  had  ten  years  practical  experience  in 
engineering  work,  and  shall  have  had  charge  of  im- 
portant engineering  projects  over  a  period  of  at  least 
five  years. 

The  person  appointed  as  Mechanical-Electrical  En- 
gineer shall  have  had  special  experience  in  either  (a) 
the  construction  and  operation  of  electrical  conduits 
and  street  lighting  systems,  or  (b)  the  operation  of 
power  plants,  heating  plants  and  pumping  stations, 
with  general  knowledge  as  to  the  operation  of  all  of 
the  systems,  plants  and  stations  above  mentioned.

The  Mayor,  when  appointing  a  Build- 
ings Engineer,  shall  give  first  consideration  to  the 
qualifications  of  those  who  are  graduates  in  engineer- 
ing from  a  recognized  college  or  technical  school  of 
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eolli\i>-iato  i>-ra(le.  Tlu'  Biiildinii's  En^iiUMT  slmll  bo  a 
j)ersou  of  hii»li  standing  in  his  prolVssion,  and  shall 
have  had  oharc:e  of  important  engineering  projects 
over  a  ])eriod  of  at  least  five  years.  Tf  the  ]H^rson  ap- 
pointed as  Bnildings  Kn^ineer  is  not  a  graduate  in  en- 
gineering from  a  recognized  college  or  technical  school 
of  collegiate  grade,  he  shall  have  had  not  less  than  ten 
years'  ex])erience  in  engineering,  during  five  years  of 
which  he  shall  have  been  in  charge  of  important  pro- 
jects in  structural  engineering. 

The  Buildings  Engineer  shall  be  paid  such  salary  as 
may  be  provided  in  the  Ordinance  of  P^stimates.  He 
shall  appoint  such  assistants,  aides,  clerks,  stenog- 
raphers and  other  office  and  field  help  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  Bureau.  The  (com- 
pensation of  such  api)ointees  shall  be  subject  to  ap- 
proval by  the  Board  of  Estimates  and  shall  be  paid  as 
provided  in  the  Ordinance  of  Estmates. 

All  of  the  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and 
functions  conferred  by  law  upon  the  Inspector  of 
Buildings,  and  i)articularly  by  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tions 79  to  82,  inclusive,  and  Section  89  of  Article  4  of 
the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland,  and  by 
the  same  sections  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  and 
})y  any  other  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  or  section 
of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  or  ordinance  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  shall  be  and  are  hereby  trans- 
ferred to  and  hereafter  shall  be  exercised  and  per- 
formed by  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  as  the  lawful  suc- 
cessor to  the  said  Inspector  of  Buildings  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  had  been  named 
in  the  ])rovisions  of  law  as  the  body  upon  which  the 
said  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and  functions 
were  conferred.  Thereupon  the  office  of  Inspector  of 
Buildings  as  heretofore  constituted  shall  be  and  re- 
main abolished. 
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All  of  the  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and 
functions  conferred  by  law  upon  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Buildings,  and  particularly  by  the  provisions 
of  Section  207  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local 
Laws  of  Maryland,  and  by  the  same  sections  of  the 
Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  and  by  any  other  Act  of 
the  General  Assembly  or  section  of  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City  or  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  shall  be  and  are  hereby  transferred  to  and 
hereafter  shall  be  exercised  and  performed  by  the 
Bureau  of  Buildings  as  the  lawful  successor  to  the 
said  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  the  Bureau  of  Buildings  had  been  named 
in  the  provisions  of  law  as  the  body  upon  which  the 
said  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and  functions 
were  conferred.  Thereupon  the  office  of  Superintend- 
ent of  Public  Buildings  heretofore  constituted  shall  be 
and  remain  abolished. 

All  of  the  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and 
functions  conferred  by  law  and  by  action  of  the  Board 
of  Estimates  upon  the  Bureau  of  Minor  Privileges 
shall  be  and  are  hereby  transferred  to  and  hereafter 
shall  be  exercised  and  performed  by  the  Bureau  of 
Buildings  as  the  lawful  successor  to  the  Bureau  of 
Minor  Privileges  to  the  same  extent  as  if  the  Bureau 
of  Buildings  had  been  named  in  the  provisions  of  law 
or  resolutions  of  the  Board  of  Estimates  as  the  body 
upon  which  the  said  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations 
and  functions  were  conferred.  Thereupon  the  Bureau 
of  Minor  Privileges  as  heretofore  constituted  shall  be 
and  remain  abolished. 

The  Bureau  of  Buildings  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  and  exercise  such  other  powers  as  may  be  re- 
quired from  time  to  time  by  ordinance  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  subject,  however,  to  the  power  and 
authority  conferred  upon  the  Chief  Engineer  by  the 
provisions  of  this  Charter. 
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7. 
BUREAU  OF  STREET  CLEANING. 

There  shall  be  in  the  Department  of  Pnl)lic'  Works  a 
Bureau  of  Street  Cleaning.  The  head  of  this  Bureau 
shall  be  the  Engineer  of  Street  Cleaning,  who  shall 
direct  its  operation,  and  who  shall  perform,  subject  to 
the  authority  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  the  duties  and 
exercise  the  powers  which  are  herein  imposed  or  con- 
ferred ui)on  the  Bureau  of  Street  Cleaning. 

The  Engineer  of  Street  Cleaning  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  ^Mayor,  with  the  consent  of  the  City  Council,  as 
provided  in  Section  25  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore 
City,  and  hold  his  office  as  therein  provided. 

The  Engineer  of  Street  Cleaning  shall  have  satisfac- 
tory general  educational  equipment.  The  Mayor,  when 
appointing  an  Engineer  of  Street  Cleaning,  shall  give 
first  consideration  to  the  qualifications  of  those  who 
are  graduates  in  engineering  from  a  recognized  college 
or  technical  school  of  collegiate  grade.  The  Engineer 
of  Street  Cleaning  shall  be  a  person  of  high  standing 
in  his  profession,  and  shall  have  had  charge  of  im- 
portant engineering  projects  over  a  period  of  at  least 
five  years.  If  the  person  appointed  as  Engineer  of 
Street  Cleaning  is  not  a  graduate  in  engineering  from 
a  recognized  college  or  technical  school  of  collegiate 
grade,  he  shall  have  had  not  less  than  ten  years'  experi- 
ence in  charge  of  large  working  forces. 

The  Engineer  of  Street  Cleaning  shall  be  paid  such 
salary  as  may  be  provided  in  the  Ordinance  of  Esti- 
mates. He  shall  appoint  such  assistants,  aides,  clerks, 
stenographers  and  other  office  and  field  help  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  Bureau. 
The  compensation  of  all  such  appointees  shall  l)e  sub- 
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ject  to  approval  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  and  shall 
be  paid  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  of  Estimates. 

All  of  the  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and 
functions  conferred  by  law  upon  the  Commissioner  of 
Street  Cleaning,  and  particularly  by  the  provisions  of 
Section  83  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local 
Laws  of  Maryland,  and  by  the  same  sections  of  the 
Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  and  by  any  other  Act  of 
the  General  Assembly  or  section  of  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City  or  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  shall  be  and  are  hereby  trans- 
ferred to  and  hereafter  shall  be  exercised  and  per- 
formed by  the  Bureau  of  Street  Chicaning  as  the  law- 
ful successor  to  the  said  Commissioner  of  Street  Clean- 
ing to  the  same  extent  as  if  the  Bureau  of  Street 
Cleaning  had  been  named  in  the  provisions  of  law  as 
the  body  upon  which  the  said  rights,  powers,  duties, 
obligations  and  functions  were  conferred.  Thereupon 
the  office  of  Commissioner  of  Street  Cleaning  as  here- 
tofore constituted  shall  be  and  remain  abolished. 

The  Bureau  of  Street  Cleaning  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  and  exercise  such  other  powers  as  may  be 
required  from  time  to  time  by  ordinance  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  subject,  however,  to  the  power  and 
authority  conferred  upon  the  Chief  Engineer  by  the 
provisions  of  this  Charter. 

8. 
BUREAU  OF  PLANS  AND  SURVEYS. 

There  shall  be  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  a 
Bureau  of  Plans  and  Surveys.  The  head  of  this  Bureau 
shall  be  the  Engineer  of  Plans  and  Surveys,  who  shall 
direct  its  operation,  and  who  shall  perform,  subject  to 
the  authority  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  the  duties  and 
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exorcise  tlio  powers  wliicli  are  lierein  imposed  or  con- 
ferred upon  the  Bureau  of  Plans  and  Surveys. 

The  Engineer  of  Plans  and  Surveys  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  ^layor,  with  the  consent  of  the  City 
Council,  as  provided  in  Section  25  of  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  and  hold  his  office  as  therein  provided. 

The  Engineer  of  Plans  and  Surveys  shall  have  gen- 
eral educational  equipment  at  least  equal  to  that  of 
graduates  of  high  schools.  The  Mayor,  when  appoint- 
ing an  Engineer  of  Plans  and  Surveys,  shall  give  first 
consideration  to  the  qualifications  of  those  who  are 
graduates  in  engineering  from  a  recognized  college  or 
technical  school  of  collegiate  grade.  The  Engineer  of 
Plans  and  Surveys  shall  be  a  person  of  high  standing 
in  his  profession,  and  shall  have  had  charge  of  import- 
ant engineering  projects  over  a  period  of  at  least  five 
years.  If  the  person  appointed  as  Engineer  of  Plans 
and  Surveys  is  not  a  graduate  in  engineering  from  a 
recognized  college  or  technical  school  of  collegiate 
grade,  he  shall  have  had  not  less  than  ten  years'  ex- 
perience in  engineering,  during  five  years  of  which 
he  shall  have  been  engaged  in  topographical  or  city 
planning  work. 

The  Engineer  of  Plans  and  Surveys  shall  be  paid 
such  salary  as  may  be  provided  in  the  Ordinance  of 
Estimates.  He  shall  appoint  such  assistants,  aides, 
clerks,  stenographers  and  other  office  and  field  help  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  Bureau. 
The  compensation  of  all  such  appointees  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  approval  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  and  shall 
be  paid  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  of  Estimates. 

All  of  the  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and 
functions  conferred  by  law  upon  the  Topographical 
Survey  Commission,  and  particularly  by  the  provisions 
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of  Section  84,  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local 
Laws  of  Maryland,  and  by  the  same  section  of  the 
Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  and  by  any  other  act  of 
the  General  Assembly  and  particularly  by  Section  840 
of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  (Revised 
Edition  of  1915),  Chapter  158  of  the  Acts  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  1906,  or  section  of  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City  or  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  shall  be  and  are  hereby  transferred  to  and 
hereafter  shall  be  exercised  and  performed  by  the 
Bureau  of  Plans  and  Surveys  as  the  lawful  successor 
to  said  Topographical  Survey  Commission  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  the  Bureau  of  Plans  and  Surveys  had  been 
named  in  the  provisions  of  law  as  the  body  upon  which 
said  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and  functions 
were  conferred.  Thereupon  the  Topographical  Survey 
Commission  and  the  office  of  Chief  Engineer  of  said 
Commission  as  heretofore  constituted  shall  be  and 
remain  abolished. 

All  of  the  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and 
functions  conferred  by  law  and  by  action  of  the  Board 
of  Estimates  upon  the  Bureau  of  Drafting  shall  be  and 
are  hereby  transferred  to  and  hereafter  shall  be  exer- 
cised and  performed  by  the  Bureau  of  Plans  and  Sur- 
veys as  the  lawful  successor  to  the  Bureau  of  Drafting 
to  the  same  extent  as  if  the  Bureau  of  Plans  and  Sur- 
veys had  been  named  in  the  provisions  of  law  or  reso- 
lutions of  the  Board  of  Estimates  as  the  body  upon 
which  the  said  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and 
functions  were  conferred.  Thereupon  the  Bureau  of 
Drafting  as  heretofore  constituted  shall  be  and  remain 
abolished. 

The  City  Surveyor,  whose  office  is  provided  for  by 
Section  2  of  Article  7  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland, 
shall  be  assigned  to  the  Bureau  of  Plans  and  Surveys, 
All  of  the  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and  func- 
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tioiis  conferred  by  law  upon  the  City  Surveyor,  and 
particularly  by  the  provisions  of  Sections  84  and  205 
of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws,  and  by 
the  same  sections  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City, 
and  by  any  other  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  or  sec- 
tion of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  or  ordinance  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  shall  be  transferred  to  and 
hereafter  be  exercised  and  performed  by  the  City 
Surveyor  under  the  direction  of  the  Engineer  of  Plans 
and  Surveys. 

The  Engineer  of  Plans  and  Surveys  shall  prepare 
such  plans  for  the  development  and  extension  of  the 
Park  System  as  may  be  requested  or  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 

The  Bureau  of  Plans  and  Surveys  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  and  exercise  such  other  powers  as 
may  be  required  from  time  to  time  by  ordinance  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council,  subject,  however,  to  the 
power  and  authority  conferred  upon  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer by  the  provisions  of  this  Charter. 

9. 

BUREAU  OF  STANDARDS. 

There  shall  l)e  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  a 
Bureau  of  Standards.  The  head  of  this  Bureau  shall 
be  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Standards,  who  shall 
direct  its  operation,  and  who  shall  perform,  subject  to 
the  authority  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  the  duties  and 
exercise  the  jjowers  which  are  herein  imposed  or  con- 
ferred upon  the  Bureau  of  Standards. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Standards  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor,  with  the  consent  of  the  City 
Council,  as  provided  in  Section  25  of  the  Charter  of 
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Baltimore   City,  and  hold  his   office  as  therein  pro- 
vided. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Standards  shall  have 
had  a  thorough  training  in  chemistry.  The  Mayor, 
when  appointing  a  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Sandards, 
shall  give  first  consideration  to  the  qualifications  of 
those  who  are  graduates  from  a  recognized  technical 
school  or  college.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Stan- 
dards shall  have  had  at  least  five  years '  experience  in 
analytical  chemistry,  and  shall  be  able  to  make  analyses 
of  coals,  paints,  oils,  asphalts,  tars,  cements,  etc.  He 
shall  also  have  had  experience  in  the  testing  of  con- 
struction materials,  and  shall  have  had  experience  in 
an  administrative  capacity. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Standards  shall  be  paid 
such  salary  as  may  be  provided  in  the  Ordinance  of 
Estimates.  He  shall  appoint  such  assistants,  aides, 
clerks,  stenographers  and  other  office  and  field  help  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  Bureau. 
The  compensation  of  all  such  appointees  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  approval  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  and  shall 
be  paid  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  of  Estimates. 

All  of  the  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and 
functions  conferred  by  law  and  by  action  of  the  Board 
of  Estimates  upon  the  Municipal  Laboratory  Commit- 
tee shall  be  transferred  to  and  hereafter  be  exercised 
and  performed  by  the  Bureau  of  Standards  as  the  law- 
ful successor  to  the  Municipal  Laboratory  Committee 
to  the  same  extent  as  if  the  Bureau  of  Standards  had 
been  named  in  the  provisions  of  law  or  resolutions  of 
the  Board  of  Estimates  as  the  body  upon  which  the 
said  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and  functions 
were  conferred.  Thereupon  the  Municipal  Laboratory 
Committee  as  heretofore  constituted  shall  be  and  re- 
main abolished. 
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All  of  the  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and 
functions  conferred  by  law  upon  the  Inspector  of 
Weights  and  Pleasures,  and  particularly  by  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  34  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public 
Local  Laws  of  Maryland,  and  by  the  same  section  of 
the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  and  by  any  other  Act 
of  the  General  Assembly  or  section  of  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City  or  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore;  and  all  of  the  rights,  powers, 
duties,  obligations  and  functions  conferred  by  law  upon 
the  City  Comptroller  with  respect  to  the  inspection  of 
weights  and  measures,  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  34  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public 
Local  Laws  and  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  802  of 
the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1914,  or  any 
other  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  or  section  of  the 
Charter  of  Baltimore  City  or  ordinance  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  transferred 
to  and  hereafter  shall  be  exercised  and  performed  by 
the  Bureau  of  Standards  as  the  lawful  successor  to  the 
said  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  the  Bureau  of  Standards  had  been  named 
in  the  provisions  of  law  as  the  body  upon  which  the 
said  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and  functions 
were  conferred.  Thereupon  the  office  of  Inspector  of 
Weights  and  Measures  as  heretofore  constituted  shall 
be  and  remain  abolished. 

The  Chief  Engineer  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  transfer  to  the  Bureau  of  Standards  such 
testing  and  inspection  work  hitherto  performed  by  the 
Paving  Commission  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

The  Bureau  of  Standards  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  and  exercise  such  other  powers  as  may  be  re- 
quired from  time  to  time  by  ordinance  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  subject,  however,  to  the  power  and 
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authority  conferred  upon  the  Chief  Engineer  by  the 
provisions  of  this  Charter. 

10. 

BUREAU  OF  TRANSPORTATION. 

There  shall  be  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
a  Bureau  of  Transportation.  The  head  of  this  Bureau 
shall  be  the  Superintendent  of  Transportation,  who 
shall  direct  its  operation,  and  who  shall  perform,  sub- 
ject to  the  authority  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  the  duties 
and  exercise  the  powers  which  are  herein  imposed  or 
conferred  upon  the  Bureau  of  Transportation. 

The  Superintendent  of  Transportation  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor,  with  the  consent  of  the  City 
Council,  as  provided  in  Section  25  of  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City,  and  hold  his  office  as  therein  provided. 

The  Superintendent  of  Transportation  shall  have 
general  educational  equipment  at  least  equal  to  that  of 
graduates  of  high  schools.  He  shall  have  had  at  least 
two  years '  experience  in  handling  transportation  prob- 
lems. 

The  Superintendent  of  Transportation  shall  be  paid 
such  salary  as  may  be  provided  in  the  Ordinance  of 
Estimates.  He  shall  appoint  such  assistants,  aides, 
clerks  and  stenographers  and  other  office  and  field  help 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the 
Bureau.  The  compensation  of  all  such  appointees  shall 
be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  and 
shall  be  paid  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  of  Esti- 
mates. 

The  Bureau  of  Transportation  shall  have  the  follow- 
ing rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and  functions, 
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provided  that  iiothiiii*:  lioroin  sliall  bo  construed  to  ap- 
ply to  the  motor  veliiek^  eciiiipment  of  tlie  tire  or  police 
departments : 

(1)  Charge  ol'  all  supplies  and  equipment  used  for 
transportation  by  all  officers,  boards,  commissions,  de- 
partments, bureaus  or  other  agencies  of  the  City  Gov- 
ernment. 

(2)  The  maintenance  and  operation  of  all  vehicles 
owned  by  the  City,  whether  held  for  general  service  or 
assigned  to  any  officer,  board,  comjnission,  department, 
bureau  or  agency  thereof,  with  the  exception  of  tool 
cars  without  motive  power. 

(3)  The  assignment  of  such  vehicular  equipment  to 
officers,  boards,  commissions,  departments,  bureaus  or 
other  agencies  of  the  City  Government,  and  the  mainte- 
nance of  such  hauling  and  passenger  service  as  may  be 
required  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  several  agencies  of 
the  City  Government. 

(4)  The  inspection  of  all  City  vehicular  equipment 
and  the  keeping  of  proper  records  of  the  manner  in 
which  such  equipment  is  handled,  and  the  care  exer- 
cised in  its  operation. 

(5)  Jurisdiction  over  the  hiring  of  vehicles  for  haul- 
ing and  passenger  service  needed  by  any  agency  of  the 
City  Government. 

(6)  Supervision  over  all  allowances  made  for  the 
operation  of  privately  owned  vehicles  used  by  City  em- 
ployes on  City  work. 

(7)  The  formulation  of  specifications  for  and  stand- 
ardization of  all  vehicular  eciuipment  and  the  acces- 
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scries,  supplies,  materials,  etc.,  incident  to  the  opera- 
tion and  maintenance  of  such  equipment. 

(8)  The  repair  of  all  vehicular  equipment  in  con- 
junction with  the  Bureau  of  Mechanical-Electrical 
Service,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Chief  Engineer. 

(9)  The  preparation  of  such  information  as  may  be 
needed  by  the  Board  of  Estimates,  or  any  other  agency 
of  the  City  Government,  for  its  guidance  in  disposing 
of  all  equipment. 

(10)  The  maintenance  and  operation  of  such  ga- 
rages, depots  and  shops  as  m.ay  be  assigned  to  it  by 
the  Chief  Engineer. 

The  Bureau  of  Transportation  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  and  exercise  such  other  powers  as  may  be 
required  from  time  to  time  by  ordinance  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  subject,  however,  to  the  power  and 
authority  conferred  upon  the  Chief  Engineer  by  the 
provisions  of  this  Charter. 

11. 

BUREAU  OF  STORES. 

There  shall  be  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  a 
Bureau  of  Stores.  The  head  of  this  Bureau  shall  be 
the  General  Storekeeper,  who  shall  direct  its  operation, 
and  who  shall  perform,  subject  to  the  authority  of  the 
Chief  Engineer,  the  duties  and  exercise  the  powers 
which  are  herein  imposed  or  conferred  upon  the  Bu- 
reau of  Stores. 

The  General  Storekeeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  with  the  consent  of  the  City  Council,  as  pro- 
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vided  in  Section  25  of  the  Cliartei-  of  P>altimore  City, 
and  hold  his  olliee  as  tlierein  provided. 

The  (leneral  Storekeeper  shall  have  had  aderpiate 
business  trainino^,  with  at  least  two  years'  experience 
in  the  supervision  of  the  handling  of  materials  and 
supplies.  He  shall  give  bond  to  the  city  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  his  duties  for  such  amount  as  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  Mayor. 

The  General  Storekeeper  shall  be  paid  such  salary 
as  may  be  provided  in  the  Ordinance  of  Estimates. 
He  shall  appoint  such  assistants,  aides,  clerks  and 
stenographers  and  other  office  and  field  help  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  Bureau. 
The  compensation  of  all  such  appointees  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  approval  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  and  shall 
be  paid  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  of  Estimates. 

The  Bureau  of  Stores  shall,  unless  special  exception 
is  made  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  in  instances  where 
such  operations  may  be  found  inexpedient  or  inadvis- 
able, take  charge  of  and  hereafter  be  responsible  for: 

(a)  The  ordering  of  materials  and  supplies  for  all 
departments,  boards,  officers  and  other  agencies  of  the 
city  goveniment; 

(b)  The  distribution  and  delivery  of  materials  and 
supplies ; 

(c)  The  storing  and  care  of  materials  and  supplies 
until  needed  by  the  agency  for  which  ordered ; 

(d)  The  reclamation  of  useless  inateri;ils  mid  sup- 
plies, and  the  disposal  of  salvage. 
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As  soon  as  the  Bureau  of  Stores  is  organized,  it  shall 
take  over  the  ordering,  handling,  storage  and  distribu- 
tion of  materials  and  supplies,  with  the  exception  of 
fuel  and  commissary  supplies,  for  the  following  agen- 
cies: 

Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Highways, 
Bureau  of  Water  Supply,  Bureau  of  Sewers,  Bureau  of 
Mechanical-Electrical  Service,  Bureau  of  Street  Clean- 
ing, Department  of  Education  (Board  of  School  Com- 
missioners) and  the  City  Librarian. 

The  Bureau  of  Stores  shall  also  handle  and  distribute 
for  other  agencies  of  the  city  government  materials 
and  supplies  which  the  Purchasing  Agent  of  Baltimore 
may  desire  to  carry  in  stock. 

The  work  of  the  Bureau  of  Stores  in  ordering,  stor- 
ing and  distributing  materials  and  supplies  shall  be 
extended  to  all  agencies  of  the  city  government  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Estimates. 

Purchases  of  materials  and  supplies  shall  be  made 
through  the  Purchasing  Agent,  or  through  the  Board 
of  Awards,  as  may  be  iirovided  by  law. 

The  Bureau  of  Stores  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
and  exercise  such  other  powers  as  may  be  required 
from  time  to  time  by  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council,  subject,  however,  to  *the  j^ower  and  authority 
conferred  upon  the  Chief  Engineer  by  the  provisions 
of  this  charter. 
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PART  TI. 

t^ENERAL  PKOMSIONS  AS  TO  DUTIES  AND 

POWEIIS  OF  DEPARTMENT  OF 

PUBLIC  WORKS. 


The  Department  of  Pnl)lie  Improvements  (as  de- 
scri])ed  in  Section  'M  of  Article  4  of  tlie  Code  of  Public 
Local  Laws,  and  in  the  same  section  of  the  Charter 
of  Baltimore,  and  as  recognized  by  Chapter  852  of  the 
Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1914,  Section  84  of 
Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  and  of  the 
Charter  of  Baltimore)  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  abol- 
ished. All  .of  the  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations 
and  functions  of  said  department  as  the  same  are  set 
forth  in  any  provision  of  law  shall  be  transferred  to 
and  hereafter  be  exercised  and  performed  by  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  as  the  lawful  successor  to 
said  Department  of  Public  Improvements. 

The  Chief  Engineer  shall  make  an  annual  report  to 
the  ^fayor  and  City  Council  of  the  work  done  by  the 
department,  and  by  the  several  bureaus  thereof,  and 
shall  make  such  recommendations  as  may  seem  advis- 
able. He  shall  submit  to  the  Board  of  Estimates  each 
year,  estimates  of  the  amounts  of  money  needed  for 
the  conduct  of  the  department,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  36  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore. 

The  Chief  Engineer  shall  succeed  the  Highways  En- 
gineer as  member  of  the  Board  of  Estimates. 

The  Chief  Engineer  shall  succeed  the  Harbor  Engi- 
neer as  member  of  the  Port  Development  Commission, 
established  under  the  provisions  of  Ordinance  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  No.  377,  approved  July  2, 
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1920,  and  shall  have  the  same  duties  and  powers  as  if 
he  (the  Chief  Engineer)  had  been  named  in  the  ordi- 
nance establishing  said  commission ;  but  the  Chief  En- 
gineer shall  have  power  and  is  hereby  authorized  to 
delegate  from  time  to  time  the  Harbor  Engineer  to 
act  for  him  as  member  of  said  commission,  with  the 
same  powers  and  responsibilities  herein  as  conferred 
upon  the  Chief  Engineer. 

The  Chief  Engineer  shall  succeed  the  Inspector  of 
Buildings  (Buildings  Engineer)  as  member  of  the 
Architectural  Commission  established  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
No.  243,  approved  January  25,  1909,  and  shall  have  the 
same  duties  and  powers  as  if  he  (the  Chief  Engineer) 
had  been  named  in  the  ordinance  establishing  said  com- 
mission ;  but  the  Chief  Engineer  shall  have  power  and 
is  hereby  authorized  to  delegate  from  time  to  time  the 
Buildings  Engineer  to  act  for  him  as  member  of  said 
commission,  with  the  same  powers  and  responsibilities 
as  herein  conferred  upon  the  Chief  Engineer. 

The  Chief  Engineer  shall  have  power  and  is  hereby 
authorized  to  delegate  from  time  to  time  any  of  his 
assistants  with  engineering  knowledge  or  any  of  the 
bureau  heads  to  act  for  him  as  member  of  the  Board  of 
Zoning  Appeals  as  established  under  the  provisions  of 
Ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  No.  922,  ap- 
proved May  19,  1923,  with  the  same  powers  and  re- 
sponsibilities as  conferred  upon  the  Chief  Engineer 
by  said  ordinance. 

The  Chief  Engineer  shall  have  power  and  is  hereby 
directed  to  co-ordinate  the  functions  and  operations  of 
the  bureaus  constituting  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  to  the  end  that  all  unnecessary  waste  and  dupli- 
cation of  effort  may  be  eliminated.  He  shall  see  to  it 
that  no  bureaus  maintain  duplicate  equipment  or  per- 
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sonnol  for  work  wliich  should  ho  coutralized  in  one 
hiirean,  and  for  this  purpose  tlie  Cliief  Engineer  sliall 
have  power  and  is  herehy  directed,  wlienever  expedient 
and  proper,  to  require  such  work  as  surveying]:,  testing, 
drafting,  hlue-]H-inting,  copying,  etc.,  to  he  centralized 
in  one  or  more  hureaus;  and  the  Chief  Engineer  shall 
have  power  to  assign  and  reassign  ecpupment  from  the 
custody  of  one  hureau  to  any  other  hureau,  as  may  be 
found  expedient. 

The  Chief  Engineer  sliall  have  power  and  is  hereby 
authorized  to  enter  and  occupy  any  and  all  municipal 
property  from  time  to  time,  for  the  installation,  main- 
tenance and  repair  of  public  works  of  any  kind,  such  as 
the  water,  sanitary  sewer  and  storm  water  drainage 
systems.  Before  entering  upon  any  property  under 
the  jurisdiction  or  control  of  a  special  board,  commis- 
sion or  department  such  as  property  under  the  control 
of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer, or  the  Bureau  acting  under  his  authority,  shall 
serve  due  notice  upon  such  special  board,  commission 
or  department  and  shall,  so  far  as  possible,  avoid  any 
interference  with  the  plans  of  such  board,  commission 
or  department.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  restore  or 
pay  for  the  restoration  of  any  property,  so  entered 
and  occupied,  to  the  condition  in  which  it  was  before 
his  entrance. 

B. 

All  existing  contracts  and  obligations  of  the  officers, 
boards,  commissions,  departments  or  other  municipal 
agencies  hereby  aljolished  or  superseded  shall  remain 
in  full  force  and  effect,  and  shall  be  performed  by  the 
bureau  to  which  the  rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations 
or  functions  of  the  agency  so  abolished  or  superseded 
are  transferred. 
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c. 

Wherever  an  existing  office,  board,  commission,  de- 
partment, bureau  or  other  municipal  agency  is  abol- 
ished or  superseded  under  the  provisions  hereof,  all 
books,  papers,  maps,  charts,  plans,  records,  documents 
and  all  supplies,  equipment,  and  other  property  of  any 
kind  whatsoever  in  the  custody  of  the  same,  or  of  any 
member  or  officer  thereof,  shall  be  delivered  to  and 
shall  vest  in  the  department  or  bureau  to  which  the 
rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and  functions  of  the 
agency  so  abolished  or  superseded  are  transferred; 
and  whatever  part  of  the  rights,  powers,  duties,  obliga- 
tions or  functions  of  an  existing  office,  board,  commis- 
sion, department,  bureau  or  other  municipal  agency  is 
transferred  to  another  department  or  bureau,  then  the 
books,  papers,  maps,  charts,  plans,  records,  documents 
and  all  supplies,  equipment  and  other  property  of  any 
kind  whatsoever  relating  to  the  rights,  powers,  duties, 
obligations  or  functions  so  transferred  shall  be  deliv- 
ered to  and  shall  vest  in  the  department  or  bureau  to 
which  such  transfer  is  made. 

D. 

All  applications,  hearings  and  other  proceedings 
pending  before  any  officer,  board,  commission,  depart- 
ment, bureau  or  other  municipal  agency  hereby  abol- 
ished or  superseded,  and  all  prosecutions,  legal  or 
other  proceedings  and  investigations  begun  by  or  be- 
fore any  such  agency  so  abolished  or  superseded  and 
not  completed  at  the  time  of  the  taking  effect  hereof, 
shall  continue  and  remain  in  full  force  and  effect,  and 
may  be  completed  before  or  by  the  department  or 
bureau  which  succeeds  to  the  agency  so  abolished  or 
superseded,  to  the  same  extent  that  such  agency  itself 
could  have  done  had  the  same  not  been  abolished  or 
superseded. 
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E. 

All  orders,  rulings  and  regulations  made  in  accord- 
ance witli  law  by  any  officer,  l)oard,  commission,  depart- 
ment, bureau  or  other  municipal  agency  herel)y  abol- 
ished or  superseded,  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
eifect  until  revoked  or  modified  in  accordance  with  law 
by  the  department  or  bureau  which  succeeds  to  the 
rights,  powers,  duties,  obligations  and  functions  of 
such  agency  so  abolished  or  superseded. 


The  provisions  contained  in  Part  I  hereof  relating 
to  the  qualifications  of  Chief  Engineer  or  heads  of 
bureaus  shall  not  operate  to  bar  any  person  holding  a 
position  as  head  of  any  office,  department,  board,  com- 
mission or  other  agency  of  the  City  Government  from 
an  appointment  and  re-appointment  by  the  Mayor  as 
Chief  Engineer  or  as  head  of  the  bureau  to  which  the 
powers,  duties  and  functions  of  his  present  position 
are  transferred  under  the  provisions  hereof. 

Any  person  now  holding  a  position,  by  appointment 
of  the  Mayor,  as  head  of  any  office,  department,  board, 
commission  or  other  agency  of  the  City  Government, 
shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  by  the  Mayor  as  a 
deputy  or  assistant  to  the  head  of  the  bureau  to  which 
the  powers,  duties  and  functions  of  his  present  position 
are  transferred  under  the  provisions  hereof  provided 
that  after  any  such  appointment  is  once  made  the 
position  shall  become  subject  to  all  the  laws,  rules 
and  regulations  governing  tlie  classified  City  service, 
and  any  subsecpient  appointment  to  such  position  shall 
be  made  b}^  the  head  of  the  Bureau. 

No  person  in  the  classified  City  service  employed  by 
any  officer,  board,  commission,  department,  bureau  or 
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other  municipal  agency,  the  powers  and  duties  of 
which  are  transferred  to  some  other  department  or 
bureau  by  the  provisions  hereof,  shall  be  deprived  of 
his  or  her  position  and  classification  by  the  provisions 
hereof,  but  all  such  persons  shall  be  transferred  to 
the  new  department  or  bureau  established  under  the 
provisions  hereof.  These  provisions,  however,  shall 
not  apply  to  any  person  now  in  the  classified  service 
who  may  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  with  the  consent 
of  the  City  Council,  as  head  of  a  bureau. 

G. 

No  officer,  board,  commission,  c'  partmeni,  bureau  or 
other  agency  of  the  City  Government  shall  hereafter 
perform  any  work  or  services  of  the  same  general 
character  as  that  assigned  or  transferred  to  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works,  or  any  bureau  thereof, 
under  the  provisions  hereof,  without  special  authority 
therefor  granted  by  the  Board  of  '^^]&timates,  or  by  any 
ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

All  engineering  work,  and  all  work  related  to  water 
supply,  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  highways, 
sewers,  buildings  and  structures  of  every  description 
and  character;  all  work  of  a  mechanLcal  or  electrical 
character;  all  designing,  planning,  surveying,  testing, 
and  the  handling  of  transportation  and  hauling  equip- 
ment shall  be  performed  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  for  all  of  the  other  officers,  boards,  commis- 
sions, departments,  bureaus  or  agencies  of  the  City 
Government,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  Board 
of  Estimates  or  by  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council. 

Nothing  in  this  paragraph  (G)  shall  be  construed 
to  apply  to  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 
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H. 

No  expenditure  for  any  new  inii)rovenient  shall  be 
made  out  of  any  ai)i)ro])riation  in  the  Ordinance  of 
Estimates  from  the  tax  levy  or  from  any  loan  funds, 
unless  the  plans  for  such  improvement  are  first  sub- 
mitted to  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimates. 

PART  III. 

APPROPRIATIONS  IN  ORDINANCE  OF  ESTI- 
MATEvS  FOR  (CONSTRUCTION  AND  MAIN- 
TENANCT.  WORK  AND  OTHER  OPER- 
ATIONS AS  >IGNED  TO  OR  PER- 
FORMED   3Y  DEPART^^IENT 
OF  PLBLIC  WORKS. 

Every  officer,  board,  commission,  department,  bureau 
or  other  agency  of  the  City  Government  shall  furnish 
lists  of  estimates  for  annual  appropriations,  as  required 
by  Section  36  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local 
Laws,  and  by  the  samt  section  of  the  Charter  of  Balti- 
more; and  where  any  board,  commission  or  other 
municipal  agency  is  given  the  custody  or  control  of  a 
fund  or  funds  dedicated  to  a  particular  purpose,  as,  for 
example,  the  distribution  of  the  Park  Fund  by  the 
Park  Commissioners,  (in  accordance  with  the  i)ro- 
visions  of  Section  97  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public 
Local  Laws  of  ^laryland,  and  by  the  same  section  of 
the  Charter  of  Baltimore),  such  board,  commission  or 
other  municipal  agency  may,  in  its  discretion,  ol)tain 
estimates  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of 
the  cost  of  work,  materials  or  supplies  which  said 
board,  commission  or  other  municipal  agency  may 
require  during  the  ensuing  fiscal  year. 

The  Pepartment  of  Public  Works  shall,  on  the  re- 
quest of  any  board,  commission   or  other  municipal 
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agency  in  control  of  dedicated  funds,  furnish  sueli 
materials  or  supplies  and  perform  such  services  (inci- 
dent to  the  usual  operations  of  said  Department  of 
Public  Works)  as  such  board,  commission  or  other 
municipal  agency  may  require,  and  the  cost  of  such 
materials,  supplies  or  services  shall  be  billed  against 
such  board,  commission  or  other  municipal  agency, 
and  paid  from  appropriations  out  of  the  dedicated 
funds. 

PART  4. 
GENERAL  EFFECTIVE  PROVISIONS. 

All  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City, 
Public  Local  Laws,  Ordinances  and  Resolutions-  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  or  of  any 
municipal  board,  commission  or  officer,  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  hereof  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed  so  far  as  the  same,  or  any  of  the  same,  may 
conflict  or  be  inconsistent  therewith;  provided  that 
nothing  herein  shall  affect  the  Public  Improvement 
Commission,  but  said  Comnaission  shall  be,  and  con- 
tinue to  be,  subject  to  all  laws  and  ordinances  govern- 
ing its  creation  and  existence  as  have  been  heretofore, 
or  may  be  hereafter  passed  applying  to  said  Com- 
mission; or  be  construed  as  abridging  or  limiting  the 
authority  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health  of  Baltimore 
City  to  make  and  enforce  all  rules  and  regulations 
necessary  for  the  preservation  and  maintenance  of  the 
public  health ;  and  provided  further,  that  all  municipal 
officials,  employes,  boards  or  commissions  holding  any 
office  or  position  in  the  '^Department  of  Public  Works" 
embraced  in  this  section  shall  continue  to  hold,  exer- 
cise and  discharge  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices 
and  positions  for  the  remainder  of  their  respective 
terms  or  tenures  as  existing  at  the  time  of  the  adoption 
of  this  amendment,  and  until  they  shall  be  superseded 
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pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore 
City,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  ap])ointe(l  and 
qualified. 

And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  said  fore^oinji: 
Section  85-a  hereby  proposed  as  an  amendment  to  the 
Cliarter  of  Baltimore  City  shall  be  at  the  General 
Election  to  be  held  on  the  2nd  of  November,  1920, 
submitted  to  the  voters  of  Baltimore  City  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Article  11-a  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  Maryland ;  and  if  at  said  election  the  majority 
of  the  votes  cast  for  and  against  said  amendment 
shall  be  in  favor  thereof,  said  amendment  shall  be 
adopted  and  become  a  part  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore 
City  from  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  after  said  elec- 
tion. 

And  be  it  further  resolved.  That  if  the  foregoing 
Section  85-a  hereby  proposed  as  an  amendment  to  the 
Charter  of  Baltimore  City  shall  at  said  election  be 
ado]3ted  as  in  this  Resolution  provided,  then  Ordinance 
Xo.  450,  approved  July  17,  1925,  and  Ordinance  No. 
556,  approved  February  1,  1926,  both  relating  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  shall  be  and  the  same 
are  herel)y  repealed  as  of  the  date  when  said  amend- 
ment becomes  effective. 

And  be  it  further  resolved.  That  if  the  said  foregoing 
Section  85-a  hereby  proposed  as  an  amendment  to  the 
Charter  of  Baltimore  City  shall  at  said  election  be 
rejected  by  the  majority  of  the  votes  cast  for  and 
against  said  amendment,  then  Ordinance  No.  450,  ap- 
])roved  July  17,  1925,  and  Ordinance  No.  556,  approved 
February  1,  1926,  relating  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  be  and  the  same  shall  stand  repealed  as  of 
December  31,  1927,  and  in  the  meanwhile  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  ^fayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  as 
well  as  of  the  several  departments,  boards,  comm.is- 
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sions  and  officials  of  Baltimore  City  to  restore  the 
organization  of  all  departments,  boards,  commissions, 
offices  and  positions  as  they  existed  in  Baltimore  City 
prior  to  the  approval  of  Ordinance  No.  450,  approved 
July  17,  1925,  and  Ordinance  No.  556,  approved  Febru- 
ary 1,  1926,  relating  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  including  the  appointment  or  re-appointment 
of  persons  necessary  to  constitute  said  boards  and 
commissions,  or  to  occupy  such  offices  or  positions.
